AN ACT 

To amend Sections 6, 18, and 19 of an act entitled “an Act to provide for 
the building of a Court house and jail for Jefferson County, Alabama, 
in the City of Birmingham, and to establish for the consummation of 
that purpose a Court House Commission; and to authorize said Com¬ 
mission to build a court house and jail for said County, to sell and con¬ 
vey certain Court house properties now owned by the County, to acquire, 
if deemed necessary, a site for said constructions, or either of them; to 
designate the funds from which the cost and expense of said construction 
shall be paid; and to prescribe the powers and duties of the said Com¬ 
mission and the powers and duties of the Board of Revenue and Treas¬ 
urer of said County, incident to the construction of said court house and 
jail,” approved February 11th, 1927. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

One. That section 6 of an act entitled “an act to provide for the 
building of a Court house and jail for Jefferson County, Alabama, in 
the City of Birmingham, and to establish for the consummation of that 
purpose a Court House Commission; and to authorize said Commission 
to build a court house and jail for said County, to sell and convey cer¬ 
tain Court House properties now owned by the County, to acquire, 
if deemed necessary, a site for said constructions, or either of them; 
to designate the funds from which the cost and expense of said con¬ 
struction shall be paid; and to prescribe the powers and duties of the 
said Commission and the powers and duties of the Board of Revenue 
and Treasurer of said County, incident to the construction of said court 
house and jail,” approved February 11th, 1927, be and the same is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: 6. Said Commission shall 
be and it is hereby authorized and empowered to construct or cause to 
be constructed a court house and jail for said County in the City of 
Birmingham, Alabama, said Court house and jail to be constructed out 
of such material and in such manner as to size, plans, blueprints and 
specifications as the said Commission may deem best, said Commission 
keeping in view that from time to time in the future it may be necessary 
to make additions to said court house and jail in order to keep pace 
with the growth and development of said County. Said Commission 
shall have the power and authority to employ such experts, architects 
and engineers and such labor and professional skill of all kinds as may 
be deemed necessary to accomplish the work and exercise the powers 
and rights herein conferred, and make such contracts and agreements 
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as may be deemed necessary to accomplish the work and exercise the 
powers and rights herein conferred, and may do any or all of the work 
necessary in the building of said court house and jail, employing such 
laborers and employees and buying such material as may be deemed 
necessary or may let any or all of the work by contract or contracts, as 
the Commission may see fit, to the lowest and best responsible bidder 
or bidders. 

Two. Be it further enacted, that section 18 of said act be and 
the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 18. The ex¬ 
pense of all construction work done by said Commission, and all costs 
and expense in any way connected therewith and all cost and expense 
incident to doing anything by the Commission authorized to be done 
by this Act, shall be paid out of money received from the sale of the 
bonds heretofore authorized by special election to be issued for the 
purpose of erecting and constructing a court house and jail for said 
County, or from the sale of any of the property herein authorized to be 
sold by said Commission, arid shall be paid only on warrants authorized 
by the Board of Revenue of said County, which shall not be authorized 
except on the requisition therefor drawn on said Board of Revenue by 
said Commission, and it shall be the duty of the Board of Revenue of 
said County to authorize and cause warrants to be drawn as and when 
requisitions therefor are drawn by said Commission on said Board of 
Revenue. Provided, that if and when said Commission shall certify 
to said Board of Revenue that it has been unable to sell for a satisfac¬ 
tory price the property herein authorized to be sold by said Commission, 
it shall then become the duty of the Board of Revenue of Jefferson 
County, Alabama, to provide and make available to said Commission 
under existing law such funds as may be necessary to construct or 
complete and repair such new Court house and jail and to furnish and 
equip the same. Provided further, that after such new court house 
and jail is completed, furnished and equipped said Court House Com¬ 
mission shall be dissolved and all of the rights, powers and authority 
herein given to said Commission shall revert to and be lodged in said 
Board of Revenue. 

Three. Be it further enacted that section 19 of said Act be and 
the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 19. All moneys 

remaining in the custody of the Treasurer of said county arising from 
the sale of bonds for the erection of said new Court House and Jail, 
or from the sale of any property which may be sold under the pro¬ 
visions of this act, after said new Court House and Jail has been 
completed, furnished and equipped and all the cost and expense incident 
thereto have been fully paid, shall be covered into the General Fund 
of the County.

AN ACT 

To provide for the election of a County Superintendent of Education for Geneva 
County, Alabama, to fix his term of office, to prescribe his salary, and the 
manner of payment, to define his qualifications, powers, and duties, and to 
provide for the election of his successor in office. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That a County Superintendent of Education for Geneva 
County, Alabama, shall be elected by the qualified electors of Geneva 
County, Alabama. 

Section 2. That immediately after the passage of this Act, a 
special election shall be called, by the Probate Judge of Geneva County, 
and held in Geneva County, Alabama, the expenses thereof to be paid 
out of the general funds of said County, for the purpose of electing a 
County Superintendent of Education for said County, by the qualified 
electors thereof, who shall assume the duties of his office July 1, 1931, 
and shall hold office until his successor is elected and qualified, at the 
General Election to be held, on the Second Tuesday in November 1934, 
at which time his successor in office shall be elected, and thereafter the 
Superintendent of Education of Geneva County, shall be elected quad¬ 
rennial, and hold office for a term of four years, unless removed for 
good cause, nominations for this office shall be made in the Primary 
Elections as provided for the other County offices. 

Section 3. That the salary of said Superintendent of Education 
shall be fixed by the County Board of Education of Geneva County, 
Alabama, which salary shall not be less than $2000.00 nor more than 
$3000.00 per annum, and which salary shall be paid in the same way 
and manner as now provided under the general laws of the State of Ala¬ 
bama for the payment of County Superintendents of Education in the 
several counties of the State. 

Section 4. That said County Superintendent shall be charged with 
the same duties and shall exercise the same powers as are now or as 
may hereafter be provided by the general school laws of the State of 
Alabama, in the conduct of the office of County Superintendent of 
Education, and no person shall be eligible for political party nomina¬ 
tions, or for election to the office of County Superintendent of Educa¬ 
tion of Geneva County who does not hold an Alabama certificate in 
Administration and Supervision, based on at least being a graduate of a 
Standard College equal to the University of Alabama, or Alabama Poly¬ 
technic Institute and proof of three years of successful teaching ex¬ 
perience within five years before election, and such other additional 
qualifications as may be provided by the General School Laws of the 
State. Provided, however, that if no person meeting these requirements 
qualifies for election as provided in this Act, the County Board of 
Education shall appoint a Superintendent of Education as provided by 
the General Law regulating the appointment of Superintendents, and 
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provided that no person shall be eligible to qualify or be elected to the 
office of County Superintendent of Education of Geneva County, Ala¬ 
bama, who is not a qualified elector of the State of Alabama at the 
time of the nomination or election to such office and who does not 
procure from the Superintendent of Education of the State of Alabama 
a certificate that he possesses the qualifications presented by this section. 
The certificate shall be filed with the Probate Judge of Geneva County, 
Alabama, before his name shall be printed on the official ballot. 

Section 5. That in the event of a vacancy in said office for any 
cause, except removal, such vacancy, shall be filled by the County Board 
of Education, and the person so appointed shall hold office until the 
next general election thereafter, when his successor shall be elected, that 
should any County Superintendent be removed for cause by the County 
Board of Education of Geneva County, such vacancy shall be filled by 
appointment of the State Superintendent of Education, and his ap¬ 
pointee shall hold office as in the case provided by appointment by the 
County Board of Education. Provided, that the County Board of Edu¬ 
cation may remove the County Superintendent of Education for im¬ 
morality, misconduct in office, incompetency, or willful neglect of duty, 
or when the best interests of the schools require it, any of which cases 
must be alleged and proved and the County Superintendent of Educa¬ 
tion shall have the right to be heard in his defense as in cases of im¬ 
peachment against County officers, and all such hearings shall be con¬ 
ducted as in cases provided under the general laws for impeachment of 
county officers. 

Section 6. That the duties and powers prescribed by the general 
laws of Alabama for the office of County Superintendents in the super¬ 
vision of the schools of the several counties shall apply to and be incum¬ 
bent upon the County Superintendent. The County Superintendent, 
elected or appointed under the provisions of this Act and before entering 
upon the duties of said office, must take the oath of office prescribed 
by the Constitution, and give bond in an amount to be fixed by the State 
Board of Education in a reputable Surety Company authorized to do 
business in Alabama, conditional upon the faithful performance of the 
duties of his office, and for the accounting and paying over to the 
proper authorities all moneys coming into his hands. 

Section 7. That if any part of this Act shall be declared unconsti¬ 
tutional it shall not affect the other provisions of it. 

Section 8. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act be and are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To repeal an Act entitled “An Act to create an Inferior Court, to be known as 
the “Gadsden Inferior Court,” for precincts one (1) and Twenty-Six (26) of 
Etowah County Alabama, in lieu of Justices of the Peace and Notary Public 
with the power of a Justice of the Peace; To prescribe the jurisdiction, 
authority, power and duties of said Court and the officers thereof; To provide 
for the transfer of cases from the Justices of the Peace and Notary Publics 
with the power of a Justice of the Peace to the “Gadsden Inferior Court;” 
To provide rules of procedure of said Court; and to provide for the execution 
of process and operation of said Court” Approved by the Governor August 
26, 1927. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That an Act entitled “An Act to create an Inferior 
Court, to be known as the ‘Gadsden Inferior Court’ for precincts One 
(1) and Twenty-Six (26) of Etowah County, Alabama, in lieu of Jus¬ 
tices of the Peace and Notary Public with the power of a Justice of the 
Peace; To prescribe the jurisdiction, authority, Power and duties of said 
Court and the officers thereof; To provide for the transfer of cases 
from the Justices of the Peace and Notary Publics with the power of a 
Justice of the Peace to the ‘Gadsden Inferior Court’; To provide rules 
of procedure of said Court; and to provide for the execution of process 
and operation of said Court” Approved by the Governor August 26, 
1930. That the same be and is hereby repealed. 

Section 2. That this Act shall take effect and become a law im¬ 
mediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor. 

Section 3. All suits and judgments now pending in said Court be 
and they are hereby transferred to the Senior Justice of the Peace or 
Notary Public with the jurisdiction of a Justice of the Peace hereafter 
appointed by the Governor for Beat One in Etowah County, Alabama. 

Section 4. Should any part or provision of this Act be declared 
unconstitutional, it will not invalidate the remainder thereof.

AN ACT 

To provide for the election of a County Superintendent of Education for 
Lauderdale County, Alabama, to fix his term of office, to prescribe his 
salary and the manner of payment, to define his qualifications, powers and 
duties, and to provide for his successor in office. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That a County Superintendent of Education for 
Lauderdale County, Alabama, shall be elected by the qualified 
electors of Lauderdale County, Alabama, who shall hold office for 
four years and until his successor is elected and qualified as herein¬ 
after provided. 
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Section 2. That at the next general election to be held in 1932 
in said County and State a County Superintendent of Education for 
Lauderdale County, Alabama, shall be elected, who shall assume 
the duties of his office on the first Monday in January, 1933, and 
hold office for a term of four years and until his successor is elected 
and qualified, unless sooner removed for good cause, and each four 
years thereafter, a County Superintendent of Education for Lauder¬ 
dale County, Alabama, shall be elected by the qualified electors of 
said County, at the regular election, and nomination for this office 
may be made in primary elections as other County Officers. 

Section 3. That the salary of said County Superintendent of 
Education shall be fixed by the County Board of Education of 
Lauderdale County, Alabama, which salary shall not be less than 
$2000.00 nor more than $3000.00 per annum, and which salary 
shall be paid in the same way and manner as now provided under 
the general laws of the State of Alabama, for the payment of 
County Superintendents of Education in the several counties of 
the State. 

Section 4. That said County Superintendent shall be charged 
with the same duties and shall exercise the same powers as are now 
or as may be hereafter provided by the general school laws of the 
State of Alabama, in the conduct of the office of County Superin¬ 
tendent of Education; and no person shall be eligible for political 
party nomination or for election to the office of County Superin¬ 
tendent of Education of Lauderdale County who does not hold an 
Alabama Certificate in administration and supervision based as a 
minimum upon graduation from a standard Normal Teachers Col¬ 
lege, or equivalent education and proof of three years of successful 
teaching experience and such other qualifications as may be pro¬ 
vided by the general school laws of the State. Provided, however, 
that if no person meeting these requirements qualifies for election 
as provided in this Act the County Board of Education shall appoint 
a Superintendent of Education as provided by the general law regu¬ 
lating the appointment of Superintendents; and provided that no 
person shall be eligible to qualify or be elected to the office of 
County Superintendent of Education of said County who is not a 
qualified elector of the State of Alabama at the time of the nomina¬ 
tion and election to such office and who does not procure from the 
Superintendent of Education of the State of Alabama a certificate 
that he possesses the qualifications prescribed by this Act. 

Section 5. That in the event of a vacancy in said office for any 
cause, except removal, such vacancy shall be filled by the County 
Board of Education, and the person so appointed shall hold office 
until the next general election thereafter when his successor shall 
be elected; that should any County Superintendent be removed for 
cause by the County Board of Education, such vacancy shall be 
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filled by appointment of the State Superintendent of Education, 
and his appointee shall hold office as in the case provided by ap¬ 
pointment of the County Board of Education, Provided that the 
County Board of Education may remove the County Superintendent 
for immorality, misconduct in office, incompetency or willful neg¬ 
lect of duty, any of which causes must be alleged and proved and 
the County Superintendent shall have the right to be heard in his 
defense and all such hearings shall be conducted as in cases pro¬ 
vided under the general laws for the impeachment of County Of¬ 
ficers. 

Section 6. That the duties and powers prescribed by the gen¬ 
eral laws of the State of Alabama for the office of County Superin¬ 
tendents in the supervision of the schools of the several counties 
shall apply to and be incumbent upon the County Superintendent. 
The County Superintendent elected or appointed under the pro¬ 
visions of this Act, and before entering upon the duties of said 
office, must take the oath of office prescribed by the constitution, 
and give bond in an amount fixed by the State Board of Education 
in a reputable surety company authorized to do business in the 
State of Alabama, conditioned upon the faithful performance of the 
duties of his office, and for the accounting and paying over to the 
proper authority all moneys coming into his hands. 

Section 7. That if any part of this Act shall be declared uncon¬ 
stitutional it shall not affect the other provisions herein contained. 

Section 8. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act be and they are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To authorize, empower and require the County Board of Education of Jack- 
son County, Alabama, to pay to The First National Bank of Stevenson, 
located in the town of Stevenson, Alabama, the sum of $6 140 33 with 
interest from April 16, 1929, at 6% until paid; and to pay to the Hamilton 
National Bank, located at Chattanooga, Tennessee, the sum of $12,878 88 
with interest from June 14th, 1929, at 6% until paid, to reimburse said 
banks for money furnished by them to the amount as above stated, to 
operate and finance the public schools of Jackson County for the year 
1929, which said money thus furnished was used in the maintenance and 
operation of said public schools, such as paying teachers’ salaries and 
other lawful charges against the public school fund. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the County Board of Education of Jackson 
County, Alabama, be and the same is hereby authorized, empow¬ 
ered and required to pay out of the public school fu,nds of said 
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County to the First National Bank of Stevenson, located in the 
town of Stevenson, Alabama, the sum of $6140.33 with interest 
from April 16, 1929, at 6 % until paid and to pay to the Hamilton 
National Bank, located at Chattanooga, Tennessee, the sum ° 
$12,878.88 with interest from June 14, 1929, at 6 % until paid, to 
reimburse said banks for money furnished by them to the amount 
as above stated, respectively, to said County Board of Education 
of Jackson County, to operate and finance the public schools oi 
Jackson County for the year of 1929, which said money thus “T" 
nished was used in the maintenance and operation of said public 
schools, such as paying teachers’ salaries and other lawful charges 
against the public school fund. . 

Section 2. Be it further enacted that the money authorized 
to be paid out in Section 1 . of this Act shall be paid as follows: 
one-fourth of the amount due to each bank shall be paid on the 15th 
day of January, 1932; one-fourth thereof on the 15th day of Janu¬ 
ary, 1933, and one-fourth thereof on the 15th day of January, 1934, 
and one-fourth thereof on the 15th day of January, 1935. 

Section 3. Be it further enacted that all laws or parts of laws, 
special, local or general in conflict with the provisions of this Act, 
are hereby repealed so far as this Act is concerned. 

Section 4 . Be it further enacted that this act shall go into effect 
immediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor of 
Alabama.

AN ACT 

To provide for the election of a County Superintendent of Education for 
Marshall County, Alabama, by the qualified electors thereof; to prescribe 
the qualifications of said officer; to prescribe the duties of the said office, 
and to fix the term and compensation of the said office. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1 . That at the general election for the year of 1934 
and every four years thereafter there shall be elected a County 
Superintendent of Education for Marshall County, Alabama, by the 
qualified voters of the said County who shall hold office for a term 
of four years from the first Monday in July next succeeding the 
election and until a successor is elected and qualified. 

Section 2. A candidate for the office of Superintendent of 
Education of said County shall be nominated and elected as candi¬ 
dates for other County offices of Marshall County, Alabama, under 
the law of the State of Alabama. 
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Section 3. Such County Superintendent of Education must be 
a qualified elector of the County and possess all other qualifications 
required under the general law of this State for County Superin¬ 
tendent of Education; and shall perform and discharge all duties 
of the County Superintendent of Education under the general laws 
of this State, provided, that if there be a vacancy in the said office 
for any cause whatever the County Board of Education of the said 
County shall have authority to fill such vacancy as is provided by 
the general laws of Alabama. 

Section 4. Such County Superintendent of Education shall 
devote his or her entire time to the Public School business of Mar¬ 
shall County, Alabama, and shall receive as compensation the sum 
of Twenty-Seven hundred Dollars ($2700) per annum to be paid at 
the time and in the manner provided for by the general laws of this 
State for the payment of salaries of County Superintendents of 
Education. The County Board of Education of Marshall County, 
Alabama, shall determine the amount of office help to the County 
Superintendent of Education of the said County ; the County Super¬ 
intendent of Education of the said County shall select the help and 
the County Board of Education of Marshall County, Alabama, shall 
fix the salaries of the said help and the same shall be paid at the 
time and in the manner provided in the general laws of the State of 
Alabama, for payment of such office help. That the County Board 
of Education is authorized to furnish under the general laws of this 
State the expenses of the Superintendent of Education and allow¬ 
ances for his office and shall be allowed by the County Board of 
Education as^ authorized under the general laws of Alabama. 

Section o. That all laws or parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this act in so far as they relate to Marshall County 
be and the same are hereby repealed.

To Provide For The Election of The County Superintendent of Education 
For Colbert County, Alabama; His Term of Office, And To Provide 
For The Appointment Of A County Superintendent of Education of Said 
County To Serve From The Time Of Approval Of This Bill Until His 
Successor Is Elected and Qualifies. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Sec. 1. That the County Superintendent of Education of Col- 
“, er * County, Alabama, shall be elected by the qualified voters of 
Colbert County, Alabama, in the same way and manner as other 
public officers are elected by the qualified electors of the County. 
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Sec. 2. That the County Superintendent of Education of Col¬ 
bert County, Alabama, shall be elected at the same time the Tax 
Collector and Tax Assessor are elected in Colbert County, Ala¬ 
bama, and his term of office shall begin soon thereafter, as he quali¬ 
fies and shall continue for four years thereafter or until his succes¬ 
sor is elected and qualifies. Each four years and at each time when 
the Tax Collector and Tax Assessor are elected in said County 
there shall be a County Superintendent of Education elected. 

Sec. 3. The Compensation, powers, duties and scope of service 
of the County Superintendent of Education of Colbert County shall 
be as is now provided by law, or as hereafter provided by law. 

Sec. 4. That immediately after the passage and approval of 
this Act, The Governor of Alabama shall appoint a County Super¬ 
intendent of Education for Colbert County, Alabama who shall 
serve until his successor is elected and qualified under the pro¬ 
visions of this act. 

Sec. 5. Qualifications of the County Superintendent of Educa¬ 
tion the election of which is provided for herein shall be as now 
fixed by the general law of Alabama or which may hereafter be 
provided for or fixed by the law of Alabama.

AN ACT 

To relieve the tax assessor of Franklin County, Alabama, from the duty of 
preparing a book of assessments, such as is referred to in Acts 1923, page 
152, § 42, and in lieu thereof to arrange in alphabetical order the original 
lists and have same permanently bound and kept as a permanent record, 
and prepare the tax collector’s abstracts from said assessment lists, and 
relieve the county from paying for the making of such book; 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the tax assessor of Franklin County, Alabama, 
shall not be required to prepare the book of assessments, such as is 
referred to in Acts 1923, page 152, § 42, but in lieu thereof he shall 
be required to arrange in alphabetical order original assessment lists 
and cause the same to be permanently bound, and such assessment 
lists, when bound, shall constitute the book of assessments to all 
intents and purposes. Such assessments lists when bound shall be 
preserved permanently as a matter of record, and the tax collector's 
abstracts shall be prepared direct from the assessment lists. 

Section 2, That the County of Franklin is hereby relieved from 
paying the tax assessor for making the assessment book, or for 
arranging the assessment sheets. 
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Section 3. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith 
be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 4. That this Act shall be effective on its approval by 
the Governor.

That, that certain act entitled “An Act, To provide 
for appointment of a general supervisor of roads for Marshall 
County, Alabama, fix his duties, compensation and manner of pay¬ 
ment/' Approved August 26, 1927, be and the same is hereby re¬ 
pealed. 

Section 2. That this act shall take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor.

To amend An Act entitled: “An Act Abolishing the Court of County Com¬ 
missioners of Marshall County, creating a Board of .Revenue for Marshall 
County, Alabama, providing for the selection, nomination and election of 
the members of the said Board; their compensation and manner of pay¬ 
ment; fixing their powers and duties; the term of their office and pro¬ 
viding that this Act shall go into effect upon its approval,” approved 
August 30, 1927. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That, that certain Act entitled “An Act abolishing 
the Court of County Commissioners of Marshall County, Alabama, 
creating a Board of Revenue for Marshall County, Alabama, pro¬ 
viding for the selection, nomination and election of the members 
of said board; their compensation and manner of payment; fixing 
their powers and duties, the term of the office and providing that 
this Act shall go into effect upon its approval/' approved August 
30, 1927 be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 1. “That there is hereby created and established in and 
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for Marshall County, Alabama, a Board of Revenue in lieu of the 
Court of County Commissioners, said Board of Revenue to be com¬ 
posed of five members all of whom shall be qualified electors of the 
said county. 

Section 2. That the Court of County Commissioners of Mar¬ 
shall County, Alabama, as now constituted is hereby abolished upon 
the approval of this Act and there is hereby conferred upon the 
said Board of Revenue all the jurisdiction, powers and duties which 
are now or may hereafter be conferred by law on Courts of County 
Commissioners, Boards of Revenue or other like governing bodies 
of the several counties of this State. 

Section 3. That the members of the said Board of Revenue 
shall be composed of and be the same persons as constitute the 
Court of County Commissioners together with the Judge of Probate 
of the said County, and the members shall hold office until their 
successors are elected and qualified as provided in this act. The 
Probate Judge of the said County shall be Chairman of the said 
Board of Revenue and shall have all the authority and duties as 
such as is now or may hereafter be conferred upon him by the gen¬ 
eral laws of this State as a member of the Courts of County Com¬ 
missioners or Boards of Revenue. In case of a vacancy on the said 
Board the said vacancy shall be filled by the Governor, 

Section 4. That the successors to the members of the said 
Court of County Commissioners who shall become members of the 
Board of Revenue, who were elected in November, 1924, shall be 
as follows: The members from districts one and three, as now, or 
as may hereafter be arranged or constituted under the law, shall 
be elected at the general election to be held in 1928 by the voters 
of their respective districts, and every four years thereafter. The 
members from districts two and four, as now, or as may hereafter 
be arranged or constituted under the law, shall be elected at the 
general election to be held in 1930 by the voters of their respective 
districts, and every four years thereafter. Their term of office shall 
begin on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January 
following their election and shall continue for four years thereafter 
and until their successors are elected and qualified. 

Section 5. That the members of the said Board of Revenue 
shall each receive as compensation the sum of Three and 50/100 
Dollars per day while occupied in the discharge of their duties as 
such members of the said Board of Revenue and while occupied in 
the discharge of their duties in letting out, inspecting and accepting, 
building, or repairing, of any County Roads or bridges, or County 
buildings or works, the said sums to be paid on warrants drawn on 
the county treasurer on the order of the Board of Revenue. 

Section 6. That if any section clause, provision or portion of 
this Act shall be held invalid or unconstitutional by any Court of 
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competent jurisdiction such invalidity shall not affect any other 
section, clause, provision or portion of this act which is not of itself 
unconstitutional.” 

Section 2. That this Act shall go into effect immediately upon 
its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To enlarge the powers of the Court of County Revenues of Dallas County, 
Alabama, so that said Court of County Revenues shall have regular ses¬ 
sion once each month, and oftener if necessary, and to require the Pro¬ 
bate Judge of Dallas County, Alabama, to give bond in a sum to be 
fixed by the Court of County Revenues, not less than $25,000.00 for the 
proper handling of County funds; and to define and limit the powers 
and duties of the Probate Judge of Dallas County, Alabama, with refer¬ 
ence to said Court of County Revenues; and to require the preparation 
of a financial statement of the County’s affairs to. be presented at each 
meeting of the’said Courts; to authorize the said Court to build and main¬ 
tain or to contract for the maintenance of public roads; and to give 
such Court such further powers, in addition to its present powers, as 
may be necessary to> accomplish the purposes hereinabove expressed, 
and confirm all powers which said Court now has not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this bill. 

Be it Enacted by the {Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Court of County Revenues of Dallas 
County, Alabama, shall sit in regular session on the first Monday 
of each month; and oftener, if necessary, for the transaction of the 
County business, on the call of the Probate Judge. 

Section 2. That the Probate Judge or other person as may be 
designated by the Court, shall furnish to each member of said Court 
at each regular meeting, and oftener, if required by said Court, a 
financial statement showing the financial condition of the County 
as of that date, to be used by said Court as a guide in making appro¬ 
priations. Said Probate Judge or other person as may be desig¬ 
nated shall also prior to October 1st, of each year prepare and sub¬ 
mit to each member of said Court a tentative budget for the fol¬ 
lowing fiscal year for the consideration and guidance of said Court 
at its first meeting in October of each year. 

Section 3. The Probate Judge shall issue and sign all checks 
and warrants required by law to be issued and signed. In the event 
of the absence of the Probate Judge from the City of Selma, or in 
the case of illness rendering him unable to attend to business, the 
Court may at a regular meeting designate one of their number to 
sign said checks or warrants during the absence or disability of

the Probate Judge, said designation to be entered upon the minutes 
of the Court. No checks shall be issued unless sufficient funds have 
been provided with which to pay same when presented for payment. 
The Probate Judge shall have no duties in connection with said 
Court or its duties or the duties of the members thereof except 
he shall have the right to cast the deciding vote on any proposition 
pending before the Court where two members vote in favor of 
the affirmative and two vote in favor of the negative. Except in 
case of such a tie the Probate Judge shall have no right to vote on 
matters before such Court. And provided also that all papers and 
documents required by law to be signed on behalf of the County 
and authorized by the Court of County Revenues, shall be signed 
by said Probate Judge as now provided by law. 

Section 4. That the Probate Judge shall make and execute 
a bond for the faithful performance of his duties hereunder in con¬ 
nection with the Court of County Revenues, in a sum to be desig¬ 
nated by the Court of County Revenues, not less than $25,000.00 
payable"to Dallas County, and to be approved by the Judge of the 
Circuit Court of Dallas County, Alabama. 

Section 5. That the Court of County Revenues shall have full 
power and authority to build and maintain or to contract for the 
building or maintenance of the public roads of the county, in such 
manner as to said Court may seem best. 

Section 6. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act, be and the same are hereby repealed. This 
Act shall be in effect upon its approval by the Governor. 

Section 7. Should the Supreme Court declare any section or 
clause of this Act unconstitutional the other sections or clauses 
thereof shall not be affected thereby.

AN ACT 

To provide for the election of a County Superintendent of Education for 
Houston County, Alabama, to fix his term of office, to prescribe his 
salary, and the manner of payment, to define his qualifications, powers, 
and duties, and to provide for the election of his successor in office. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That a County Superintendent of Education for 
Houston County, Alabama, shall be elected by the qualified elec¬ 
tors of Houston County, Alabama, who shall hold office for four 
years and until his successor is elected and qualified as hereinafter 
provided. 
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Section 2. That at the next general election to be held in 1932, 
in said County and State, a County Superintendent of Education 
for Houston County, Alabama, shall be elected, who shall assume 
the duties of office, July 1, 1933, and hold office for a term of four 
years and until his successor is elected and qualified, unless sooner 
removed for good cause, and each four years thereafter, a County 
Superintendent of Education for Houston County, Alabama, shall 
be elected by the qualified voters of said County, at the regular 
election, and nomination for this office may be made in primary 
elections as other County Officials. 

Section 3. That the salary of said Superintendent of Educa¬ 
tion shall be fixed by the County Board of Education of Houston 
County, Alabama, which salary shall not be less than $2400.00, nor 
more than $3000.00 per annum, which salary shall be paid in the 
same way and manner as now provided under the general laws of 
the State of Alabama, for the payment of County Superintendents 
of Education in the several counties of the State. 

Section 4. That said County Superintendent of Education 
shall be charged with the same duties and shall exercise the same 
powers as are now, or as may hereafter be, provided by the general 
school laws of the State of Alabama, in the conduct of said office. 
No person shall be eligible for party nomination, or for election to 
the office of County Superintendent of Education of Houston 
County, who does not hold an Alabama Certificate in Administra¬ 
tion and Supervision based as a minimum upon graduation from a 
standard normal school or equivalent education, with at least one 
year of additional study of college grade, and proof of three years 
of successful teaching experience, and such other additional qualifica¬ 
tions as may be provided by the general school laws of the State. Pro¬ 
vided, however, that if no person meeting these requirements quali¬ 
fies for election as provided in this Act, the County Board of Edu¬ 
cation shall appoint a Superintendent of Education, for Houston 
County, Alabama, who must possess all of the qualifications here¬ 
inabove provided for— No person shall be eligible to qualify, be 
elected, or appointed to the office of County Superintendent of 
Education of Houston County, who is not a qualified elector of the 
State of Alabama, and who does not procure a certificate from the 
Superintendent of Education of Alabama that he possesses the 
qualifications prescribed by this section. This certificate shall be 
filed with the Probate Judge of Houston County before his name 
shall be printed upon the official ballot or before he shall be eligible 
for the appointment by the County Board of Education. 

Section 5. That in the event of a vacancy in said office for 
any cause, except removal, such vacancy shall be filled by the 
County Board of Education, and the person so appointed shall 
hold office until the next general election thereafter when his sue- 
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cessor shall be elected; that should any County Superintendent be 
removed for cause by the County Board of Education of Houston 
County, such vacancy shall be filled by appointment of the State 
Superintendent of Education, and his appointee shall hold office as 
in the case provided by appointment by the County Board of Edu¬ 
cation. Provided, that the County Board of Education may re¬ 
move the County Superintendent of Education for immorality, mis¬ 
conduct in office, incompetency, or willfull neglect of duty, or 
when the best interests of the schools requires it; any of which 
causes must be alleged and proved and the County Superintendent 
of Education shall have the right to be heard in his defense in 
cases of impeachment against County Officers, and all such hear¬ 
ings shall be conducted as in cases provided under the general laws 
for impeachment of County Officers. 

Section 6. That the duties and powers prescribed by the gen¬ 
eral laws of Alabama for the office of County Superintendents in 
the Supervision of the schools of the several counties shall apply 
to and be incumbent upon the County Superintendent. The County 
Superintendent elected or appointed under the provisions of this 
Act and before entering upon the duties of said office, must take 
the oath of office prescribed by the Constitution, and give bond in 
an amount to be fixed by the State Board of Education in an rep- 
utable surety company authorized to do business in Alabama, con- 
ditioned upon the faithful performance of the duties of his office 
and for the accounting and paying over to the proper authority all 


moneys coming into his hands. „ , , , , 

Section 7. That if any part of this Act shall be declared un¬ 
constitutional it shall not affect the other provisions of it. 

Section 8. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act be and are hereby repealed.

To relieve the Tax Assessor of St. Clair County Alabama from the duty of 
preparing a book of Assessments and in lieu thereof to arrange in alpha¬ 
betical order, according to Beats, the original assessment lists and have 
same permanently bound and kept as a permanent record and prepare 
the Tax Collectors abstracts from said assessment lists and to repeal 
all laws in conflict herewith. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Tax Assessor of St. Clair County, Ala¬ 
bama, shall not be required to prepare the book of assessments, 
but in lieu thereof shall be required to arrange in alphabetical or- 
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der, according to Beats, original assessment lists and cause the 
same to be permanently bound, and such lists when bound, shall 
constitute the book of assessments to all intents and purposes. 
Such assessment lists when bound shall be preserved perma¬ 
nently as a matter of record, and provided that in making the Tax 
Collectors Abstract, such abstract shall be made direct from the 
assessment lists.

the jurisdiction and powers of said court and the Judge thereof,” approved 
April 4th, 1911, by amending Sections 6, 9 and 15 of said Act. 

Section 1 . BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE 
OF ALABAMA, that Section 6 of an Act entitled “An Act to es¬ 
tablish in precinct one in Madison County, Alabama, an Inferior 
Court in lieu of all Justices of the Peace and Notaries public with 
the powers of a Justice of the Peace in the said precinct, to be 
known as the Inferior Court of Huntsville, to define the jurisdic¬ 
tion and powers of said court and the Judge thereof,” Approved 
April 4th, 1911, be and is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 
Section 6. Said Judge shall have and exercise the same powers 
and authority that are now by law conferred on Justices of the 
Peace or may hereafter be conferred on them and shall have power 
and authority to sentence to hard labor for the county for non¬ 
payment of costs any person or persons convicted in said court; 
he shall have the right to solemnize the rites of matrimony, admin¬ 
ister affidavits or oaths, take acknowledgments of deeds, mort¬ 
gages and other conveyances, and take recognizances. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted: That Section 9 of said Act 
be and is hereby amended so as to read as follows: Section 9. 
That a clerk of said court may, at the discretion of the Judge of 
said court, be appointed by said Judge, whose salary shall not ex¬ 
ceed seventy-five dollars per month, payable at the end of each 
month, out of the county treasury, and said clerk to be subject to 
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removal at the will of the Judge. Before entering upon the duties 
of his office, such clerk shall give bond with sureties, and in such 
amount as may be fixed by the Judge appointing him, not less than 
five hundred dollars, which bond shall be payable, conditioned, 
filed and recorded as required by law in respect to' Justices of the 
Peace. If at any time there should be no clerk of said court, it is 
hereby made the duty of the Judge thereof to do and perform all 
the Acts herein required to be done by the clerk. 

Section 3. Be it further enacted: That Section 15 of said Act 
be and is hereby amended so as to read as follows: Section 15. 
The Judge of said court shall receive a salary of twelve hundred 
dollars per annum, payable monthly upon warrant drawn on the 
county treasury of Madison County by the Chairman of the Board 
of County Commissioners of said county. The clerk shall receive 
as compensation not more than seventy-five dollars per month out 
of the county treasury of Madison County on certificate issued to 
the clerk by the Judge of said court once each month and presented 
to the Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners of said 
county who shall thereupon issue a warrant in favor of said clerk 
upon the county treasury of said county therefor.

Public with powers of Justices of Peace in Madison County, Alabama, 
of all criminal causes except as committing magistrates in felony cases”. 

Section 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE 
OF ALABAMA: That the jurisdiction of justices of the peace 
and notaries public with powers of Justices of the Peace in Madi¬ 
son County, Alabama, in all criminal causes, except as committing 
magistrates in felony cases be, and the same is hereby abrogated 
and abolished. 

Section 2. That Justices of the Peace and Notaries Public 
with powers of Justices of the Peace in Madison County, Alabama 
be and they are hereby prohibited from entertaining or considering 
any criminal causes whatsoever, except as committing magistrates 
in felony cases. 

Section 3. Be it further enacted that any violation by any Jus¬ 
tice of the Peace or Notary Public with powers of a Justice of the 
Peace in Madison County, Alabama, of any of the provisions of 
this Act is a misdemeanor, and upon conviction, shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than Twenty-five Dollars and not exceeding

Crenshaw County, Alabama, by the qualified electors thereof; and to

Section 1. At the general election for the year 1934, and 
every four years thereafter, there shall be elected a County Super¬ 
intendent of Education for Crenshaw County, Alabama, by the 
qualified voters of said County, who shall hold office for a term of 
four years from the first day of July next succeeding the election, 
and until a successor is elected and qualified. 

Section 2. Candidates for the office of such Superintendent 
of Education shall be nominated as candidates for other county 
officers of Crenshaw County, under the laws of the State of Ala¬ 
bama. 

Section 3. Such County Superintendent of Education must be 
a qualified elector of the county in which he resides, and possess 
all the other qualifications required under the general laws of this 
State for County Superintendent of Education; and they shall per¬ 
form and discharge all the duties of county superintendent of edu¬ 
cation, under the general laws of this State. Provided that if 
there be a vacancy in said office from any cause whatever, the 
County Board of Education of said County is authorized to fill such 
vacancy as is provided by the generals laws of the State. 

Such County Superintendent of Education shall 
devote his entire time to the public school business of Crenshaw 
County, and shall receive such compensation as the county board 
of education shall fix, which shall not be less than two thousand 
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nor more than three thousand dollars annually, and shall be paid 
at the time and in the manner provided by the general laws of this 
State for the payment of salaries of county superintendents of edu¬ 
cation.

To ratify, heal and cure an Act of the Legislature of Alabama, approved 
September 6, 1927, and entitled: “An Act To Provide for the election 
of a County Superintendent of Education of Morgan County, Alabama, 
by the Qualified Electors thereof, to prescribe the duties and fix the 
term, compensation and qualifications of such officers;” to confirm and 
validate the election held under and in accordance with the provisions 
of said Act, and the election of George T. Woodruff as County Super¬ 
intendent of Education of Morgan County at said election; to fix the 
term of office of the County Superintendent of Education of Morgan 
County; to prescribe his salary and the manner of payment; to define 
his qualifications, powers and duties and to provide for the election of 
his successors in office. 

WHEREAS, the Legislature of Alabama of 1927, passed an Act, en¬ 
titled,—“An Act to provide for the election of a County Superintendent of 
Education for Morgan County, Alabama, by the qualified electors thereof, 
to prescribe the duties and fix the term, compensation and qualification of 
suoh officers,” approved September 6, 1927, (Local Acts of Legislature of 
Alabama, 1927, pages 386-7) and; 

WHEREAS, under and by virtue and in pursuance of said Act of the 
Legislature there was elected at the general election held on November 4, 
1930, a Superintendent of Education, in and for Morgan County, Alabama, 
viz: Gorge T. Woodruff, and; 

WHEREAS, it was stipulated and provided in Section 1 of said Act 
that the term of office of said County Superintendent of Education shall be¬ 
gin on the first Monday in July, next succeeding such election; and, 

WHEREAS, it appears that the County Board of Education of Morgan 
County, Alabama, in 1927, elected a County Superintendent of Education 
for Morgan County, Alabama, for the term! of five years, his term expiring 
June 30, 1932. Now, Therefore, 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section One: That the Act of the Legislature of Alabama 
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entitled: “An Act To Provide for the election of a County Super¬ 
intendent of Education for Morgan County, Alabama, by the Quali¬ 
fied Electors thereof, to prescribe the duties and fix the term, com¬ 
pensation and qualifications of such officer,” approved September 
6, 1927, (Local Acts of Legislature of Alabama, 1927, pages 386-7,) 
be and the same is hereby ratified and that the election held under 
and in accordance with the provisions of the said Act and the elec¬ 
tion of George T. Woodruff as County Superintendent of Educa¬ 
tion for Morgan County, Alabama, at such election be and the same 
is hereby validated, actualized and confirmed. 

Section Two: That George T. Woodruff, the successful can¬ 
didate at said election, be, and he is hereby designated and ap¬ 
pointed the County Superintendent of Education of Morgan Coun¬ 
ty, Alabama, for the term of three years from the first day of July, 
1932, and untiA a successor is elected and qualified.

cation, with at least one year of additional study of college grade 
and proof of three years’ of successful teaching experience during 
the five years next preceding his election. 

Section Seven: Before any person shall qualify as a candi¬ 
date for, or for the nomination of a political party as a candidate 
for the office of County Superintendent of Education for Morgan 
County, he shall file with the Probate Judge a certificate signed 
by the State Superintendent of Education that he holds a certifi¬ 
cate of administration and supervision as required by the law pre¬ 
scribing the qualifications of a County Superintendent of Edu¬ 
cation. 
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Section Eight: Such County Superintendent of Education 
shall devote his entire time to the public school business of Mor¬ 
gan County; he shall see that the laws relating to the schools, the

AN ACT 

To create the office of Road Supervisor for Conecuh County, Alabama; to 
provide for his appointment, discharge, or removal; to fix his qualifica¬ 
tions and prescribe his duties, powers and authority; to provide for the 
manner of allowance and payment of claims approved by him; to fix 
his compensation and manner of payment; to fix his bond; to provide 
an expense account and the manner of payment; to provide for his 
appointment in the event the Board of Revenue fails to act; to provide 
when this Act shall take effect; to provide that any section or provision 
of this Act being held invalid shall not affect the validity of any other 
section or provision; and the repeal of all laws and parts of laws in con¬ 
flict with the provisions of this Act, insofar as they apply to Conecuh 
County, Alabama. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby created in and for the County 
of Conecuh, Alabama, the office of Road Supervisor, who shall be 
appointed by the Board of Revenue of said County, within Sixty 
(60) days from the approval of this act. He shall be appointed for 
a term of one year from the date of said appointment and a suc¬ 
cessor to said Road Supervisor shall be appointed each year there¬ 
after. Provided, however, that at any time the Board of Revenue 
of said County, may, for neglect of duty or incompetency, remove 
the Road Supervisor then in office, and shall in the event of such 
removal appoint a successor for his unexpired term. 

Section 2. That said Road Supervisor shall be a man who is 
either a competent civil engineer or a practical road builder not a 
civil engineer but who is familiar with the construction, location, 
improvement and maintenance of roads and bridges. 

Section 3. That the Road Supervisor herein provided for shall 
have general supervision and care of the construction, location, use, 
working, improvement and maintenance of all the public roads and 
bridges of said County. He shall employ all agents, overseers and 
laborers required for the said construction, location, working, im- 
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provement, and maintenance of said roads and bridges, and fix 
the compensation of such employes, agents, overseers or laborers; 
provided that such compensation shall be subject to the approval 
of the Board of Revenue for said County. He may issue to over¬ 
seers commissions of authority, and they shall be authorized to 
work persons subject to road duty on the public roads and bridges 
of the County. He shall have authority to discharge such sub¬ 
ordinate employees with or without cause without the approval of 
the Board of Revenue. 

Section 4. That the said Road Supervisor herein provided for 
shall by and with the approval of the Board of Revenue of said 
County, purchase all necessary road machinery, materials, supplies, 
and equipment necessary and desirable in and about the said work 
on said public roads and bridges, and shall do and perform, under 
the direction of the Board of Revenue of said County, all the 
duties in connection with the construction, maintenance, and im¬ 
provement of public roads and bridges required by the general laws 
of this State of Boards of Revenue, or other like governing bodies. 

Section 5. That said Road Supervisor shall devote his entire 
time td the duties of his office. 

Section 6. That the said Road Supervisor shall prepare a 
map or sketch of the County showing the location of all public 
roads of the County, and indicating the character of improvements 
which have been made on each road, a tracing of such map or 
sketch shall be made and deposited for safe keeping in the vault 
of the Probate Office of said County and such tracing shall be 
brought up to date monthly. 

Section 7. That said Road Supervisor shall be custodian of 
all road tools and machinery of Conecuh County, and it shall be 
his duty to properly house and take care of same, except where 
such tools and machinery are being used on the roads for road 
work. To this end, the Road Supervisor is given all incidental 
powers necessary to carry this Section into effect. 

Section 8. That said Road Supervisor shall be accountable 
at all times for each and all of the tools, machinery, gasoline, motor 
fuel, materials, or other road supplies, belonging to Conecuh 
County. 

Section 9. That it shall be the duty of the Road Supervisor 
to see that each person subject to road duty who does not pay com¬ 
mutation fees as shall be determined by the Board of Revenue of 
Conecuh County, from time to time, work as many days on the 
public roads of said County as may be fixed by the Board of 
Revenue from time to time. 

Section 10. That it shall be the duty of the Road Supervisor 
to make a semi-annual itemized report, showing the receipts and 
expenditures of money for road and bridge purposes of Conecuh 
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County, specifying particularly the source from which received, 
and the purposes for which expended, and to whom expended. 

Section 11. That all persons, firms or corporations, from 
whom the Road Supervisor shall purchase any road machinery, 
material, supplies or equipment, and all persons, firms or cor¬ 
porations, furnishing material or doing work on any road or bridge 
in Conecuh County, shall make out, itemize and swear to all 
claims for such machinery, material, supplies, equipment, or serv¬ 
ices, which shall be approved by said Road Supervisor before the 
Board of Revenue orders or allows the payment of the same, and 
the payment of such claims shall be made direct to such person, or 
persons, firm, or corporation doing such work or furnishing or 
selling such machinery, materials, supplies or equipment. 

Section 12. That the salary of the Road Supervisor shall be 
fixed by the Board of Revenue of said County, provided that the 
salary shall not be more than Twenty-four Hundred ($2400.00) 
Dollars per annum, payable monthly out of the road and bridge 
fund of said County. Said Road Supervisor shall before taking 
office furnish the County with a surety bond in the sum of Five 
Thousand ($5000.00) Dollars, conditioned upon the faithful per-’ 
formance of his duties as said Road Supervisor and for the faith¬ 
ful accounting for of all the monies or property of said County 
which may come into his hands as such Road Supervisor, which 
bond shall be approved by the Board of Revenue and the premium 
paid out of the county funds. 

Section 13. That said Road Supervisor shall be allowed an 
expense account not to exceed the sum of Fifty ($50.00) Dollars 
per month, said account to be itemized by him and passed upon by 
the Board of Revenue as are all other bills. 

Section 14. That if said Board of Revenue of Conecuh Coun¬ 
ty, fails to appoint such Road Supervisor within Sixty days from 
the approval of this act, or if at any time a vacancy shall occur in 
the office of said Road Supervisor of said County by expiration of 
term or otherwise, and the said Board of Revenue should for Thirty 
days after said vacancy occurs ^ail to fill the same, the office shall 
be filled by appointment of the Governor and the appointee shall 
hold for the unexpired term and until a successor shall have been 
appointed as herein provided and in case the salary has not been 
fixed for said term by the Board of Revenue the Governor shall fix 
the same within the limits hereinabove prescribed. 

Section 15. That all laws or parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed insofar as they apply to 
Conecuh County, Alabama. 

Section 16. That if any clause, sentence, section or part of this 
act shall be declared invalid it shall not render the remaining 
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parts of the same invalid, but they shall remain in full force and 
effect. 

Section 17. That this act shall go into effect immediately 
upon its approval by the Governor.

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1: That there is hereby created in and for Baldwin 
County, Alabama, the office of County Solicitor. Such County 
Solicitor shall be a qualified elector of Baldwin County, Alabama, 
learned in the law, and a regularly licensed attorney at law of the 
State of Alabama, at the time of his appointment or election, 
whose term of office shall commence upon the passage and ap¬ 
proval of this Act and continue until the first Monday after the 
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second Tuesday in January, 1933, or until his successor shall be 
elected and qualified, and whose term of office thereafter shall be 
four years, commencing* on the first Monday after the second Tues¬ 
day in January, 1933, and on the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January of each fourth year thereafter. 

Section 2: That the Circuit Solicitor for the Judicial Circuit 
in which the County of Baldwin is located, shall, upon the passage 
of this Act, appoint a County Solicitor possessing the qualifica¬ 
tions herein required, who shall hold such office until the first Mon¬ 
day after the second Tuesday in January, 1933, and until his suc¬ 
cessor is elected and qualified; that at the General Election to be 
held in the year 1932, and in every fourth year thereafter, the 
qualified electors of Baldwin County, Alabama, shall elect the 
County Solicitor provided by this Act in the manner and at the 
time prescribed by law for the election of other County officers of 
said County, whose term of office shall commence on the first 
Monday after the second Tuesday in January following his election 
and continue until his successor is elected and qualified; that 
vacancies in the said office shall be filled by appointment of the 
Governor. 

Section 3: That it shall be the duty of said County Solicitor 
to prosecute for the State in the County Court of Baldwin County, 
or any court created in lieu thereof; to represent the State in all 
preliminary trials, in all the Courts of Baldwin County, and to rep¬ 
resent the State in all habeas corpus proceedings where said causes 
are tried at the County seat; to assist and advise with the Circuit 
Clerk in preparing the grand jury docket of said County; to assist 
the Circuit Solicitor before each session of the grand jury of said 
County; to act for the Circuit Solicitor before any such session of 
the grand jury of said County when necessary or when directed 
by the Circuit Solicitor; to attend and assist in the prosecutions of 
all criminal cases in the Circuit Court, and to perform such other 
duties as are now required of the Deputy Solicitor of said County. 

Section 4: That said County Solicitor shall not defend any 
criminal case in any court of said County during his term of of¬ 
fice, and if he has a law partner, said partner is hereby prohibited 
from defending any criminal case in any Court of said County dur¬ 
ing the term of his partner as such County Solicitor. 

Section 5: That said County Solicitor in all cases in the 
County Court, or any Court created in lieu thereof, shall receive 
the same fees that the Circuit Solicitor is entitled by law to receive 
for prosecutions and convictions in the Circuit Court, said fees to 
be charged in the bill of cost as now provided by law, and collected 
by the Clerk or Ex-Officio Clerk of the County Court, or any Court 
created in lieu thereof; said Clerk shall deposit said fees when col¬ 
lected in a special fund to be known as the County Solicitor's 
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Fund, out of which fund said County Solicitor shall be paid his 
salary warrants as hereinafter provided, and no other warrant or 
claim shall be paid out of said fund; that said County Solicitor shall 
receive for the performance of his duties as herein required a salary 
in the sum of eighteen hundred ($1800.00) dollars per annum, pay¬ 
able monthly on the first day of each month after he takes office, 
provided the fees earned by said County Solicitor, and collected and 
deposited as herein provided, for prosecutions in the County Court,

To provide for holding sessions of the Circuit Court of Coffee County, both 
at Elba and at Enterprise; to define the jurisdiction of the court as 
held at each place; to provide for selecting and drawing grand and petit 
jurors for the court held at each place; to define the jurisdiction of the 
grand juries; to provide for the transfer of cases from each of said 
courts to the other; and to provide for the attendance and duties of the 
officers of such courts at each place, and the place where property shall 
be sold under process. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That on and after the passage of this act, separate 
sessions of the Circuit Court of Coffee County shall be held every 
year both at Enterprise and at Elba in said county, during the regu¬ 
lar legal terms, as provided by law for Circuit Courts, and at such 
times appointed for each place by the Judge thereof, or by law, as 
now provided for the Circuit Court of the 12th Judicial Circuit of 
Alabama, by the laws and constitution of Alabama; and that other¬ 
wise than as provided herein the Constitution and laws of Alabama, 
and the rules of practice and procedure provided generally for Cir¬ 
cuit Courts in Alabama shall apply to the Courts held at both Elba 
and Enterprise. 

Section 2. That the said Circuit Court held at Enterprise, as 
in this act provided, shall have and exercise all of the jurisdiction 
and powers which are now, or may be hereafter conferred by law, 
on the several Circuit Courts of this State, which jurisdiction and 
powers shall be exclusive in, limited to, and extend over that por¬ 
tion of the territory of Coffee County, which is included in the 
following land subdivisions, to-wit; Townships 3, 4 and 5 of Range 
22; Townships 3 and 4 of Range 21; The East half of Township 
3 of Range 20; the following Sections in Township 4 of Range 20, 
to-wit: 13, 22, 23, 24, 25, 26, 27, 34, 35, and 36; and all that portion 
of Townships 6 and 7 of Range 22, and of Townships 5 and 6 of 
Range 21, lying South of Pea River. That the said Circuit Court 
holding at Elba shall have like jurisdiction and powers over the re¬ 
maining territory of Coffee County, and the Circuit Court so held 
at Elba shall be known and designated as the Circuit Court of 
Coffee County, Elba Division; and the court so held at Enterprise 
shall be known and designated as the Circuit Court of Coffee 
County, Enterprise Division. 

Section 3. That said Circuit Courts holding at Elba and at 
Enterprise shall each have and exercise all the jurisdiction and 
powers which are now or may be hereafter conferred by law on the 
several Circuit Courts of this State, which said jurisdiction and 
powers shall be exclusive in, limited to, and extend only over the 
territory of the division in which said court is so held, and all 
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jurisdiction and powers of said Circuit Court held at each place 
are hereby expressly excluded from the territory of the other di¬ 
vision ; and that the said courts shall be held at the respective court 
house at Elba and at Enterprise or at such other place in said re¬ 
spective cities as may be now or hereafter provided by law. 

Section 4. That the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Coffee 
County shall exercise all the powers and discharge all the duties 
of a Circuit Clerk in connection with the courts held at both Elba 
and at Enterprise; that it shall be the duty of said Clerk to keep 
offices at both places, to provide and keep therein all the necessary 
dockets and records, together with all papers, printed blanks and 
documents, and shall attend court at both places in person. That 
his office at Elba and at Enterprise shall be kept open and cor 
ducted as required by law of Circuit Clerks, and attended either 
in person or by a deputy Clerk. That he shall appoint a deputy 
who shall reside in the place at which office he attends, and who 
shall take the oath of office required by law of deputy Circuit 
perform all the duties which are now or may be hereafter vested 
in Circuit Clerks under the laws of Alabama; that the said deputy 
shall exercise for and in the name of said Clerk all the powers and 
Clerks; and the said Clerk shall be responsible to any person ag¬ 
grieved upon his official bond for any wrongful act or omission 
of said deputy. 

Section 5. That the Register of the Circuit Court of Coffee 
County shall have and exercise all the powers and authority and 
discharge all the duties of a Register in connection with the courts 
held at both Elba and at Enterprise; that it shall be the duty of the 
said Register to keep offices at both places, to provide and keep 
therein all the necessary dockets, and records, together with all 
papers, printed blanks and documents, and he shall attend the ses¬ 
sion of the Circuit Court held at both places in person; that his 
office at Elba and at Enterprise shall be kept open and conducted 
as required by law of Registers, and attended either in person or 
by a deputy register. That he shall appoint a deputy who shall 
reside in the place at which office he attends, and he shall exercise 
for and in the name of said Register all the powers and perform 
all the duties which are now or may be hereafter vested in Registers 
of the Circuit Court under the laws of Alabama, provided that it 
may be lawful for the Judge of said court to appoint the Circuit 
Clerk to be Register of the Circuit Court of Coffee County, and he 
may have the right to appoint his deputy Clerk also to hold the 
office of deputy register; and the said Register shall be responsible 
to any person aggrieved upon his official bond as Register for any 
wrongful act or omission of said deputy. 

Section 6. That the Sheriff of Coffee County shall attend ses¬ 
sions of said court at both Elba and at Enterprise, and shall per¬ 
form in each of said jurisdictions and in each division of said coun- 
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ty, and in each of said courts all the duties and perform and exer¬ 
cise all the powers enjoined and conferred upon Sheriffs by the 
laws of Alabama. That he shall have an office and keep the same 
open both at Elba and at Enterprise, either in person or by deputy, 
and he shall appoint and have a legal deputy in that division of the 
county in which he himself does not reside. That he shall provide 
the said offices and keep in said offices all the necessary dockets, 
records, papers and documents suited to the Sheriff's office, as are 
required by law of Sheriffs. 

Section 7. That it shall be the duty of the Jury Commission 
of the said county instead of making one roll book of the qualified 
jurors of said county, to make two such books, one for the Elba 
division in which shall be listed and entered as provided by law 
the names of all qualified jurors residing in such territorial division, 
as herein previously described, and one for the Enterprise Divi¬ 
sion, in which shall be listed and entered as provided by law the 
names of all qualified jurors residing in such territorial division, 
and the said commission shall exercise and perform for each court 
division of said county such duties as are by the general laws 
required to be performed for one county in Alabama. Separate 
legal jury boxes shall be provided for each court division, which 
shall be kept as provided by law in the respective Probate Offices 
at Elba and at Enterprise, the keys to be kept as provided by 
Section 8602 of the Code of Alabama. That grand juries shall be 
drawn from the respective jury boxes in each court division hy 
the Circuit Judge as now provided by the general laws of Alabama, 
the grand jurors for the Circuit Court at Elba to be drawn from 
qualified jurors residing m the Elba Division, and grand jurors 
for the Circuit Court at Enterprise to be drawn in like manner 
from qualified jurors residing in the Enterprise Division of said 
Court. Grand Juries impaneled at Elba shall have no authority 
or power to return an indictment for an offense committed in the 
territory described above for the Circuit Court of the Enterprise 
Division of said county; and likewise grand jurors impaneled at 
Enterprise shall have no authority to return an indictment for an 
offense committed in the territory described above for the Circuit 
Court of the Elba Division of said county. Petit juries for the 
Elba Division of said court shall be drawn from qualified jurois 
residing in the Elba Division of said Court; and petit jurors for 
the Enterprise division of said court shall be drawn from qualified 
jurors residing within the Enterprise division thereof. 

Section 8. It shall be the duty of the Solicitor of the Twelfth 
Judicial Circuit to attend the said courts both at Elba and at Enter¬ 
prise, wherein he is hereby invested and charged with all the du¬ 
ties, powers and liabilities prescribed for the Solicitors of the Cir¬ 
cuit Court. 

Section 9. The civil jurisdiction of the Circuit Court held at 
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Elba shall extend only over the territory of the Elba division o l 
the said court; and the civil jurisdiction of the Circuit Court held 
at Enterprise shall extend only over the territory of the Enter¬ 
prise Division of said court. Appellate jurisdiction as now^ pro¬ 
vided by law from the Probate Court, Justice Courts, Municipal 
Courts and other inferior courts, and officers, shall be exercised 
by the Circuit Court, sitting at Elba and at Enterprise respectively, 
limited to the respective territory of the division in which said 
court is held, and all bonds given by persons bound over upon pre¬ 
liminary investigations of criminal offenses and made returnable to 
the Circuit Court shall be made returnable to the Circuit Court in 
the Division where the crime is alleged to be committed. But all 
civil actions against a defendant or defendants residing in Coffee 
County must be brought in the Circuit Court for that court divi¬ 
sion as above defined, of the county in which said defendant, or one 
of the defendants resides. All personal actions, other than actions 
on contract, against persons not residents of Coffee County, but 
having within the State a permanent residence, may be brought 
within the court division of Coffee County of those provided above, 
wherein the act or omission complained of may have been done or 
may have occurred. All actions for the recovery of land or of the 
possession thereof, or for a trespass thereto must be brought in 
the court for that court division of the county wherein the land or 
a portion thereof lies. 

Section 10. That any civil cause pending in said Circuit 
Court at Elba or at Enterprise may by written consent of the 
parties or their attorneys of record, filed with the Clerk where the 
said cause is pending or announced in open court, be, by the order 
of said court transferred from said court at the one place to the 
other, and shall proceed in the court at the place to which it is 
transferred in all respects as it would have done had the same 
originated therein; a criminal case by like consent of the defendant 
and the Solictor, and subject to the discretion and consent of the 
court, may be transferred in like manner. Where a civil action or 
proceeding shall be commenced by filing the original papers in the 
office of the Circuit Clerk in one of the divisions herein provided 
for, contrary to the provisions of the preceding Section 9 of this 
Act, the defendant in such action or proceeding shall have the right 
to have the said cause removed to the proper division of the court 
by filing within the time provided by law for pleading in said 
cause, a plea in abatement and sworn to by the defendant in 
person, alleging the fact that the action is commenced in the 
wrong division; and the plaintiff shall have the right at any time 
to have the said plea passed upon by the Judge of the court upon 
notice to the defendant as prescribed by the Judge, who shall order 
the said cause transferred to the other division of the county, 
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where it shall be placed upon the docket and the case proceed and 
be tried as if it originated in such division to which it is so trans¬ 
ferred. In case the plaintiff does not take this action the plea of 
the defendant shall be considered by the court at such time as he 
may call the docket on which said case is entered. 

Section 11. That in all respects in which the commencement 
or adjournment of the Circuit Courts of this state affect the time 
for the issue or return of process, or for signing bills of exception, 
or the running of any statute of limitations, or where time has by 
law or rule of practice any relation to such courts or the commence¬ 
ment or adjournment thereof, such law or rule shall also apply to 
said circuit court of Coffee County as held at both Enterprise 
and Elba respectively, and to the commencement and adjournment 
of^ the several sessions thereof held both at Elba and Enterprise, 
said time applying to the commencement or adjournment of Circuit 
Court at Enterprise as to all matters over which it has jurisdiction, 
and said time applying to the commencement or adjournment of 
the Circuit Court of Elba as to all matters over which it has juris¬ 
diction. 

Section 12. Wherever a sale is required by law to be made 
and held at the court house door in said county, the same shall be 
held at Enterprise where the process issues from the Circuit Court 
of the Enterprise Division; and where the process is issued from 
the Circuit Court of the Elba Division, the same shall be held at 
the court house in Elba, unless some legal order of the court of 
either division provides otherwise, and provided that land shall be 
sold only at the Court House door of the Court Division in which 
such land or a material portion thereof lies. 

Section 13. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this act be, and the same are hereby repealed.

That from and after the adoption of this Act all 
deeds, mortgages and other conveyances of real or personal prop¬ 
erty, certificates of judgments, lis pendens notices, and all papers, 
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documents and other writings authorized, allowed or required by 
law to be filed for record in a Probate Office in Coffee County, 
are hereby authorized and required to be filed and recorded in the 
Probate Office situated in that Probate division of Coffee County, 
as fixed by the Act of the Legislature of Alabama, approved 
February 26, 1907, which establishes a Probate Office at Enter¬ 
prise and at Elba in said county, in which the real property so 
conveyed or mortgaged, or to which such papers, documents or 
other writings pertain, is situated, or in which the owner of the 
personal property resides; and if said owner of personal property 
does not reside in Coffee County, then in that division in which 
the personal property is situated; provided that all lis pendens 
notices in suits involving the title to land shall be filed and re¬

0f * he ma j° rit y said appointing authorities hereunder, 
shall be binding and as effective as if done unanimously. 

Section 4. The result of said Special Election shall be can¬ 
vassed and made known by the same persons and in the same 
manner as is provided by law for General Elections. 

Section 5. If a majority of those voting in said Special Elec¬ 
tion favor the Election of the Superintendent of Education by the 
voters of Lowndes County, then no person qualified to fill said 
° r-u ° f Superintendent of Education of said County, can occupy 
or fill said office, unless nominated and elected as other elective 
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county officials are nominated and elected; the first nomination to 
be made under the provisions of this act, shall be made in the regu¬ 
lar Primary Election to be held in said County in the year 1932, 
and the election to said office shall be effected in the next General 
Election thereafter; that such nominations and elections shall take 
place every four years, as other county officers are nominated and 
elected.

where the general guardian ad litem is disqualified or where the interests 
of the infants or persons non compos mentis in a case are antagonistic 
or conflicting. 

Section 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE 
ALABAMA: That the office of general guardian ad litem in 
Baldwin County, Alabama, be and the same is hereby created and 
established. 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the general guardian 
ad litem, in all cases where infants or persons non compos mentis 
are made defendants to complaints, bills, petitions or other pro¬ 
ceedings in any court of law or equity in said county to represent 
and defend such infant or infants or person or persons non compos 
mentis and to represent all minors or persons non compos mentis 
interested in suits in any of the courts of law or equity where said 
minor or non compos mentis is not represented by a general 
guardian or where the general guardian is adversely interested or 
disqualified. 

Section 3. That the fee of the general guardian ad litem shall 
be one per centum of the total amount or interest of the minor or 
non compos mentis, or in the event there be more than one minor 
or non compos mentis, one per centum of the total amount or in¬ 
terest of each minor or non compos mentis, who are represented 
by the general guardian ad litem, involved in each and every in- 



stance wherein the said minor or minors or person or persons non 
compos mentis are made parties defendant to any complaint, bill, 
petition or other proceeding in any court of law or equity in the 
said county, or in any other suit in any court of law or equity in 
the said county wherein the interest or interests of the minor or 
minors or person or persons non compos mentis is involved and 
they are represented by the said general guardian ad litem; pro¬ 
vided that the minimum fee shall in no instance be less than two 
dollars and fifty cents ($2.50) for each minor or non compos 
mentis so represented, and the maximum fee shall in no instance 
be more than one hundred and fifty dollars for each minor or non 
compos mentis so represented, and the fees of such officer to be 
collected as other costs in the proceedings. The general guardian 
ad litem fees collected under and by virtue of this act shall be de¬ 
posited by the Judge of Probate, Clerk of the Circuit Couit, and 
Register in Chancery, of Baldwin County, Alabama, in a separate 
guardian ad litem fund and shall be paid to the general guardian 
ad litem on the first of each and every month by a warrant drawn 
on the said fund by the Judge of Probate. 

Section 4. That no person shall be eligible to the office of 
general guardian ad litem unless he be learned in the law and li¬ 
censed to practice in the State of Alabama. 

Section 5. That the office of the general guardian ad litem 
shall be filled by the appointment by the Judge of Probate of 
Baldwin County, Alabama, and his term of office shall be for the 
term of the Judge making the appointment and until his successor 
qualifies, provided however, that the general guardian ad litem so 
appointed may be removed at will of the Probate Judge making the 
appointment. 

Section 6. That in any case in law or equity where more than 
one minor or non compos mentis is interested in the cause in con¬ 
troversy and where the interests of said minors or persons non 
compos mentis are antagonistic and conflicting, or in any case in 
which the general guardian ad litem is disqualified, it shall be the 
duty of the court before whom such case is pending, to appoint a 
suitable person or persons to represent the interests of such minor 
or minors, or person or persons non compos mentis; provided how¬ 
ever, that the general guardian ad litem shall represent the inter¬ 
ests ’of one of such minors or persons non compos mentis where 
their interests are antagonistic or conflicting, the interest of the 
minor or non compos mentis which he represents to be selected by 
the court before whom such cause is pending. 

Section 7. That the court or officer in making such appoint¬ 
ment as provided in Section six (6) shall select some person who 
is qualified to represent such infant or non compos mentis in the 
capacity of an attorney or solicitor.

his qualifications. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That within sixty days after the passage and ap¬ 
proval of this act, there shall be held in Lowndes County, Alabama, 
a special Election to determine whether the County Solicitor shall 
be elected by the qualified voters of said County, or whether the 
Circuit Solicitor shall continue to appoint the County Solicitor. 

Section 2. On the official ballot used in said Special Election 
there shall be printed the following: “Shall the County Solicitor 
of Lowndes County be elected by the qualified voters of said coun¬ 
ty ?” ( ) Yes. ( ) No. 
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Section 3. The election officials shall be appointed in the 
same manner and by the same officials, as are required by law for 
all General Elections, which appointing Authorities shall also fix 
or designate the date on which said Special Election is to be held; 
the action of the majority of said appointing Authorities hereun¬ 
der, shall be binding and as effective as if done unanimously. 

Section 4. The result of said Special Election shall be can¬ 
vassed and made known by the same persons and in the same 
manner as is provided by law for General Elections. 

Section 5. If a majority of those voting in said Special Elec¬ 
tion favor the Electing of the County Solicitor of the Circuit of 
which Lowndes County is a part, then no person qualified to fill 
said office of County Solicitor of said County can occupy or fill 
said office, unless nominated and elected as other elective County 
officials are nominated and‘elected. The first nomination to be 
made under the provisions of this act, shall be made in the regular 
Primary Election to be held in said County in the year 1932, and 
the election to said office shall be effective in the next General 
Election thereafter; that such nominations and elections shall take 
place every four years, as other County officials are nominated 
and elected.

as now existing; to provide for the election qualification and compensa¬ 
tion of the judge and constable of said court; to prescribe their powers 
and duties; to provide for rules of practice of said court; to prescribe 
its jurisdiction, and for other purposes. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby created an Inferior Court to 
be known as Inferior Court of Phenix City, in the territory now 
known as precincts one in Russell County, and ten in Lee County, 
Alabama. That such court shall be in lieu of all justice of the 
peace and inferior courts now existing in said territory. That said 
court and its officers shall have the powers, duties and jurisdictions 
now conferred by law on justice of the peace courts. 

Section 2. That there shall be a judge and constable of said 
court. That at the time of their election each shall be a qualified 
elector and have resided in the territory described in this Act for a 
period of one year, and they shall hold their offices for a term of 
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four years and until their successors are elected and qualified, and 
shall be elected in the following manner: That the judges of pro¬ 
bate of Lee and Russell Counties shall place the name of the can¬ 
didates for judge and constable for said court on the ticket at the 
General Election in 1932 and every four years thereafter and such 
officers shall be voted for by the voters of the territory for which 
the said court is created. The said judges of probate of each of said 
counties shall certify to the Secretary of State the number of votes 
received by each candidate and it shall be the duty of the Secre¬ 
tary of State to consolidate said vote and the candidate receiving a 
majority of the votes cast at such an election shall be declared 
elected and commissioned by the proper authority. 

Section 3. That the judge and constable of said court shall 
receive as their compensation for their services the same fees as 
now or may hereafter be provided by law for justices of the peace 
and constables to be taxed and collected in the same manner. 

Section 4. That the judge shall select and fix a regular time to 
hold said Court, which shall be held at the Courthouse at Phenix 
City. 

Section 5. That appeals from said court shall be the same as 
now provided by law for appeals from justice of the peace courts, 
provided, that the appeals from said court may be taken to the 
circuit court of the county in which the action or prosecution is 
venued, as now or may hereafter be provided by law. 

Section 6. That ten days after the approval of this Act, the 
Governor shall appoint a judge and constable who shall hold office 
until the next general election and until their successors are elected 
and qualified. 

Section 7. All vacancies in the office of the judge and con¬ 
stable shall be filled by appointment of the Governor, and such ap¬ 
pointees shall hold office for the unexpired term and until their 
successors are elected and qualified. 

Section 8. That the same rules of practice as now apply to 
justice of the peace courts shall apply to this court. 

Section 9. Within thirty days after the approval of this Act, 
the term of office of all justice of the peace and notaries public 
and ex. off. justice of the peace in precinct ten in Lee County and 
the Inferior Court of Phenix City in precinct one in Russell County, 
shall expire and such offices shall then stand abolished and the 
dockets, official papers, and records of all kinds of the offices 
abolished shall be delivered to the judge of the Inferior Court 
created by this Act, and all cases pending in said abolished courts 
shall stand transferred to this court, and all processes issued by 
such abolished courts shall be returned to the Inferior Court of 
Phenix City, and said court may issue executions or other processes 
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as necessary to collect or enforce the judgments of said abolished 
courts, and the collection of any cost in any cases accrued before 
said transfer shall be paid to whomsoever it belongs according to 
the dockets and records of the courts so abolished.

Section 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE

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County in this State, to increase its indebtedness for the purpose 
of constructing concrete or better than concrete surfaced public 
roads and concrete or better than concrete bridges in said County, 
and to issue bonds therefor and to levy and collect taxes on property 
in Mobile County to pay for the same, and to provide for and regu¬ 
late the holding of elections by the qualified voters of Mobile 
County to authorize such increase of indebtedness, issuance of 
bonds and levying of taxes, and for ascertaining and declaring the 
results of such election, and regulating the sale of such bonds and 
the use of the proceeds of such sale, be amended so as to read as 
follows: Section 3. That, to pay the interest on such additional 
indebtedness and on any such additional bonds, and to provide for

the highest bidder at public sale, except as hereinafter provided. 
A public sale shall be either on sealed bids or at auction. The 
notice of a public sale shall state whether the sale is to be on sealed 
bids or at auction and shall also state the amount of the bonds to be 
sold, the maturities thereof, and amount payable at each maturity 
and either the rate of interest which the bonds are to bear or that 
the bidders are invited to name the rate of interest in their bids, and 
shall also state the time and place of sale, or for submitting sealed 
bids. Such notice shall be published once in each of three con¬ 
secutive weeks in a newspaper published in said county, and also 
in a newspaper published in each of the cities of New York and 
Chicago, and may be published in such other newspapers as may 
be ordered by the governing body of said county. The first of 
such three publications shall be not less than twenty days before 
the last date for submitting bids, if the sale is on sealed bids, or the 
date of sale, if the sale is at auction. Said governing body shall 
have the right to reject all bids. If no acceptable bids are received 
at any such public sale the bonds may be sold at private sale, pro¬ 
vided such private sale occurs within thirty days after the date fixed 
for said public sale, but no such private sale shall be made at a 
price less than the highest bid received at said public sale. In de¬ 
termining the highest bidder for bonds offered for sale, the net 
interest cost to the county, as shown in standard bond value tables, 
shall govern, provided, however, that the determination of the gov¬ 
erning body of said county as to which bidder is the highest bidder 
shall be final, conclusive, and binding upon all persons whom¬ 
soever.”

To provide for the election of a County Superintendent of Education for 
Fayette County, Alabama, to fix his term of office, to prescribe his salary, 
and the manner of payment; to define his qualifications, powers and 
duties; to provide for his election at the next State general election to be 
held in November, 1934, and to provide for the election of his successor 
in office. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That a County Superintendent of Education for 
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Fayette County, Alabama, shall be elected by the qualified electors 
of Fayette County, Alabama, who shall hold office until his suc¬ 
cessor is elected and qualified as hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. That at the next general election to be held in said 
County and State in November, 1934, a County Superintendent of 
Education for Fayette County, Alabama, shall be elected, who shall 
hold office for a term of four years and until his successor is elected 
and qualified, the term of said County Superintendent of Education 
so elected in November, 1934, shall begin on the first day of July, 
1935, and each four years thereafter, a County Superintendent of 
Education for Fayette County, Alabama, shall be elected by the 
qualified voters of said County at the regular election held in said 
County and State, nomination for which office may be made in 
primary elections as other county officers. 

Section 3. That the salary of said County Superintendent of 
Education shall be fixed by the County Board of Education of 
Fayette County, which salary shall not be less than $2500.00, nor 
more than $3000.00 per annum, and which salary shall be paid in 
the same way and manner as is now provided under the general 
laws of the State of Alabama for the payment of County Superin¬ 
tendents of Education in the several counties of the State. 

Section 4. That said County Superintendent of Education 
shall be charged with the same duties and shall exercise the same 
powers as are now provided by the general school laws of Ala¬ 
bama in the conduct of the office of the County Superintendent of 
Education; that no person shall be eligible to such office who is 
not a qualified elector of Fayette County, Alabama, and possess all 
qualifications required by the laws of this State for County Su¬ 
perintendents of Education, and all general laws pertaining to 
qualifications and to the office of County Superintendents of Edu¬ 
cation shall in all things apply to and govern the County Superin¬ 
tendent elected under this act, when not in conflict with the pro¬ 
visions hereof. 

Section 5. That in the event of a vacancy in said office for 
any cause, such vacancy shall be filled by the County Board of 
Education until the next general election thereafter when his suc¬ 
cessor shall be elected.

AN ACT 

To prohibit the use of steel traps and similar devices in Dallas County, Ala¬ 
bama, and prescribe punishment for the violation of this Act. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation to use any steel trap or other similar device in Dallas 
County, Alabama, for any purposes whatsoever, except as herein 
expressly provided. 

Section 2. That any person violating the provisions of this act 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction shall be pun¬ 
ished by a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars nor more than 
one hundred dollars for each offense. 

Section 3. Provided, however, that any resident of this county 
may set such steel trap or similar device only within the curtilage 
of his home. 

Section 4. Any Justice of the Peace shall have jurisdiction of 
any offense herein provided. 

Section 5. This act shall become effective on the approval of 
the Governor.

AN ACT 

To create the office of court reporter for the County Court of Lawrence 
County, Alabama, to provide for the appointment of such officer, to 
prescribe his powers, duties and qualifications, to provide for his com¬ 
pensation, fix the term of his office, to provide for the time of the appoint¬ 
ment of such officer and to provide for the appointment of his successors, 
and to repeal all general, local and special laws in conflict therewith so 
far as they relate to said County. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby created the office of court re¬ 
porter for the County Court of Lawrence County, Alabama. The 
office of court reporter hereby created shall be filled by appoint¬ 
ment by the Judge of said County Court immediately upon the 
passage and approval of this Act His term of office shall be con¬ 
current for the term of the Judge appointing him unless sooner dis¬ 
charged by him for cause. 

Section 2. Said court reporter shall be learned in writing 
short hand and must satisfy the Judge of said court that he has had 
at least two years experience in writing short hand. Said court re¬ 
porter shall attend all settings and terms of said county court and 
report in shorthand all the cases tried therein, and during the time 
he is engaged in said reporting and in transcribing he is an officer 
of such County Court. He shall receive a salary of $5.00 per 
month and said salary shall be paid in monthly installments at the 
end of each month and shall be paid to him from the general funds 
of the County by the County treasurer or other custodian of said 
funds on a warrant drawn thereon by the Judge of said County 
Court. In addition to the compensation herein provided for said 
reporter he shall be entitled to tax and collect from the defendants 
or their attorney’s for whom he is making a transcript of the evi¬ 
dence the sum of $.15 per hundred words for each copy of the 
transcript, and when each transcript is made by said reporter he 
must append thereto his certificate to the correctness of the same 
as such official reporter. In addition to the compensation herein 
provided for said reporter there shall be taxed and collected as a 
part of the cost in each case of conviction a fee of $5.00 for each 
day, or fraction thereof, that such reporter shall be engaged in re¬ 
porting a case, the same to be collected as other cost in such cases 
and when collected the same shall be paid by the Clerk to such 
court reporter. Said court reporter shall be entitled to said $5.00 
court reporter’s fee in each case of conviction and also for each case 
nol prossed or withdrawn and filed and the manner of payment of 
such fee in cases nol prossed or withdrawn and filed he shall be 
paid in script in the same manner as the sheriff and clerk of said 
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county for their cost in such cases, the same to be paid out of the 
fine and forfeiture fund of said County. 

Section 3. The Judge of said Court shall keep the office of 
county court reporter for said county court filled by appointment 
from time to time when a vacancy arises. 

Section 4. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its 
approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To provide for the election of a county superintendent of education of Law¬ 
rence County, Alabama, to fix his term of office, to prescribe his salary, 
and the manner of payment, to define his qualifications, powers and du¬ 
ties, and to provide for the election of his successors in office. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there shall be elected at the general election 
in the State of Alabama in 1932, and every four years thereafter, a 
county superintendent of education for Lawrence County, Alabama 
by the qualified electors of said County and who shall hold office 
for a term of four years from the first Monday in July next after 
his election and until his successor is elected and qualified and who 
shall be of good moral character and no person shall be eligible for 
election to the office of county superintendent of education of Law¬ 
rence County, Alabama who does not now hold an Alabama cer¬ 
tificate in administration and supervision, based as a minimum upon 
graduation from a standard normal school or equivalent education, 
with at least one year of additional college grade and proof of three 
years of successful teaching experience. Provided that the provi¬ 
sions of this act shall not apply to the Superintendent of Education 
in office at the time of the approval of this act, and who shall per¬ 
form the same duties as are now or hereafter may be required by 
law of county superintendents of Education in said State. 

Section 2. That thirty days prior to taking office the county 
superintendent of education so elected shall qualify by taking oath 
of office as required by the Constitution of said State and shall 
give bond for an amount to be fixed by the State Board of Educa¬ 
tion in a reputable surety company authorized to do business in 
the State of Alabama to be approved by the Judge of Probate of 
said County and shall be filed and recorded in said Probate Office 
and shall be conditioned upon the faithful performance of the duties 
of the office and for the accounting and paying over to the proper 
authority all money's coming into his hands by virtue of his office. 
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A copy of said bond duly certified by the Judge of Probate shall 
be filed in the office of the State Board of Education and also a 
certified copy of the same shall be filed in the office of the County 
Board of Education. 

Section 3. That said county superintendent of education shall 
receive a salary of $2700.00 per year, payable as now required by 
law for the payment of salaries of county superintendents of edu¬ 
cation in said State. 

Section 4. That all law and parts of laws, general and local 
in conflict with any of the provisions of this Act are hereby re¬ 
pealed and abolished insofar as the same relates to Lawrence 
County.

AN ACT 

To amend Section 7 of an Act of the Legislature of 1927, entitled An Act to 
provide for the establishment, discontinuance, construction, use, working, 
and maintenance of the public roads and bridges of Fayette County, Ala¬ 
bama, etc., approved August 2, 1927. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

That Section 7 of an Act entitled An Act to provide for the 
establishment, discontinuance, construction, use, working, and 
maintenance of the public roads and bridges of Fayette County, 
Alabama, etc., approved August 2, 1927, be amended so as to read 
as follows: 

Section 7. That every male person in said county who is over 
the age of eighteen years and under the age of forty-five years, not 
exempt by law, shall be subject to road duty and shall be compelled 
to work on the public roads or repairing bridges for not more than 
eight days in each year and eight hours actual work each day, pro¬ 
vided, any person subject to road duty may be relieved from work¬ 
ing on the roads or bridges by paying a money compensation, or 
fee, or four dollars per capita per annum to the road foreman of his 
precinct or to the Probate Judge of said County, on or before the 
first day of January of each year, to become delinquent if not paid 
on or before the first day of March of each year, and if not paid by 
the first day of March of each year, the Commissioners Court 
may, in its discretion, allow said commutation fee to be discharged 
by the payment of six dollars, said money to go to the road fund 
of said county, and to be appropriated exclusively for the main¬ 
tenance or improvement of the public roads and bridges in the 
precinct or district in which said commutation fee or money com- 
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pensation is paid. That all persons subject to road duty, who fail 
to pay said money compensation in lieu of the labor required by 
law upon the public roads and bridges, shall be compelled to work 
on the public roads and bridges of said county for not more than 
eight days, and provided further, that all persons subject to road 
duty moving into said county after the first day of January in any 
year, shall be liable to road duty for the remainder of the year at 
the rate of eight days work for twelve months, and shall have the 
option of commutating said work by paying to the foreman of his 
district, or to the Probate Judge of said County, or other person 
designated by the Commissioners Court for his district, in discharge 
of such liability at the rate of four dollars for eight days work, 
and the road year shall be the same as the calendar year; and, pro¬ 
vided that any person becoming eighteen years of age during any 
calendar year shall be subject to the same rules, and be allowed 
the same privileges as persons coming into the County after Jan¬ 
uary 1st of any year, and provided, that any^ person becoming forty- 
five years of age within any calendar year shall be permitted to 
commutate his road service by paying to the foreman of his pre¬ 
cinct, or district, or to the Probate Judge of the County, a money 
compensation proportionate to the part of the year prior to his 
becoming forty-five years of age; and provided that any person 
becoming forty-five years of age within any calendar year shall not 
be required to work on the public roads or bridges of said county 
for more than two thirds of one day for each month of said year 
prior to the date of his becoming forty-five years of age. Road 
foreman who would otherwise be liable to road duty shall not be 
exempt from such road duty by reason of being such foreman. This 
amendment shall become and be effective on and after the first day 
of January, 1932.

AN ACT 

To repeal an Act approved February 1st, 1915, entitled an Act, “To regulate 
the payment of costs in the case of convicts heretofore and hereafter 
sentenced to hard labor in Jefferson County, Alabama, whenever and so 
long as said convicts or any of them are worked on the public roads of 
said County, and to require the Board of Revenue of said County to pay 
the costs of such convicts who were sentenced to hard labor for the 
County and who actually worked on the County roads thereof from and 
after April 1st, 1913, to the time of the approval of this Act. Whereas, 
the Board of Revenue of Jefferson County, Alabama, on or about the 
1st day of April, 1913, adopted the policy of working certain of the con¬ 
victs of said County sentenced to hard labor for the County on the public 
roads thereof, and, whereas, in pursuance of that policy many convicts 
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have been worked on said roads under resolution and order of said Board 
and have been required to work out the costs of conviction, as well as the 
final sentence and, Whereas, the Board of Revenue of said County has 
failed and refused to pay the officers of the Courts in which said convicts 
were sentenced, the costs thereof, but have appropriated the labor of said 
convicts to the improvement of the public roads as aforesaid,—now, there¬ 
fore, 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

That the Act of the Legislature of Alabama approved Febru¬ 
ary 1st, 1915, entitled An Act, “To regulate the payment of costs in 
the case of convicts heretofore and hereafter sentenced to hard labor 
in Jefferson County, Alabama, whenever and so long as said con¬ 
victs or any of them are worked on the public roads of said County, 
and to require the Board of Revenue of said County to pay the 
costs of such convicts who were sentenced to hard labor for the 
County and who actually worked on the County roads thereof from 
and after April 1st, 1913, to the time of the approval of this Act. 
Whereas the Board of Revenue of Jefferson County, Alabama, on 
or about the first day of April, 1913, adopted the policy of working 
certain of the convicts of said County sentenced to hard labor for 
the County on the public roads thereof, and, Whereas, in pursuance 
of that policy many convicts have been worked on said roads under 
resolution and order of said Board and have been required to work 
out the costs of conviction, as well as the final sentence, and, 
Whereas, the Board of Revenue of said County has failed and re¬ 
fused to pay the officers of the Courts in which said convicts were 
sentenced, the costs thereof, but have appropriated the labor of said 
convicts to the improvement of the public roads as aforesaid,—now, 
therefore/' Be and the same is hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To establish a Board of Roads and Revenue for Russell County, to provide 
for the appointment and election of the members thereof and prescribe 
their duties and powers, to provide for a President of said board and fix 
his duties and powers; and fix their compensation; to provide for the 
appointment o^a County superintendent of roads by the Board of Roads 
and Revenue, and to prescribe his duties and to fix his compensation; 
and to provide that no two members of the said Board of Roads and 
Revenue shall be elected from the same beat or precinct, and to repeal 
all conflicting laws, general, local and special. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby established a Board of Roads 
and Revenue of Russell County, Alabama, consisting of three (3) 
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members, to be known as and called, “The Board of Roads and 
Revenue of Russell County/' 

Section 2. That the members of the Board of Roads and 
Revenue shall be elected from the County at large, except no two 
members of the Board shall be elected from the same beat or 
precinct. 

Section 3. On approval of this Act by the Governor the Sen¬ 
ate shall forthwith appoint three (3) members of the said Board 
of Roads and Revenue of Russell County, and the members so ap¬ 
pointed shall be residents of Russell County, but no two (2) of 
whom shall reside in the same beat or precinct, who shall together 
constitute members of the Board of Roads and Revenue of Russell 
County hereby created and established. The members of said 
Board of Roads and Revenue appointed by the Senate shall hold of¬ 
fice as follows: one member shall hold office until the general elec¬ 
tion to be held in the year 1932 and until his successor is elected 
and qualified; and the other two (2) members of said Board of 
Roads and Revenue appointed by the Senate as provided for in 
Section 2 of this Act shall hold office until the general election to 
be held in the year 1936, and until their successors are elected and 
qualified; and subsequently, and on the expiration of the terms of 
office of the members of the Board of Roads and Revenue of Rus¬ 
sell County as provided, there shall be elected a member who shall 
be a resident of said County by the qualified electors thereof who 
shall hold office for a period of four (4) years, and until their suc¬ 
cessors are elected and qualified. 

Section 4. That at the first meeting of said Board of Roads 
and Revenue held after their appointment, the said Board of 
Roads and Revenue shall choose from its members a President of 
said Board of Roads and Revenue of Russell County: Who shall 
hold office until his term as such member of said Board expires. 

Section 5. Should any vacancy occur upon the said Board of 
Roads and Revenue, such vacancy shall be filled by appointment 
by the Governor for the unexpired term, and the appointee shall 
be a resident of the County and shall not be from the same beat or 
precinct of any other member. 

Section 6. Regular terms of the said Board of Roads and 
Revenue shall be held on the second Mondays in February, April, 
August and November of each year and as provided by law, and 
such special and adjourned terms as the said Board of Roads and 
Revenue or a majority thereof may deem necessary and proper. 
Notices of all special meetings shall be given by the President of 
the Board of Roads and Revenue in writing or by publication in 
some newspaper published in Russell County for five (5) days 
prior to such meeting. If given in writing by the President, the 
same shall be served on each member then within the county, five 
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(o) days before said meeting. 

Section 7. That a majority of said Board shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business, and no funds belonging to 
the county shall be drawn or paid out except as authorized by the 
said Board and according to law, and a proper list and registry of 
all sums drawn or paid out, and the nature of each claim and the 
person in whose favor drawn or paid out, and upon what fund the 
same is drawn, shall be kept by the clerk of the said Board of 
Roads and Revenue. 

Section 8. That the said Board of Roads and Revenue shall 
have the power and authority to direct and control the property 
of the County as it may deem expedient and according to law, to 
levy general and special taxes for particular county purposes ac¬ 
cording to the provisions of the laws of the State of Alabama gen¬ 
eral or special, to examine, settle and allow accounts of all officers 
having the management, collection or disbursement of money be¬ 
longing to the County or appropriated for its use or benefit. 

Section 9. That the said Board shall have all of the jurisdic¬ 
tion and all powers which are now or may hereafter by law be 
vested in the courts of county commissioners of this State, or 
boards of revenue or other governing body of like kind, and the 
several members of the said Board of Roads and Revenue of Rus¬ 
sell County shall respectively perform all the duties and services 
and render all the powers which are or may be required by law of 
the members of the courts of county commissioners, or boards of 
revenue or other governing bodies of like kind. 

Section 10. That all the general laws hereafter enacted by the 
Legislature of Alabama in relation to the jurisdiction, powers, 
authorities or duties of county commissioners in this State not in 
conflict with the provisions of this Act, shall apply to the said 
Board of Roads and Revenue of Russell County, except so much 
of the said general laws as may relate to the mode of selection of 
said court of county commissioners, provided that this Act shall 
not be construed to impair the jurisdiction and authority of the 
said board. 

Section 11. That the said Board shall have the power and 
authority to compromise the outstanding debts of Russell County 
to examine into and pass upon the regularity of warrants already 
issued and to classify outstanding warrants, and may pledge the 
credit of the county to raise money by making temporary loans as 
provided by law, to discharge the same as it is now or may here¬ 
after be provided by law. 

Section 12. That the President of the said Board shall sign 
the minutes of the proceedings of the said Board and shall sign all 
warrants drawn upon the county treasury or repository all orders 
for payment or disbursement of the money or funds of the county. 
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It shall be the duty of the said President of such Board of Roads 
and Revenue in said county to collect and receipt for all road tax 
and perform all other duties in connection therewith as are now 
required by law of other officials. It shall be the duty of the said 
President of the said Board to receive and prepare the business 
and obtain information for the sessions of the said Board and to 
see to the execution of all orders of the said Board. The President 
of the said Board of Roads and Revenues shall issue all notices re¬ 
quired to be given by the said Board and by law, and generally to 
do and perform all such duties and matters, as may be required of 
him by the said Board. 

Section 13. The Board of Roads and Revenue shall have the 
power and authority to examine, settle and allow accounts and 
claims chargeable against the county; to audit and settle the 
accounts of all officers having the care, management, collection or 
disbursement of monies belonging to the county, or appropriated to 
its use and benefit; to have the exclusive control of the convict 
labor of the county and the disbursement of the proceeds of the 
same, and shall have the right to use said convict labor in work¬ 
ing the public roads of the said county and the sole right and 
authority to bind the county in any contract for the payment of 
money and the sole right and authority to pay any debt due by the 
county on any existing lawful contract. Said Board of Roads and 
Revenue shall be charged with the duty of fixing the amount of 
and approving the bond required by law to be given by the bank 
in said county in which the funds of said county are deposited, as 
depository, repository or as county treasury. And said bond shall 
be adequate in amount and shall be for such sum as said Board 
shall fix with due regard to the safety of the county fund. 

Section 14. Such Board shall be a court of record when act¬ 
ing in a judicial capacity. 

Section 14J4. It shall be the duty of the said Board of Roads 
and Revenue to employ a Superintendent of Roads for Russell 
County; the said Superintendent of Roads shall have had at least 
four (4) years practical experience in highway construction and 
maintenance work; the said Superintendent of Roads shall have 
charge of the construction and maintenance of Roads and Bridges 
for said County, and the man employed shall be a man with such 
experience as is hereinabove required. The said Board shall pre¬ 
scribe the other duties of said Superintendent of Roads and shall 
fix his compensation, and pay such necessary expenses as in their 
opinion is necessary in the performance of his duties. The duty 
required by this Section of said Board of Roads and Revenues of 
said County is hereby declared mandatory and the Board shall, as 
herein provided, employ said Superintendent. 

Section 15. It shall be the duty of the clerk of each court of 
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the said county and of the register in chancery to render to the 
said Board within ten (10) days after adjournment of each term of 
said courts a list under oath of all fines and forfeitures taken and 
judgments rendered during such terms for the use of the said 
county. 

Section 16. It shall be the duty of the Board of Roads and 
Revenue to cause to be published in some newspaper published in 
Russell County, Alabama, semi-annually and oftener if they deem 
necessary, a statement showing the receipts of all monies by the 
county during the preceding time, since said last report or state¬ 
ment and from what source so received, and a statement of all sums 
disbursed during the preceding period and for what and to whom 
so disbursed. 

Section 17. The president, and every member of “The Board 
of Roads and Revenue” shall receive for their services four ($4.00) 
dollars per diem and five (.05) cents per mile travel when actually 
engaged in the performance of the duties of their office, and five 
cents per mile for each mile travel in going to and from the court 
house and their places or residence payable out of the county 
treasury. 

Section 18. That the said Board shall hold its sessions or 
meetings at the County seat on the second Mondays in February 
and August, and at the branch court house in said county, if there 
be one, on the second Mondays in April and November of each 
year. 

Section 19. That within seven days from the appointment of 
said members of said Board of Roads and Revenue as hereinbefore 
provided, said members so appointed shall meet and organize said 
Board. And the said Board shall transact such business as is 
proper and necessary at such meetings. 

Section 20. The Board of Revenue of Russell County which 
is herein and hereby abolished, shall deliver to the said Board of 
Roads and Revenue of Russell County at its first meeting as pro¬ 
vided for in Section 19 hereof, all books, records, accounts, funds 
and in fact all belongings of every kind and character held by them 
as officials for the County of Russell, or for the use of said County. 

Section 21 . That said Board shall appoint a clerk of said 
Board whose duties shall be to keep the minutes of the meetings 
and make a record of the same, to keep a record of all claims filed 
against the county and all claims ordered paid by the said Board, 
keeping such minutes and proceedings in well bound volumes pro¬ 
vided for that purpose, and to generally do and perform all acts and 
services in and about the duties of and proceedings of said Board 
as he, or she, may be directed to do by said Board or by law. For 
said services said clerk so appointed shall receive such sum as shall 
be termed reasonable and ordered by the said Board, to be paid out 
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of the funds of the county. Said Clerk so appointed shall hold of¬ 
fice for one year and until his or her successor is appointed and 
qualified. 

Section 22. That the Board of Revenue of Russell County 
be and the same is hereby abolished. 

Section 23. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its approval by the Governor. 

Section 24. That all laws and parts of laws, general, local 
and special, in conflict with the provisions of this Act, be and the 
same are hereby expressly repealed.

AN ACT 

To abolish the office of deputy solicitor of Walker County, Alabama and to 
create in lieu thereof the office of County Solicitor of Walker County, 
Alabama, to provide for the appointment and the election of such officer 
by the qualified voters of said Walker County, to prescribe his powers, 
duties and qualifications and to provide for his compensation and the way 
in which same is to be paid, to fix the term of his office, to provide for 
the election of his successor in office and to fix the time he shall take 
office and to repeal all general and local laws in conflict herewith in so 
far as they relate to said Walker County, Alabama. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the office of Deputy Solicitor for Walker 
County, Alabama be and the same is hereby abolished, and the 
office of County Solicitor of Walker County, Alabama be and the 
same is hereby created and established in lieu thereof. 

Section 2. That a County Solicitor for Walker County, Ala¬ 
bama shall be elected by the Senate of Alabama immediately after 
the approval of this Act, who shall serve as such Solicitor until 
midnight of the First Monday after the Second Tuesday in January, 
1933, and until his successor is elected and qualified; that the term 
of office of said County Solicitor thereafter shall be four years; 
that said County Solicitor, whose term begins on the First Monday 
after the Second Tuesday in January, 1933, shall be elected at the 
General Election in 1932, and every four years thereafter, and shall 
hold office for a term of four years and until his successor is elected 
and qualified; and that said officer shall be elected by the qualified 
electors of Walker County, Alabama. 

Section 3. The county solicitor hereby created shall be learned 
in law and licensed to practice law under the laws of Alabama and 
must be a citizen and a qualified elector of Walker County, Ala¬ 
bama. 



Section 4. It shall be the duty of the County Solicitor of 
Walker County, to represent the State in all criminal and quasi 
criminal, cases in the County Court of Walker County, to prosecute 
all criminal cases arising from indictments transferred to the 
County Court; to represent the State in preliminary proceedings in 
felony cases and habeas corpus proceedings brought before the 
County .Court; to perform the duties imposed on Deputy Solicitors 
as provided in section 5522 of 1923 Code of Alabama; the County 
Solicitor is hereby empowered to administer the oath to anyone 
making complaint and to issue warrants of arrest for the offenses 
committed in Walker County in violation of Chapter 157, section 
4480, 1923 Code of Alabama; and to perform the duties now im¬ 
posed on Circuit Solicitors and Deputy Solicitors as is provided in 
Chapter 100 of 1923 Code of Alabama, where such offenses occur 
and duties arise in Walker County, and in the absence of the Cir¬ 
cuit Solicitor to represent the State in the Circuit Court of Walker 
County, and shall have power to issue subpoenas for witnesses to 
attend the Grand Jury of Walker County/ 1 

Section 5. That the salary of the county solicitor of Walker 
County, Alabama be and the same is hereby fixed at the sum of 
$2400.00 per annum which shall be payable out of the county 
Treasury of Walker County, Alabama in installments of $200.00 
each. The Judge of Probate of Walker County, Alabama is hereby 
directed to issue a warrant on the Treasurer of Walker County, 
Alabama for the sum of $200.00 on the first day of each calendar 
month payable to the County solicitor of Walker County, Alabama 
for his salary, and to issue a like warrant for the same amount on 
the first day of each month thereafter for the same purpose. 

Section 6. It is the intention of this act that said County 
solicitor of Walker County, Alabama shall be in lieu of and shall 
take the place of the present deputy solicitor of said County. 

Section. 7. That if for any reason any section, provision or 
clause of this act shall be held unconstitutional or invalid then that 
fact shall not destroy the constitutionality of this act except as to 
that clause or section. 

Section 8. All laws and parts of laws both local and general 
in conflict with the provisions of this act are hereby repealed in so 
far as they relate to Walker County, Alabama. 

Section 9. This act shall go into effect upon it's approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT 

To establish a Law and Equity Court for Lauderdale County; to define its 
jurisdiction and powers; to provide for its officers, their powers, duties 
and compensation; to provide for trial tax and other fees, to provide that 
said court shall be open at all times for the trial of cases and transaction 
of business; prescribing rules and procedure for said court; to provide for 
an official court reporter for said court and fix his compensation, and to 
provide for the transfer of causes now or hereafter pending in the 
County and Circuit Court of Lauderdale County, Alabama, to the Law 
and Equity Court; to abolish the County Court of Lauderdale County, 
and the Office of Deputy Solicitor for Lauderdale County. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there be and there is hereby established.in 
and for the County of Lauderdale a Law and Equity Court which 
shall be called the Law and Equity Court of Lauderdale County, 
and shall be a Court of record, and which shall have and exercise 
concurrent jurisdiction, authority, functions and powers now con¬ 
ferred or which may hereafter be conferred upon the several Cir¬ 
cuit Courts of the State, where the amount involved, exclusive of 
interest and costs does not exceed fifteen hundred dollars, pro¬ 
vided, however, that the Law and Equity Court of Lauderdale 
County shall not have jurisdiction to try persons charged with 
felonies; and shall have concurrent jurisdiction with the Justices 
of the Peace of Lauderdale County in all matters whatsoever. 

Section 2. That the Judge for said Court shall be appointed 
by the Governor of the State immediately after the approval of 
this act, whose term of office shall begin immediately upon his ap¬ 
pointment and qualification and shall continue until the second 
Tuesday after the first Monday in January, 1935 or until his suc¬ 
cessor is elected and qualified; and that, at the general election to 
be held in the year 1934 the successor of the Judge so appointed 
shall be elected by the qualified electors of Lauderdale County, 
Ala., voting at said election, whose term of office shall begin 
on the expiration of the term of office of the Judge to be appointed 
by the Governor, upon the approval of, and authority of this act, 
and the Judge so elected at said election shall hold office for a term 
of four years. At the general election in 1938, and every four 
years thereafter, the Judge of and for said Court shall be elected 
by the qualified electors of Lauderdale County; and the judge so 
elected shall hold office for four years and until his successor is 
elected and qualified. The Judge of said Court before entering 
upon the duties of said office shall take the oath required by law 
to be taken by the Judges of the Circuit Courts of Alabama. The 
said Judge shall be qualified elector of Lauderdale County, Ala- 
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bama; shall be learned in the law and shall be not less than twenty- 
five years of age. 

Section 3. Vacancies in the office of the Judge of said Court 
shall be filled by appointment of the Governor, and the person so 
appointed shall hold office as required by the Constitution of this 
State. Said Judge may be removed from office in the manner now 
provided by law for the removal of Circuit Judges. 

Section 4. That the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Lauderdale 
County shall be ex-officio clerk of said Court, and shall have the 
powers and discharge the duties, which will devolve upon the 
Clerk of the Circuit Court, and shall be subject to the same pains 
and penalties with regard to the duties of this office and shall be 
entitled to the same fees in cases wherein the amount involved is 
more than $50.00 as are now or may hereafter be allowed to Circuit 
Court Clerks of Alabama, and in cases where the amount involved 
is $50.00 or less the same fees as are now or may hereafter be 
allowed Justices of the Peace, and the same shall be collected as 
such fees are collected in the Circuit Court. 

Section 5. That the Register of the Circuit Court of Lauder¬ 
dale County in Equity shall be ex-officio the Register of said Court 
in Equity, and shall have the same powers and discharge the same 
duties which will devolve upon the Register of the Circuit Court in 
Equity and shall be subject to the same pains and penalties with 
regard to the duties of the office and shall be entitled to the same 
fees as are now, or may hereafter be, allowed to the Register of 
the Circuit Court in equity in Alabama, and the same shall be col¬ 
lected as such fees are collected in the Circuit Courts in Equity. 

Section 6. That the Judge of said Court shall receive a salary 
of Three Thousand Six Hundred Dollars per year, payable Three 
Hundred Dollars per month, out of the general fund of the County 
treasury at the end of each month, payable on warrants drawn by 
said Judge, and that there shall be taxed as a trial fee the sum of 
$3.00 in all cases entered on the docket in said court. Said trial fee 
in all cases shall be paid by the clerk of said Court into the County 
treasury for the benefit of the general fund. 

Section 7. That the office of Deputy Solicitor for Lauderdale 
County be and the same is hereby abolished. 

Section 8. That there shall be a solicitor of and for said Law 
and Equity Court of Lauderdale County who shall be appointed 
by the Governor immediately after the approval of this Act, and 
who shall hold office until the second Tuesday after the first Mon¬ 
day in January, 1935, and until his successor is elected and quali¬ 
fied, and shall prosecute for the State all causes in said Court and 
for so doing he shall receive a salary of Eighteen Hundred Dollars 
per year, payable One Hundred Fifty Dollars per month, out of 
the County treasury on warrants to be drawn by the Judge of said 
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Court. That in the absence of the said Solicitor the judge of said 
Court may appoint a special deputy solicitor to represent the State 
in cases that the solicitor of said court is required to represent the 
State in and shall receive for his compensation $5.00 for each day or 
fraction thereof, for the time actually appointed. Said Solicitor 
shall begin upon the approval of this Act and at the general elec¬ 
tion in 1934 and every four years thereafter there shall be elected a 
solicitor for said Law and Equity Court of Lauderdale County, by 
the qualified electors of said County. That the said solicitor shall 
be a qualified elector of Lauderdale County and shall be learned in 
the law and said solicitor shall not defend any person charged with 
crime in any of the criminal courts of Lauderdale County. 

Section 9. That the duties of the Solicitor of said Law and 
Equity Court shall be the same as now provided by law for Deputy 
County Solicitors. 

Section 10. That the Court shall be held at the Court house of 
Lauderdale County and shall be open at all times for the trial of 
cases and the transaction of business. In case of sickness or dis¬ 
qualification of the Judge the law applicable to the appointment 
and service of special judges in the Circuit Court shall apply. The 
Judge of said Court shall be subject to the same penalties for fail¬ 
ure to attend upon the Court as Circuit Judges of this State. The 
Judge shall keep an office in the Court house of Lauderdale County 
or at such other suitable place as may be provided by the Court of 
County Commissioners of Lauderdale County. 

Section 11. The judge of said Court shall hold a session of 
the Court beginning on the first Monday in each month. At least 
four sessions in each calendar year shall be jury sessions, pro¬ 
vided, however, that jury sessions shall not be called oftener than 
every two months. 

Section 12. That it shall be the duty of the presiding Judge 
of the Circuit Court of Lauderdale County immediately after the 
approval of this Act, to make an order transferring to the Law and 
Equity Courts all cases pending on the docket of the Circuit Court 
against persons charged with a misdemeanor, and from and after 
the approval of this Act, each and every indictment returned by a 
grand jury of Lauderdale County, against persons charged with 
the commission of a misdemeanor shall at once, be transferred to 
the Law and Equity Court of Lauderdale County by the Clerk of 
said Circuit Court and the jurisdiction of the Law and Equity Court 
shall attach to said cause, and the jurisdiction of said Circuit Court 
shall cease, and it shall be the duty of the Clerk to immediately 
issue capiases against said parties so charged with a misdemeanor, 
returnable to the Law and Equity Court of Lauderdale County. 

Section 13. All Civil cases in law or in Equity now pending 
or which may hereafter be pending in the Circuit Court of Lauder- 



dale County may be, by agreement of the parties thereto trans¬ 
ferred from said Circuit Court to said Law and Equity Court by 
the Clerk of Circuit Court. 

Section 14. The sheriff of Lauderdale County shall in person, 
or by a deputy or deputies appointed by him, said appointment to 
be approved by said Court, be required to attend upon the said 
Court, and preserve order and execute all process and perform 
such other duties in all respects as in the Circuit Court and for 
such services of attending such court the sheriff shall receive $3.00 
per day to be paid out of the County Treasury for one deputy. 
The sheriff shall receive the same fees for executing the processes 
of this court as provided by law for the execution of the same 
processes in the Circuit Court or in the Justice of the Peace court, 
and shall be collected in the same way as is now or may hereafter 
be provided by law. 

Section 15. That the procedure, practice and rules governing 
the Circuit courts of Alabama shall in all things apply to and 
govern the procedure and practice in the Law and Equity Court of 
Lauderdale County, except as herein otherwise provided. 

Section 15Where an appeal is taken from the judgment of 
the law and Equity court of Lauderdale County in criminal cases, 
the trial court retains jurisdiction for the purpose of granting a 
motion for a new trial; and also retains jurisdiction for the purpose 
of enforcing its judgment where the appeal is dismissed before the 
judgment of the appellate court is rendered. 

Section 16. The Judge of said court shall adopt a seal for the 
law side of the docket of the Law and Equity court which shall be 
kept in the custody and control of the clerk of the court. The 
Judge shall also adopt a seal for the equity side of the law and 
equity court which shall be kept in the custody and control of the 
Register of the court. 

Section 17. That in all civil causes at law in the law and equity 
court the issue and question of fact shall be tried by the judge of 
the court without the intervention of a jury unless a jury trial be 
demanded in writing by the plaintiff at the commencement of the 
suit, or by the defendant or any other party occupying the position 
of defendant or claimant, within thirty days after the perfection of 
service on him, provided, however, in all civil causes at law, when 
the sum claimed does not exceed twenty dollars the cause must be 
tried by the court without the intervention of a jury; but when it 
exceeds twenty dollars, an issue must be made up, under the direc¬ 
tion of the court, and the cause tried by a jury, if demanded, as pro¬ 
vided by law. The demand for a jury may be made upon the sum¬ 
mons and complaint or other original pleadings filed by the plain¬ 
tiff and the defendant may likewise indorse his demand for a jury 
on the plea, answer or other pleading filed by him. In all cases in 
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the law and equity court of Lauderdale County brought by appeal 
or certiorari from judgments of Justice of the Peace, Recorders 
Courts, or other inferior courts the issue and question of fact shall 
be tried by the judge of the court without the intervention of a 
jury unless a demand for a trial by jury be made in writing and 
filed in the cause by the party suing out the appeal or certiorari 
within ten days after suing out the same, or filed in the cause by 
the opposite party within ten days after notice of the appeal. Any 
party demanding a jury shall not have the right to withdraw his 
demand without the consent of the opposite party. Failure to de¬ 
mand a jury as herein provided shall be a waiver of the right of 
trial by jury. 

Section 18. That in all misdemeanor causes in the law and 
equity court of Lauderdale County, the issue and question of fact 
shall be tried by the Judge of the court without the intervention 
of a jury except in causes where a trial by jury is demanded in 
writing by the defendant, and such written demand filed in the 
cause with the clerk of the court on or before the first sounding 
of the cause if the cause is sounded within thirty days after the de¬ 
fendant has been arrested or taken into custody after the finding of 
the indictment, or within thirty days after the defendant has ap¬ 
pealed if the cause is brought to the law and equity court of Lau¬ 
derdale County by appeal, and if such case is not sounded within 
thirty days after the defendant has appealed or been arrested or 
taken into custody after the finding of the indictment, then such 
written demand must be filed with the clerk within thirty days 
after the defendant has appealed or been arrested or taken into 
custody after the finding of the indictment, a failure to demand in 
writing a trial by jury as herein provided shall be held and deemed 
to be a waiver by the defendant of a trial by jury. 

Section 19. That in the trial of any cause at law, either civil 
or criminal, in the Law and Equity Court of Lauderdale County, 
Alabama, by the Judge without the intervention of a jury, either 
party to a civil cause or the defendant in a criminal cause may 
present for review by bill of exceptions, the conclusions and judg¬ 
ment of the court on the evidence, and the Court of Appeals or the 
Supreme Court shall review the same without any presumption in 
favor of the court below, and if there be error shall render such 
judgment in the cause as the court below should have rendered, or 
reverse and remand the same for further proceedings in said court 
as the appellate court may deem right. 

Section 20. That the judge of said court shall draw the petit 
jurors for said court in the same way and manner, to try the jury 
cases, as the circuit courts draw petit jurors to try such cases, and 
in accordance with the law as provided for drawing petit juries in 
the several Circuit Courts of Alabama, or may be hereafter pro¬ 
vided by law. 
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Section 21. Prosecutions for misdemeanors committed in 
Lauderdale County may be commenced in this court by making 
ah affidavit before the judge or clerk of said court, writ on said 
affidavit to be issued by said clerk and when the defendant is ar¬ 
rested on such affidavit said cause shall go on the docket for trial, 
and be tried as though the defendant had been indicted by a grand 
jury. An amendment of the affidavit without the defendants con¬ 
sent shall entitle the defendant to a continuance. 

Section 22. The judge of said court shall have power to issue 
search warrants, writs of habeas corpus, prohibition, certiorari, quo 
warranto and all other special and extraordinary writs. 

Section 23. It shall be the duty of the clerk of said court to 
keep a record upon which shall be recorded all affidavits and if any 
of said affidavits should be lost or destroyed, a certified copy 
thereof shall be used the same as the original, and the clerk shall 
receive a fee of twenty five cents for recording such affidavits to be 
taxed as cost in case the defendant is convicted. 

Section 24. That the Supreme Court and Court of Appeals of 
this State shall have appellate and supervisory jurisdiction over 
said court and the judge thereof, which may be exercised in the 
same manner as such jurisdiction is exercised over the Circuit 
Courts of this State, and the Judges thereof, and appeals may be 
taken from the judgments and decrees of said court to the Supreme 
Court and Court of Appeals, in the same manner and within the 
same time, as appeals are now taken from the judgments and de¬ 
crees of the Circuit Courts of this State. 

Section 25. The venue in any case in the Law and Equity 
Court of Lauderdale County may be changed to another county 
under the same orders and regulations as govern changes of venue 
in Circuit Courts. 

Section 26. The witnesses attending upon said law and equity 
Court shall be entitled to, and paid the same fee as are paid the 
witnesses in the Circuit Courts of Lauderdale County. 

Section 27. The County Court of Lauderdale County is hereby 
abolished and all cases pending in said Court shall by the clerk of 
said court be transferred from the docket of the said County Court 
to the docket of the Law and Equity court. 

Section 28. The judge of this court shall secure the services 
of a competent shorthand writer to attend the terms of this Court 
and report in shorthand all the cases tried herein and during the 
time he is actually engaged in reporting and transcribing for the 
court or the attorneys he is an officer of this court, and he shall 
receive a salary to be fixed by the judge of said court and not to 
exceed One Hundred Dollars per month, and said salary shall be 
paid in monthly installments at the end of each month and shall be 
paid to him from the funds of the County by the County Treasurer 
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or other custodian of said funds, on a warrant drawn thereon by 
the judge of this court, provided, however, the judge of this court 
shall have the right to remove said reporter from office at his 
pleasure. In addition to the compensation herein provided for, 
said reporter shall be entitled to tax and collect from the litigant 
or his attorneys for whom he is making a transcript of the evidence 
the sum of ten cents per hundred words for said transcript, and 
when such transcript is made the reporter shall append thereto his 
certificate to the correctness of the same as such official reporter. 
The Stenographer’s notes shall be preserved and filed as now pro¬ 
vided by law in the Circuit Court. 

Section 29. That in all cases reported by such reporter in 
this court there shall be taxed and collected as a part of the cost 
of the case a fee of $3.00 for each day or fraction thereof, that such 
reporter shall be engaged in reporting a case, and when collected 
to be paid by the Clerk into the treasury of Lauderdale County. 

Section 30. The same rules, regulations and laws applicable 
to appeals from the Circuit Court to the Supreme Court or Court 
of Appeals shall govern appeals in all cases from the law and 
Equity Court of Lauderdale County unless otherwise provided in 
this act. 

Section 31. If an appeal is sought from a judgment in this 
court in a cause which was reported by a reporter who afterwards 
died or is otherwise inaccessible or unable to make and file a trans¬ 
cript of the evidence and proceedings in said cause, then such party 
appealing shall have the right to prepare and file with the clerk of 
this court what in his opinion is a correct bill of exceptions and if 
there is a dispute between the parties as to the bill of exceptions 
as filed the judge of said court shall determine what is a correct 
bill of exceptions. If either party is dissatisfied with the bill of 
exceptions as fixed by the judge he may proceed to establish his 
bill of exceptions in the Appellate Court as now provided by law. 

Section 32. That the Clerk and Register, with the approval of 
the judge, are hereby authorized to purchase all necessary records, 
stationery and supplies for the maintenance of said court and the 
same shall be paid for out of the county treasury, in the same 
manner as now provided by law for the payment for such records, 
stationery and supplies in the Circuit Court. 

Section 33. That there shall be taxed against the defendant 
on conviction the same solicitor’s fee and the same shall be col¬ 
lected in the way provided by law for taxing and collecting so¬ 
licitor’s fees in the Circuit Court, and when collected shall be paid 
into the treasury of Lauderdale County, Alabama. 

Section 34. That there shall not be any grand juries drawn or 
empanelled in this court. 

Section 35. That if, for any reason, any section, provision or 
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clause of this act be held unconstitutional or invalid, then that fact 
shall not destroy the constitutionality of the act except as to such 
clause or section. 

Section 36. That all laws, both local and general, in conflict 
with this Act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 37. That this Act shall take effect from and after the 
approval thereof.

AN ACT 

To repeal an act passed by the Legislature of Alabama at the 1927 session 
and approved on the 21st day of February, 1927, fixing the salary of the 
deputy Solicitor of Clarke County, Alabama, and providing for the pay¬ 
ment of the same out of the County Treasury of said County. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That an act passed by the Legislature of Alabama 
at the session of 1927 and approved on the 21st day of February, 
1927, fixing the salary of the Deputy Solicitor of Clarke County, 
Alabama, and providing for the payment of said salary out of the 
County Treasury of said County be, and the same is hereby re¬ 
pealed. That this act shall take effect immediately upon its passage 
and approval.

AN ACT 

To allow the Sheriff of Coffee County, Alabama, an additional deputy sheriff 
to that now provided by law, to fix the salary of said deputy and make 
the same payable out of the General funds of Coffee County in monthly 
installments, said deputy sheriff to be located at Enterprise, Alabama, 
and shall be eligible to perform duties of his office any where in said 
County. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Sheriff of Coffee County, Alabama, is 
hereby allowed an additional deputy to the deputy or deputies now 
provided by law, which said deputy shall be located at, and shall 
reside during the period of his appointment as such, at Enterprise, 
Alabama; and he shall receive a salary of $1500.00 dollars per an¬ 
num, to be paid in twelve equal monthly installments out of the 
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general fund of said Coffee County; and the said deputy shall be 
eligible to perform the duties of deputy sheriff anywhere in said 
County. 

Section 2. That on the first day of each month, a statement of 
the name and amount due the said deputy sheriff shall be furnished 
to the Commissioners Court of Coffee County by the Sheriff; and 
it shall thereupon be the duty of the said Court to order a warrant 
drawn upon the general fund of the County, payable to the said 
deputy sheriff, for the amount of one month’s salary, as herein¬ 
above provided. 

Section 3. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act, be, and the same are hereby, expressly re¬ 
pealed ; and that this Act shall be in full force and effect from and 
after its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To preserve the commissioners districts of Washington County as now fixed 
by law, or as may be hereafter prescribed; to make the commissioners 
now holding office in each district and the Judge of Probate of said 
county a board of road supervisors in addition to their duties as a court 
of county commissioners, to prescribe their duties and fix their salaries, 
to repeal an act approved August 20, 1927, of the local acts of 1927 on 
page 234 thereof. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That Washington County is hereby divided into 
four commissioner’s districts as now promulgated and fixed by the 
minutes of the court of county commissioners of said county and 
known as districts number 1, 2, 3 and 4 and shall remain as now 
fixed until changed by the court of County Commissioners of 
Washington County at a regular meeting by an order in writing 
spread upon the minutes of said court. 

Section 2. That the commissioners from each of said districts 
and the Probate Judge of said county, in addition to their duties as 
a court of county commissioners shall be and constitute a board of 
supervisors and for their services as road supervisors each com¬ 
missioner shall receive in addition to the per diem and mileage pro¬ 
vided by law for county commissioners, the additional sum of 
$75.00 per month and the Judge of Probate shall receive for his 
services as a member of the board of supervisors in addition to the 
per diem provided for by law for county commissioners the addi¬ 
tional sum of $50.00 per month payable out of the county treasury 
of Washington County by a warrant drawn by the Judge of Pro- 
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hate on the order of the county commissioners or road supervisors. 
The salary as above prescribed for the Judge of Probate shall be in 
lieu of the ex-officio road services as is now provided for by section 
7285 of the code of 1927. 

Section 3. That in addition to their duties as a court of county 
commissioners the said commissioners shall have power and au¬ 
thority without interference to work and control the working of 
public roads over the county. That each of said commissioners 
shall supervise the working of the roads in the district from which 
he is elected and shall have the authority to work and control the 
working of the public roads in said district; to construct new roads 
over routes and rights of ways secured and approved by the court 
of county commissioners or road supervisors and to maintain and 
build bridges and culverts and employ labor and to use county 
convicts upon the roads, unless the court of county commissioners 
shall make an order turning said county convicts over to the state. 
He may also purchase materials and let contracts for the building 
or repairing of bridges, culverts and roads, provided the costs of 
material and labor does not exceed the sum of $100.00 but any con¬ 
tract for the building or repairing of bridges, culverts and roads 
in excess of $100.00 shall first be authorized by the court of county 
commissioners as is now provided for by law. 

Section 4. That each of said road supervsiors shall at least 
five (5) days before each regular meeting of the court of county 
commissioners file with the Judge of Probate or chairman of the 
court of county commissioners an itemized statement of all work 
done, contracts let, and labor employed and the cost thereof show¬ 
ing the items purchased, the labor and days employed and the price 
paid therefor and such other things as will properly advise the 
court of county commissioners of his acts and doings in these 
premises. It shall be the duty of the Judge, of Probate to file said 
itemized statements in his office so that they may be accessible 
to public inspection at all times, and he shall keep a docket upon 
which shall be entered all claims against-the county for road work 
as is now provided for by law and to do and perform any and all 
services which may be necessary for the proper enforcement of 
this act. 

Section 5. The court of county commissioners or road super¬ 
visors shall enter an order directing the monthly payment of all 
bills and expenses for road work and the same shall be paid when 
properly itemized and sworn to by the claimant and filed with the 
Judge of Probate or chairman of said board of supervisors as pro¬ 
vided for by section (4) of this act and approved by the court of 
county commissioners by warrants drawn by the Judge of Probate 
and payable out of the roads funds of said county. 

Section 6. That there shall be one commissioner elected from 
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each commissioner’s district as referred to in section one (1) of 
this act and he shall be a bona fide resident citizen of the district 
from which he is elected and shall be elected by the qualified elec¬ 
tors in the commissioners district in which he is a bona fide resi¬ 
dent citizen. That one commissioner from districts (1) and one 
commissioner from district (3) shall be elected at the general 
election held in 1932, and shall hold office for a term of four (4) 
years; that one commissioner from district (2) and one commis¬ 
sioner from district (4) shall be elected at the general election to 
to be held in 1934 and shall hold office for a term of four (4) years. 
That each commissioner shall be eligible to succeed himself in 
office. 

Section 7. That in addition to the regular terms prescribed 
for commissioners court the commissioners court or board of road 
supervisors of Washington County shall hold a regular meeting 
on the second Monday of each month for the purpose of auditing 
and paying the bills and expenses for work upon public roads and 
such other purposes as may be deemed necessary for proper trans¬ 
action of the road business of Washington County and may hold 
such special terms from time to time as now or may hereafter be 
provided by general laws of the State. 

Section 8. That nothing in this act shall be construed as in 
any way affecting or repealing the laws now in force requiring all 
persons subject to road duty to work on the public roads for not 
more than ten days in each year. A failure or refusal to work such 
roads when properly warned to do so by any person with authority 
under the general law or rules and regulations made by the court 
of county commissioners, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction shall be punished as now provided for by law. 

Section 9. That the act of the Legislature of 1927 number 
319 House Bill number 915 on page 234 of the local Acts of 1927 
is hereby repealed. 

Section 10. That this act is intended to operate as a supple¬ 
mental act, and shall operate in addition to all general and special 
laws that may issue in the State of Alabama which are applicable 
to Washington County and are not in conflict with this act. 

Section 11. That if any clause, sentence, section or part of 
this act shall be declared invalid or unconstitutional it shall not 
render the remaining parts of same invalid or unconstitutional but 
they shall remain in full force and effect. 

Section 12. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with this Act 
be and the same are hereby repealed. This act shall go into effect 
immediately upon its passage and approval.

AN ACT 

In reference to and to further provide for the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of 
the County of Baldwin, Alabama, by the transfer thereto of any surplus 
now in or hereafter accumulating in the County Solicitors Fund created 
by an act of this Legislature and provide the manner of transferring such 
surplus thereto, and to provide for the distribution of the surplus of such 
Fine and Forfeiture Fund, after the payment of all other claims and 
demands now or hereafter chargeable by law against such funds, first 
to the payment therefrom of the salary of a deputy sheriff for such 
county, in addition to and other than the deputy sheriff whose salary is 
paid out of the general fund of such county, and then by transferring any 
surplus remaining in such fund at the expiration of each sheriff's term 
of office, after the payment of all claims and demands now or hereafter 
by law chargeable against such fund including the salary of the deputy 
by this Act payable out of such fund, to the general fund of the county, 
and to fix the amount of such deputy sheriff's salary payable from such 
fund and the time and manner of the payment thereof, and to provide that 
any deficiency in the payment of such salary in any calendar year or 
years may be pa,id from any surplus in such fund accruing in any suc¬ 
ceeding year or years only during the term of the office of the sheriff 
appointing such deputy. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That any surplus now in or hereafter accumulating 
in the County Solicitor’s fund as the same is created under that cer¬ 
tain Local Act of the Legislature of Alabama approved March 5, 
1931, shall be transferred to the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of Bald¬ 
win County, Alabama, and the Board of Revenue or other govern¬ 
ing body of such County is hereby authorized and directed to trans¬ 
fer by appropriate order such surplus in the County Solicitor’s Fund 
to the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of such county whenever under 
the said Act approved March 5, 1931, there shall be a surplus sub¬ 
ject to transfer under the said Act. 

Section 2. That any surplus now in or that hereafter accu¬ 
mulates in the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of Baldwin County, after 
the payment of all other claims and demands now or hereafter 
chargeable against such fund, not to exceed Eighteen Hundred 
Dollars ($1800.00) a year, is hereby appropriated to the payment 
of. the salary of a deputy sheriff in addition to and other than the 
deputy sheriff whose salary is paid out of the general fund of 
Baldwin County, such salary to be paid in monthly installments of 
One Hundred Fifty Dollars ($150.00) each; provided that if dur¬ 
ing any calendar year the surplus of such Fine and Forfeiture Fund 
shall not be sufficient to pay the salary of such deputy sheriff, any 
surplus thereafter accumulating in said fund in the succeeding year 
or years shall be applied to any deficiency in such salary for the 
previous calendar year or years, but only for the term for which 
the sheriff appointing such deputy is elected or appointed, and that

no deficiency in such Fine and Forfeiture Fund accruing under 
any sheriffs administration shall be chargeable against any sur¬ 
plus of such fund accumulating subsequent to the term of such 
sheriff in whose administration such deficiency occurs. The dep¬ 
uty’s salary herein provided for shall be paid by warrant drawn 
on such fund in the same manner as other claims are paid out of 
the said fund. 

Section 3. That any surplus in such Fine and Forfeiture Fund 
after the payment of all claims and demands chargeable against 
the same, including the deputy sheriff’s salary herein provided for 
shall at the expiration of each sheriff’s term be transferred to the 
general fund of the county. 

Section 4. That all laws or parts of laws, general, local or 
special, in conflict herewith are repealed. 

Section 5. That this Act shall go into effect immediately upon 
its passage and approval.

AN ACT 

To provide for the election of a County Superintendent of Education for 
Washington County, Alabama, by the qualified electors thereof; and to 
prescribe the duties and fix the term and compensation of such officer. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That at the general election of the year 1932, and 
every four years thereafter, there shall be elected a County Su¬ 
perintendent of Education for Washington County, Alabama, by 
the qualified voters of said County, who shall hold office for a term 
of four years from the second Monday in January next succeeding 
the election, and until a successor is elected and qualified. 

Section 2. Candidates for the office of such Superintendent of 
Education may be nominated as candidates for other county offices 
of Washington County under the law of the State of Alabama. 

Secion 3. Such County Superintendent of Education must be 
a qualified elector of Washington County and possess all the other 
qualifications required under the general laws of this state for 
County Superintendents of Education; and they shall perform and 
discharge all the duties of County Superintendents of Education 
under the general laws of this state. Provided that if there be a 
vacancy in said office from any cause whatever, the County Board 
of Education of Washington County is authorized to fill such 
vacancy as is provided by the general law of the state. 

Section 4. Such County Superintendent of Education shall 
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devote his entire time to the public school business of Washington 
County, and shall receive such compensation as the County Board 
of Education shall fix, which shall be not less than $1500, and not 
more than $3000 annually, and shall be paid at the time and in the 
manner provided by the general laws of this state for the payment 
of salaries of County Superintendents of Education. 

Section 5. That the County Board of Education of Washing¬ 
ton County shall determine the amount and salary of any office 
help, if any, to the County Superintendent of Education of Wash¬ 
ington County, and the same shall be paid at the time and in the 
manner provided by the general law of such state for payment of 
such office help. 

Section 6. All laws and parts of laws and contracts in conflict 
with the provisions of this act so far as they relate to Washington 
County, Alabama, be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 7. That should any part of this act, or parts of this 
act be declared unconstitutional or invalid it shall not render the 
remaining part or parts of same unconstitutional or invalid, but 
same shall be in full force and effect.

To relieve the tax assessor of Cleburne County, Alabama, from the duty of 
preparing a book of assessments and in lieu thereof to arrange in alpha¬ 
betical order the original lists and have same permanently bound and 
kept as a permanent record and prepare tax collector’s abstracts from said 
assessments lists. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the tax assessor of Cleburne County, Ala¬ 
bama, shall not be required to prepare the book of assessments, but 
in lieu thereof shall be required to arrange in alphabetical order 
original assessments, and cause the same to be permanently bound, 
and such assessment lists when bound shall constitute the book 
of assessments to all intents and purposes. Such assessment lists 
when bound shall be preserved permanently as a matter of record, 
and provided that in making the collector’s abstracts, such ab¬ 
stracts shall be made direct from the assessment list. 

Section 2. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To establish a Court of Record in Randolph County, Alabama, to be known as 
“The Inferior Court of Randolph County;” to provide for its criminal jurisdic¬ 
tion to include all misdemeanors and to provide for the civil jurisdiction thereof, 
to include all civil jurisdiction now exercised by justices of the peace, and in 
addition thereto to include all suits, actions and matters at law where the 
amount involved therein is the sum of Five Hundred and no/100 Dollars, or 
less; to provide for the officers of the said court, their terms of office, the 
manner of their selection and election, and their powers, duties and com¬ 
pensation; to fix the fees and costs in said court; to provide for the rules of 
procedure for said court and for the operation thereof; to provide for regis¬ 
tering of judgments rendered in said court, and the effect thereof; to provide 
for the creation of two divisions of said court to be known and called “The 
Wedowee Division” and “The Roanoke Division;” to provide for the holding 
of terms and sessions thereof of the Wedowee Division and the Roanoke 
Division thereof; to provide for the method and manner of instituting civil 
and criminal proceedings therein, and the procedure therein; to provide for the 
transfer of criminal prosecutions for misdemeanors now or hereinafter pend¬ 
ing in the Circuit Court to the said Inferior Court of Randolph County; and 
to provide for the transfer of civil suits pending in said Circuit court, within 
the jurisdiction of this court by agreement to said Inferior Court of Randolph 
county; to abolish the County Court of Randolph county and the office of 
Deputy Solicitor of Randolph county. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That there is hereby created and established in 
Randolph county, Alabama, a Court of Record to be known as and 
called '‘The Inferior Court of Randolph Countywhich said court 
shall have and exercise civil and criminal jurisdiction as hereinafter 
provided. 

Section 2. That said court shall have civil jurisdiction in all 
civil matters and bastardy cases of which justices of the peace of 
Randolph county have jurisdiction under the general laws of the 
state, concurrently with the several justices of the peace in said 
county, and, in addition thereto, the said court shall have jurisdic¬ 
tion concurrently with the Circuit Court of all matters, suits and 
actions at law which are in amount more than the jurisdiction of 
the justices of the peace, and less than the sum of Five Hundred 
and no/100 ($500.00) Dollars; and the said court shall have original 
jurisdiction concurrent with the Circuit Court, of all misdemeanors 
committed in Randolph county, Alabama; and it shall have pre¬ 
liminary jurisdiction of all felonies, concurrent with the several 
justices of the peace of said county, committed in Randolph 
county, Alabama, and the said court shall have appellate jurisdic¬ 
tion of all the justices of the peace court and municipal courts in 
said county and on and after the effective date of this Act, all ap¬ 
peals from all the justices of the peace and municipal courts in 
said county shall be returnable to, and triable de novo in the said 
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court. The jurisdiction, both civil and criminal, of the said court, 
as hereinabove provided, shall be coextensive with the county; 
provided, further, that the said court shall not have and exercise 
civil jurisdiction of actions of libel, slander, assault and battery, or 
ejectment or actions in the nature of ejectment. 

Section 3. The judge of said court shall have been a resident 
of Randolph county and a qualified elector thereof for at least one 
year at the time of his appointment or election, and shall reside in 
the said county during his continuance in office. He shall be at 
least 25 years of age, and shall be learned in the law and admitted 
to the practice of law; and he shall not during his term of office 
practice law in any of the courts of this state. That immediately 
upon the passage and approval of this Act the Senate shall elect a 
judge of the said court, whose term of office shall be until the first 
Monday after the second Tuesday in January 1933, and until his 
successor is elected and qualified; and the successor of the said 
judge shall be elected by the qualified electors of Randolph county, 
Alabama, at the general election in the year 1932, whose term of 
office shall be four years and until his successor is elected and 
qualified, and every four years thereafter. Upon the election of the 
judge of said court, the Governor shall issue to him a commission 
as such judge; and such judge, before entering upon the duties of 
his office, shall take the oath of office in the form required by law 
to be taken by judges of the Circuit Courts of this state and he 
shall be removable from office for the same causes and in the same 
manner as is now or may hereafter be provided for removal of cir¬ 
cuit judges. In the event of a vacancy caused by the resignation, 
removal or death of said judge, or for other causes, the Governor 
shall fill the same by appointment and the person so appointed 
shall hold office as is provided in the Constitution. In case the 
judge of the said court shall be unable at any time to discharge the 
duties of his office by reason of sickness, disqualification or other 
causes, the judge shall make or cause to be made by the clerk 
thereof, an order setting forth the reasons for his inability to sit 
in said court, and the said order shall be spread on the minutes of 
the court. Thereupon the Circuit Judge of said county shall by 
order which shall be entered on the minutes of said court, designate 
and appoint some practicing attorney of the county, who is learned 
in the law, as special judge thereof, and the person so designated 
and appointed shall perform all of the duties and exercise all of the 
powers and authority of such judge, and shall hold said office until 
the regular judge thereof shall resume his duties; and said special 
judge shall receive for his compensation the same per diem for 
each day he serves as such as is allowed for the regular judge of 
said court, payable in the same manner and from the same funds as 
the compensation of the regular judge is paid. Said judge shall 
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have authority to administer oaths and take acknowledgments and 
affidavits in all cases. 

Section 4. The Judge of said court shall receive a salary of 
twenty four hundred dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly 
installments out of the general fund of the county, upon his war¬ 
rants drawn upon the county treasury. 

Section 5. That the Clerk of the said Circuit Court of Ran¬ 
dolph county, Alabama, shall act as and be the clerk of the Inferior 
Court hereby established, and he shall keep a civil and criminal 
docket of all cases brought before the said court and the minutes 
and records as are now required by law to be kept by clerks of the 
Circuit Courts, and he shall have authority to issue all necessary 
summons and complaints as to all cases filed in said court, and all 
other civil and criminal process which clerks of the Circuit Courts 
are now required or empowered by law to issue. He shall have 
authority to swear witnesses at the trial of all cases in said court. 
It shall be the duty of the clerk to tax and collect in each civil and 
criminal case in said Inferior Court the same costs and fees for 
services of the solicitor, the clerk, the sheriff and witnesses as are 
now allowed by law to be assessed, charged and collected in the 
circuit courts of this state, which he shall disburse as is now re¬ 
quired of said fees in the circuit courts except as hereinafter pro¬ 
vided. There shall be taxed in each case, both civil and criminal, 
a trial fee of $3.00, except in civil cases in which the amount in¬ 
volved is less than $100.00 One Hundred and 00/100 Dollars, to 
be collected as other costs are collected and when collected paid 
into and become a part of the general fund of the county. It shall 
also be the duty of the clerk to collect and receive from the sheriff 
all fines and forfeitures in said court, which together with the so¬ 
licitor's fees taxed and collected in said court, he shall pay into the 
county treasury for the use of the general fund of the county on 
the first Monday in each month. Witness fees assessed and col¬ 
lected shall be retained by him and paid over to the witnesses. 
They shall have five days after their attendance upon the court in 
any case therein pending, to prove their attendance and to be issued 
a witness certificate, and failing therein, no costs shall be taxed in 
any case on account of said attendance of such witnesses; and 
provided further, that in case witness certificates are not presented 
to the clerk for payment within ninety days after payment of the 
costs in the cases in which the said certificates were issued, the 
said witnesses' fees shall revert to the general fund of the county 
and shall be paid by said clerk into the county treasury for the 
use of said fund, and the said clerk shall pay over to the said 
treasurer all such reverted fees in his hands on the first Monday in 
each month. The said clerk shall attend upon the sessions of said 
court at such hours as are designated by the judge thereof and 
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shall perform such other duties as may be prescribed by the judge 
of said court, either in person or by deputy. The said clerk shall 
issue certificates of judgment of said court, in the same form as is 
now provided by law for issuance of certificates of judgment from 
the Circuit Courts, for which he shall be allowed the same fees as 
are now allowed in the circuit courts. The certificates of judg¬ 
ment hereinabove provided to be issued by the clerk shall, upon 
being recorded in the probate office of said county, become a lien 
in the same manner and under the same regulations as now pro¬ 
vided or may hereafter be provided, for certificates of judgment 
issued out of the Circuit Courts of Randolph county, Alabama. 
The clerk of said court, before entering upon the duties of his 
office, shall give bond in the penal sum of two thousand dollars, 
payable and conditioned as are official bonds required of clerks of 
the circuit courts, to be taken and approved by the Judge of said 
court, and recorded in the probate office of the county, and upon 
said bonds there shall be the same liabilities and remedies as upon 
bonds of the clerks of the Circuit Courts of this state. And the 
said clerk shall receive the same fees and costs as are now allowed 
by law to clerks of the circuit courts as his compensation. 

Section 6. The Sheriff of Randolph county shall in person, or 
by deputy, be required to attend upon said court and to preserve 
order and execute all writs of process issued therefrom, and to per¬ 
form such other duties in all respects as he is required by law to 
perform in Circuit Court of Randolph county, and for such services 
of attending said court the sheriff shall receive the sum of $2.00 
per day payable out of the general fund of the county on the war¬ 
rant of the judge of the said court, and for all services rendered 
by him, other than attendance upon the court hereinabove pro¬ 
vided for, he shall receive the same costs and fees as are allowed 
by law for similar services performed in the Circuit Court. 

Section 7. That there shall be a Solicitor of said court who 
shall be elected by the Senate immediately after the passage and 
approval of this Act, and who shall hold office until the first Mon¬ 
day after the second Tuesday in January, 1933 and until his suc¬ 
cessor is elected and qualified; at the general election in the year 
1932, and every four years thereafter, the qualified electors of Ran¬ 
dolph county shall elect a solicitor of the said court, who shall hold 
office for a term of four years. That at the time of his election or 
appointment said solicitor shall have been a qualified elector of 
Randolph County for one year and shall be at least 26 years of age 
and shall be learned in the law and admitted to practice. That he 
shall prosecute for the state all cases in said court, and for so doing 
shall receive a salary of twelve hundred dollars per year, payable 
in monthly installments from the same fund and in the same man¬ 
ner as the compensation of the judge of said court is payable, as 
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hereinabove provided. During his term of office he shall not 
engage in the practice of criminal law, nor in cases quasi-criminal 
in any of the courts of the State of Alabama. In the event of a 
vacancy in the office of solicitor from any cause, the Governor 
shall appoint a successor to serve for the unexpired term. It shall 
also be the duty of said solicitor to prepare and submit to the clerk 
of said court affidavits and warrants and other criminal process 
necessary to the institution of criminal proceedings therein. The 
said Solicitor shall when requested by the Circuit Solicitor of the 
Circuit of which said County is a part do and perform the duties of 
said Circuit Solicitor in the absence of the said Circuit Solicitor; 
And the Circuit Solicitor can also at any time call upon such So¬ 
licitor to assist him before the Grand Juries of said County; and 
also to act for said Circuit Solicitor at other times upon the request 
of the said Circuit Solicitor. 

Section 8. That there shall be a Wedowee Division and a 
Roanoke Division of the said court, and the said Wedo^wee Division 
shall include and be composed of the following Precincts in Ran¬ 
dolph county, viz.: Precinct 1, Precinct 2, Precinct 3, Precinct 4, 
Precinct 6, Precinct 7, Precinct 13, Precint 14; and the said Roan¬ 
oke Division shall include and be composed of the following Pre¬ 
cincts in Randolph county, viz.: Precinct 5, Precinct 8, Precinct 9, 
Precinct 10, Precinct 11, Precinct 12. That the sessions of the said 
court of the said Wedowee Division shall be held in the court 
house at Wedowee, and the sessions of said court of the said 
Roanoke Division shall be held at the city hall or some other con¬ 
venient place in the town of Roanoke. The said court, at the dis¬ 
cretion of the judge, shall be open any day during the week, ex¬ 
cept Sunday, for the trial of cases coming within the jurisdiction of 
said court. Provided, further, that on the first Monday of each 
month there shall be held a session of said court for the handling, 
trial and disposition of all cases therein pending, in the Wedowee 
Division of Randolph county, Alabama, which shall continue as 
long as necessary to dispose of the docket; and that on the third 
Monday of each month there shall be held a session of said court 
for the handling, trial and disposition of all cases therein pending 
in the Roanoke Division of Randolph County, Alabama, which 
shall continue as long as necessary to dispose of the docket. But 
any session of said court and either Division of said county may be 
dispensed with, and continued, by the judge when in the opinion 
and judgment of the judge, the public necessity requires the con¬ 
tinuance of the same. Provided, further, that as to all civil ac¬ 
tions of which the said court shall have jurisdiction, including all 
appeals from any municipal court, the venue of the action shall be 
determined as if the two divisions of the county hereinabove pro¬ 
vided for, each constituted a separate county, except that after any 
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action is instituted in either division of the court, the judge of the 
court shall have the power and authority to order the transfer or 
removal of any such action to the other division of the court for 
trial; and provided, further, that all criminal causes and proceed¬ 
ings of which the court shall have jurisdiction, whether arising in 
the Wedowee Division or the Roanoke Division, shall be return¬ 
able to and tried by the court sitting at the court house in the 
Wedowee Division. All suits and actions on contract are intort 
except as otherwise provided in this Act in case there are two or 
more defendants may be brought in the division of said court in 
which any one of the defendants resides. 

Section 9. That in all civil actions, including appeals from 
municipal courts, the pleadings and process shall conform to and 
be governed by the statute and rules obtaining in the Circuit Court 
of Randolph county, Alabama, except the issuance, levy and col¬ 
lection of executions from this court shall be controlled by the 
laws now applicable to justice courts of this state, and all process 
which under the rules obtaining in the Circuit Court would be 
returnable in thirty days shall be returnable in this court in ten 
days. 

Section 10. That all prosecutions for misdemeanors may be 
instituted in said court by making affidavit before the judge or the 
clerk of the said Court, the writ on said affidavit to be issued by 
the clerk; and that in all preliminary proceedings in prosecutions 
for felonies begun in said court, the same may be instituted by 
affidavit before the judge, the writ thereon to be issued by the 
judge or the clerk. And when the defendant is arrested on affidavit 
and warrant charging a misdemeanor the said case shall go to the 
docket for trial and to be tried as* though the defendant had been 
indicted by a grand jury, except as hereinafter provided; further, 
that the defendant shall not be put upon trial in any cause within 
five days of his arrest, except with his consent. That on and 
after the effective date of this Act, it shall be the duty of the pre¬ 
siding judge of the Circuit Court of Randolph county, Alabama, 
to make an order transferring to this court all cases pending on 
the docket of said Circuit Court wherein the defendants are charged 
with the commission of misdemeanors, and thereafter each and 
every indictment returned by a grand jury of Randolph county 
against persons charged with the commission of a misdemeanor, 
shall immediately be transferred from the Circuit Court to the In¬ 
ferior Court of Randolph county by order of the Circuit Judge, 
as aforesaid, and that thereupon the jurisdiction of said Inferior 
Court of Randolph county shall attach in said cases and the juris¬ 
diction of said Circuit Court therein shall cease. The judge of 
said court shall have the right and authority to issue all processes 
returnable into his court that are not especially provided to be is- 
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sued by the clerk of said court, but he shall not prepare any Sum¬ 
mons and Complaints garnishments, detinue attachments, papers 
or other writs of processes issuing out of said court. 

Section 11. That all criminal cases in said court shall be 
tried by the judge thereof without a jury as prescribed by Section 
3830 of the Code, and the accused shall not have the right to de¬ 
mand a trial by jury as was prescribed by Section 6718 of the 
Code of 1907, but in all trials of criminal cases in said court, the 
judge shall determine both the law and the facts without the in¬ 
tervention of a jury, and in cases of conviction the defendant shall 
have the right to appeal to the Circuit Court as provided for in 
Section 3837 of the Code except that appeal bonds shall be ap¬ 
proved by the clerk of the court, and a jury trial may there be had 
on the demand of the defendant as prescribed by law. 

Section 12. A party aggrieved or desiring to bring a charge 
of misdemeanor before this court may, upon applying to the judge 
or clerk thereof for a warrant of arrest and upon making affidavit 
in writing that he has probable cause for believing and does be¬ 
lieve, that an offense (designating the misdemeanor by name, or by 
some other phrase which in common parlance designates it) has 
been committed on the person, or property, or as the case may be, 
of A. B. (naming the person injured, or as the case may be), then 
the judge or clerk of said court shall examine the affiant under 
oath, and other witnesses if he so desires, touching the offense 
charged in the affidavit, and if the judge or clerk has probable 
cause for believing that the offense alleged in the affidavit has 
.been committed he shall issue his warrant of arrest as hereinabove 
provided. When there is any objection to the validity or suffi¬ 
ciency of any affidavit, complaint or warrant pending in this court 
the solicitor or other person prosecuting for the state, shall have 
the right to amend any or all the papers to which the objection is 
directed; or the solicitor may instead of amending the papers, 
make a brief statement of the cause of complaint signed by him, 
which may be substantially in the form provided in Section 3835 
of the Code, and may be amended as therein provided. Thereupon 
the court shall proceed to try the case either upon the original 
papers, or the original as amended, or upon the statement or state¬ 
ments filed by the solicitor, or other person prosecuting for the 
state. 

Section 13. That all proceedings in said court as to judg¬ 
ment, for fine and costs, confession of judgment and executions 
thereon, sentenced to jail or hard labor for fines and costs, and as 
additional punishment, bail, conditional judgments, forfeitures, 
judgments final and alias warrants of arrest, shall be the same in 
such court as are now, or may hereafter be, provided for by law in 
the Circuit Court; and conditional judgments may be set aside 
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therein, reduced or made absolute, and the same orders and judg¬ 
ments may be made and taken in such matters as could be made 
or taken in the Circuit Court; and the same procedure shall be 
followed. 

Section 14. The trial of all criminal appeals from this court 
in the Circuit Court shall be de novo, and without any indictment 
or presentment by the grand jury; but the solicitor shall make a 
brief statement of the cause of complaint signed by him in sub¬ 
stantially the form prescribed by Section 3843 of the Code; on the 
trial of such appeals the Court shall be governed by the same rules 
as to evidence, practice, finding of a jury and punishment as if the 
case had originated in that court. 

Section 15. When brought before the said Inferior Court for 
trial, the accused, if he demands it, must be furnished with a copy 
of the accusation as contained in the warrant of arrest. 

Section 16. That all general laws relating to misdemeanors 
now enforced or that may hereafter be enacted, shall apply to and 
extend to such court, unless the contrary be expressly provided 
or limited by said laws so enacted. 

Section 17. That in all civil cases pending on the docket of 
the Circuit Court of Randolph county which are within the juris¬ 
diction of this court the parties thereto may by agreement in writ¬ 
ing filed in the said Circuit Court, agree to transfer said causes to 
the said Inferior Court of Randolph county; and that it shall be 
the duty of the clerk of the Circuit Court, immediately upon filing 
of said agreement, to transfer such civil cases and to certify all 
papers and proceedings therein to the said Inferior Court, and that 
thereupon the jurisdiction of said court as to said cases shall at¬ 
tach, and the jurisdiction of the Circuit Court shall cease. 

Section 18. That in all civil matters transferred to this court 
or begun in this court by appeal from the justice of the peace 
courts the trial of the same shall in all respects be governed by the 
same rule of pleading, evidence, procedure and practice as now 
obtain or govern in the Circuit Courts of this state except as here¬ 
inafter provided. Provided that a party litigant after being served 
with statutory interrogatories shall be required to answer the same 
within thirty days, and upon his failure to do so shall be subject to 
the same pains and penalties as is now provided by law for failure 
to answer interrogatories propounded in the Circuit Court. And 
provided, further, that any party desiring to appeal from any judg¬ 
ment rendered in said court shall give security for the cost of the 
appeal to be approved by the clerk; or when the judgment is for 
the payment of money or for the recovery of personal property or 
the possession of real or personal property, by giving a supersedeas 
bond with good and sufficient security payable to and approved 
by the clerk, with the condition that if he fail in the appeal he will 
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pay such judgment as the appellate Court may render in the 
premises and all such cost and damages as any party aggrieved 
may sustain by reason of the wrongful appeal and suspension of the 
execution of the judgment, if the said party appealing desires to 
have the said judgment superseded; which said appeal bonds and 
supersedeas bonds and security for costs must be filed with the 
clerk within thirty days from the date of rendition of the said 
judgment. 

Section 19. That all civil cases in said court shall be tried by 
the judge of said court without the intervention of a jury, the 
judge shall determine both the law and the facts, and either party 
shall have the right to appeal to the Circuit Court as hereinabove 
provided, and on appeal either party may demand a trial by jury 
on the trial in said Circuit Court, and the trial in said Circuit Court 
shall be de novo. 

Section 20. That final judgments rendered in civil.causes in 
such court shall after the expiration of thirty days from their rendi¬ 
tion be taken and deemed to have passed beyond the control of the 
court, as if such term of the court at which said judgments were 
rendered had ended, provided, however, that nothing herein con¬ 
tained shall prevent the parties from filing a motion to vacate, set 
aside or modify such judgment or grant a new trial or rehearing 
within twenty days or change or destroy the office of motion for a 
new trial or rehearing, when so made. Such motions shall be filed 
with the clerk of such court and called to the attention of the court, 
and an order entered continuing such motion for hearing at a future 
day, which motion shall be heard and determined within thirty 
days from the date of rendering of said judgment. 

Section 21. The judge of said court shall have the power to 
punish for contempt in all cases where judges of the Circuit Courts 
of this state can punish for contempt, by fine not exceeding $50.00 
and by imprisonment not exceeding five days, either or both. 

Section 22. The judge of said court shall keep an office in the 
court house of said county, or in such other suitable place in 
Wedowee as the Court of County Commissioners may provide; 
and it shall be the duty of the said Court of County Commission¬ 
ers to provide such office for said judge, and to furnish and sup¬ 
ply the same with the necessary fixtures, stationery, stamps, tele¬ 
phone, lights, heat, etc.; and it shall be the duty of the said Court 
of County Commissioners, and they are hereby directed and au¬ 
thorized to supply the clerk of the said court the necessary minute 
books, dockets, blank forms, record books, and such other books, 
records, and blank forms as are reasonably necessary to the dis¬ 
patch of the business of said court. 

Section 23. That the office of Deputy Solicitor of Randolph 
county be and the same is hereby abolished. 
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Section 24. The County Court of Randolph county, Alabama, 
be and the same is hereby abolished, and the Inferior Court of 
Randolph County created under this Act be and the same is hereby 
substituted, and all cases now pending in said court shall by the 
clerk of said court be transferred from the docket of said court to 
the Inferior Court of Randolph county. The clerk of this court 
shall have the authority to issue process on the judgments of 
county court rendered before the abolition of said court by this 
Act. 

Section 25. That if, for any reason, any section, clause or 
provision of this Act shall be declared to be invalid or uncon¬ 
stitutional it shall not be held to affect any other section, clause 
or provision, but the same shall remain in full force and effect. 

Section 26. That all laws and parts of laws, whether local, 
general or special in so far as they conflict with the provisions of 
this Act be, and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 27. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To Prescribe The Age Limits For Working Roads In Dallas County And 

Fixing The Amount To Be Paid In Lieu Of Such Road Work, And 

Fixing Penalty For Failure To Work The Roads Or Pay Said Tax. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That all persons between the ages of 18 and forty- 
five (45) years, except those exempted by law, are required to 
work the public roads of said Dallas County, for the time prescribed 
by law. 

Section 2. Be It Further Enacted. That the Court of County 
Revenue of Dallas County is authorized and empowered to collect 
from all persons subject to road duty in said county, in lieu of road 
work, a sum of money, not less than five dollars ($5.00) and not 
more than six and 50/100 Dollars ($6.50) in any one year, and make 
all necessary rules and regulations for collecting same. 

Section 3. Be It Further Enacted. That any person subject 
to road duty in Dallas County who fails to pay said sum of money, 
as, provided herein or fixed by the Court of County Revenues, not 
exceeding the said sum of six and 50/100 Dollars, in lieu of work 
on said public roads under one of the County overseers or road su¬ 
perintendent acting under authority of said Court of County Reve¬ 
nue, for the time required by law, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
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and punished as provided by the general laws of Alabama in such 
cases made and provided. 

Section 4. Be It Further Enacted. That all laws and parts 
of laws in conflict with this act be and same hereby are repealed. 

Section 5. Be It Further Enacted. That this act shall become 
effective on January 1st, 1932.

For the Relief of T. C. Acree of Tallapoosa County, Alabama. 

WHEREAS, T. C. Acree was and is the owner of various claims against 
the Fine and Forfeiture fund of DeKalb County, Alabama, being cer¬ 
tificates issued against said fund in favor of officers of court for services 
rendered as such officer, amounting in the aggregate to the sum of 
$464.60 which said claims, said certificates were duly filed July, 26, 1915, 
with J. D. Bethune, the then treasurer of said DeKalb County, Alabama, 
within a few days after they were issued, said certificates numbered as 
follows: 2298 to 2308, inclusive, 2312, 2313, 2316, 2320, 2322, to 2445, 
inclusive and 2447 to 2450 inclusive and became and were legal charges 
against the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of said County; and 
WHEREAS, there was passed by the Legislature of Alabama an act en¬ 
titled; “An Act to regulate the registration and payment of claims against 
the Fine and Forfeiture fund of DeKalb County and to provide com¬ 
pensation therefor, approved September 5, 1919, some of the provisions 
of which were as follows: Be It Enacted By The Legislature of Ala¬ 
bama: Section 1. That from and after the passage of this act all per¬ 
sons holding claims which are a charge against the fine and forfeiture 
fund of DeKalb County shall present to the Clerk of the Circuit Court 
of said county for registration within twelve months from the date said 
claims became a claim against the fine and forfeiture fund, or said claims 
shall be barred. Section 3. That all persons holding claims which have 
heretofore been registered against the fine and forfeiture fund of said 
county according to law shall present them to the clerk of the circuit 
court of said county for the purpose of registration within six months 
after the approval of this Act or said claims shall be forever barred. 
Of the passage of said Act the said T. C. Acree was not informed and 
had no notice or knowledge until more than six months had elapsed 
after the approval of said Act; Now, therefore 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the said claims of the said T. C. Acree herein¬ 
above mentioned and described are hereby made and declared to 
be valid—and legal subsisting claims against the fine and forfeiture 
fund of DeKalb County Alabama, subject and entitled to payment 
out of said fine and forfeiture fund of said DeKalb County, in the 
same manner and in the same order that they would have been 
payable out of said fine and forfeiture fund if said Act of the Legis¬ 
lature had not been passed. 
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Section 2. That the Treasurer of said DeKalb Countv, Ala¬ 
bama, shall issue his warrant or check for each of said claims in the 
order m which it is entitled to payment, in the order in which it 
would have been entitled to payment, but for the passage of said 
Act of September 5, 1919. 

, . Section 3. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
this Act be and they are hereby repealed.

Clair County, Alabama, by the qualified electors thereof; and to prescribe 

tne duties and fix the term and compensation of such officer: 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. At the general election for the year 1932, and every 
four years thereafter, there shall be elected a County Superintend¬ 
ent of Education for St. Clair County, Alabama, by the qualified 
voters of said county, who shall hold office for a term of four years 
from the first day in July 1934, and until a successor is elected and 
qualified. 

Section 2. Candidates for the office of such County Superin¬ 
tendent of Education shall be nominated as candidates for other 
county offices of St. Clair County, Alabama, under the general laws 
of this State regulating primary elections. 

Section 3. Such County Superintendent of Education must be 
a qualified elector of such county and possess all the other qualifi¬ 
cations required under the general laws of this State for County 
Superintendent of Education; and he shall perform and discharge 
all the duties of County Superintendent of Education, required 
under the general laws of this State. Provided that if there be a 
vacancy in such office from any cause whatever, the County Board 
of Education is authorized to fill such vacancy as is provided by 
the general laws of the State. 

Section 4. Such County Superintendent of Education shall 
devote his entire time to the public school business of St. Clair 
County and shall receive such compensation as the County Board 
of Education shall fix, which shall not be less than fifteen hundred 
u nu n ° r more th an twenty-four hundred dollars annually, and 
shall be paid at the time and in the manner provided by the general 
laws of the State for the payment of salaries for County Superin¬ 
tendents of Education.

To provide for a Special Election to be held in Tallapoosa County, Alabama, 
to determine whether the County Superintendent of Education shall he 
elected by the qualified voters of Tallapoosa County, or continue to be 
appointed by the Board of Education of said County; to fix his term of 
office and salary; and to prescribe his qualifications; and duties: 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That within eight months after the passage of this 
Act the same becoming a law there shall be held in Tallapoosa 
County, Alabama, a Special Election to determine whether the 
County Superintendent of Education shall be elected by the quah“ 
fied voters of said County, or whether the Board of Education shall 
continue to appoint the Superintendent for said County. 

Section 2. On the official ballot used in said Special. Election 
there shall be printed the following: “Shall the Superintendent 
of Education of Tallapoosa County, Alabama, be elected by the 
qualified voters of said County ?” 


Section 3. The election officials shall be appointed in the 
same manner and by the same officials, as are required by law for 
all General Elections, which appointing authorities also fix or desig¬ 
nate the exact date on which said Special Election is to be held, 
the action of the majority of said appointing authorities hereunder, 
shall be binding and as effective as if done unanimously. 

Section 4. The result of said Special Election shall be can¬ 
vassed and made known by the same persons and in the same 
manner as is provided by law for General Elections. 

Section 5. If a majority of those voting in said Special Elec¬ 
tion favor the election of the Superintendent of Education by the 
voters of Tallapoosa County, then at the General Election for the 
year 1932 and every four years thereafter there shall be elected a 
County Superintendent of Education for Tallapoosa County, Ala¬ 
bama, by the qualified voters of said county, who shall hold office 
for a term of four years from the first day of July next succeeding 
such election, and until a successor is elected and qualified. 
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P , Section 6. That the salary of said County Superintendent of 
Education for Tallapoosa County, Alabama, shall be fixed by the 
County Board of Education of said County, which salary shall not 
e less than Twenty one hundred dollars nor more than thirty six 
undred dollars annually, and which salary shall be paid in the 
same way and manner as now provided under the general laws 
ol the btate of Alabama for the payment of the County Superin¬ 
tendents of Education in the several counties of the State. The 
County Board of Education of said County shall determine the 
amount and salary of office help, if any to the County superintend¬ 
ent and also as to allowing necessary expenses incurred by him 
while away from office in discharge of the duties of his office. 

Section <. No person shall be eligible for political party nom¬ 
ination for County Superintendent of Education of Tallapoosa 
County, Alabama, or for election to said office in said County who 
does not as now required hold an Alabama certificate in adminis¬ 
tration and supervision based as a minimum upon graduation from 
a Standard Normal School or equivalent education with at least 
one year of additional study of college grade and proof of at least 
three years successful teaching experience, and before a candidate 
can qualify for nomination in the primary, he must make an affi- 
da yi t and file the same with the Probate Judge of said County, 
that he has and possesses the qualifications herein prescribed, and 
is a qualified elector in said county. 

Section 8. That in the event of a vacancy in said office for 
any cause, except removal such vacancy shall be filled by the 
County Board of Education and the person so appointed shall hold' 
^euntd the next general election thereafter when his successor 
shall be elected; that should any County Superintendent of Educa- 
Eon be removed for cause by the County Board of Education of 
iallapoosa County such vacancy shall be filled by appointment by 
the State Superintendent of Education and his appointee shall hold 
office as m the case provided by the appointment of the County 
Board of Education. Provided that the County Board of Education 
may remove the County Superintendent of Education for immor¬ 
ality, misconduct in office, incompetency, or wilful neglect of 
duty when the best interest of the schools require it; any of which 
causes must be alleged and proved, and the County Superintendent 
of Education shall have the right to be heard in his defense as in 
cases of impeachment against county officers, and all such hearings 
shall be in public before the County Board of Education and shall 
be conducted as in cases provided under the general laws for the 
impeachment of officers, and provided that upon such removal for 
cause any County Superintendent of Education may appeal to Cir¬ 
cuit Court and have a trial by jury. 

Section 9. That the duties and powers prescribed by the gen- 
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eral laws of Alabama for the office of County Superintendent in 
the supervision of the schools of the several counties shall apply 
to and be incumbent upon the County Superintendent of Education 
as provided for in this Act. The County Superintendent elected or 
appointed under the provisions of this Act, and before entering 
upon the duties of said office, must take oath of office prescribed 
by the constitution, and give bond in the amount to be fixed by the 
State Board of Education in a reputable surety company author¬ 
ized to do business in Alabama, conditioned upon the ‘faithful per¬ 
formance of the duties of his office, and upon the accounting and 
paying over to the proper authorities all moneys coming into his 
hands. 

Section 10. Should a Court of competent jurisdiction declare 
any clause, section, part of a section or sections of this Act un¬ 
constitutional, then the remaining part of this Act shall be and 
remain in full force, operative and in effect. 

Section 11. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To abolish the Board of Revenue of Baldwin County, Alabama, and to estab¬ 
lish in lieu thereof a Commission form of government for such County 
to consist of a Commission of four members and to be a Court of Record 
and to be known as the County Commission; to provide for the designa¬ 
tion, appointment and election of the members thereof and prescribe and 
limit their duties, powers, jurisdiction, authority and privileges; and to 
authorize and direct them to distribute the duties, powers, jurisdiction, 
authority and privileges of such County Commission into four divisions 
as follows: First, Chairman and Purchasing Division; Second, Road 
and Bridge Division; Third, Finance and Taxation Division; Fourth, In¬ 
dustrial and Civic Division; to fix the qualification of the members ot 
such Commission, their term of office and their compensation; and to 
divide the County of Baldwin into four Commission Districts, and to 
provide that members of such County Commission shall be designated, 
appointed or elected, one from each of said Commission Districts. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Board of Revenue of Baldwin County 
be and the same is hereby abolished and there is hereby created in 
lieu thereof a Commission form of government for such County to 
consist of a Commission of four members and to be known as the 
County Commission, and which shall be a Court of Record. The 
members of such Commission shall be designated as Commission¬ 
ers. The said County shall be and is hereby divided into four 
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Commission Districts to be numbered one, two, three and four as 
follows: District Number One shall embrace that part of Baldwin 
County North of Township line dividing Townships One North 
J District Number Two shall embrace that part of 
Baldwin County lying between the line dividing Township One 
North and One South and the Township line dividing Township 
Three South and Four South; District Number Three shall em- 
brace that part of Baldwin County lying between the Township line 
dividing Townships Three South and Four South and the Town¬ 
ship line dividing Township Six South and Seven South; District 
Number Four shall embrace all that part of Baldwin County lying 
South of the Township line dividing Township Six and Seven 
South. One member of said Commission shall reside in each of 
the said Districts; provided that temporary residence at the County 
Seat or any part of the County during his term of office for con¬ 
venience in the discharging of his duties as a member of such Com¬ 
mission, shall not disqualify a Commissioner from holding such 
office and shall not be construed to change his place of residence 
so as to disqualify him as a candidate for re-election. The Com¬ 
missioners shall be qualified electors of such County. The term 
of office of the Commissioner from District One shall commence 
with his qualifying under this Act and shall terminate on the Thir¬ 
ty-first day of December, 1932, and thereafter shall be for four 
years commencing on the first day of January, 1933, and on the 
first day of January of each fourth year thereafter. The term of 
office of the Commissioner from District Number Two shall com¬ 
mence with his qualifying under this Act and shall terminate on 
the Thirty-first day of December, 1934, and thereafter shall be for 
four years commencing on the first day of January, 1935, and on 
the first day of January of each fourth year thereafter. The term 
of office of the Commissioner from District Number Three shall 
commence with his qualifying under this Act and shall terminate 
on the Thirty-first day of December, 1932, and thereafter shall be 
for four years commencing on the first day of January, 1933, and 
on the first day of January of each fourth year thereafter. The 
term of office of the Commissioner from the Fourth District shall com¬ 
mence with his qualifying under this Act and shall terminate on the 
Thirty-first day of December, 1934, and thereafter shall be for four 
years commencing on the first day of January, 1935, and on the 
first day of January of each fourth year thereafter. That C. S. 
Tompkins of Stockton, Alabama, is hereby named, declared and 
designated as the Commissioner from said District One for the 
term commencing upon his qualifying under this Act and terminat- 
December Thirty-first, 1932. That G. H. Burns of Bay Minette, 
Alabama, is hereby named, declared and designated as the Com¬ 
missioner from said District Two for the term commencing upon 
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his qualifying under this Act and terminating December Thirty- 
first, 1934. That A. B. McPhaul of Seminole, Alabama, is hereby 
named, declared and designated as the Commissioner from said 
District Three for the term commencing upon his qualifying under 
this Act and terminating December Thirty-first, 1932. That J. B. 
McGrew of Miflin, Alabama, is hereby named, declared and desig¬ 
nated as Commissioner from said District Four for the term com¬ 
mencing upon his qualifying under this Act and terminating De¬ 
cember Thirty-first, 1934. Upon commencing upon their duties 
under this Act each of the said Commissioners and their successors 
in office shall subscribe to the oath prescribed for Commissioners 
of the Court of County Commissioners under the General Laws of 
the State of Alabama. In the event they shall fail to qualify under 
this Act within fifteen days after the same shall go into effect, the 
Governor shall fill such vacancy by appointment in the manner 
provided for by the appointment of members of the Court of County 
Commissioners under the General Laws of the State of Alabama.

Section 2. That at the General Election to be held on the first 
Tuesday after the first Monday in November, 1932, and every fourth 
year thereafter, there shall be elected Commissioners from said 
Districts One and Three; and on the first Tuesday after the first 
Monday in November, 1934, and every fourth year thereafter, there 
shall be elected Commissioners from Districts Two and Four. The 
term of the Commissioners so elected shall commence on the day 
designated in Section One hereof and terminate as specified in 
Section One hereof. Said Commissioners shall be elected by the 
vote of the entire County. . 

Section 3. That in case of a vacancy in the office of either 
of the members of the County Commission created by this Act the 
Governor of Alabama shall fill such vacancy by appointment; and 
the person so appointed shall hold office for the remainder of the 
term of the Commissioner in whose place he shall be appointed. 

Section 4. No member of the said County Commission shall 
discharge duties either as deputy or principal in any other County 
office or of any State, Federal or Municipal office while he is a 
member of such Commission. 

Section 5. Each of the said Commissioners shall be paid tor 
his services under this Act the sum of Eighteen Hundred Dollars 
($1800.00) per annum, payable in monthly installments of One 
Hundred Fifty Dollars ($150.00) each on the first day of each cal¬ 
endar month. - 

Section 6. The said Commission shall have the duty, power, 
jurisdiction, authority and privilege: To direct and control the 
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property of Baldwin County, as it may deem expedient according 
to law, and in this direction and control it has the sole power to 
locate the courts in the rooms of the court house and to designate 
the rooms to be occupied by the different officers entitled to rooms 
therein and to change the location of courts and designation of 
° r officers as it may deem best and most expedient; and this 
shall be done by order of the Commission entered upon its minutes 
at a regular term of the Commission. It shall be the duty of the 
Commission to provide a janitor for the court house and see that 
the janitor keeps clean and in a sanitary condition all the court¬ 
house rooms, corridors, halls, and offices in the courthouse of said 
County; to levy a general tax, for general, and a special tax, for 
special county purposes, according to the provisions of the laws 
of Alabama; to examine, settle and to allow all accounts and claims 
chargeable against the County; to audit and examine the accounts 
of all officers having the care, management, collection, or disburse¬ 
ment of money belonging to the County, or appropriated for its 
use and benefit, and may have the books of said officers audited 
and examined by accountants, when it deems the same necessary; 
to make such rules and regulations for the support of the poor in 
the County as are not inconsistent with any law of the State. To 
punish for contempt by fine, not exceeding $10.00 and imprisonment 
not exceeding six hours; to establish, abolish, enlarge, or change 
stock law districts in the manner provided by law; to subpoena, 
examine and compel the attendance of witnesses, and the production 
of books and papers before the Commission in the same manner 
as the Probate Courts; to contract and have made map or plat 
books showing all sub-divisions of land that may have been here¬ 
tofore or that may hereafter be made in said County; to compro¬ 
mise on such terms as they may deem just all doubtful claims in 
favor of the County, when such claims arise on account of moneys 
heretofore paid, in good faith, by order of the governing body of 
such County, or that may hereafter be paid in good faith by order 
of the governing body of such County; to make an appropriation 
to install and maintain an exhibit of the agricultural and mineral 
and other resources of Baldwin County; to make provision for 
paupers or indigent persons and to that end it may establish a poor- 
house and maintain the same, and may receive and care for persons, 
not indigents, upon such terms as the Commission shall agree, or 
may make appropriation in behalf of paupers or indigent persons 
entitled to relief from the County not exceeding Six Dollars ($6.00) 
per calendar month for each person to meet the needs and expenses 
of such paupers or indigent persons; it shall not be lawful for the 
Commission to let to the lowest bidder the maintenance of the 
poor; to pay the regular legal rate, for the advertising of notice 
and substance of local bills which may be introduced in the Legis- 
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lature for the benefit of Baldwin County or in reference to subjects 
or matters exclusively relating to the business affairs of said Coun¬ 
ty ; to appropriate in each calendar year such sum of money as the 
Commission may deem proper or expedient towards defraying the 
necessary expenses of the operation, support, upkeep and mainte¬ 
nance of each division of the naval militia of the State that may be 
located in such county; to procure and provide a suitable number 
of telephones for the use of the officers of the County and the 
officers of the Circuit Court for said County and to locate such 
telephones in the respective offices or at places accessible to such 
offices and to pay for the same out of the general funds of the 
County; to make appropriations out of the County treasury to pay 
premiums on live stock that may be exhibited in live stock shows 
held in the County. When the State or Federal authorities have 
taken up the work of farm demonstration, or the organization of 
farm life clubs for the promotion of agriculture, to appropriate tor 
aiding such work such sums as the Commission may deem adequate 
and necessary; and it may appropriate money to advertise and 
develop any of its resources; to expend money for the purpose ot 
improving the sanitary condition of said County by laying trunk 
lines of sewers and constructing sewage disposal plants in localities 
contiguous to thickly populated communities and to prescribe the 
terms on which owners of houses or householders may connect with 
such lines of sewers; but no such lines of sewers shall be laid with¬ 
out the written approval of the executive officer of the State Board 
of Health such approval to be based on the belief that the laying 
of any proposed line will materially improve health conditions; to 
appropriate money to promote or enforce the health a.nd quarantine 
the State for the benefit of the County and its inhabitants 
when Tea ue s t e d so to do by the State Board of Health; to pay out 
of any funds of the County treasury, all the expenses including a 
reasonable attorney’s fee incurred by the County Treasurer or 
County Depository in resisting the payment of any warrant where 
said resistance on the part of the County Treasurer or County 
Depository is successful; to issue and sell any bonds which have 
been heretofore lawfully authorized to be issued and sold or that 
may hereafter be lawfully authorized to be issued and sold on be¬ 
half of said County; to set aside, appropriate and use such part ot 
the revenue of the County as may be deemed expedient for the 
purpose of creating a sinking fund for the payment of bonds or 
other indebtedness, and to invest such sinking fund in interest 
bearing securities of the United States, the State of Alabama, or o 
the County of Baldwin or any other County or Municipality of this 
State, or deposit the same on interest bearing account, within the 
State as said Commission may deem wise, to have a general super¬ 
intendence of the public roads, bridges and ferries within said 
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County, and it may construct new roads, bridges and ferries in 
said County, so as to render travel on the same as safe and con¬ 
venient as practical; to this end the said Commission shall have all 
the Legislative, judicial and executive powers now or that may 
hereafter be conferred upon the Courts of County Commissioners 
and Boards of Revenue or other governing bodies of Counties; 
and the said Commission is a Court of unlimited jurisdiction and 
power as to the construction, maintenance and improvement of the 
public roads, bridges and ferries in said County, except as its juris¬ 
diction or power may be limited by local or special statutes of the 
State. It may also establish, promulgate and enforce rules and 
regulations, make and enter into such contracts as may be neces¬ 
sary, or as may be deemed necessary or advisable by such Com¬ 
mission, to build, construct and maintain a good system of public 
roads, bridges and ferries in said County, and regulate the use 
thereof; but no contract for the construction or repair of any public 
road, bridges or bridge shall be made where the payment of the 
contract price for such work shall extend over a period of more 
than ten years; the Commission shall employ a competent engineer 
as superintendent of roads and bridges, who under their direction 
and control, shall have general superintendence of all location, con¬ 
struction, maintenance and repair of roads and bridges in said 
County; the Commission shall fix the salary of such engineer and 
prescribe duties, and may dismiss him at will; to employ counsel 
for the Commission under such contract as it shall deem advan¬ 
tageous; to employ a clerk, fix his salary, his term of office and 
dismiss him at will; to have and to exercise the duties, powers, 
jurisdiction, authority and privileges, legislative, judicial, executive 
and ministerial, that are now or may hereafter be conferred upon 
Courts of County Commissioners, Boards of Revenue or other gov¬ 
erning bodies of counties of this State by the general laws of the 
State of Alabama. 

Section 7. The duties, powers, jurisdiction, authority and 
privileges of the Commission created by this Act shall be and are 
vested in the said Commission as a Court; the said Commission 
shall, for convenience and efficiency in the exercise and execution 
of such duties, powers, jurisdiction, authority and privileges, divide 
the same into divisions to be known as: First, Chairman and Pur¬ 
chasing Division; Second, Road and Bridge Division; Third, 
Finance and Taxation Division; Fourth, Industrial and Civic Divi¬ 
sion; and the said Commission shall, within thirty days after this 
Act shall become effective, and in January of each year thereafter, 
designate one of their members as the Chairman and Purchasing 
Division Commission, one as the Road and Bridge Division Com¬ 
missioner, one as Finance and Taxation Division Commissioner, 
and one as the Industrial and Civic Division Commissioner; and 
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it shall authorize and direct him to do and perform such duties, 
powers, jurisdiction, authority and privileges as the Commission 
shall prescribe and it may from time to time change the divisions 
of the specific duties, powers, jurisdiction, authority and privi¬ 
leges within each of such divisions and may at will change the 
Commissioner from one division to another. The duties, powers, 
jurisdiction, authority and privileges of such Commissioner being 
vested in the Commission as a Court, the failure of the Commis¬ 
sion to carry out the provisions herein requiring the division of 
their functions into divisions shall not invalidate any Act of the 
said Commission. 

Section 8. The Commissioner designated as Chairman and 
Purchasing division Commissioner shall be the presiding officer 
of such Commission and shall sign the minutes of the proceedings 
of the Commission and he shall sign all warrants drawn on the 
County Treasury and all orders drawn on the funds or disburse¬ 
ments of the County and he shall sign all contracts entered into 
by the County, except as otherwise directed by the Commission, 
and it shall be his duty to prepare the order of business and obtain 
information for the sessions of the Commission and see that all 
orders thereof are properly executed, except as otherwise directed 
by the Commission. He shall act as the Purchasing Agent for said 
County and all purchases for and on behalf of said County by the 
said Commission or by any division or employee of said Commis¬ 
sion, and all purchases by or for any office, officer or employee of the 
Commission, except those under the jurisdiction of the Board of Educa¬ 
tion and paid out of the school funds, shall be made through the said 
Chairman and Purchasing Commissioner, and he is directed and required 
to use all proper care in purchasing to the best interest of the 
County, and shall perform such services only under the direction 
and control of the entire Commission and in the manner directed 
by them; and in addition thereto he shall perform all duties and 
have all rights, powers, jurisdiction, authority and privileges that 
may be granted to' and required of the Chairman and Purchasing 
Division Commissioner by the said Commission, and all duties, 
powers, jurisdiction, authority and privileges that are now or may 
hereafter be granted to and required of the presiding officer of the 
Courts of County Commissioners, Boards of Revenue or other 
governing bodies of Counties by the General Laws of the State, 
except as otherwise provided in this Act. The Commissioner desig¬ 
nated as Chairman and Purchasing Division Commissioner shall 
give bond in the sum of $5000.00 payable to the County, conditioned 
upon the faithful performance of his duties with lawful sureties, to 
be approved by the Judge of Probate of such County. 

Section 9. That the Commissioners, individually and collec¬ 
tively, and as a Court shall have and exercise all the duties, powers, 
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jurisdiction, authority and privileges now or that may hereafter 
be granted and conferred upon Commissioners of the Court of 
County Commissioners, Boards of Revenue or other governing 
bodies of counties under the general laws of the State of Alabama 
and they shall exercise such duties, powers, jurisdiction, authority 
and privileges in the manner now or hereafter prescribed by the 
general laws of the State of Alabama to Commissioners of the 
Courts of County Commissioners, except as otherwise provided in 
this Act; and they individually and collectively and as a Court shall 
be subject to all the disabilities, limitations, restrictions and penal¬ 
ties to which members of the County Commissioners are now or 
may hereafter be subject under the general laws of the State of 
Alabama. 

Section 10. That all general laws hereafter enacted in rela¬ 
tion to* the duties, powers, jurisdiction, authority and privileges 
and limitations, restrictions and penalties of the Court of County 
Commissioners, Boards of Revenue or other governing bodies of 
the counties or in relation to such Courts or Boards or governing 
bodies shall apply to and govern the County Commission created by 
this Act, and the members thereof. 

Section 11. Any three of said Commissioners shall consti¬ 
tute a quorum for the transaction of business. The regular session 
of the County Commission shall be on the first Monday of each 
month except when sitting as a Board of Revenue or other tax 
equalizing body, and it shall continue to sit from day to day until 
the business of the Court shall be attended to; and it may adjourn 
to meet at a later date by resolution entered upon the minutes of 
the Court and no notice of the said meeting shall be necessary. 
Special meetings of the County Commission may be held at any 
time upon one day’s notice to the members thereof; and two Com¬ 
missioners or the presiding officer may call a special meeting. The 
notice required may be given by letter addressed to a member at 
°^ ce w ^ ere he usually receives his mail; all sessions of 
the County Commission shall be held at the Court House. The 
County Commission by resolution may postpone or dispense with 
any monthly meeting or by resolution hold any such monthly meet¬ 
ing on a day other than the first Monday, or may by resolution 
adjourn to a day beyond the monthly meeting. 

Section 12. That nothing in this Act shall invalidate or 
abridge any legal contract, agreement or obligation heretofore en¬ 
tered into on behalf of the County by any governing body and all 
such obligations on behalf of the County shall be binding upon the 
County Commission created by this Act. 

Section 13. The Commissioners designated as Chairman and 
Purchasing Division Commissioners shall give bond payable to 
the County in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) with 
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lawful surety to be approved by the Probate Judge, conditioned 
upon the faithful performance of the duties of the office. The 
premium on such bond to be paid out of the general fund of the 
County. In the event the County Commission shall employ a 
Clerk, the Clerk shall give bond payable to the County in such sum 
as the Commission shall require with lawful sureties approved by 
the Chairman of the County Commission conditioned upon the 
faithful performance of his duties, the premium on such bond to be 
paid out of the general fund of the County. 

Section 14. That if any section, paragraph, division or por¬ 
tion of this Act shall be declared unconstitutional or void for any 
reason, it shall not affect the validity of the remaining sections, 
paragraphs, provisions or portions of this Act. 

Section 15. That all laws and parts of laws, genera}, local, 
or special, in conflict with the provisions of this Act, be and the 
same are hereby repealed. 

Section 16. That this Act shall take effect June 1st, 1931.

AN ACT 

To provide for the special relief of Lucia Jones and George W. Van Hoose, to 
authorize, empower and direct the Probate Judge of Tuscaloosa County, 
Alabama, to pay to the said Lucia Jones and George W. Van Hoose out of 
the fiduciary funds paid or transferred to the treasury of said county by the 
register of the Circuit Court of said county on the 9th day of October, 1930, 
the sum of one thousand six hundred ($1,600.13) and 13/100 Dollars, upon 
condition that the said Lucia Jones and George W. Van Hoose first enter into 
bond to be approved by the said Probate Judge to secure against loss as a re¬ 
sult of such payment any and every person who within ten years from Oc¬ 
tober 9th of 1930 proves himself or herself legally entitled to any part of said 
funds as provided for in Section 10466 of the Code of Alabama of 1923. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Probate Judge of Tuscaloosa County, 
Alabama, and the depository and custodian of the fiduciary funds 
of said county, be and they are hereby authorized to pay to Lucia 
Jones and George W. VanHoose, and for their relief, out of the 
county treasury of said county that certain fiduciary fund in the 
amount of One Thousand Six Hundred ($1,600.13) and 13/100 
Dollars, which was on October 9th of 1930, transferred or paid into 
the treasury of said county by the register of the Circuit Court of 
said County; provided that said Lucia Jones and George W. Van

7, R. 4 West, and running West one and one-half miles to the 
center of the N.W. 54? which is the north-west corner of the S.E. 
J A ot the N.W. 54? Sec. 10, Tp. 7, R. 4 West, thence South one 
and one-half miles to the center of the S.W. 54? which is the 
South-west corner of the N.E. 54 of the S.W. >4, Sec. 15, Tp. 7, 

R. 4 West, thence East one and one-half miles to the center of the 

S. E. 54? which is the south-east corner of the N. W. 54 °f the 
S.E. 54, Sec. 14, Tp. 7, R. 4 West, thence North one and one-half 
miles to the point of beginning, and being one and one-half miles 
square, with the south-east corner of Sec. 10, the south-west cor¬ 
ner of Sec. 11, the north-west corner of Sec. 14, and the north-east 
corner of Sec. 15, Tp.

AN ACT 

To provide for a special election for Talladega County, Alabama, for the 
purpose of electing a Tax Collector for Talladega County, Alabama, for 
the term of office of four years beginning on the 1st day of October, 
1931, to prescribe the manner of holding same, and to further provide 
for paying the expenses of holding such special election, and to further 
provide for paying the expenses of any primaries which may be held to 
elect a nominee for said office for said term, and to further provide for 
the person so elected to such office for said term .qualifying and giving 
bond as such Tax Collector. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama as Follows : 

Section 1. Whereas, the person who has been elected Tax 
Collector for the County of Talladega, in the State of Alabama, 
for the term of said office of four years beginning on the 1st day of 
October, 1931, has died prior to the 20th day of April, 1931, that 
a special election shall be held for said County of Talladega on 
Tuesday, the 22nd day of September, 1931, for the purpose of elect¬ 
ing a Tax Collector for said County for said term of four years be¬ 
ginning on the 1st day of October, 1931: 

Section 2. That the returns from said election shall be can¬ 
vassed on the Friday next after said special election is held by the 
officers or persons who are directed by law to canvass the returns 
of elections for County officers, and the result of said election shall 
be declared by the officers or persons who are directed by law to 
declare the result of elections held for the purpose of electing Coun¬ 
ty officers, and said special election shall be held and conducted, 
notice thereof given, and the returns thereof made, and certificate 
given, and unless otherwise expressly provided, regulated in all 
respects by the provisions in relation to general elections; 

Section 3. That the expense of said election shall be paid as 
it is provided by law the expense of general elections for County 
officers is to be paid; 

Section 4. That should any primaries be held for the purpose 
of electing a nominee for said office of Tax Collector for said county 
for said term of four years beginning on the 1st day of October, 
1931, then the expense of such primaries shall be paid as is provided 
by law the expense of primaries for the nomination of County 
officers is to be paid; 

Section 5. That the person who at said election shall be 
elected to said office of Tax Collector for said County for said term, 
shall qualify and give bond as it is now provided by law. The 
Collectors of the State of Alabama shall qualify, and give bond, 
except that such person so elected shall only be required to execute 
a bond as such officer prior to the 1st day of October, next after 
his election, and one of the duplicates of his bond shall only be 
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required to be filed and recorded in the Probate Office of Talla¬ 
dega County, Alabama,'and be filed in the office of the State Audi¬ 
tor prior to the first day of October, next after his election; 

Section 6. Every Section of this Act and every part of each 
section are hereby declared to be independent sections and parts of 
any section, and the holding of any section or part thereof, to be 
void, ineffective or unconstitutional for any cause shall not affect 
the other sections or parts thereof; 

Section 7. That all laws or parts of laws, in so far as they 
are in conflict with this Act be, and the same are hereby expressly 
repealed; 

Section 8. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon 
its passage.

AN ACT 

To prohibit the use of steel traps and similar devices in Choctaw County, Ala¬ 
bama, and prescribe punishment for the Violation of this act. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation to use any steel trap or other similar device in Choc¬ 
taw County, Alabama, for any purposes whatsoever, except as 
herein expressly provided. 

Section 2. That any person violating the provisions of this 
act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars nor more 
than one hundred dollars for each offense. 

Section 3. Provided, however, that any resident of this county 
may set such steel trap or similar device only within the curtilage 
of his home. 

Section 4. This act shall become effective on the approval of 
the Governor.

AN ACT 

To provide for the election of a County Superintendent of Education for Henry 
County, Alabama, by the qualified electors of said County; to fix his term of 
office; to prescribe his salary and the manner of payment thereof; to define 
his duties, powers and qualifications; and to provide for the election of his 
successor in office. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That a County Superintendent of Education for 
Henry County, Alabama, shall be elected by the qualified electors 
of said County, his term of office fixed, his salary and the manner 
of payment thereof prescribed, his duties, powers and qualifica¬ 
tions defined, and his successor in office elected and qualified as 
hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. That at the next general election to be held in 1932 
in said County and State a County Superintendent of Education 
shall be elected by the qualified electors of the said County, who 
shall assume the duties of his office on July 1st, 1933, and who 

shall hold office for a term of four years from said date and until 

his successor is elected and qualified, unless sooner removed for 
cause and each four years thereafter a County Superintendent of 
Education for said County shall be elected by the qualified electors 
of said County at the regular election to be held therein and who 
shall assume the duties of his office un Lhc 1st day of July follow¬ 
ing his election and nomination for this office may be made in 
primary election as other County officers. 

Section 3. That the salary of said County Superintendent of 
Education shall be fixed by the County Board of Education of 
said County, which salary shall not be less than Eighteen Hun¬ 
dred ($1800.00) per annum and not more than Twenty-four Hun¬ 

dred ($2400.00) per annum and which salary shall be paid in the 
same way and manner as is now provided by the General Laws of 
the State of Alabama, for the payment of County Superintendents 
of Education in the several Counties of the State. 

Section 4. That said County Superintendent of Education 
shall be charged with the same duties and shall exercise the same 
powers as are now or as may hereafter be provided by the General 
School Laws of the State of Alabama, in the conduct of the office 
of County Superintendent of Education; and no person shall be 
eligible for political nomination or for election to said office of 
County Superintendent of Education of said County who does not 
possess all the qualifications as are now required by the General 
School Laws now in force and operation in this State for County 
Superintendents of Education. Provided, however, that if no per¬ 
son meeting these requirements, qualifies for election as provided 
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in this Act, the County Board of Education of said County shall 
appoint a County Superintendent of Education as provided by the 
General Law regulating 'the appointment of County Superintend¬ 
ents; and provided further, that no person shall be eligible to 
qualify and be elected to said office who is not a qualified elector 
of said County at the time of the nomination or election to such 
office and who does not procure from the Superintendent of Edu¬ 
cation of the State of Alabama a certificate that he possesses the 
qualifications prescribed by this section of this* Act. The said 
certificate shall be filed with the Probate Judge of said County be¬ 
fore his name shall be printed on the official ballot. 

Section 5. That in the event of a vacancy in said office, from 
any cause, except removal, such vacancy shall be filled by the 
County Board of Education of the county and the person so ap¬ 
pointed shall hold office until the next general election thereafter 
when his successor shall be elected; that should any County Su¬ 
perintendent of Education of said County be removed for cause, 
by the County Board of Education of the County, such vacancy 
shall be filled by appointment of the State Superintendent of Edu¬ 
cation and his appointee shall hold office as in the case provided by 
appointment by the County Board of Education. Provided, that 
the County Board of Education of said County, may remove the 
County Superintendent of Education for immorality, misconduct, 
incompetency or willful neglect of duty; any of which causes or 
grounds for removal, must be alleged, and proved, and the County 
Superintendent of Education shall have the right to be heard in his 
own defense as in cases of impeachment of against county offi¬ 
cers, and all such hearings shall be before the County Board of 
Education of the County and shall be conducted as in cases pro¬ 
vided under the General Laws of the State for the impeachment of 
officers; and provided, that upon such removal for cause, any 
County Superintendent of Education may appeal to the Circuit 
Court of his County and have a trial by jury. 

Section 6. That the duties and powers prescribed by the 
General School Laws of Alabama for the office of County Super¬ 
intendent of Education in the supervision of the schools of the 
several Counties of this State, shall apply to and be incumbent 
upon the County Superintendent of Education to be elected under 
the provisions of this Act. The County Superintendent of Educa¬ 
tion elected or appointed under the provisions of this. Act, and 
before entering upon the duties of said office, must take the oath 
of office prescribed by the Constitution and give bond in an 
amount to be fixed by the State Board of Education, in a reputable 
surety Company authorized to do business in Alabama, condi¬ 
tioned upon the faithful. performance of the duties of his office, 
and for the accounting and paying over to the proper authority all 
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moneys coming into his hands as such County Superintendent of 
Education. 

Section 7. That if any section, clause or provision of this Act 
shall be held to be unconstitutional and void or ineffective, it 
shall in no wise affect any other section, clause or provision not 
unconstitutional, void or ineffective. 

Section 8. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 9. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To require the Board of Revenue of Conecuh County to levy a special tax of one- 
twentieth of one percent on all taxable property in said county as assessed for 
state taxation, for the tax year commencing October 1, 1931, and to authorize 
said board to levy an additional special tax to be used for public health work 
in said county; to provide that the total levy in any one year shall not ex¬ 
ceed one half of one percent, exclusive of levies for public buildings or 
bridges; to fix such taxes as Conecuh County’s contribution to the budget of 
the Conecuh County Health Department; to provide to whom said special 
taxes shall be paid, and how the same shall be disbursed. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That the Board of Revenue of Conecuh County 
shall for the tax year commencing October 1, 1931, and ending 
September 30, 1932, and each and every tax year thereafter levy a 
special tax of one-twentieth of one per cent on the value of all 
taxable property in said county as assessed for taxation by the 
State, and said Board of Revenue, may, if it deems necessary, levy 
an additional special tax of one-twentieth of one per cent on the 
value of all taxable property in said County, as assessed for taxa¬ 
tion by the State, for the tax years as above set out; the tax so 
levied and collected to be held and used exclusively for public 
health work in Conecuh County by the Conecuh County Health 
Department in maintaining and operating an all the time health 
unit in Conecuh County. Provided, however, that no levy shall be 
made by said Board of Revenue in any one year exceeding one 
half of one per cent for the ordinary county purposes, including 
the levy herein provided, but not including levies authorized by the 
Constitution and Statutes of the State of Alabama, for necessary 
public buildings or bridges. 

Section 2. That such taxes so levied and collected as herein 
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authorized shall be and hereby is fixed as Conecuh County’s con¬ 
tribution to the budget of the Conecuh County Health Department. 

Section 3. That all taxes levied and collected as herein pro¬ 
vided shall be paid over and deposited by the Tax Collector of 
Conecuh County, in the County Depository of said county to the 
credit of the Conecuh County Health Department, as the contribu¬ 
tion of Conecuh County to the budget of said Conecuh County 
Health Department, and shall be paid out, by or under the direc¬ 
tion of the State Board of Health, as other claims are paid out of 
said budget. 

Section 4. This bill shall go into effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor.

|67,36/.78, with interest, paid by the City Board of Education of the City of 
Homewood, Alabama, under the terms of said contract; and to ratify and 
confirm all acts heretofore performed, or which may hereafter be required 
by the terms of said contract; and to vest and confirm in the County Board 
of Education of Jefferson County, Alabama, the title to all the public school 
property, with improvements, intended to be conveyed to it by said contract.

WHEREAS, according to the Federal census of 1930, the 
said City of Homewood attained a population of 6,000, and there¬ 
upon, pursuant to Sections 189 and 290 of the School Code of 
1927, the administration and control of education matters in said

\\ HEREAS, to effect economy and to promote the cause of 
education, the said City of Homewood, and the City Board of 
Education of the City of Homewood, did on the 30th day of June, 
1930, enter into a written agreement with the County Board of 



Education of Jefferson County, Alabama, in intended compliance 
with the Alabam School Code, of 1927, said contract transferring 
to the County Board of Education of Jefferson County, Alabama, 
the administration, operation and control of the public schools and 
all the educational interests and matters of the City of Home- 
wood, and vesting the title to all school property located in the 
City of Homewood in the County Board of Education of Jefferson 
County, and providing that additions and improvements to the 
amount of $67,367.78 be made to said school property by the said 
City Board of Education of the City of Homewood, to be repaid 
and/or refunded by the County Board of Education of Jefferson 
County, together with six (6%) per cent interest as provided in 
said contract.

That the contract between the City of Homewood 
and City Board of Education of the City of Homewood, Alabama, 
and the County Board of Education of Jefferson County, Alabama, 
dated the 30th day of June, 1930, transferring to the County Board 
of Education of Jefferson County, Alabama, the administration, 
operation and control of the public schools and all the educational 
interests and matters of the City of Homewood, be, and the same 
hereby is ratified, authorized, confirmed and validated. 

Section 2. That the County Board of Education of Jefferson 
County, Alabama, be and it hereby is authorized to refund to the 
City Board of Education of the City of Homewood, upon the terms 
and conditions and as provided in such contract dated June 30, 
1930, the sum of $67,367.78, with interest at six (6%) per cent, per 
annum from July 1, 1930, paid to the County Board of Education 
of Jefferson County, Alabama, for additions to and improvements 
upon the school properties transferred to it by the City Board of 
Education of the City of Homewood under said contract dated 
June 30, 1930. 

Section 3. That the title to all school property located in the 
City of Homewood, intended or purported to be conveyed to the 
County Board of Education of Jefferson County, Alabama, by 
such contract dated June 30, 1930, be and the same hereby is 
vested and confirmed in the County Board of Education of Jeffer¬ 
son County, Alabama, for the use of public schools located in the 
City of Homewood, Alabama.

Section 1. That the Constable of Beat Number 16, Tusca¬ 
loosa County, Alabama, shall have the right and authority to ap¬ 
point a deputy constable in and for Beat Number 16, Tuscaloosa 
County, Alabama, to aid or act for the Constable, and perform all 
duties of constable when so directed by the constable, and such 
deputy may be removed by the constable at pleasure. Before 
entering upon the duties of deputy constable, he must give bond, 
with surety, in the sum of one thousand dollars, conditioned and 
payable as prescribed by law for constables, which bond is to be 
approved by the Judge of Probate and filed and recorded in his 
office. The deputy constable shall receive for his services the same 
fees as are now provided for constables. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted that this Act shall become 
effective upon its passage and approval by the Governor.

To provide for a Special Election to be held in Elmore County, Alabama, for the 
purpose of determining whether or not the County Superintendent of Educa¬ 
tion for said Elmore County, Alabama, shall be elected by the qualified voters 
of said Elmore County, Alabama, or continue to be appointed by the County 
Board of Education of said Elmore County, Alabama; and to prescribe his 
qualifications and duties, to fix his compensation and term of office, and to 
provide for filling vacancies in said office provided at said Special Election 
it is determined that he be elected by the said qualified voters. 
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Be it Unacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That on the second Tuesday in August, 1931, and 
after this act shall become a law there shall be held in Elmore 
County, Alabama, a Special Election for the purpose of determining 
whether or not the County Superintendent of Education for said 
Elmore County, Alabama, shall be elected by the qualified voters 
of said County, or whether the County Board of Education of 
said Elmore County, Alabama, shall continue to appoint the County 
Superintendent of Education for said County. 

Section 2. On the official ballot used in said Special Election 
there shall be printed the following: “Shall the County Superin¬ 
tendent of Education of Elmore County, Alabama, be elected by 
the qualified voters of said County? ( ) Yes ( ) No” The 

choice of the elector shall be indicated by a cross mark made by 
him or her under his or her direction opposite the word expressing 
his or her desire. 

Section 3. The election officials shall be appointed in the same 
manner and by the same officials as the law requires for all Gen¬ 
eral Elections and shall be paid the same compensation as provided 
by the General Election laws of the State of Alabama; and the 
action of the majority of said appointing authorities hereunder, 
shall be as binding and as effective as if done unanimously. The 
official ballot shall be provided and said election shall be con¬ 
ducted in all respects as now required by law relating to general 
elections. 

Section 4. The result of said Special Election shall be can¬ 
vassed and made known by the same persons and in the same man¬ 
ner as is provided by law for General Elections. 

Section 5. If a majority of those voting in said Special Elec¬ 
tion vote for election of the County Superintendent of Education 
of Elmore County, Alabama, by the qualified voters of said El¬ 
more County, then at the’ General Election to be held on the first 
Tuesday after the first Monday in November, 1932, and every 
four years thereafter there shall be elected a County Superintendent 
of Education for said Elmore County, Alabama, by the qualified 
voters of said County, who shall hold office for a term of four 
years from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January 
next succeeding such election, and until his successor is elected 
and qualified. 

Section 6. Such County Superintendent of Education must be 
a qualified elector of said County and possess all the other qualifi¬ 
cations now or hereafter required under the general laws of the 
State for County Superintendents of Education and he shall per¬ 
form and discharge all the duties of County Superintendent of 
Education under the general laws of this State. 
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Section 7. No person shall be eligible for political party 
nomination, or election to the office of County Superintendent of 
Education of said County who does not before qualifying as a 
candidate for or for the nomination of a political party as a can¬ 
didate for the office of County Superintendent of Education file 
with the Probate Judge of said County proof in the manner and 
form required by the general laws of Alabama that such person 
has at least the qualifications now required by County Superin¬ 
tendents of Education under said general laws of Alabama. 

Section 8. The County Superintendent of Education elected 
under the provisions of this Act shall before entering upon the 
duties of said office take the oath of office prescribed by the Con¬ 
stitution and give bond in an amount to be fixed by the State 
Board of Education with a reputable surety Company authorized 
to do business in the State of Alabama as surety thereon, condi¬ 
tioned upon the faithful performance of the duties of his office, 
and upon the accounting and paying over to the proper authority 
all money coming into his hands by virtue of his office. Such 
bond must be filed and recorded in the Office of Judge of Probate 
of said County. 

Section 9. Such County Superintendent of Education shall de¬ 
vote his entire time to the public school business of Elmore 
County, Alabama, and shall receive such compensation as the 
County Board of Education of said County shall fix at a meeting 
in January of the Calendar year in which he is elected which shall 
not be less than Twenty-Four Hundred ($2400.00) Dollars, nor 
more than Thirty-Six Hundred ($3600.00) Dollars per annum, and 
shall be paid at the time and in the manner provided by the gen¬ 
eral laws of this State for the payment of the salaries of County 
Superintendents of Education. 

Sction 10. That any vacancy in said office shall be filled by 
appointment of the governor and such appointee shall hold office 
until the next general election for any State Officer and until his 
successor is elected and qualified; the successor chosen at such 
election shall hold office for the unexpired term and until his suc¬ 
cessor is elected and qualified. 

Section 11. Upon expiration of the present term of the present 
County Superintendent of Education of the said County (which 
said term expires or will expire on June 30, 1932) or his resigna¬ 
tion, death or removal from said office a vacancy in said office 
shall be deemed to exist, and shall be filled as herein provided. 

Section 12. All laws and parts of laws, local or general, in 
conflict with the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To abolish the Board of Revenue of Walker County, Alabama, and to establish 
in lieu thereof a County Commission; to provide when said Board of Revenue 
shall be abolished and said County Commission established; to provide the 
number of members and who shall constitute the members of said County 
Commission, and to prescribe their terms of office, authority, powers and 
duties and fix their compensation; to provide for the selection and election of 
said members, and to repeal all laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith. 

Be it Emcted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Board of Revenue of and for Walker 
County, Alabama, be and the same is hereby abolished and a 
County Commission for Walker County, Alabama, be and the same 
is hereby created and established in lieu thereof; and that the effec¬ 
tive date of the abolition of said Board of Revenue and the estab- 
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lishment of said County Commission shall be at midnight on the 
first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1933. 

Section 2. That said County Commission shall consist of three 
members; that one of the members shall be known as the Chair¬ 
man of the Commission, and one as Commissioner of Roads and 
Bridges, and the other as Finance and Audits Commissioner; that 
each of said members when elected shall be elected by the qualified 
electors of Walker County, Alabama, and hold office for a term of 
four years, and until his successor is elected and qualified, subject 
to impeachment and removal from office; that the Chairman shall 
be elected at the general election in 1932, and every four years 
thereafter, and hold office for a period of four years from the first 
Monday after the second Tuesday in January next succeeding such 
elections, and until his successor is elected and qualified, and the 
other two members shall be elected at the general election in 1934, 
and every four years thereafter, and hold office for four years from 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January next suc¬ 
ceeding such elections, and until their respective successors are 
elected and qualified; and that the two members of the present 
Board of Revenue for Walker County who were elected at the 
general election in 1930 shall be members of said County Commis¬ 
sion from the effective date of the establishment of said County 
Commission until midnight of the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January, 1935, and shall hold such offices at their 
present salaries of Twenty Four Hundred Dollars per year, the 
member from the present District Number One, to be Commis¬ 
sioner of Roads and Bridges and the member from the present 
District Number Three, to be Commissioner of Finance and Audits. 

Section 3. That the compensation of the Chairman of the 
County Commission shall be Thirty Six Hundred Dollars per year, 
and the salary of the other two members Twenty Four Hundred 
Dollars per year, one-twelfth of such yearly salaries to be paid on 
the first of each month during the term; and such salaries shall be 
payable by warrants drawn by the Chairman upon the general 
funds of the County. 

Section 4. That the Probate Judge of Walker County, Ala¬ 
bama shall not be a member nor an Ex Officio member and Chair¬ 
man of said County Commission, nor receive any compensation or 
salary as a member or Ex Officio member and Chairman thereof, 
nor have or exercise any jurisdiction, authority, powers, or per¬ 
form any of the duties of said Commission or of any member 
thereof. 

Section 5. That Walker County, Alabama is hereby divided 
into two districts as follows: Begin on the west boundary line of 
Walker County at the northwest corner of Section Six, Township 
Fifteen, Range nine West, and run thence east along the north 
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boundary line of Township Fifteen to a point where the same in- 
tersects the east boundary line of Walker County, Alabama; that 
the part of Walker County lying north of said line shall be Dis¬ 
trict One, and that part lying south of said line shall be District 
Two. That the Chairman of said Commission shall be a resident 
and qualified elector of Walker County, Alabama; that one of the 
other members of said Commission shall be a resident and quali¬ 
fied elector of District One, and the other member of said Com¬ 
mission shall be a resident and qualified elector of District Two. 

Section 6. That at the first meeting of the Commission after 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1935, and 
every four years thereafter, said Commission shall designate one 
of its members as Commissioner of Roads and Bridges and an¬ 
other as Commissioner of Finance and Audits, both to be mem¬ 
bers other than the Chairman; but such designation may be 
changed by the Commission from time to time at its discretion. 

Section 7. That said Commission shall hold regular sessions 
or meetings at the Court House, at Jasper, Alabama, on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays of each week, and may hold regular ses¬ 
sions or meetings at such other times as the Commission may 
designate. All members of said commission shall give their entire 
time, during regular working hours, to the duties of the office and 
shall hold no other lucrative office. A majority of said Commis¬ 
sion shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business by 
the Commission, and no business or act which requires the sanc¬ 
tion of the Commission can be authorized by less than a majority 
of the Commission. 

Section 8. It shall be the special duty of the Commissioner of 
Roads and Bridges to superintend the construction and mainte¬ 
nance of roads and bridges in the County. It shall be the special 
duty of the Commissioner of Finance and Audits to check up, 
supervise and audit all accounts, deposits, books, contracts, war¬ 
rants, receipts, disbursements and moneys of the County and of 
said Commission and in which the County and said Commission 
or the people of Walker County, Alabama have an interest. It 
shall be the special duty of the Chairman of said Commission to 
preside at all meetings of the Commission, unless absent, to pre¬ 
pare and sign the minutes of the proceedings of the Commission, 
to sign all warrants drawn on the County Treasury, to sign the 
orders for payments or disbursements of money or funds by the 
Commission, to generally supervise the business coming before 
the Commission, to prepare and execute all orders thereof, and 
perform all duties and services heretofore performed by the Pro¬ 
bate Judge of Walker County, Alabama as Ex Officio Member 
and Chairman of the Board of Revenue. Nothing herein shall be 
construed to relieve any member of the Commission from any duty 
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or obligation now, or which may hereafter be imposed by law upon 
him or upon said Commission. 

Section 9. Said Commission shall have authority to employ 
one Clerk at a salary not to exceed One Hundred Dollars per 
month. 

Section 10. That all purchases, contracts for purchases, con¬ 
tracts for work or labor, and contracts for the expenditure of 
money, for or on behalf of the County, must have the approval of 
the Commission before such purchases or contracts are made, 
which approval must appear on the minutes of the Commission. 
Provided, however, that any member of the Commission may make 
purchases, contracts for purchases, contracts for work or labor, 
and conti acts for expenditure of money, when the amount involved 
is not more than Fifty Dollars, without first having obtained the 
approval of the Commission, and when an emergency makes it 
necessary that such purchases or contracts be made without delay, 
as in cases of repair of the County’s road machinery, automobiles, 
trucks and bridges. Such emergency purchases and contracts must 
be reported in writing and in detail to the Commission for consid¬ 
eration, by the member making them, within three days there¬ 
after. 

Section 11. That said County Commission and its members 
shall have and exercise all the jurisdiction, rights, powers and au¬ 
thority and shall perform all the duties and services which are 
now or may hereafter be vested in or put upon Courts of County 
Commissioners, Boards of Revenue, and other governing bodies 
or courts of like kind by the general laws of Alabama. 

Section 12. That each member of the Commission shall have 
an equal vote in all matters coming before the Commission for con¬ 
sideration or action. 

Section 13. That all laws and parts of laws, local, special and 
general, in conflict herewith are hereby repealed. 

Section 14. That if any part hereof shall be declared invalid 
or unconstitutional, such invalidity or unconstitutionality shall not 
effect the remainder of this law.

To make it unlawful to use or place, or cause to be used or placed, any hoopnet, 
fish basket, seine, or substitute for any such device in any of the waters of 
Lee County.

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, or cor¬ 
poration to use or place, or cause to be used or placed, any hoop- 
net, fish basket, seine or substitute for any such devices in any of 
the waters of Lee County, and any person, firm or corporation who 
violates any of the provisions of this statute shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon a conviction shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than Twenty-Five Dollars ($25.00) nor more than one 
Hundred Dollars ($100.00). 

Section 2. The provisions of this act shall not apply to min¬ 
now traps under 2 feet in length nor to minnow seines or nets not 
exceeding 10 feet in length. 

Section 3. This act shall go into effect upon its approval by 
the Governor.

To prevent any person from being required to work the public roads in Marengo 
County, Alabama, unless compensated therefor, to fix the amount of said 
compensation and the means of payment thereof.

Section 1. No person liable to work on the public roads of or 
in Marengo County, shall be required to' perform such work unless 
compensated therefor at the rate of one dollar per day of eight 
hours. 

Section 2. Payment for said work shall be made from the 
District Road Fund of the District in which said work is per¬ 
formed, in the same manner and at the same time that hired labor¬ 
ers employed on said roads are paid. 

Section 3. This Act shall not apply to incorporated cities or 
towns in Marengo County, Alabama.

To provide for the election of County Superintendent of Education of Lee 
County, Alabama, by the qualified electors of the County; to fix his term of 
office, to prescribe his salary, and provide the manner of payment, of the

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women who meet the requirements of this Act are eligible to nomination and 
election to the office of County Superintendent of Education of Lee County, 
Alabama; to provide for the election of his successor in office; anti to pro¬ 
vide for his removal by the County Board of Education for good cause. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That the office of County Superintendent of Edu¬ 
cation of Lee County, Alabama, shall be filled by the election of a 
County Superintendent of Education of the County by the quali¬ 
fied electors of the county, at the general election in 1932, and 
quadrennially thereafter, and the person elected in 1932 shall go 
into office at the expiration of the term of the present County Su¬ 
perintendent of Education of Lee County, and shall hold office 
until the first Monday after the second Tuesday of January, 1937, 
or until his successor is elected and qualified. Thereafter the term 
of office shall be four (4) years from the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday of January next after the election to such office 
and until his successor is elected and qualified. Provided, however, 
that should the office of County Superintendent of Education of 
Lee County, Alabama, become vacant for any cause prior to the 
general election in 1932, then and in that event a County Superin¬ 
tendent of Education shall be elected by the County Board of Edu¬ 
cation of Lee County and shall hold office until the general election 
in 1932 when a County Superintendent shall be elected who shall 
thereafter hold office for four (4) years from his election and until 
his successor is elected and qualified. Provided further that should, 
as provided by Section 142 of the Alabama School Code 1927, the 
qualified electors vote, "for selection by the County Board of Edu¬ 
cation”, then the County Board shall select such officer for the 
ensuing term. 

Section 2. Any party or political organization may nominate 
a candidate for this office in any manner provided by law to be 
voted on in the general elections, who possesses the qualifications 
hereinafter set out; and such political party may vote, "for selection 
by the County Board of Education,” of the County Superintendent 
of Education as provided by Section 142 of the Alabama School 
Code 1927. 

^ Section 3. That the salary of the County Superintendent of 
Education of Lee County, Alabama, shall be fixed by the County 
Board of Education of said county, prior to the beginning of the 
term of office of such County Superintendent of Education, at an 
amount not less than $2400.00, which amount shall not be increased 
or decreased during the term of office. However, nothing herein 
shall prevent the County Board of Education from allowing ex¬ 
penses incurred by the County Superintendent of Education while 
away from his office in discharging the duties of his office. The 
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salary shall be paid as now or may hereafter be provided by law 
for paying County Superintendents of Education in the several 
counties of this State. 

Section 4. The County Superintendent of Education of Lee 
County, Alabama, shall be charged with the same duties and shall 
exercise the same powers as are now provided by the general school 
laws of the State or that may hereafter be required by law. 

Section 5. No person shall be eligible for political party nom¬ 
ination or for election to the office of County Superintendent of 
Education of Lee County who does not hold an Alabama certificate 
in administration and supervision based as a minimum upon gradu¬ 
ation from a standard normal school or equivalent education, with 
at least one year of additional study of college grade and proof of 
three (3) years of successful teaching experience, next preceding 
his appointment. Before any person shall qualify as a candidate 
for or for the nomination of a political party as a candidate for the 
office of County Superintendent of Education for Lee County, he 
shall file with the Probate Judge of the County a certificate signed 
by the State Superintendent of Education that such person holds 
a certificate of administration and supervision as required by the 
law prescribing the qualifications of a County Superintendent of 
Education. 

Section 6. Before entering upon the duties of the office of 
County Superintendent of Education, the person elected thereto 
shall execute and file a bond in the office of the Probate Judge of 
the County, in such sum as may be required by the State Board of 
Education, with some Surety Company as surety, authorized to do 
business in this State conditioned for the faithful discharge of the 
duties of the office of County Superintendent of Education, and to 
account for all moneys and property of the State or County coming 
into his hands or possession as such County Superintendent of 
Education. 

Section 7. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to prevent 
women who meet the requirements of this Act from being nom¬ 
inated and elected to the office of County Superintendent of Edu¬ 
cation and where the words, “he”, “him”, or “his”, appear in this 
Act, they shall also be construed to include “she” or “her” in the 
purview of this Act. 

Section 8. In the event that the office of County Superin¬ 
tendent of Education of Lee County shall become vacant from any 
cause, then the County Board of Education shall elect a County 
Superintendent of Education of Lee County, Alabama, who meefs 
the qualifications of this Act, to serve until the next general elec¬ 
tion, and no longer, and the person so elected at such election shall 
hold office until the expiration of the unexpired term of his prede¬ 
cessor by election. 
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Section 9. Should there be no one offering for the office of 
County Superintendent of Education, or should there be no one 
who meets the qualifications of this Act for County Superintendent 
of Education in Lee County, then in either event the County Board 
of Education shall have authority to elect a County Superintendent 
of Education to serve until the next general election and no longer. 

Section 10. For good cause, the County Board of Education 
shall have authority to remove the County Superintendent of Edu¬ 
cation ; provided, that charges or specifications for removal shall 
be reduced to writing and signed by the Chairman of the Board 
and approved by a majority of the County Board of Education and 
served on the County Superintendent at least ten (10) days before 
the day set for the hearing which shall be public. Good cause shall 
be held to include only immorality, misconduct in office, incom¬ 
petency, or wilful neglect of duty of office. Such charges must be 
proved by competent and relevant testimony, under oath, and the 
County Superintendent of Education shall be entitled to be heard 
in his defense in person or by attorney or both. In the event of 
removal by the County Board of Education, the right of appeal to 
the Circuit Court shall be given to the County Superintendent of 
Education on which trial he may demand a trial by jury. The 
hearing before the County Board of Education shall be governed 
by the same rules, regulations and laws regulating the impeach¬ 
ment of County Officers. 

Section 11. Should a court of competent jurisdiction declare 
any clause, part of section, or sections of this Act unconstitutional, 
then the remaining parts of this Act shall be and remain in full 
force and effect. 

Section 12. All laws, general, special or local, in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed.

83 of the Act of the Legislature of Alabama, approved August 22, 1923, 
entitled, “An Act in reference to and to further provide for, the general 
revenue of the State of Alabama,” for the purpose of paying interest on 
and establishing a sinking fund for the retirement of any bonds of Cone¬ 
cuh County which are now outstanding, and which were issued and sold 
for the purpose of building, constructing, repairing or maintaining public 
roads or bridges in Conecuh County, or for either of said purposes, or for 
the purpose of paying interest on and establishing a sinking fund for the 
retirement of any bonds of Conecuh County hereafter issued for the 
refunding of any of said bonds not paid at the maturity thereof. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section One. That the Board of Revenue of Conecuh County, 
be, and hereby is, authorized and empowered to use forty per cent 
of the funds derived from the excise tax on gasoline, or other liquid 
motor fuels, levied under the act of the Legislature of Alabama, 
approved February 10, 1923, entitled, “An Act imposing an excise 
tax on persons, corporations, co-partnerships, companies, agencies 
or associations engaged in the business of selling or distributing 
gasoline, or other liquid motor fuels, in this State providing for the 
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collection and payment of such tax and the distribution of the funds 
derived therefrom, and fixing the penalties for the violation of any 
of the provisions of this Act,” which is to be paid to Conecuh 
County under the provisions of Section 83 of the Act of the Legis¬ 
lature of Alabama, approved August 22, 1923, entitled, “An Act in

To abolish the offices of tax assessor and tax collector for Limestone County, 
Alabama, and to create and establish in lieu thereof, the office of tax 
assessor-collector for Limestone County, Alabama; to provide when said 
offices of tax assessor and tax collector shall be abolished, and when said 
office of tax assessor-collector shall be established and become effective; 
to provide when said tax assessor-collector shall be elected and to pre¬ 
scribe his term of office, authority, powers and duties; to provide for 
appointment of a deputy, for his authority and duties, and for the employ¬ 
ment of a clerk to assist said tax assessor-collector and for their compen¬ 
sation; to provide that said tax assessor-collector shall be paid a salary in 
lieu of all other compensation for performing the duties of said office, the

That the offices of Tax Assessor for Limestone 
County, Alabama and Tax Collector for Limestone County, Ala¬ 
bama, be and the same are hereby abolished and the office of Tax 
Assessor-Collector for Limestone County, Alabama be and the same 
is hereby created and established in lieu thereof; and that the 
effective date of abolition of said offices of Tax Assessor and Tax 
Collector and the establishment of said office of Tax Assessor- 
Collector shall be at midnight on September Thirteenth, 1935. 

Section 2. That said Tax Assessor-Collector for Limestone

sor “Collector. And said Tax Assessor-Collector shall have full 
power and authority to appoint and discharge such deputies at his 
discretion and at any time or times during his term of office. The 
acts of such deputies shall be recognized as his acts, and he shall 
be responsible for any loss sustained by any tax payer, or by the 
State or County, by reason of any unlawful act done by said depu¬ 
ties, or either of them. 

Section 4. Said Tax Assessor-Collector may employ an extra 
clerk for such time as he may deem necessary during his term of 
office as assistant in performing the work and duties in said office, 
subject to the limitation of funds therefor hereinafter provided for, 
such clerk to receive such salary as said Tax Assessor-Collector 
may agree to pay such clerk, not to exceed, however, five hundred 
dollars per annum. 

Section 5. That all fees, percentages, commissions and other 
allowances and compensations which are now or may hereafter be 
provided for by law and collected thereunder and paid, or author¬ 
ized or directed to be collected and paid to the Tax Assessor for 
Limestone County, Alabama, and to the Tax Collector of Lime¬ 
stone County, Alabama, or either of them as fees, percentages, 
commissions or other allowances or compensations, and which may 
hereafter be provided for by law and collected for such purpose or 
purposes, shall be and the same are hereby designated and set aside 
as a special fund to be collected by said Tax Assessor-Collector, 
and paid by him into the Treasury of Limestone County, Alabama. 
The duty of said Tax Assessor-Collector to collect any or all of 
such fees, percentages, commissions and other allowances and com¬ 
pensations shall be and the same is hereby made mandatory. That 
said Tax Assessor-Collector shall pay into the Treasury of Lime¬ 
stone County, Alabama, on the first day of each calendar month 
during his term, all fees, percentages, commission, and other al¬ 
lowances and compensations which he has collected during the 
next preceding calendar month, taking from the Treasurer of Lime¬ 
stone County, Alabama, upon such payment, a receipt in triplicate, 
one copy of which he must retain as a permanent record, one copy 
of which he must deliver to the Probate Judge of Limestone Coun¬ 
ty, and the other copy he must deliver to the County Commission, 
Board of Revenue, or other like governing body of Limestone 
County, Alabama. 

Section 6. The salary of said Tax Assessor-Collector shall be 
thirty-three hundred dollars per year, one-twelfth thereof payable 
on the first of each month during such term. The salary of said 
deputy shall be one hundred dollars per month, and payable on the 
first of each calendar month for the preceding month's work. On 
the first of each month during his term, said Tax Assessor-Collec- 
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tor shall certify the names of his deputy and clerk during the pre¬ 
ceding month, and the amount due each, to the County Commis¬ 
sion, Board of Revenue, or other governing body of like kind for 
Limestone County, Alabama, and the Chairman thereof shall 
thereupon draw and execute the County’s warrant for the amount 
due to each of said deputy and clerk and a warrant to said Tax 
Assessor-Collector for the amount then due him as salary, on the 
Treasurer of Limestone County, Alabama, and against said special 
fund created and set aside by this act.

Section 2. Such an election shall not be held until notice 
thereof has been given by publication for two successive weeks in 
some newspaper published in Athens, Alabama, the first publica¬ 
tion to be at least ten days prior to the day of said election, and 
such published notice shall set out in substance the material terms 
of the proposed contract for franchise, and expressly state the name 
of the contracting company or corporation, the time for which it 
shall run, the rates to be charged the citizens under said contract or 
franchise for each class of service to be rendered or product fur¬ 
nished, under said contract or franchise. 

Section 3. That any such contract made by the City Council 
of the City of Athens, Alabama, or such franchise issued by it, 
without complying with the terms of this Act shall be wholly void.

That an Act entitled: “An Act To amend an Act entitled an 
Act to amend an Act, to establish a County Court for Morgan 
County; to provide for its officers, their powers, duties and com¬ 
pensation ; to provide that said court shall be open at all times for 
the trial of cases and transaction of business; prescribing rules and 
procedure of said court; and to provide for the transfer of certain 
causes now or hereafter pending in the Circuit Court of Morgan 
County,” Approved August 23, 1927, be and the same is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 1. That there be and is hereby established in and for 
the County of Morgan, a Court which will be called the Morgan 
County Court and which shall be a court of record which shall have 
and exercise the jurisdiction or authority, functions and powers 
hereinafter conferred upon it by this Act. 

Section 2. That the Judge of said Court shall be appointed

Section 5. That the Judge of said Court shall receive a salary 
of Three Thousand Dollars per annum, payable Two Hundred and 
Fifty Dollars per month out of the County Treasury at the end of 
each month, upon his receipt therefor. 

Section 6. That the Solicitor of the Morgan County Court 
shall receive a salary of One Thousand Eight Hundred Dollars 
($1800.00) per annum, payable One Hundred and Fifty Dollars per 
month, out of the County Treasury at the end of each month upon 
his signed receipt therefor; provided that all Solicitors' fees taxed 
and collected in the Morgan County Court shall be paid into the 
County Treasury of Morgan County for the benefit of the general 
fund of said County; provided that beginning with the general 
election of 1922 and every four years thereafter there shall be 
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elected by the qualified electors of Morgan County, a Solicitor for 
the Morgan County Court, who shall hold office for a term of four 
years, and until his successor is elected and qualified. It shall be 
the duty of said Solicitor to prosecute all criminal cases in the Mor¬ 
gan County Court and to perform such other duties as may be by 
law enjoined upon him as such Solicitor. 

Section 7. That the Solicitor of the Morgan County Court 
shall attend upon the sessions of the Grand Juries of the Circuit 
Court of Morgan County. 

Section 8. That the said Court shall be held at the Court- 
house of Morgan County and that said Court shall be open at all 
times for the trial of cases and the transaction of business. In case 
of sickness or disqualification of the Judge of said Court, the law 
applicable to the appointment and service of special judges in the 
Circuit Court shall apply. The Judge of the said Court shall be 
subject to the same penalty for failure to attend upon the Court as 
Circuit Court Judges of this State. The Judge of said Court shall 
keep an office in the Courthouse of Morgan County, and it shall be 
the duty of the Court of County Commissioners of Morgan County, 
Alabama, to provide such an office, and supply the same with the 
necessary furnishings, fixtures, stationery, etc. 

Section 9. The Judge of said Court may determine and fix the 
time of holding the sessions of said Court for the trial of all cases 
triable in said Court; provided that the Judge of said Court shall at 
the beginning of each year designate the time at which the sessions 
of said Court shall be held, for a period of at least one year, by 
making and entering an order upon the minutes of said Court; pro¬ 
vided that the Judge of said Court may call and hold special, ex¬ 
tra, or adjourned sessions of said Court when in his judgment it is 
necessary to do so. 

Section 10. That it shall be the duty of the presiding Judge of 
the Circuit Court of Morgan County to, immediately after the ap¬ 
proval of this Act, make an order transferring to the Morgan County 
Court of said County, all cases pending on the docket of the Cir¬ 
cuit Court against persons charged with a misdemeanor, and from, 
and after, the approval of this Act each and every indictment re¬ 
turned by a Grand Jury of Morgan County, against persons charged 
with the commission of misdemeanors, shall, at once, be trans¬ 
ferred to the Morgan County Court by the Clerk of said Circuit 
Court, and the jurisdiction of said Morgan County Court shall at¬ 
tach to said cause, and the jurisdiction of the Circuit Court said 
County shall cease, and it shall be the duty of the Clerk to imme¬ 
diately issue capiases against said parties so charged with a mis¬ 
demeanor returnable to the Morgan County Court. 

Section 11. All civil cases now or hereafter pending in the 
Circuit Court of Morgan County, both at law and iniquity may, by 
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agreement of the parties thereto be transferred to the said Morgan 
County Court. 

Section 12. The Sheriff of Morgan County shall, in person or 
by a Deputy, or Deputies appointed by him, said appointment to 
be approved by the Judge of the Morgan County Court, be re¬ 
quired to attend upon said Court, and preserve order, and execute 
all writs or process, and perform such other duties, in all respects 
as in the Circuit Courts of this State, and for himself and each 
Deputy required for attendance upon the sessions of the said Court, 
he shall receive the sum of Two Dollars per day, payable out of 
the County Treasury upon his warrant, approved by the presiding 
Judge, provided that the Sheriff and his Deputies shall not receive 
pay except for the times that the Court is actually in session, and 
none of which compensation to the Deputies shall be shared in by 
the Sheriff. 

Section 13. That if, for any reason, a forfeiture be taken on 
any bond on the criminal side of said Court, the Court may order 
the Scirefacias returnable within ten days, and unless the party, or 
parties, against whom the forfeiture is taken, shall appear and show 
cause, when the forfeiture is returnable, why the forfeiture should 
be set aside, then the Court is hereby authorized and empowered 
to make the judgment final. 

Section 14. That the said Court shall adopt a seal which shall 
be in the custody of the Clerk of said Court. 

Section 15. That all laws, rules, regulations governing- and 
providing for demanding and securing trials by Jury in the Circuit 
Court, of both civil and criminal cases, shall be applicable to and 
shall govern, control and regulate the demanding and securing 
trials by Jury in civil and criminal cases in the Morgan County 
Court; provided that all laws, rules and regulations, applicable to, 
and governing the securing, drawing, summoning, and empaneling 
Pettit Juries in the Circuit Court, shall in all'respects be applicable 
to, govern and control in the securing, drawing, summoning, and 
empaneling Pettit Juries in the Morgan County Court. 

Section 15J4. That all causes, judgments, motions, orders, and 
processes now pending in the Branch Court at Hartselle, Alabama, 
and issued by said Branch Court, be and the same are hereby trans¬ 
ferred to the Morgan County Court to be held at the Courthouse 
in Decatur, Alabama, and all other further proceedings thereon, or 
mesne processes issued in the same, shall be prosecuted in and is¬ 
sued by the Morgan County Court at the Courthouse in Decatur, 
Alabama, as if the same had been originally commenced and filed 
in, and issued by the Morgan County Court at the Courthouse at 
Decatur, Alabama. 

Section 16. That in all actions of ejectments, forcible entry, 
unlawful detainer, and all trials of the right or property, and in all

civil cases where the amount involved exceeds One Hundred Dol¬ 
lars, the defendants therein shall be required by the summons served 
upon them to appear and plead or demur to the complaint within 
twenty days after the service of such summons and complaint upon 
them; and in all cases commenced by attachment, the defendants 
shall appear and demur or plead within twenty days after the levy 
of the attachment, or service of notice thereof; or, in cases where 
the suit is brought against non-residents, or other persons upon 
whom service is had by publication, within twenty days after per¬ 
fection of such service by publication, and in all other cases, the 
defendants must appear and plead within five days after service 
upon them; and in all cases, whether commenced by summons and 
complaint, attachment, or otherwise, any defendant failing to ap¬

That this Court shall have exclusive jurisdiction 
of all cases appealed from Justice of the Peace, and all inferior 
Courts of Morgan County, and all cases appealed from the Mayor’s 
Courts, and all original mesne processes, writs, notices, etc., shall 
be executed instanter, to be returnable immediately upon the ex¬ 
ecution thereof by the officer receiving the same; and all cases so 
appealed shall stand for trial at any time after five days notice of the 
suing out of such appeal to the adverse party, the notice to be 
given as now required by law. 

Section 18. All garnishments issued from said Court shall re¬ 
quire an answer thereto within ten days after the service thereof, 
and upon the failure of the garnishee to make such answer within 
ten days, he shall be deemed to be in default, and a judgment nisi 
may be rendered against him on the motion of the plaintiff, and 
unless otherwise ordered by the Judge of said Court, all actions, 
rules, writs of scire facias, and notices issuing from the said Court, 
shall require the party against whom they are issued to appear and 
plead within ten days after notice thereof; and, if citation or notice 
is to be given by publication, then within ten days after the 
perfection of service by publication; that all cases whether com¬ 
menced by a summons and complaint, attachments or otherwise, 
shall be deemed and taken to be at issue and triable upon the ap¬ 
pearance of the defendant, and his pleading to the complaint. 
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Section 19. Prosecutions for misdemeanors committed in Mor¬ 
gan County may be instituted in this Court by making an affidavit 
before the Judge of said Court, the writ on said affidavit to be is¬ 
sued by the clerk of said Court, and when the defendant is arrested 
on said affidavit, said case shall go on the docket for trial, and be 
tried as though the defendant had been indicted by a Grand Jury. 

Section 20. The Judge of the said Court shall have power to 
issue search warrants, writs of habeas corpus, prohibition, certiorari, 
quo warranto, and all other special and extraordinary writs, both at 
law and in equity. 

Section 21. Justices of the Peace, Notaries Public with power 
of Justices of the Peace, of Morgan County, and Judges of Inferior 
Courts with the jurisdiction of Justices of the Peace, in said County 
shall have authority to issue warrants returnable to said Court, and 
it shall be their duty to forthwith transmit the said affidavit and 
warrants and bonds to said Court, which causes shall be placed 
upon the docket of said Court, and tried as though the defendant 
had been indicted by the Grand Jury in said Court. 

Section 22. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the said Court 
to keep a record upon which shall be recorded all affidavits made 
before the Judge of the said Court, or returnable by a Justice of 
the Peace, Notary Public with powers of Justices of the Peace, of 
Judges of Inferior Courts in said County, to said Court, and if any 
said affidavits should be lost or destroyed, a certified copy of the 
said record shall be used the same as if the defendant had been in¬ 
dicted, and for recording each of said affidavits the Clerk shall re¬ 
ceive a fee of twenty-five cents to be taxed as cost in case of de¬ 
fendant’s conviction. 

Section 23. Said Court shall have original and concurrent 
Jurisdiction co-extensive with Morgan County, of all civil causes 
both at law and in equity. 

Section 24. The Supreme Court and Court of Appeals of this 
State shall have appellate and supervisory jurisdiction over said 
Court, and the Judge thereof, which may be exercised in the same 
manner as such jurisdiction may be exercised over the Circuit Court 
of the State, and the Judges thereof, and appeals may be taken 
from the orders and Judgments of said Court to the Supreme 
Court and Court of Appeals in the same manner, and within the 
same time, as appeals are now taken from the orders and judg¬ 
ments of the Circuit Courts of the State. 

Section 25. The.venue in any case in the said Morgan County 
Court shall be changed to any other Counties under the same orders 
and regulations as governed change of venue in the Circuit Court. 

Section 26. That after five days from the rendition of any 
judgment, unless otherwise directed in said judgment, the Clerk 
of said Court shall issue execution returnable in not less than ten 
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days or more than thirty days after the issuance of such execution; 
provided that nothing herein contained shall prevent any person 
from having execution issued within five days upon making affi¬ 
davit as now provided by law in relation to the issuance of execu¬ 
tions upon judgments in the Circuit Court, and provided further, 
that nothing herein contained shall prevent the superceding of ex¬ 
ecutions after the issuance thereof upon filing bond as required by 
law. 

Section 27. That Bills of Exceptions relating to the trial of 
civil cases and criminal cases in said Court must be presented to 
the Judge of the said Court within sixty days from the date of judg¬ 
ment in any cause tried therein, and must be signed by the presid- 
ing Judge within thirty days after the date of such presentation, 
and the date of the presentation and signing of such Bills of Ex¬ 
ceptions must be endorsed thereon by the presiding Judge. 

Section 28. The final judgments rendered in said Court shall 
after the expiration of fifteen days from their rendition, be taken 
and deemed to have passed beyond the control of said Court, as if 
the term of Court at which said judgments were rendered and ended, 
provided, however, that nothing herein contained shall prevent the 
parties applying for a new trial or rehearing within the said fifteen 
days, or change or destroy the office of motions for new trials or 
rehearings, when so made, or shall prevent parties from applying to 
the Court for rehearing under the Statute authorizing applications 
for rehearing in the Circuit Court. 

Section 29.. If the Judge of the said Court dies, resigns or is 
impeached, or his term of office expires, or if, from other cause he 
does not sign a Bill of Exceptions duly presented to him in the 
proper time the Bill of Exceptions may be established in the Su¬ 
preme Court and Court of Appeals, in the same manner as Bill of 
Exceptions are established in cases tried in the Circuit Courts of 
this State. 

Section 30. That the Clerk, with the approval of the Judge of 
said Court, is hereby authorized to purchase all necessary furnish¬ 
ings, records, stationery and supplies for the equipment and mainte¬ 
nance of said Court, and the same shall be paid out of the County 
Treasury upon warrants drawn by the Judge and signed by the 
Clerk. 

Section 31. That if, for any reason, any Section, provision or 
clause of this Act shall be held to be unconstitutional or invalid, 
then that fact would not destroy the constitutionality of this Act, 
except as to that clause or Section. 

Section 32. That the provisions of this Act are to take effect 
from and after the approval thereof. 

Section 33. That all laws, both local and general, in conflict 
with this Act are hereby repealed.

To abolish the County Court of Russell County Alabama and the office of 

Judge of said Court; to prevent the paj^ment of salaries or exofficio fees

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That the County Court of Russel County, Ala¬ 
bama, is hereby abolished. 

Section 2. The office of Judge of said Court is hereby abol¬ 
ished. 

Section 3. All appropriations from the County Treasury of 
Russell County for salary or exofficio fees for the Judge of this 
Court are hereby and expressly repealed; the Board of Revenue or 
governing body of like kind of said County and the Probate Judge 
are prohibited from paying any further sums as salaries or ex- 
officio fees for any of the officers of said Court. 

Section 4. All laws or parts of laws general, local or special 
in conflict with the provisions of this Act are hereby expressly 
repealed. 

Section 5. This Act shall take effect immediatly upon its 
approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To provide for a special election to be held in Perry County, Alabama, to 
determine whether the County Superintendent of Education shall be 
elected by the qualified voters of Perry County, to further provide for 
the time and manner of his election, and, to fix his term of office and 
salary; and to prescribe his qualifications. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That on to-wit the same date and time of the hold¬ 
ing of the primary election in and for Perry County the year 1932, 
after the passage of this Act and the same becoming a law, there 
shall be held in Perry County, Alabama, a special election to de¬ 
termine whether the County Superintendent of Education shall be 
elected by the qualified voters of said County, or whether the 
Board of Education shall continue to appoint the Superintendent 
for said County. 

Section 2. On the official ballot used in said special election

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Education of Perry County, Alabama Be Elected By The Qualified

Section 3. The election officials shall be the same election 
officials that hold or conduct the primary election referred to in 
Section 1 of this Act. 

Section 4. The result of said special election shall be can¬ 
vassed and made known by the same persons and in the same man¬ 
ner as is provided by law for primary elections. 

Section 5. If a majority of those voting in said special election 
favor the election of the Superintendent of Education by the voters 
of Perry County, then no person qualified to fill said office of Su¬ 
perintendent of Education of said County, can occupy or fill said 
office, unless nominated and elected as other elective County of¬ 
ficials are nominated and elected; the first nomination to be made 
tinder the provisions of this Act, shall be made in the regular 
Primary Election to be held in said County in the year of 1932, 
and the election to said office shall be effected in the next General 
Election thereafter; that such nominations and elections shall take 
place every four years, as other County Officers are nominated and 
elected.

Section 3. That the salary of said County Superintendent of 
Education shall be fixed by the County Board of Education of 
Limestone County, Alabama, which salary shall not be less than 
$2,000 nor more than $3,000 per annum, and which salary shall be 
paid in the same way and manner as now provided under the gen¬ 
eral laws of the State of Alabama, for the payment of County Su¬ 
perintendents of Education in the several counties of the state. 

Section 4. That said County Superintendent shall be charged 
with the same duties and shall exercise the same powers as are now 
or as may be hereafter provided by the general school laws of the

For the further protection of fish in the streams and waters of Henry County, 
Alabama, by prohibiting the taking, catching or killing, or attempting to 
take, catch or kill fish in said streams and waters by the use of any 
poisonous substance put in the water, or by the use of fish berries, lime, 
giant powder, gun powder, dynamite or other explosive substance, and 
to provide penalties for the violation of such Act. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That any person who takes, catches, kills, or at¬ 
tempts to take, catch or kill fish in any of the streams or waters of 
Henry County, Alabama, by poisoning such streams or waters in 
which they are found, or by the use of any poisonous substance 
put in the water, or by the use of fish berries, lime, giant powder, 
gun powder, dynamite or other explosive substance, must on con¬ 
viction, be fined not less than ten nor more than fifty dollars, to 
be paid into the State Treasury, to the Credit of the game and fish 
protection fund, and shall also, be imprisoned in the County jail 
or sentenced to hard labor for the County for not less than thirty 
ior more than ninety days, and no judge of any court shall have 
authority to suspend sentence in whole or in part, upon conviction 
of any person or persons in his court of the offense named in this 
section. 

Section 2. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. That if any section, clause, provision or part of this 
Act shall be held unconstitutional or void it shall in nowise affect 
any other section, clause, provision or part of this Act. 

Section 4. That this Act shall take effect immediately upon 
its passage and approval by the Governor.

WHEREAS R. L. White is the holder of a large number 
of witness certificates, in the amount of one thousand and 
forty nine ($1,049.00) dollars, issued by the Foreman of the Grand 
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Jury and the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Barbour County, to va¬ 
rious witnesses who attended before the Grand Jury and Circuit 
Court of said County as witnesses, and 

WHEREAS, through inadvertence and oversight, said witness 
certificates were not properly registered within the time required 
by law, now therefore; 

Be it Emcted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Board of Revenue of Barbour County, 
Alabama, is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to pay to 
the said R. L. White, out of the Fine and Forfeiture Fund of said 
county, at the next regular time for paying claims against said 
Fine and Forfeiture fund, the said sum of one thousand forty nine 
($1,049.00) dollars, or his pro rata share of said Fine and For¬ 
feiture fund, in settlement of the said witness certificates, when 
said certificates are certified to by the Clerk of the Circuit Court 
of said County to be proper charges against the said Fine and 
Forfeiture fund, provided if there should not be a sufficient 
amount in said Fine and Forfeiture fund at the next regular time 
for paying claims against said fund, then, balance of said R. L. 
White claim remaining unpaid shall constitute a claim against said 
Fine and Forfeiture fund at the next succeeding time for paying 
claims against said Fund, and shall remain a claim against said 
fund until it is paid in full.

AN ACT 

To establish in and for Dallas County, Alabama, a court to be known and 
called The Dallas County Court; to provide for its officers, their powers, 
duties, and compensation; to create and define its jurisdiction and the 
rules and procedure thereof] to provide for issuance of certificates of 
judgment of said court and the recordation thereof; to provide that its 
jurisdiction shall include among other matters, exclusive jurisdiction of 
the Juvenile Court of said county, and exclusive jurisdiction of that part 
of the jurisdiction of the Probate Court of said county, relating to domes¬ 
tic relations; and to fix the costs and fees of said court, and the disposi¬ 
tion thereof. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That an inferior court of civil and criminal juris¬ 
diction be and hereby is established in and for Dallas County, Ala¬ 
bama, and shall be called and known as Dallas County Court. 

Section 2 . There is hereby conferred on said court all the 
criminal and civil jurisdiction, as now exercised by or as may be 
hereafter provided for Justices of the Peace; also all the jurisdic- 
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tion now or hereafter provided by the general laws of the State for 
County Courts; also exclusive jurisdiction of all the jurisdictions, 
now or hereafter provided by law for the Juvenile Court of said 
County; also all powers and jurisdictions now or hereafter con¬ 
ferred by law on the Probate Court of said County, relating to 
domestic relations; also concurrent jurisdiction with the Circuit 
Court of said County of all misdemeanors. 

Section 3. For the maintenance of said jurisdiction, said court 
shall have and exercise all the authority and powers of each of said 
courts and of the Judges thereof. 

Section 4. The clerk of the Circuit Court of said County is 
and shall be the clerk of said Court, and shall keep the dockets 
thereof, in such a manner as the Judge of said Court shall by rule 
or direction prescribe, and in such manner as may be provided by 
law said clerk shall have all the powers and authority as are 
possessed to him or her as clerk of the Circuit Court; and shall 
have authority to issue all processes, summons, subpoenas, etc. and 
other writs which may be properly issuable out of Court; the clerk, 
before entering upon discharge of his or her duties must give 
bond, as provided by Section 3805 of the Code of Alabama; said 
clerk shall have authority to take affidavits and issue warrants, 
returnable to said court; such affidavits and warrants may also be 
taken and issued by the Judge of said Court; that the clerk be and 
is authorized to procure all forms, dockets and stationery needed 
in said court, the same to' be paid for out of said County Court 
fund on warrants drawn by said Probate Judge. 

Section 5.. The Sheriff of said County shall attend upon the 
sessions of said court, and execute its processes; he shall be en¬ 
titled to $2.50 for each day’s attendance by himself or his deputy; 
he shall be subject to the directions of the Judge of said Court in 
relations to his duties thereto in the same manner as he may be 
subject to directions of the Circuit Judge in relations to his duties 
in Circuit Court; and subject to rulings and summary judgments 
against him in the cases provided by law. 

Section 6. The Deputy Solicitor for Dallas County shall be 
the solicitor of said court, and shall represent the State in all State 
cases therein; he shall receive as compensation for his services in 
said court, the sum of $60.00 per month, payable out of the County 
Court Fund. 

Section 7. Witnesses shall receive the same fees, payable in 
the same manner as fees of witnesses in Justice of Peace Courts. 

Section 8. The fees and costs of the Sheriff and Clerk in 
criminal cases shall be the same as now provided, or hereafter pro¬ 
vided by law as fees of Sheriff and Clerk respectively in the County 
Courts of the State. 

Section 9. Sheriff’s fees and costs in civil cases shall be: (1)

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In cases where amount involved is only $50.00 or less, the^ same 
fees as now or hereafter provided by law for constables. (2) In 
all other civil cases the same fees as now or hereafter provided by 
law for fees in Circuit Court. 

Section 10. Solicitors fees, as now or hereafter fixed by law 
as such fees in the Circuit Court, shall be taxed and collected in 
each case where defendant is convicted; provided that for offense 
specified in Section 3847 of the Code of Alabama, no Solicitors fee 
shall be taxed; said fees shall be paid into the County Court fund. 

Section 11. The fees and costs of the clerk shall be the same 
in cases where amount involved is $50.00 or less, as costs and fees 
provided by law for Justices of the Peace; and all other civil 
cases, the same fees as now or hereafter provided by law for clerks 
of the Circuit Court. 

Section 12. In each civil case docketed and disposed of, there 
shall be a trial fee of $1.00 to which the clerk is entitled. 

Section 13. All fines, forfeitures, and costs and fees shall be 
taxed and the collection thereof, enforced in the same manner as 
same are now taxed and collection thereof enforced in the Cir¬ 
cuit Courts. 

Section 14. All fines imposed by said Court, all forfeitures and 
penalties imposed by said Court shall be collected by the Clerk and 
paid into the County Treasury, and shall constitute a fund known 
as “County Court Fund”, and shall be kept separate from all other 
County funds; all collections by clerks, of moneys constituting 1 a 
portion of said fund, shall be paid over to the Probate Judge of 
said County. 

Section 15. The present Judge of the Court of Common Pleas 
of Selma is hereby constituted and appointed the first Judge of 
said Court, and shall hold office until the first Sunday after the 
second Tuesday in January, 1935; his successor shall be elected by 
the qualified electors of said County at the general election to be 
held in November 1934; and his term Shall commence at the ex¬ 
piration as aforesaid of the term of the first Judge; thereafter the 
said Judge shall hold office for four years and be elected at the 
same general elections when the Governor is elected ; such Judge 
must take the same oath of office required by law of Circuit Judges. 

Section 16. Such Judges must be learned in the law and at 
time of his appointment or election, must be qualified elector of 
said County, and over the age of 25 years, and have been a resi¬ 
dent thereof for more than five years next, before his appointment 
or election; and shall have the privilege of practicing law. 

Section 17. Such Judge shall have and exercise all the powers 
and authority invested by law in Judges of County Courts, Judges 
of Probate Courts, relating to domestic relations, Judges of Juve- 
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nile Court, and Justices of the Peace, including the power to punish 
for contempt. 

Section 18. Such Judge shall receive a salary of $2200.00 per 
annum, payable in monthly installments. 

Section 19. In event of vacancy in the office of said Judge, 
the same shall be filled by appointment by the Governor; and such 
appointee shall hold office for the time appointed as provided by 
the Constitution of Alabama. 

Section 20. The salaries of the Judge and Solicitor shall be 
paid monthly out of the said County Court fund, on warrants 
drawn by the Probate Judge. 

Section 21. That the Court of Common Pleas of Selma be 
and the same is hereby abolished. 

Section 22. That all money remaining in the fund known as 
the Inferior Court of Dallas County Fund, be forthwith trans¬ 
ferred and paid into the County Court Fund, after the payment of 
all claims and charges against the same. 

Section 23. Prosecutions for misdemeanors committed in said 
County, or within its jurisdiction, may be instituted in this Court 
by making an affidavit before the Judge or Clerk thereof, and the 
warrant thereon may be issued by the Judge or Clerk thereof, and 
when the defendant is arrested, such case shall be docketed and 
tried as if the defendant had been indicted by the Grand Jury. 

Section 24. All Justices of the Peace in said County shall 
have authority to issue warrants returnable to said Court; and it 
shall be their duty forthwith to return to Clerk of said Court all 
affidavits and bonds taken by them in such cases; and said cases 
shall be docketed and tried as if defendant had been indicted by 
the Grand Jury. 

Section 25. All affidavits filed in said Court shall be recorded 
by the Clerk, and indexed, in a well bond book, for which services 
Clerk shall be entitled to a fee of 25 cents to be taxed in the case 
and collected as is other costs, in event of defendants conviction. 
In event of loss of any of said affidavits, a certified copy of same, 
may be used to all intents and purposes as the original. 

Section 26. Civil suit shall be instituted, and the pleading 
and practice in such cases shall be the same as now or hereafter 
provided by law for the institution, pleading and practice of civil 
suits in Justice of the Peace courts. 

Section 27. Forms as provided by the Code of Alabama for 
County Courts and Justice of Peace Courts shall be sufficient forms 
in said court, in both civil and criminal cases.* 

Section 28. All cases, including civil and criminal, instituted 
in said court must be tried therein, without a jury, and can only 
be removed from said court by appeal or certiorari, as provided by 
general laws of the State, regulating appeals from Justice of Peace 
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Courts. All appeals from said court shall be to the Circuit Court 
of said County. 

Section 29. Said Court and Judge shall have authority and 
jurisdiction of committing magistrates. 

Section 30. Said Court shall be open at all times for the 
transaction of its business; its sessions shall be held in the Court 
house of said County; the Judge of said Court shall by order fix 
certain days in each week as regular sessions of said court for the 
trial of causes therein. 

Section 31. In any case in which the Judge may be dis¬ 
qualified, or recuses himself, said cause shall be tried by a special 
Judge, agreed upon by the parties or their attorneys in civil cases, 
and by the solicitor and the defendant or his attorney, in criminal 
cases; or upon failure of such agreement such special Judge shall 
be appointed by the Clerk; such special Judge must be a practicing 
lawyer. 

Section 32. In event of absence from the County or sickness, 
or for any other reason, the Judge of said court is unable to hold 
court, either the Circuit Judge or Probate Judge may appoint a 
temporary Judge, who shall have and exercise all the powers and 
authority of the Judge of this Court until the Judge thereof shall 
resume the performance of his duties. 

Section 33. The Court known as the Court of Common Pleas 
of Selma, created by the act of the Legislature approved August 
23, 1923 be and the same is hereby abolished, and all moneys con¬ 
stituting the Inferior Court fund, after the debts and charges 
against same have been paid shall be transferred and paid in to the 
County Court Fund. 

Section 34. That during month of January of each year, the 
Probate Judge and the Judge of this court shall confer and agree 
upon what amount from said fund may be transferred to the Gen¬ 
eral Fund of the County, leaving sufficient amount in said County 
Court fund to meet the obligations and charges against same, and 
insure sufficient balance to' meet the future needs of said Court. 
For the services required by this act of the Probate Judge, he shall 
receive the sum of 2of all moneys received, by him, on war¬ 
rants drawn by him against said County Court fund. 

Section 35. That all laws, or parts of laws, general or special, 
in conflict with the provisions of this Act, shall be and are hereby 
repealed. 

Section 36. If any section or provision of this Act shall be 
declared void or unconstitutional by any court of competent juris¬ 
diction, it shall not affect or impair the validity or constitutionality 
of any other section or provision herein, which is not in or of it¬ 
self void or unconstitutional. 
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Section 37. The public welfare requiring it, this Act shafl be¬ 
come immediately effective upon its approval by the Governor.

That the sum of ($1000) One Thousand Dollars is 
hereby appropriated out of the School funds of Blount County Ala¬ 
bama to be paid to Lon Shelton Ex Treasurer of Blount County in 
refund of money erroneously paid by him to the State of Alabama 
for School funds of Blount County for 624 Poll Tax receipts that 
was lost at that time and found in 1930 and interest on same.

AN ACT 

To exempt from road duty or tax in Talladega County, Alabama, and from 
the payment of street tax to any municipality in Talladega County, Ala¬ 
bama, all persons who honorably served in the military or naval forces of 
the United States between January 1, 1917, and November 11, 1918. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That all persons who honorably served in the 
military or naval service of the United States between January 1, 
1917, and November 11, 1918, are exempt from road duty or tax 
in Talladega County, Alabama, and from the payment of street tax 
to any municipality in Talladega County, Alabama. 

Section 2. This act shall be construed as cumulative to the 
existing laws relative to persons liable for road duty or street tax 
in Talladega County. 

Section 3. This act shall become effective immediately upon 
its approval by the Governor. 

Approved July 6, 1931.

AN ACT 

To create and establish an inferior statutory court in Limestone County, Ala¬ 
bama, to be called The Municipal Court of Limestone County; to provide 
for and define the jurisdiction and powers of such court; to provide for a 
judge thereof and other officers, their term of office and the manner of 
the selection of such officers, and their powers, duties and compen¬ 
sation; to fix and define the fees and costs chargeable in said court; to 
provide rules of procedure in such court; to provide for registering of its 
judgments and the lien of such judgments, and to provide for the transfer 
of causes from any abolished court having the same jurisdiction to this 
court when created and established. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1.—That there is hereby created and established in 
Limestone County, Alabama, a statutory inferior court, to be known 
and called The Municipal Court of Limestone County. 

Section 2.—Said court and the judge thereof shall have and ex¬ 
ercise all of the jurisdiction, power and authority, and shall per¬ 
form all of the duties which are now or may hereafter be conferred 
or required by the general laws of the State of Alabama, on jus¬ 
tices of the peace and justice courts,-—the territorial limits of said 
jurisdiction to be coextensive with the limits and boundaries of 
Limestone County, Alabama, and the subject matter of said juris¬ 
diction to be the same as now, or hereafter, given by law to justices 
of the peace in the State of Alabama. 

Section 3.—And in addition thereto said court and the judge 
thereof shall have original and final jurisdiction, concurrently with 
the county court of Limestone County, of all misdemeanors com¬ 
mitted within the limits of said county. 

Section 4.—In all matters, things and cases in said court in 
which any justice of the peace of said county would have jurisdic¬ 
tion, said court shall be governed by the rules, practices and proce¬ 
dure—except as hereinafter excepted—that are now, or may here¬ 
after be, prescribed by law for justices of the peace courts, and the 
costs and fees taxable in said court shall be the same as now, or may 
hereafter be, allowed by the general law of Alabama in justice 
courts; and in all matters, things and cases in said court where the 
court is exercising the jurisdiction conferred on it concurrently with 
county court, or such jurisdiction as is given to county courts, the 
rules, practices, procedure, costs and fees taxable, shall be the same 
as are now, or may hereafter be, required by the general laws of 
Alabama with reference to county courts,—except that in no crimi¬ 
nal case where the charge is such as justices of the peace have final 
jurisdiction of under the general laws of the state, shall any solic¬ 
itor's fee be taxed as costs upon a conviction of the defendant. 
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Section 5.—Appeals shall be allowed from any judgment of 
said court to the circuit court of Limestone County, Alabama, where 
the trial shall be de novo, under same conditions and rules, as ap¬ 
peals are allowed from justice of the peace courts and county courts, 
respectively. 

Section 6.—When any party to a civil action, or the defendant 
in a criminal case, tried in this court shall deem himself entitled to 
a new trial on account of any matters or things which are grounds 
for a new trial in the law courts of this state, such party or parties 
shall have the right, within five days after rendition of such judg¬ 
ment, to apply for a rehearing or new trial—whether or not an ap¬ 
peal has been taken from such judgment—notice of which motion 
shall be given the adverse party or parties according to rules obtain¬ 
ing in circuit courts, and said motion may be continued from time 
to time by the judge of said court. And an appeal will lie and may 
be taken within five days after any judgment or order overruling 
the motion for new trial, or by the successful party on original trial 
within five days after any judgment in said cause has been rendered 
against him. 

Section 6.—The judge of said court shall have the same power 
and authority as county courts now have to punish for contempt of 
court. 

Section 7.—That the person who is Judge of the Inferior Court 
of Athens, Alabama, at time of introduction of this bill, shall, upon 
the abolition of said Inferior Court of Athens, Alabama, be the 
judge of this court and he shall hold said office until the next gen¬ 
eral election in 1932 and until his successor is elected or appointed 
and qualified. At such general election and every four years there¬ 
after there shall be elected by the qualified voters of Limestone 
County, Alabama, at a general election to be held in said county, a 
judge for said court. Vacancies in office of judge of said court 
shall be filled by appointment by the Governor of Alabama, and 
shall be for the unexpired term of the appointee’s predecessor. 
Provided that in the temporary absence or disability of the judge 
of said court, the Probate Judge of Limestone County shall appoint 
a judge pro tern of said court to serve until the return of the regu¬ 
lar judge or until his disability has ceased, and such judge pro tem 
shall be paid $3.50 per day while serving in the same manner as is 
provided herein for the payment of the salary of the regular judge. 

Section 8.—The judge of said court shall be, at the time of his 
election or appointment, at least 25 years of age and shall have been 
a resident citizen of Limestone County, Alabama, and a qualified 
voter therein, for at least twelve months preceding his election or 
appointment. 

Section 9.—The judge of said court shall keep a civil docket 
and a criminal docket, and docket therein all cases filed in said

court, and shall make a complete statement of all costs, fees, fines 
and forfeitures due and collected by him, and quarterly report the 
same to the probate judge of the county. The judge of said court 
shall sign and issue all summons, writs, executions, warrants of ar¬ 
rest, subpoenas, certify to all transcripts in appealed cases, and do 
and perform all other duties necessary to maintain the jurisdiction 
and authority hereby given to said court. 

Section 10.—It shall be the duty of the Court of County Com¬ 
missioners of Limestone County to provide a place for the holding 
of said court somewhere in the City of Athens, Alabama, where 
the same must be held. 

Section 11.—All fines, forfeitures, and costs and fees accruing 
in said court shall be collected by the judge thereof, and all fines 
and forfeitures, and costs and fees for services performed by the 
judge thereof, shall be paid into the County Treasury quarterly, and 
must be kept in a separate fund known as “The Municipal Court 
Fund,” and must be kept separate and apart from the other funds 
of the county. 

Section 12.—The Judge of said Court shall receive a salary of 
Eighteen Hundred Dollars ($1,800.00) per annum, payable in 
twelve equal monthly installments of One Hundred and Fifty Dol¬ 
lars ( $150.00) each, upon warrants drawn by said Judge upon the 
Municipal Court Fund in said treasury, and shall not be payable out 
of any other funds of said County. The Deputy Solicitor of Lime¬ 
stone County shall receive a salary of Twelve Hundred Dollars per 
annum, payable in twelve equal monthly installments of One Hun¬ 
dred Dollars ($100.00) each, upon warrants drawn by said Deputy 
Solicitor upon the Municipal Court Fund in said treasury and shall 
not be payable out of any other funds of said County. And it shall 
be the duty of said Judge at some time between the 25th day of 
December and the 31st day of December of each year to draw a 
warrant on said Municipal Court Fund in the treasury for the re¬ 
mainder of said fund then on hand in said Municipal Court Fund 
payable to and to be deposited to the Fine and Forfeiture fund of 
said County in the treasury. 

Section 13.—That such fund shall be a separate Fine & For¬ 
feiture Fund, and shall be subject to the payment of all claims 
against the Fine & Forfeiture Fund of said County, which shall 
become created on and after the approval of this Act to the exclu¬ 
sion of claims against said fund theretofore created until all claims 
against said Fine & Forfeiture Fund created after the approval of 
this Act shall be paid in full, and thereafter shall be subject to all 
claims against said fund in the regular order of their creation and 
registration. 

Section 14.—It shall be the duty of the Deputy Solicitor for 
Limestone County to attend said Court and prosecute all criminal 
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cases pending therein, and there shall be taxed as a part of the costs 
in each case in which a conviction shall be had, except charges 
which are cognizable before a Justice of the Peace with final juris¬ 
diction, a Solicitor’s Fee in the same amount as allowed by law in 
county courts of the State, which fees shall be collected by the 
Judge of said Court and paid into the county treasury as above 
provided for fines and forfeitures.

Section 17.—The Judge of said Court shall issue certificate for 
all judgments rendered therein on request of plaintiff or his attor¬ 
ney, which certificates shall be in all respects as required by law for 
certificates of judgments in the circuit courts of the state, and the 
same may be recorded in office of Judges of Probate of this State 
and make the judgments become liens on property of the judgment 
defendants in the same manner as if said judgments were rendered 
in the Circuit Courts of the State. 

Section 18.—That if any section, clause or provision of this act 
shall be declared unconstitutional or void, it shall not affect nor 
destroy the validity of the remaining portions of said act.

To establish in Mobile County on Dog River and its tributaries, and the 
marshes and lands adjacent thereto, within township five south, ranges 
one and two west, a refuge for all wild water fowl, to prohibit within the 
confines of the place of refuge at all times, the shooting at, killing, cap¬ 
turing or molesting any and all wild water fowl, to provide for th$ 
enforcement thereof, and for penalties for the violation thereof. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

1. That Dog River and all of its tributaries, and the marshes 
and lands adjacent to Dog River, and all of its tributaries, within 
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Township 5 South, Ranges 1 and 2 West, St. Stephens Meridian, 
Mobile County, Alabama, except that portion of Dog River lying 
south and east of the Mobile County Bridge near the mouth of 
Dog River, shall be a place of refuge at all times for all wild water 
fowl, either migratory or domestic, and shall be designated as 
“Dog River Aquatic Bird Preserve.” 

2. It shall be unlawful for any person at any time to molest, 
injure, hurt, shoot at, kill, destroy, to take or capture in traps, nets, 
or any other contrivance or device, any and all wild water fowl, 
either migratory or domestic, at any place within the area desig¬ 
nated in Section 1. 

3. Any person who violates any of the provisions of this Act 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be punished upon con¬ 
viction thereof by a fine of not less than $10.00 nor more than 
$100.00, or by imprisonment in the County jail for a period of not 
more than thirty days, or by both such fine and imprisonment in 
the discretion of the Court. 

4. It shall be the duty of the Sheriff and his Deputies, the 
Game Warden and his Deputies, of Mobile County, to enforce the 
provisions of this Act in the same manner in which the other game 
laws of the State and County are now enforced. 

5. All laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

6. That the refuge hereby provided for shall be designated as 
a memorial to Edward J. Grove, deceased.

Covington County, Alabama; to Prescribe his Term of Office, and to Fix

Section 1. The Sheriff of Covington County, Alabama, is au¬ 
thorized and empowered to employ, in addition to his Chief Dep¬ 
uty, another salaried deputy sheriff. 

Section 2. Such deputy shall hold office at the pleasure of 
the Sheriff, and shall be entitled to pay only while so employed. 

Section 3. The salary of such deputy shall not exceed the sum

opinion of the Mobile Road and Seawall District Commission, funds 
therefrom are needed by said Commission in the furtherance of the pur¬ 
poses for which said Commission was created, and to provide that if all 
or any portion of said Tax shall be pledged by said Commission to the 
payment of Bonds authorized by said.

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Board of Revenue and Road Commis- 
sioners of Mobile County, Alabama, if and when a road and seawall 
district is created in said county, is hereby authorized and required 
to levy an excise license tax of not more than one and one-half 
cents (l^c) per gallon on the distribution of gasoline as herein 
defined, and on the distribution of lubricating oils in said ^county. 

Section 2 . By motor vehicle fuels is meant “gasoline”, which 
term shall include gasoline naphtha, and all other liquid motor fuels 
or any substitutes therefor commonly used in internal combustion 
engines, including all volatile and inflammable liquids produced or 
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compounded for the purpose of operating motor vehicles; provided 
however, that nothing contained in this act shall be held to apply 

those products known commercially as “kerosene oil, fuel oil, or 
crude oil, . unless such oils have been mixed, compounded, or 
blended with other volatile and inflammable liquids for use in 
motor vehicles. The term “motor lubricating oil” as used in this 
Act shall include all oils commonly used to lubricate internal com¬ 
bustion engines. The word “person” as used in this Act shall 
mean and include persons, corporations, co-partnerships, companies, 
agencies, and associations, single or plural. 

Section 3. The term “distributor” as used in this Act shall 
mean and include any person who sells or for sale or use either 
produces, refines, compounds, or manufactures gasoline or motor 
lubricating oil in Mobile County, or transports gasoline or motor 
lubricating oil in Mobile County, or transports gasoline or motor 
lubricating oil into Mobile County, or receives in Mobile County 
gasoline or motor lubricating oil transported to him from without 
the County. It does not include a person who receives or trans- 
ports into Mobile County and sells or uses gasoline or motor 
lubricating oil under such circumstances as preclude the collection 
of the taxes herein authorized to be imposed by reason of the 
provisions of the Constitution and Statutes of the United States. 

Section 4. A person operating a motor vehicle into Mobile 
County may transport in the ordinary fuel tank attached to the 
motor vehicle not more than twenty (20) gallons of gasoline for 
the operation of the motor vehicle and may transport in the motor 
vehicle oil then being used for the lubrication of said vehicle with¬ 
out being considered a distributor. 

Section 5. This Act shall not affect Interstate Commerce 
Transactions. 

Section 6. The excise license tax required to be imposed by 
this Act shall apply to persons producing, importing, or storing 
gasoline or motor lubricating oil or distributing the same or allow- 
ing the same to be withdrawn from storage, whether such distribu¬ 
tion or withdrawals be for sale or other use. 

Section 7 . The Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners 
of Mobile County shall fix all details necessary to the efficient 
imposition and collection of said excise license tax and shall 
produce that on or before the 20th day of each month after this Act 
shall have taken effect, every person distributing gasoline or motor 
lubricating oil within the terms of this Act shall render to the 
Treasurer of Mobile County on forms to be prescribed by said 
board, a true and correct statement of all distributions, sales and 
withdrawals of gasoline and motor lubricating oil made by such 
person during the next preceding calendar month, and shall furnish 
said Treasurer such additional information as the Board may 
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require and at the time of making such report shall pay to said 
Treasurer the amount due the County in payment of the excise 
license tax for said preceding month. Said statement shall be 
sworn to before some officer authorized to administer oaths. Fail¬ 
ure to make report or pay the tax shall constitute a misdemeanor. 

Section 8. All monies collected for said excise license tax shall

receipts and expenditures of the road and bridge funds of said 
county during the first fifteen days of January, April, July and 
October of each year in some newspaper published in the town of 
Athens, Alabama, designated by a majority of the said court of 
county commissioners, board of revenue or like governing body of 
said county, the cost not to exceed the legal rate for such publica¬ 
tion. r

That the city clerk, or similar officer, of the city 
of Athens, Alabama, is hereby required to publish in some news¬ 
paper published in Athens, Alabama, between the first and fifteenth 
days of January, the first and fifteenth days of April, the first and 
fifteenth days of July and first and fifteenth days of October, of 
each year an itemized account of all receipts and expenditures of all 
departments of said city for the three calendar months immediately 
preceding each publication, provided that the cost to the city shall 
not exceed $50.00 per quarter for the publication of said report. 

Section 2. That on failure or neglect of said clerk to publish 
said such quarterly statements, he shall on conviction be fined not 
less than one hundred nor more than two hundred dollars for each 
separate offense hereunder. 

Section 3. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 4. That this act shall take effect upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT 

To establish a Court of Record in Coffee County, Alabama, to be known as 
the “Inferior Court of Coffee County”; to provide for its criminal juris¬ 
diction to include all misdemeanors; and to provide for the civil juris¬ 
diction thereof to include all civil jurisdiction now exercised by justices 
of the peace, and in addition thereto to include all suits, actions and 
matters at law where the amount involved therein is the sum of Three 
Hundred & no/100 Dollars, or less, to provide for the officers of the said 
court, their terms of office, the manner of their selection and election, and 
their powers, duties and compensation; to fix the fees and costs in said 
court; to provide for the rules of procedure for said court and for the 
operation thereof; to provide for the registering of judgments rendered 
in said court, and the effect thereof; to provide for the holding of terms 
and sessions thereof in the Elba Division and in the Enterprise Division 
thereof; to provide for the method and manner of instituting civil and 
criminal proceedings therein, and the procedure therein; to provide for 
the transfer of criminal prosecutions for misdemeanors now or herein¬ 
after pending in the Circuit Court to the said Inferior Court of Coffee 
County; and to provide for the transfer of civil suits pending in said 
Circuit Court, within the jurisdiction of this court, by agreement. 
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Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby created and established in 
Coffee County, Alabama, a court of record to be known as and 
called the Inferior Court of Coffee County”; which said court 
shall have and exercise civil and criminal jurisdiction, as herein¬ 
after provided. 

Section 2. That said court shall have civil jurisdiction in all 
civil matters of which justices of the peace of Coffee County have 
jurisdiction under the general laws of the State, concurrently with 
the several justices of the peace in said County; and, in addition 
thereto, the said court shall have jurisdiction, concurrently with the 
Circuit Court, of all matters, suits and actions at law which are in 
amount more than the jurisdiction of the justices of the peace, 
and less than the sum of Three Hundred & no/100 ($300.00) 
Dollars; and the said Court shall have original jurisdiction, con¬ 
current with the Circuit Court, of all misdemeanors committed in 
Coffee County, Alabama; and it shall have preliminary jurisdiction 
of all felonies, concurrent with the several justices of the peace of 
said County, committed in Coffee County, Alabama. And the said 
Court shall have appellate jurisdiction of all of the justice of the 
peace courts and Municipal Courts in said County, and, on and 
after the effective date of this Act, all appeals from all of the justice 
of the peace and municipal courts in said County shall be return¬ 
able to, and triable de novo, in said court. The jurisdiction, both 
civil and criminal, of the said court, as hereinabove provided, shall 
be coextensive with the County ; provided, further, that the said, 
court shall not have and exercise civil jurisdiction of actions of 
libel, slander, assault and battery, or ejectment or actions in the 
nature of ejectment. 

Section 3. The Judge of said Court shall have been a resident 
of Coffee County and a qualified elector thereof for at least one 
year at the time of his appointment or election, and shall reside in 
the said county during his continuance in office. He shall be at 
least 25 years of age, and shall be learned in the law and admitted 
to the practice of law; He shall not during his term of office act as 
attorney in any case or matter that has previously been in or is in 
this Court, but may practice in all other matters and courts. That 
immediately upon the passage and approval of this Act the Senate 
of the State of Alabama shall elect a Judge of the said Court, whose 
term of office shall be until the first Monday after the second Tues¬ 
day in January, 1935, and until his successor is elected and quali¬ 
fied; and the successor of the said judgeship shall be elected by the 
qualified electors of Coffee County, Alabama, at the general elec¬ 
tion in the year 1934, whose term of office shall be four years, and 
until his successor is elected and qualified, and every four years 
thereafter. Upon the appointment or election of the judge of the 
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said court, the Governor shall issue commission to him as such 
judge; and such judge, before entering upon the duties of his office, 
shall take the oath of office in the form required by law to be taken 
by judges of the circuit courts of this State and he shall be remov¬ 
able from office for the same causes and in the same manner as is 
now or may hereafter be provided for removal of circuit judges. 
In the event of a vacancy caused by the resignation, removal or 
death of said judge, or for other causes, the Governor shall fill the 
same by appointment and the person so appointed shall hold office 
as is provided in the Constitution. In case the judge of the said 
court shall be unable at any time to discharge the duties of his 
office by reason of sickness, disqualification or other causes, the 
judge shall make, or cause to be made by the clerk thereof, an 
order setting forth the reasons of his inability to sit in said court, 
and the said order shall be spread on the minutes of the court. 
Thereupon the Circuit Judge of said County shall, by order which 
shall be entered on the minutes of said court, designate and appoint 
some practicing attorney of the County who is learned in the law, 
as special judge thereof, and the person so designated and appointed 
shall perform all of the duties and exercise all of the powers and 
authority of such judge, and shall hold said office until the regular 
judge thereof shall resume his duties; and said special judge shall 
receive for his compensation the same per diem for each day he 
serves as such as is allowed for the regular judge of said court, 
payable in the same manner and from the same funds as the com¬ 
pensation of the regular judge is paid. Said Judge shall have 
authority to administer oaths and take acknowledgments and affi¬ 
davits in all cases. 

Section 4. The Judge of said Court shall receive a salary of 
Twenty-four Hundred ($2400.00) Dollars per annum payable in 
equal monthly installments out of the general funds of Coffee 
County, Alabama, upon the warrant of the Probate Judge of Coffee 
County, Alabama, which he is hereby authorized and directed to 
issue monthly, which warrants shall be a preferred claim against 
said general fund. 

Section 5. That the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Coffee 
County, Alabama, shall act and be clerk of the Inferior Court 
hereby established, and he shall keep a civil and criminal docket of 
all cases brought before the said court, and all of the minutes and 
records as are now required by law to be kept by clerks of the 
circuit courts, and he shall have authority to issue all necessary 
summons and complaints as to all cases filed in said Court, and all 
other civil and criminal process which clerks of the circuit courts 
are now required or empowered by law to issue. He shall have 
authority to swear witnesses at the trial of all cases in said court. 
It shall be the duty of the clerk to tax and collect in each civil and 
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criminal case in said Inferior Court the same costs and fees for 
services of the solicitor, the clerk, the sheriff and the witnesses as 
are now allowed by law to be assessed, charged and collected in the 
Circuit Courts of this State, which he shall disburse as is now 
required of said fees in the Circuit Courts, except as hereinafter 
provided. It shall also be his duty to collect, or receive from the 
Sheriff, all fines and forfeitures in said court, which, together with 
the solicitor’s fees taxed and collected in said court, he shall pay 
into the county treasury for the use of the Inferior Court Fund, on 
the first Monday in each month. Witness fees assessed and col¬ 
lected shall be retained by him and paid over to the witnesses 
entitled to the same, provided, however, that witnesses shall have 
five days after their attendance upon the court in any case therein 
to prove their attendance and to be issued a witness cer¬ 
tificate, and, failing therein, no costs shall be taxed in any case on 
account of the said attendance of such witnesses; and provided 
further, that in case witness certificates are not presented to the 
clerk for payment within ninety days after payment of the costs in 
the cases in which the said certificates were issued, the said wit¬ 
nesses fees shall revert to the Inferior Court Fund and shall be 
paid by said clerk into the county treasury for the use of the said 
Fund, and said clerk shall pay over to the said treasurer all such 
reverted fees in his hands on the first Monday in each month. The 
said clerk shall attend upon the sessions of said court at such hours 
as are designated by the judge thereof and shall perform such other 
duties as may be prescribed by the judge of sajd court, either in 
person or by deputy. The said clerk shall issue certificates of 
judgment of said court, in the same form as is now provided by 
law for issuance of certificates of judgment from the circuit courts, 
for which he shall be allowed the same fees as are now allowed in 
the circuit courts. The certificates of judgment hereinabove pro¬ 
vided to be issued by the clerk shall, upon being recorded in the 
probate office of said county, become a lien in the same manner and 
under the same regulations as now provided or may hereafter be 
provided, for certificates of judgment issued out of the circuit 
courts of Coffee County, Alabama. The clerk of said court, before 
entering into the duties of his office, shall give bond in the penal 
sum of two thousand dollars, payable and conditioned as are of¬ 
ficial bonds required of clerks of the circuit courts, to be taken and 
approved by the judge of. said court, and recorded in the probate 
office of the county, and upon said bonds there shall be the same 
liabilities and remedies as upon bonds of the clerks of the circuit 
courts of this State. And the said clerk shall receive the same fees 
and costs as are now allowed by law to clerks of the circuit courts, 
as his compensation. 
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Section 6. The sheriff of Coffee County shall in person, or by 
deputy, be required to attend upon the said court and to preserve 
order and execute all writs or process issued therefrom, and to 
perform such other duties in all respects as he is required by law 
to perform in the circuit court of Coffee County; and for such 
services of attending said court the sheriff shall receive the sum of 
$2.00 per day, payable out of the Inferior Court fund on the war¬ 
rant of the judge of the said court; and for all services rendered by 
him, other than attendance upon the court hereinabove provided 
for, he shall receive the same costs and fees as are allowed by law 
for similar services performed and done in the circuit courts. 

Section 7. That the Solicitor of said Court shall be elected by 
the Senate of the State of Alabama immediately after the passage 
and approval of this Act, and who shall hold office until the first 
Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1933, and until his 
successor is elected and qualified; at the general election in the 
year 1932 and every four years thereafter the qualfied electors of 
Coffee County shall elect a solicitor of the said court, who shall 
hold office for a term of four years. That at the time of his elec¬ 
tion or appointment said solicitor shall have been a qualified elector 
of Coffee County for one year, and shall be at least 25 years, of 
age, and shall be learned in the law and admitted to the practice. 
That he shall prosecute for the State all cases in said court, and 
for so doing shall receive a salary of Twelve Hundred dollars per 
year, payable in monthly installments from the Inferior Court fund 
as is hereinafter established, on a warrant drawn by the Judge of 
this Court which said Judge is hereby authorized and directed to 
issue to said Solicitor for the time served by said Solicitor and said 
warrant shall be a preferred claim against said Inferior Court.fund. 
During his term of office he shall not engage in the practice of 
criminal law, nor in cases quasi-criminal in any of the courts of 
the State of Alabama. In the event of a vacancy in the office of 
solicitor, from any cause, the Governor shall appoint a successor to 
serve for the unexpired term. It shall also be the duty of said 
solicitor to prepare and submit to the clerk of said court affidavits 
and warrants and other criminal process necessary to the institution 
of criminal proceedings therein. 

Section 8. That an Inferior Court Fund is hereby created; 
and all costs, fees, fines and forfeitures collected by the clerk in 
criminal cases, except as hereinabove provided, shall be paid into 
the county treasury, as herein provided; and the money so paid 
into the said treasury must be kept in a separate fund known as 
the Inferior Court Fund, and must be kept separate and apart from 
the other funds of the said county. Payment of claims against 
said Inferior Court Fund shall be preferred in the following order, 
viz: (1) salaries of the judge and solicitor, and per diem attend- 
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ance fees of the sheriff; (2) fees and costs of State’s witnesses in 
cases in which no conviction is had; (3) fees of the sheriff and the 
clerk in cases in which no conviction is had, provided that the 
sheriff and clerk must make affidavit before the judge of said court 
of the amount due them in such cases before the sums so claimed 
shall become a claim against the said fund. Provided further, that 
on the first day of January and the first day of July of each year, 
the county treasurer shall, and he is hereby authorized and directed, 
to transfer to the fine and forfeiture funds of Coffee County, all 
monies in said Inferior Court Fund then and there in his hands, in 
excess of the sum of One Thousand Dollars. 

Section 9. That there shall be an Elba Division and an Enter¬ 
prise Division of the said Court, and the said divisions shall be the 
same as are now, or may hereafter be, provided for in the Circuit 
Court of Coffee County, Alabama; and the sessions of said Elba 
Division shall be held at the courthouse at Elba, and the sessions 
of said Enterprise Division shall be held at the courthouse at Enter¬ 
prise. The said court, at the discretion of the judge, shall be open 
any day during the week, except Sunday, for the trial of cases 
coming within the jurisdiction of said court. Provided, further, 
that on the first Monday of each month there shall be held a session 
of said court for the handling, trial and disposition of all cases 
therein pending, in the Elba Division of Coffee County, Alabama, 
which shall continue as long as necessary to dispose of the docket; 
and that on the third Monday of each month there shall be held a 
session of said court for the handling, trial and disposition of all 
cases therein pending in the Enterprise Division of Coffee County, 
Alabama, which shall continue as long as necessary to dispose of 
the docket. But any session of said court in either division of said 
county may be dispensed with, and continued, by the judge when, 
in the opinion and judgment of the judge, the public necessity 
required the continuance of the same. Provided, further, that the 
venue of all criminal and civil cases in the said court shall be the 
same as is now, or may hereafter be, provided for the trial of civil 
and criminal cases in the Circuit Court of Coffee County, Alabama. 

Section 10. That all prosecutions for misdemeanors may be 
instituted in said court by making affidavit before the judge or 
the clerk of the said court, the writ on said affidavit to be issued 
by the clerk; and that in all preliminary proceedings in prosecutions 
for felonies begun in said court, the same may be instituted by 
affidavit before the judge, the writ thereon to be issued by the 
judge or the clerk. And when the defendant is arrested on affi¬ 
davit and warrant charging a misdemeanor the said case shall go 
to the docket for trial and be tried as though the defendant had 
been indicted by a grand jury, except as hereinafter provided, pro¬ 
vided further that the defendant shall not be put upon trial in any 
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cause within ten days of his arrest, except with his consent. That 
on and after the effective date of this Act, it shall be the duty of 
the presiding judge of the Circuit Court of Coffee County, Ala¬ 
bama, to make an order transferring to this Court all cases pending 
on the docket of said Circuit Court wherein the defendants are 
charged with the commission of misdemeanor, and thereafter each 
and every indictment returned by a grand jury of Coffee County 
against persons charged with the commission of misdemeanor, shall 
immediately be transferred from the Circuit Court to the Inferior 
Court of Coffee County by order of the Circuit Judge, as aforesaid, 
and that thereupon the jurisdiction of- said Inferior Court of Coffee 
County shall attach in said cases and the jurisdiction of said Circuit 
Court therein shall cease. 

Section 11. That all criminal cases in said court shall be tried 
by the judge thereof without a jury as prescribed by Section 3830 
of the Code, and the accused shall not have the right to demand 
a trial by jury as was prescribed by Section 6718 of the Code of 
1907, but in all trial of criminal cases in said court, the judge shall 
determine both the law and the facts without the intervention of 
a jury, and in cases of conviction the defendant shall have the right 
to appeal to the circuit court, as provided for in Section 3837 except 
that appeal bonds shall be approved by the clerk of the court, and 
a jury trial may there be had on the demand of the defendant as 
prescribed by law. 

Section 12. A party aggrieved or desiring to bring a charge 
of misdemeanor before this court may, upon applying to the judge 
or clerk thereof for warrant of arrest and upon making affidavit in 
writing that he has probable cause for believing, and does believe, 
that an offense (designating the misdemeanor by name, or by some 
other phrase which in common parlance designates it) has been 
committed in said county by C. D. (naming the offender) on the 
person (or property, or as the case may be) of A. B. (naming the 
person injured, or as the case may be), then the judge or clerk of 
said court shall examine the affiant under oath, and other witnesses 
if he so desires, touching the offense charged in the affidavit, and 
if the judge or clerk has probable cause for believing that the of¬ 
fense alleged in the affidavit has been committed, he shall issue his 
warrant of arrest, as hereinabove provided. When there is any 
objection to the validity or sufficiency of any affidavit, complaint 
or warrant pending in this court, the solicitor or other person 
prosecuting for the State, shall have the right to amend any or all 
of the papers to which the objection is directed; or the solicitor 
may, instead of amending the papers, make a brief statement of 
the cause of complaint signed by him, which may be substantially 
in the form provided in Section 3835 of the Code, and may be 
amended as therein provided. Thereupon the court shall proceed 
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to try the case either upon the original papers, or the original 
papers as amended, or upon the statement or statements filed by 
the solicitor, or other person prosecuting for the State. 

Section 13. That all proceedings in said court as to judgment 
for fine and costs, confession of judgment and executions thereon, 
sentence to jail and/or hard labor for fines and costs, and as addi¬ 
tional punishment, bail, conditional judgments, forfeitures, judg¬ 
ments final and alias warrants of arrest, shall be the same in such 
court as are now, or may hereafter be, provided for by law in the 
circuit courts; and conditional judgments may be set aside therein, 
reduced or made absolute, and the same orders and judgments may 
be made and taken in such matters as could be made or taken in the 
circuit courts; and the same procedure shall be followed. 

Section 14. The trial of all criminal appeals from this court 
in the circuit court shall be de novo, and without any indictment or 
presentment by the grand jury; but the solicitor shall make a brief 
statement of the cause of complaint signed by him, in substantially 
the form prescribed by Section 3843 of the Code; on the trial of 
such appeal the court shall be governed by the same rules as to 
evidence, practice, finding of the jury and punishment as if the 
case had originated in that court. 

Section 15. When brought before the said Inferior Court for 
trial, the accused, if he demands it, must be furnished with a copy 
of the accusation as contained in the warrant of arrest. 

Section 16. I hat all general laws relating to misdemeanors, 
now in force or that may hereafter be enacted, shall apply to and 
extend to such court, unless the contrary be expressly provided or 
limited by said laws so enacted. 

Section 17, That in all civil cases pending on the docket of 
the Circuit Court of Coffee County, which are within the jurisdic- 
tion of this Court, the parties thereto may, by agreement in writing 
filed in said Circuit Court, agree to transfer said causes to the said 
Inferior Court of Coffee County; and that it shall be the duty of 
the clerk of the Circuit Court, immediately upon the filing of said 
agreement, to transfer such civil cases and to certify all papers and 
proceedings therein to the said Inferior Court, and that thereupon 
the jurisdiction of said Court as to said cases shall attach, and the 
jurisdiction of the Circuit Court shall cease. 

Section 18. That in all civil matters transferred to this Court 
or begun in this Court or by appeal from the justice of the peace 
courts the trial of the same shall in all respects be governed by 
the same rule of pleading, evidence, procedure and practice as now 
obtain or govern in the Circuit Courts of this State, except as here¬ 
inafter provided. Provided that a party litigant after being served 
with statutory interrogatories shall be required to answer the same 
within thirty days, and upon his failure to do so shall be subject to 
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the same pains and penalties as is now provided by law for failure 
to answer interrogatories propounded in the Circuit Court. And 
provided further that any party desiring to appeal from any judg¬ 
ment rendered in said Court shall give security for the cost of the 
appeal to be approved by the clerk; or when the judgment is for 
the payment of money or for the recovery of personal property or 
the possession of real or personal property, by giving a suersedeas 
bond with good and sufficient security payable to and approved 
by the clerk, with condition that if he fail in the appeal he will pay 
such judgment as the appellate court may render in the premises 
and all such cost and damages as any party aggrieved may sustain 
by reason of the wrongful appeal and suspension of the execution 
of the judgment, if the said party appealing desires to have the said 
judgment superseded; which said appeal bonds and supersedeas 
bonds must be filed with the clerk within thirty days from the date 
of the rendition of the said judgment. 

Section 19. That all civil cases in said court shall be tried by 
the judge of said court without the intervention of a jury, the 
judge shall determine both the law and the facts, and either party 
shall have the right to appeal to the circuit court as hereinabove 
provided, and on appeal either party may demand a trial by jury 
on the trial in said circuit court, and the trial in said circuit court 
shall be de novo. 

Section 20. That final judgments rendered in civil cases in 
such courts shall after the expiration of thirty days from their ren¬ 
dition be taken and deemed to have passed beyond the control of 
the Court, as if such term of the court at which said judgments 
were rendered had ended, provided, however, that nothing herein 
contained shall prevent the parties from filing a motion to vacate, 
set aside or modify such judgment or grant a new trial or rehearing 
within twenty days, or change or destroy the office of motions for 
new trials or rehearings, when so made. Such motions shall be 
filed with the clerk of such court and called to the attention of the 
court, and an order entered continuing such motion for hearing at 
a future day, which motion shall be heard and determined within 
thirty days from the date of the rendering of said judgment. 

Section 21. The judge of the said court shall have the power 
to punish for contempt in all cases where judges of the circuit 
courts of this State can punish for contempt, by fine not exceeding 
$50.00 and by imprisonment not exceeding five days, either or both. 

Section 22. The judge of said court shall keep an office in the 
courthouse of said county, or in such other suitable place as the 
Court of County Commissioners may provide; and it shall be the 
duty of the said court of County Commissioners to provide such 
office for said judge, and to furnish and supply the same with the 
necessary fixtures, stationery, stamps, telephone, lights, heat, etc; 
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and it shall also be the duty of the said Court of County Commis¬ 
sioners, and they are hereby directed and authorized, to supply to 
the clerk of the said court the necessary minute books, dockets, 
blank forms, record books, and such other books, records and blank 
form as are reasonably necessary to the despatch of the business of 
the said court. 

Section 23. That if, for any reason, any section, clause or pro¬ 
vision of this Act shall be declared to be invalid or unconstitutional, 
it shall not be held to affect any other section, clause or provision, 
but the same shall remain in full force and effect. 

Section 24. That all laws and parts of laws, whether local, 
general or special, insofar as they conflict with the provisions of 
this Act, be, and the same are hereby, repealed. 

Section 25. This Act shall take effect immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor.

there were no permanent tax records of the County of Coffee by reason 
of the theft, loss or destruction of said records, said expenses and ex¬ 
penditures being and consisting of the following:—hire of deputies and 
assistants $736.00, mileage and gasoline and oil used in cars in making 
levys, etc. $279.83, amounting in the aggregate to $1015.83, which he has 
paid with his own private funds and for which he has never been reim¬ 
bursed.

in each year or in lieu thereof shall pay Three and 00/100 Dollars 
on or before the 1st day of April in each year, and if such sum is 
not paid by said date an additional twenty-five cents must be 
paid, all of which shall accrue to the road fund of said county; 
all money collected under the foregoing provisions shall be paid 
to the county treasurer or County depository by the Commis¬ 
sioners when collected and be credited by the commissioners to

All money 
paid over to county treasurer or county depository of said county 
for road purposes shall be kept separate from all other money of 
said county. 

Section 2. That Section 23 of said Act be amended so as to 
read as follows: Section 23. The license tax hereinabove pro¬ 
vided for shall be collected by the Commissioner of each district 
or by some person appointed by him and each Commissioner, shall 
give bond in the sum of Fifteen Hundred Dollars and each assistant 
shall give bond in the sum of Two Hundred Dollars for the faith¬ 
ful collection and paying over of all money as required of them 
in this Act. 

Section 3. To further amend said Act by adding a New sec¬ 
tion 24 to read as follows: Section 24. The Commissioners are 
required to spend four-fifths of all road money in putting on chert 
and gravel and waterways on said public roads of Bibb County,

Section 4. Section 1 of this Act shall take effect on the 1st 
day of January, 1932, and the remaining sections shall go into ef¬ 
fect on its immediate passage.

line dividing the states of Mississippi and Alabama, thence in a 
southerly direction along said state line and an extension thereof, to 
a point where the same intersects a line 1000 feet southwardly from 
low water mark on the southern shore of the mainland of Mobile 
County, thence in a general easterly and thence northerly direction 
along a line parallel with and 1000 feet off shore from the meander¬ 
ing low water mark of Grand Bay, Portersville Bay, Fowl River 
Bay, Heron Bay, Mobile Bay and other bodies of water forming the 
southern and eastern boundaries respectively, of the mainland of 
Mobile County, to the point of beginning.” And to build, maintain 
and operate all appurtenances or improvements of whatsoever na¬ 
ture necessary or useful thereto, including roads, it being the intent 
hereof that said District shall have authority to provide such com¬ 
plete system of shore improvements as shall in the judgment of 
the Commission hereinafter created, be suited to the interests of 
the people of said County. 

Section 2. There is hereby created a body to be known and 
styled as “Commissioners of the Mobile Road and Seawall Dis¬ 
trict, the members of which shall be appointed as hereinafter pro¬ 
vided, and which Commission is hereby designated an agency 
through which may be built, maintained and operated the improve¬ 
ments specified in Section 1 hereof. Said Commission is hereby 
constituted an independent county agent and shall have complete 
discretion and authority in the construction, maintenance and op¬ 
eration of said improvemets, and shall have all powers incidental 
or convenient to said construction, maintenance and operation. 

Section 3. The Senate of the State of Alabama, as soon as 
practicable after this Act becomes effective, shall appoint three 
persons as members of said Commission, and shall designate one of 
said members to hold office for a period of four years, one for a 
period of six years, and one for a period of eight years, all from the 
date of said appointment and until their successors are appointed 
in the manner hereinafter or otherwise provided and have qualified. 
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Two of the persons so appointed shall be residents of Mobile 
County, of business experience, and shall be qualified voters of the 
County, and the other an engineer who need not be a resident or 
qualified elector. When a vacancy shall occur in said Commission 
by expiration of term of office, by resignation, or otherwise, the 
Governor shall fill such vacancy. Any person appointed to fill a 
vacancy not caused by expiration of term shall hold office for the 
unexpired term of the Commissioner whom he succeeds. The term 
of each Commissioner, after the expiration of the original terms 
herein provided, shall be six years, or until his successor has been 
appointed and has qualified. The Senate of Alabama shall also 
immediately after the passage of this Act appoint a Secretary to the 
Commission for a term of six (6) years and until his successor is 
qualified and appointed at a salary of Three Hundred Dollars 
($300.00) per month. The Secretary's duties shall be to keep an 
accurate record of the minutes of all meetings of the Commission 
and shall be exclusively in charge of the office of the Commission. 
The Secretary shall be authorized to employ with the approval of 
the Commission such clerical force as may be necessary to carry 
on the duties in the office of such Commission. In the event that a 
vacancy occurs in the office of the Secretary by reason of death, 
resignation or otherwise, the Commission herein provided for shall 
appoint a successor for the unexpired term and shall also have the 
authority to fill a vacancy for the expiration of the term of office. 
And the Secretary and other clerical help employed by such Secre¬ 
tary shall be paid by the treasurer of the commission as herein 
provided. 

Section 4. The Mobile Road and Seawall Commission is here¬ 
inafter sometimes referred to as the “Commission”, and its mem¬ 
bers as “Commissioners”. The term “Board of Revenue and Road 
Commissioners of Mobile County”, as used in this Act, shall in¬ 
clude any other governing body of Mobile County hereafter created, 
vested with the power now vested in said Board of Revenue and 
Road Commissioners. Said Board of Revenue and Road Commis¬ 
sioners is hereinafter sometimes referred to as the “Revenue Board.” 

Section 5. Each of said Commissioners before taking office 
shall take the oath of office required by the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama, and also swear he will not be directly or indi¬ 
rectly interested in any contract let by the' Commission. Such 
oath may be taken before any clerk of a court of record, or notary 
public, and shall be approved by and filed with the Judge of Pro¬ 
bate of Mobile County. Any member of the Commission failing 
to take such oath of office within thirty days after notification of 
his appointment shall be considered to have declined to serve, and 
his office to be vacant. 
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Section 6. After said Commissioners have qualified in the 
manner above provided, they shall meet in a place to be mutually 
agreed upon, and shall elect a chairman. The secretary herein pro¬ 
vided for need not be a member of the Commission. Two members 
of the Commission shall constitute a quorum. All officers, agents 
and employees of the Commission (other than members of the 
Commission) shall hold office and employment during the pleasure 
of the Commission except as provided in Section 3 of this Bill. The 
Commission shall adopt a seal, shall fix a permanent meeting place, 
and shall procure such records and books as are necessary to carry 
on the business of the Commission. The treasurer of Mobile 
County, Alabama, shall be ex-officio treasurer of such District. The 
said treasurer shall keep the funds of the Commission separate and 
apart from other funds of Mobile County, and shall pay out said 
funds from time to time upon warrants signed by the chairman 
and secretary of the Commission. Warrants shall be so issued only 
after the payments which they represent have been properly al¬ 
lowed by the Commission. He shall be paid $600.00 a year for 
such service in addition to his compensation as County Treasurer. 
One Commissioner shall be an engineer, of recognized reputation, 
and shall be either a graduate of some institute of technology or 
other engineering school of recognized standing, with an additional 
eight years of practical experience, or shall be a full member of 
the American Society of Civil Engineers, and shall have had ex¬ 
perience in the building of seawalls. The other two Commissioners 
shall fix the compensation of said Commissioner as chief engineer. 
Members of the Commission as such shall be allowed no salary, 
but shall receive their actual expenses in attending meetings of 
the Commission, and in attending to any of their duties under this 
Act. The Commission shall have authority from time to time to 
employ such additional engineers, attorneys and other employees 
as may, in the opinion of said Commission, be necessary or con¬ 
venient to carry on the work of the Commission, except as provided 
in Section 3, and such engineers, attorneys, and other employees 
shall hold office for such time and upon such terms, and shall be 
paid such compensation as the Commission may determine. All 
employees of the Commission who handle funds of the Commission 
shall provide surety bond of a company authorized to do business 
in the State of Alabama in such amount as the Commission may 
order, payable to and to be approved by the Commission, and con¬ 
ditioned upon the faithful discharge of their duties. The premiums 
of said bonds shall be paid out of the funds of the Commission. The 
Commission shall have power to receive and use, for the purposes 
for which the Commission is created, any moneys which may be 
allotted to it out of the funds of the County of Mobile by the Reve¬ 
nue Board of the County, and any moneys arising from any gasoline 
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or oil tax, or other tax which may be levied and collected by the 
Revenue Board and turned over to said Commission, and any 
moneys arising from any tax on gasoline, motor vehicle fuel oils, 
motor vehicle lubricating oils, levied and collected by the State of 
Alabama and turned over to said Commission, or turned over to the 
County of Mobile by the State of Alabama, to be expended by or 
under the supervision of said Commission, and any other moneys 
now or hereafter authorized by law to be turned over to said Com¬ 
mission. . . 

Section 7. All improvements constructed by the Commission 
shall be constructed pursuant to proper resolutions to be adopted 
by the Commission from time to time, and pursuant to complete 
plans, estimates, drawings and specifications to be prepared by the 
chief engineer and approved by the Commission. Said resolutions, 
plans, estimates, drawings and specifications, as well as all other 
proceedings of the Commission, shall constitute public records and 
shall at all times be available at reasonable hours for public inspec¬ 
tion. The Commission shall hear and give careful consideration to 
objections, remonstrances, suggestions or requests of interested 
persons. 

Section 8. The improvements authorized by this Act may be 
made from time to time, the Commission being given discretion to 
divide said improvements into units and proceed with each unit 
and the assessment of the cost thereof separately, and provide for 
the payment thereof independently of and without reference to 
other units. The cost of any improvement contemplated by this 
Act may include the cost of organizing the Commission, all neces¬ 
sary or proper expenses and all incidental expenses including en¬ 
gineering and legal fees, the expense of preliminary and other sur¬ 
veys and inspection and superintendence of work, the cost of levy¬ 
ing and collecting the special assessments hereinafter authorized, 
printing and publishing notices and resolutions, preparing bonds, 
discounts on bonds if same are sold at less than par, the cost of 
acquisition by purchase or condemnation of any land or property 
rights necessary or which in the opinion of the Commission may be 
advisable or proper to be acquired for use in connection with the 
completion of improvement, and all other expenses necessary for 
or incident to the completion of improvements, including the fees 
and expenses incident to the handling of funds received from the 
sale of bonds and the collection of moneys and the distribution 
thereof. 

Section 9. When the plans, estimates, specifications, maps and 
other details for any improvement or unit have been completed and 
have been approved by the Commission, the Commission shall ad¬ 
vertise once each week for three consecutive weeks in a newspaper 
published in the County of Mobile, asking for bids for the construe- 
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tmn of such improvement or unit, or the performance of the work 
to be done in accordance with the plan of improvement. Said no¬ 
tice shall describe in a general way the character and approximate 
quantity of such work, and the types of material, including alter¬ 
nates, if any, to be employed, and shall refer to a copy of the plans 
and specifications on file in the office of the Commission and shall 
seethe date and hour on which and the place at which said bids 
will be opened, which date shall not be sooner than three weeks, 
nor longer than six weeks, after the date of the first publication of 
said notice. Said notice shall require that a certified check or bid- 
er s bond for two and one-half per cent (2/4%) of the total amount 
of each proposal shall be filed therewith as a guarantee that the 
ldder will, if said contract is awarded to him, execute the contract 
therefor at the time and in the manner hereinafter set forth. Said 
reserve to the Commission the right to reject any and 
all bids, and may provide that bids will be accepted upon condition 
that the bonds hereinafter provided to be issued are sold within a 
period of time to be fixed by the Commission and set out in said 
notice, and that the certified check or bidder’s bond deposited with 
f 3 ”! i • j j in tilat event constitute a guarantee that rhe success- 

tu bidder will, upon request of the Commission and following the 
sale of said bonds, at any time within said period of time, execute 
t ie contract or contracts for said improvement and commence the 
performance of the work within thirty (30) days after the execution 
of said contract or contracts. 

a Section 10. On the day and at the hour set for the opening of 
bids, the Commission shall meet and shall open and consider ihe 
bids. The Commission shall at the same, or a later meeting, award 
the contract to the lowest responsible bidder on any type or alter¬ 
native types of construction, but the Commission may .reject any 
and all bids, and, if said bids are so rejected, must advertise for bids 
again in the manner set out in the next preceding Section, the Com¬ 
mission’s decision as to the lowest responsible bidder being abso¬ 
lute and final. 

Section 11. Any contract finally executed shall be in writing, 
signed by the Chairman and Secretary of the Commission over 
the seal of the Commission. Such contract may be for either the 
complete construction of the work covered thereby, for a lump sum, 
or may be at unit prices. Each improvement or unit mav be divided 
into several contracts, or may be embraced in one contract. Surety 
bond approved by the Commission shall be required from each con¬ 
tractor for the faithful performance of his contract and the comple¬ 
tion of the work covered by his contract in accordance with the 
specifications, such bond to be in an amount not less than fifty per 
cent (50%) of the lump sum stated in said contract, if the contract 
be for a lump sum, or if said contract be not for a lump sum, then 
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for an amount not less than fifty per cent (50%) of the estimated 
total amount to be paid such contractor for the completion of his 
work. 

Section 12. The Treasurer of the Commission shall pay out 
money only upon properly authorized warrants signed by the 
Chairman and Secretary of the Commission. Every warrant so paid 
shall state on its face to whom paid, the amount of the payment, 
and the purpose for which the payment was made. All warrants 
shall be dated and numbered consecutively in a record book, and 
no warrant shall be paid by the Treasurer unless there is in hand 
sufficient funds to pay all outstanding warrants bearing lower 
numbers. The Treasurer shall give bond of a solvent surety com¬ 
pany or companies authorized to do business in Alabama in the 
sum of not less than Fifty Thousand Dollars ($50,000.00), or such 
larger sum as may be determined by the Commission, payable to 
and to be approved by the Commission and conditioned on the faith¬ 
ful performance of his duties as treasurer. The premiums upon 
said bond or bonds shall be paid out of the general funds of the 
Commission. 

Section 13. After the cost of any improvement or unit has 
been ascertained, the Commission may authorize, issue and sell 
bonds of such District in an amount sufficient to pay part or all 
of the cost thereof, as such cost is defined elsewhere in this act. 
One series of bonds may be authorized for one or more improve¬ 
ments or units, or part or parts thereof. The bonds authorized 
hereunder shall be in the sum fixed by the Commission in resolu¬ 
tion authorizing their issuance, but never be outstanding at any 
one time in principal amount in excess of five million ($5,000,000) 
dollars, of such bonds and shall be payable as hereinafter provided. 

• Section 14. Said bonds shall be in the sum prescribed by the 
Commission in the resolution authorizing their issuance, which reso¬ 
lution shall prescribe all necessary details; provided, however, that 
all bonds authorized hereunder shall bear interest at not to exceed 
eight per cent (8%) per annum, and shall mature serially in annual 
installments maturing in not more than thirty (30) years from the 
date of said bonds and commencing not more than three (3) years 
from the date of said bonds and amortized in such manner that the 
total amount of principal and interest falling due in the respective 
years in which principal is due shall be as nearly equal as practica¬ 
ble. The Commission may provide that said bonds shall be reg- 
isterable as to principal. In the discretion of the Commission said 
bonds, prior to their issuance, may be made redeemable at the op¬ 
tion of the Commission prior to maturity at such premium as the 
Commission may determine. Said bonds and attached coupons shall 
be exempt from taxation in the State of Alabama, shall have all 
the properties and protection of negotiable instruments, shall be in- 
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contestable in the hands of bona fide purchasers or holders thereof 
for value, and shall constitute securities in which all public officers 
and bodies of the State of Alabama, and all its municipal subdivi¬ 
sions and taxing districts, all insurance companies and associations, 
all savings banks and savings institutions, including savings and 
loan associations, executors, administrators, guardians, trustees and 
all other fiduciaries in the State of Alabama may properly and 
legally invest the funds within their control. In the event any of 
the officers, whose signatures or countersignatures appear upon the 
bonds or coupons, shall cease to be such officers before the delivery 
of such bonds to the purchaser, such signature or countersignature 
shall nevertheless be valid and sufficient for all purposes. 

Section 15. The principal of, and interest on, said bonds shall 
be paid from the revenues of the Commission, including revenues 
from state and county gasoline, oil and vehicle taxes, (provided 
for in separate bills from this one) special assessments against 
benefited properly (as hereinafter authorized), and any other reve¬ 
nues which may by law or action of the Revenue Board be turned 
over to the Commission. The Commission shall, prior to delivery 
of the bonds, irrevocably dedicate and pledge to such purpose such 
of the above mentioned revenues as it may deem necessary, which 
pledge and dedication shall be irrepealable by the Legislature, 
Revenue Board, Commission, or any other body, until said principal 
and interest have been paid in full. The use of the revenues so 
pledged and dedicated for purposes other than payment of said 
principal and interest is prohibited, it being the intent hereof that 
said bonds and interest thereon shall constitute a first lien on said 
revenues. Where more than one issue of bonds is payable from the 
same revenues, the bonds first issued in point of time shall enjoy 
no priority of lien. The Commission shall make all necessary 
provisions to insure the collection of revenues so pledged and 
dedicated, and to insure their proper application in accordance with 
the requirements of this Section. 

Section 16. All bonds issued under this Act shall be sold by 
the Commission at not less than ninety per cent (90%) of their par 
value, together with accrued interest from the date of the bonds to 
the date upon which they are delivered and paid for. All bonds so 
issued shall be sold to the highest bidder at public sale, unless sold 
within thirty (30) days after failure to receive a satisfactory bid at 
a duly advertised public sale in accordance with this Section, in 
which event the private sale shall be at a price not less than the 
best bid received at the public sale, if any such bid was received. 
Failure to receive any such bid at the public sale shall hot affect 
the right of the Commission to sell the bonds at private sale. The 
notice of sale shall state whether the sale is to be on sealed bids 
or at auction, or both, and shall state the amount of the bonds to be 
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sold, the maturities thereof, and either the rate of interest which 
the bonds are to bear, or that the bidders are invited to name the 
rate of interest in their bids, and shall state the time and place of 
sale or submission of sealed bids. Such notice shall be published 
once in each of two consecutive weeks in a newspaper published 
in Mobile County, and once in each of two consecutive weeks in a 
financial newspaper published in the City of New York, the first 
of each of such two publications to be not less than ten (10) days 
before the date fixed for the submission of bids, if the sale is to be 
on sealed bids, or the date of sale, if the sale is to be at auction. 
The Commission shall have the right to_ reject all bids. In de¬ 
termining the highest bidder for bonds offered for sale, the net in¬ 
terest cost to the District, as shown in standard bond value tables, 
shall govern; provided, the determination of the Commission shall 
be final and conclusive. The proceeds of the sale of bonds issued 
hereunder shall be used for the purposes for which the bonds^ are 
authorized; provided, however, that all accrued interest received 
and, if such bonds are sold at a premium, the amount realized 
from such premium, shall be applied to the payment of the principal 
of or interest on said bonds, and if for any reason any part of the 
proceeds of such sale be not necessary for the purposes for which 
the bonds are issued, such unexpended part of such proceeds shall 
similarly be applied to the payment of principal or interest. Any 
bonds reciting that they are issued pursuant to this Act shall in any 
action or proceeding involving their validity be conclusively deemed 
to be authorized by this Act, and to have been issued, sold, ex¬ 
ecuted and delivered in conformity herewith, and with all other 
provisions of the Constitution and laws of the State of Alabama, 
and shall be incontestable, anything herein or in other statutes to 
the contrary notwithstanding, unless such action or proceeding is 
commenced within thirty (30) days of the adoption of the resolu¬ 
tion confirming the sale of said bonds. 

Section 17. All funds of the Commission, including proceeds 
from the sale of bonds and funds designed for the payment of 
bonds, shall be in the keeping of the Treasurer of the Commission, 
who shall deposit said funds in a solvent bank or banks or trust 
company or companies under conditions and upon terms to be de¬ 
termined by the Commission. The Treasurer shall be liable on his 
bond for the unlawful diversion of the funds of the Commission 
under his control, and, if responsible for the diversion of funds 
pledged or dedicated to the payment of principal of or interest on 
bonds, said Treasurer shall be liable to the holder or holders of 
said bonds for loss or injury to such holder or holders caused by 
such diversion. Such liability shall be an added protection to 
such holder or holders, and shall not in any way diminish the 
liability of the District. 
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Section 18. Whenever, in the judgment of the Commission, it 
may be necessary or expedient for the carrying out and exercise of 
the powers herein granted, such Commission may acquire by gift, 
purchase, or condemnation, the necessary lands or rights, ease¬ 
ments or interests therein, thereunder, or thereover, and may pro- 
condemn the same in the manner now or hereafter pro¬ 
vided by the general laws of the State of Alabama governing con¬ 
demnation of lands, or interests therein, all such actions to be in¬ 
stituted by the Commission in the name of the District, and title 

a°i u ta ^ en * n name of same. The Governor of the State of 
Alabama, on behalf of the State, is hereby authorized to convey to 
the District, title to such submerged lands, or rights in same, lying 
under or adjacent to such seawall owned by the State of Alabama 
in trust or otherwise, which are reasonably necessary to the Com¬ 
mission to enable it to carry out the objects for which it is created, 
and to construct, maintain and operate the improvements herein 
authorized. Conveyance of title to the commission shall be on 
such terms and conditions as will reasonably safeguard the in¬ 
terests of the State, and riparian owners. Said conveyance shall be 
by deed executed in the name of the State of Alabama by the 
Governor and attested by the Secretary of State under the seal of 

w it u .ffP er ^ se incurred in connection with such conveyance 
shall be paid by the Commission. 

Section 19. Annually in the month of September the Commis- 
sion shall publish in some newspaper of general circulation pub¬ 
lished in Mobile County, a statement prepared by a certified public 
accountant, showing the collections made and moneys received 
from all sources whatsoever during the preceding twelve (12) 
months, the amount paid out, and the purposes for which such 
payments were made. 


Section 20. The Commission may make reasonable rules and 
requirements for the erection of wharves, piers, and other struc¬ 
tures, along said seawall, for the purpose of preserving the beauty 
of the coast line of Mobile County and waters adjacent thereto, 
and insuring against the erection of any wharves, piers, or other 
structures which might lessen the value of said shores and the 
property adjacent thereto.

which it may see fit to construct as a part of the improvements 
herein authorized to the end that it may receive the benefit of 
State, Federal and County Highway aid funds. Any roads so con¬ 
structed shall be a part of the County Highway System, and may 
be made a part of the State Highway System. 

Section 22 Should the Revenue Board or the Commission for 
any reason neglect or fail to impose or collect, or to properly apply. 
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any taxes, assessments or revenues pledged or dedicated for the 
payment of bonds issued under the provisions hereof, or should any 
official fail to perform any duty with which he is charged, under the 
provisions hereof, any bondholder or other person in interest may 
enforce impositions, collection or proper application of said taxes, 
assessments or revenues, or may enforce performance of such duty, 
in any court having jurisdiction, and any suit, action or proceeding 
brought by such person in interest shall be a preferred case, and 
shall be heard and disposed of without delay. 

Section 23. Bonds issued under the provisions of this Act may 
be refunded by the Commission when it shall appear to the best 
interests to do so. Such refunding bonds shall be issued in accord¬ 
ance with all applicable provisions of this Act, except that they 
need not be sold but may, in the discretion of the Commission, be 
exchanged on a par for par basis for the bonds to be refunded. 

Section 24. For the payment of current and incidental ex¬ 
penses prior to the receipt of revenues or the issuance of bonds, or 
at such times as it may be found necessary, the Commission may 
anticipate the collection of revenues by the issuance of short time 
notes or warrants. Such notes or warrants shall mature not more 
than one year from their date, shall be signed by the Chairman 
and Secretary of the Commission, shall never exceed One Hun¬ 
dred Thousand Dollars ($100,000) in amount outstanding at any 
one time, and shall be paid from the proceeds of the first bonds 
delivered after the issuance of said notes or warrants, if not sooner 
paid from revenues of the Commission available for that purpose. 

Section 25. In order to pay part or all of the cost of any im¬ 
provement made under the provisions of this act, or to pay part or 
all of the principal of, and/or interest on, any series of bonds issued 
hereunder, the Commission shall, after the plans have been ap¬ 
proved levy and collect assessments against the property in said 
district benefited or that will be benefited by such improvement or 
improvements to the amount of the increased value of such prop¬ 
erty by reason of the special benefits to be derived from such im¬ 
provement. Said special assessments shall be levied and collected 
in the manner hereinafter provided. 

Section 26. After determining that assessments are to be 
levied against property in such District as authorized in next pre¬ 
ceding Section hereof, and after determining what property is to be 
so assessed and approximately the amount of money to be raised 
by means of said assessments, the Commission shall proceed to 
ascertain and determine the increased value of each piece, parcel, 
lot, tract or other subdivision of land (according to ownership), 
which is to be so assessed by reason of the special benefits derived 
by same from the improvement to be made. The Commission may 
view the premises and obtain such information as in its opinion 
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will aid it in arriving at the amount and extent of such increased 
value and may employ such assistants or “viewers” as it may deem 
necessary to aid it in its determination. 

Section 27. After determining the increased value of each 
piece, parcel, lot, tract or other subdivision of land (according to 
ownership), the Commission shall determine the amount to be 
assessed against each such piece, parcel, lot, tract or other sub¬ 
division of land. . Such assessments shall be proportioned to the 
benefits to be derived by each such piece, parcel, lot, tract or other 
subdivision of land by reason of the proposed improvement, and 
when finally confirmed shall not exceed in amount the increased 
value of such piece, parcel, lot, tract or other subdivision of land, 
by reason of special benefits derived from such improvement as 
finally determined. The Commission shall then fix the number of 
equal annual installments in which the owners of benefited land 
may pay the amount assessed against each piece, parcel, lot, tract 
or other subdivision of land, if they elect to do so within the time 
and in the manner hereinafter provided. The number of such an¬ 
nual installments shall not be less than ten (10), nor more than 
thirty (30), the first of which shall be due not more than three (3) 
years from the date of the final confirmation of such assessments 
by the Commission. Such installments shall bear interest at the 
rate to be determined by the Commission, but not exceeding eight 
per cent (8%) per annum. If such assessments are to be used in 
whole or in part for the payment of bonds the Commission shall so 
arrange the maturity of principal and interest of such bonds and 
the maturity and number of installments of such assessments that 
they will be correlated so far as possible. 

Section 28. After the determinations required by Section 27 
have been made, the Commission shall prepare a well bound book 
or loose leaf book, firmly bound, endorsed and named “Mobile 
County Shore Improvement Commission Assessment Book for Im¬ 
provement Number-” and each page thereof shall be in 

tabular form, the columns of which shall be headed as follows: 

Column 1: Owner of property assessed, according to the 
last completed assessment rolls for general 
taxation. 

Column 2: Description of property assessed. 

Column 3: Ascertained and determined amount of in¬ 
creased value by reason of special benefits de¬ 
rived from proposed improvements. 

Column 4: Amount of original assessment. 

Column 5: Amount of first supplemental assessment. 

Column 6: Amount of second supplemental assessment. 

Column 7: Amount of third supplemental assessment. 
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Columns 5, 6 and 7 shall be left blank until such time as sup¬ 
plemental assessments may be found necessary. Such book snau 
also contain appropriate columns in which Payments may ® 
credited, and the lien of the assessment satisfied by the proper 
officer or officers of the County. The Commission shall have in¬ 
serted in columns 1, 2, and 3, respectively, the name of the owner 
of the property as ascertained by the last completed assessmen 
• rolls for general taxation, the description of the property, and the 
increased value thereof in accordance with the determination there¬ 


of theretofore made by said Commission. 

Section 29. Thereupon the Commission shall by recorded 
resolution, assess against each piece, parcel, lot, tract, or other 
subdivision of land, to be so assessed, the proportionate part of such 
estimated cost of such improvement which should be equitably 
assessed against each such piece, parcel, lot, tract, or other sub¬ 
division of land, according to the determination of such assessments 
previously made. Interest on said assessments shall not be deemed 
a part of the assessment, or a part of the cost of the improvement, 
in determining whether any assessment exceeds the increased value 
of the land against which the assessment is levied by reason of the 
special benefit derived by such land from such improvement.

Section 30. All assessments levied under the provisions of 
this Act shall rank on a parity and shall constitute a lien on the 
property assessed superior to all other liens thereon, with the excep¬ 
tion of the lien of general taxes and other special assessments, with 
which they shall be on a parity, except general taxes.

to provide for the effect of recorded judgments of said Court, to provide 
for the appointment, election and term of office, qualifications and com¬ 
pensations of the judge thereof, and to provide the place and times of the 
holding of such Court. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby established an inferior court 
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in Blount County, Alabama, which shall be known and designated 
as the inferior court of Blount County, Alabama. The said Court 
shall have all the powers and jurisdictions now conferred by law 
on justices of the Peace Courts or on said Court; and the judge of 
said Courts shall have and exercise all the powers and authority 
and perform all the duties now prescribed by law for justices of the 
peace in said County. Said judge shall have the same rights and 
privileges and the same disabilities and penalties as now or may 
hereafter apply by law to Justices of the peace. 

Section 2. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, that there shall 
be a judge of said Court. The judge shall at the time of his 
appointment or election have been a resident of said County for at 
least one year, and shall at the time of his appointment or election 
be at least twenty-five years old. He shall hold his office for a 
term of four years and until his successor is elected and qualified.

his giving bond, and prescribe the duties and fix the term and compen¬ 
sation of such Superintendent, and provide for the holding of an election 
to determine whether a majority of the electors of said County desire to 
elect the County Superintendent of Education by popular vote. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That at the first general election held in Tuscaloosa 
County, Alabama, whether it be called for the submission of a con¬ 
stitutional amendment or otherwise, there shall be submitted to the 
electors of said County the question of whether the County Super¬ 
intendent of Education shall be elected by popular vote, and the 
ticket by which such question shall be submitted shall be substan¬ 
tially in the following form: “Shall the County Superintendent of 
Education be elected by popular vote? ( ) Yes, ( ) No.” It 

shall be the duty of the County Board of Revenue of said County 
to see that a sufficient number of tickets be prepared and furnished 
at each polling place in said County to supply each elector with 
one of such tickets, but said question as before specified may be 
printed on the regular tickets submitting any other question or 
questions at the same time. 

Section 2. That if a majority of the electors of said County 
vote “Yes” or in favor of electing a County Superintendent of Edu¬ 
cation at the election provided for in Section 1 of this Act, then at 
the next general election held in said County thereafter and each 
four years thereafter there shall be elected a County Superintendent 
of Education for Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, by the qualified 
electors of said County, which Superintendent shall hold office for 
a term of four years from the first Monday in July next succeeding 
the election and until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Section 3. Candidates for the office of such Superintendent of 
Education may be nominated as candidates for other County offices 
of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama are nominated under the laws of 
the State of Alabama. 

Section 4. That the salary of the said County Superintendent 
of Education of Tuscaloosa County shall be Thirty-Six Hundred 
($3600.00) Dollars per year which shall be paid in the same way and 
manner as is now or may be hereafter provided under the general 
laws of the State for the payment of salaries of County Superin¬ 
tendents in the several Counties, and in addition thereto he shall be 
paid for the use of his automobile, 10 cents per mile for every mile 
it runs while it is being used by him in connection with his duties 
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as Superintendent of Education, except that he shall not be paid 
more than Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars per annum for such use 
of his automobile. 

Section 5. That said County Superintendent of Education 
shall be charged with the same duties and shall exercise the same 
powers as are now provided by the general school laws of the State 
of Alabama, in the conduct of the office of County Superintendent 
of Education, in addition thereto he shall have authority to employ 
and discharge all clerks, stenographers and other employees of said 
office and to fix a reasonable salary for each of such employees. 

Section 6. No person shall be eligible for political party nom¬ 
ination or for election to said office who is not a qualified elector 
of Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, and who does not as now required 
hold an Alabama certificate in administration and Supervision based 
as a minimum upon graduation from a Standard Normal School or 
equivalent education with at least one year of additional study of 
college grade and three years teaching experience and who does not 
have all the qualifications which are now required or which may 
hereafter be required by the general laws of the State of Alabama 
for County Superintendents of Education. 

Section 7. That before entering upon the duties of said office 
such Superintendent must take oath of office as prescribed by the 
Constitution of the State of Alabama, and give bond in an amount 
fixed by the State Board of Education, in a reputable surety com¬ 
pany authorized to do business in Alabama, conditioned upon the 
faithful performance of the duties of his office and the accounting 
for and paying over to the proper officer, persons or authority all 
money coming into his hands as such officer. 

Section 8. That if a majority of the electors of said County, 
at the election provided for in Section one of this Act, vote “No” 
this Act from that time shall be null and void and of no affect.

That before entering upon the duties 
of his office he shall enter into bond in a sum to be fixed by the 
County Commission and conditioned as the bonds of Circuit Clerks 
in this State are now conditioned and there shall be the same lia¬ 
bilities and remedies thereon as on other official bonds. 

Section 3. That the clerk of said Court shall appoint, subject 
to the approval of the County Commission, as many clerks or other 
assistants as may be necessary for the orderly transaction of the 
business of said Court. That the number thereof shall be fixed by 
the County Commission and the compensation of all such clerks 
shall be fixed by said County Commission. 

Section 4. That the clerk of said Court or his assistants shall 
perform the duties of bailiff in said Court. 

Section 5. This Court shall have exclusive and final juris¬ 
diction concurrently with the Circuit Court of Jefferson County in 
all misdemeanor cases. 

Section 6. That all laws relative to said Court shall remain in 
full force and effect except as herein repealed.

To alter and extend the corporate limits of the City of Fort Payne in De Kalb 
County, Alabama, and to repeal all laws or parts of laws in conflict 
therewith. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

That the corporate limits of the City of Fort Payne, DeKalb 
County, Alabama, be amended so as to read as follows: Sec. 1: 
Begin at a point where the eastern boundary line of Section Eight 
(8), Township Seven (*2), Range Nine (9), East, intersects with 
the westerly boundary line of what was formerly known as the 
Fort Payne and Eastern railroad right of way, which point is about 
1050 feet south of the northeast corner of said Section Eight (8), 
thence following along the west boundary line of said right of way 
a southwesterly direction and diagonally across the East half of 
Northeast quarter (Ej4 of NE%) and North half of Southeast 
quarter (Nj4 of SEJ4) and Southwest quarter of Southeast quarter 
(SW% or SEJ4), and Southeast quarter of Southwest quarter 
(SEJ4 of SWJ4) of said Section Eight (8), and continuing diago¬ 
nally across the North half of Northwest quarter (N y 2 of NW^), 
and the Southwest quarter of Northwest quarter (SWj^ of NWj4) 
of Section Seventeen (17) and continuing diagonally across the 
Southeast quarter of Northeast quarter (SEJ4 of NEj4), of Section 
Eighteen (18), Township Seven (7) south of Range Nine (9), East, 
and to the southeast corner of what is known as “Manitou Cave 
Park”; then turn and run along the southerly boundary line of said 
Manitou Cave Park which is the north boundary line of Powell 
Street, so-called, and to the southwest corner of lot number one (1) 
of Block number one (1) of the Douglas Addition to the City of 
Fort Payne; then turn and run along the westerly boundary line of 
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Blocks two, three and four (2, 3, 4) and to a point on the north 
boundary line of Block four (4) -of said Douglas Addition where 
the Block line crosses the south boundary line of the Southwest 
quarter of the Northeast quarter (SWJ4 of NEJ4), of Section 
Eighteen (18); then turn and run west along the south boundary 
line of Southwest quarter of Northeast Quarter (SWJ4 of NEJ4) 
and to the southwest corner thereof; then turn and run diagonally 
across the Southeast quarter of the Northwest quarter (SEj4 of 
NWJ4) of Section Eighteen (18) and to the northwest corner 
thereof; then run north to the northeast corner of the Northwest 
quarter of the Northwest quarter (NWJ4 of NWJ4) of Section 
Eighteen (18) ; then turn and run a northeasterly direction diago¬ 
nally across the Southeast quarter of the Southwest quarter (SEJ4 
of SW%) of Section Seven (7) and to the Northeast corner 
thereof; then continue a northeasterly direction and diagonally 
across the Northwest quarter of Southeast quarter (NW^4 of 
SEJ4), and the Southwest quarter of Northeast quarter (SWJ4 of 
NEJ4) of Section Seven and to the Northeast corner thereof; then 
continue a northeasterly direction and to the northwest corner of 
the Southwest quarter of Northeast quarter (SW}4 of NEJ4) of 
Section Five (5) in Township Seven (7), south of Range Nine (9), 
East; then continue a northeasterly direction and diagonally across 
the Northwest quarter of Northeast quarter (NWJ4 of NEJ4) of 
Section Five (5) and to the northeast corner thereof; then run east 
along the north boundary line of said Section Five (5), and con¬ 
tinuing east along the north boundary line of Section Four (4), 
and to the northeast corner of the Northwest quarter of the North¬ 
west quarter (NWJ4 of NW}4) of said Section Four (4) and to a 
point at or near the junction of the center line of Gault Avenue 
with the north boundary line of said Section Four (4) ; then turn 
and run a southeasterly direction, the general course being south 
45° East and crossing the right of way of the Alabama Great 
Southern Railroad Company and for a distance of about 1340 feet 
and to a point on the westerly edge of the old public road known as 
Godfrey Avenue; then turn and run a southwesterly course and 
following along the westerly edge of said old public road known 
as Godfrey Avenue, the general course being about south 48° west 
and for a distance of about 625 feet and to another point on the 
westerly edge of said old public road known as Godfrey Avenue; 
then continue a southwesterly direction, the general course being 
about south 58° west and follow along the westerly edge of said 
old public road known as Godfrey Avenue, the distance being about 
1000 feet and to another point on the westerly edge of said old 
public road known as Godfrey Avenue, and which point is located 
about south 59° east and 1320 feet from the junction of the center 
lines of Grand Avenue and Boston Street; then continue south- 
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westerly direction, the general course being about south 33° west 
and following along the westerly edge of the old public road known 
as Godfrey Avenue and for a distance of about 1650 feet and to a 
point on the east boundary line of the Northeast quarter of the 
Southeast quarter (NE>4 of SE*4) of said Section Five (5) ; then 
turn and run south and follow along the east boundary line of the 
East Half of Southeast quarter (E>4 of SEj4) of said Section Five 
(5) and continuing along the east boundary line of the Northeast 
quarter of the Northeast quarter (NEJ4 of NEJ4) of Section Eight 
(8) in Township Seven (7), south of Range Nine (9), East, and to 
point of beginning. 

Section 2. That all other acts and laws in conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. That this Act shall go into full force and effect 
immediately after its passage and approval, the public welfare 
demanding it.

That the duties and powers now conferred by law 
on the County Treasurer for Etowah County, Alabama, be and they 
are hereby transferred to the Board of Revenue of said county and 
said Board of Revenue is charged with the performance of the duty 
and is hereby invested with the power to do and perform each, any, 
all and every act or duty, now, or which may hereafter by law be 
granted or imposed on County Treasurers for said County. 

Section 3. That all costs, fees, commissions and penalties 
which are now by law or which may hereafter by law be author¬ 
ized to be collected by the County Treasurer for said County shall 
be by said Board of Revenue collected and become a part of the 
General Fund of said county.

That the Tax Assessor of Choctaw county, Ala¬ 
bama, shall not be required to prepare the book of assessments, but 
in lieu thereof shall be required to arrange, in alphabetical order, 
according to beats, original assessment lists, and cause the same to 
be permanently bound and such assessment lists when bound shall 
constitute the book of assessments to all intents and purposes. Such 
assessment lists when bound shall be preserved permanently as a 
matter of record and provided that in making the tax collectors 
abstracts such abstracts shall be made direct from the assessment 
lists. 

Section 2. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act be and the same are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To authorize the governing body of Baldwin County, Alabama, to impose an 
excise tax on persons, corporations, copartnerships, companies, agencies 
or associations engaged in the business of selling, distributing, storing or 
withdrawing from storage, for any purpose whatever, gasoline or other 
liquid motor fuels or devices or substitutes therefor in said county; to pro¬ 
vide for the collection and payment of such tax and to provide the distri¬ 
bution and use of the funds derived therefrom; to authorize the governing 
body of such county to make reasonable rules and regulations for the 
collection of such tax, and to provide for enforcement of this Act and 
fix a penalty for the violation of any provision of this Act and of the 
rules and regulations prescribed by the governing body of such county 
for the collection of the said tax. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The term “gasoline” as used in this Act shall in¬ 
clude gasoline, naptha and other liquid motor fuels or any devices 
or substitutes therefor commonly used in internal combustion en¬ 
gines, provided that nothing contained in this Act shall apply to 
those products commonly known as kerosene oil, fuel oil, and crude 
oil used for lighting or heating purposes. The term “person” means 
and includes every person, corporation, copartnership, company, 
agency or association, singular or plural. The term “distributor” 
shall include any person who shall engage in the selling of gasoline 
as herein defined in Baldwin County, by wholesale, in domestic 
trade, but shall not apply to any transaction by such distributor in 
interstate commerce. The term “retail dealer” shall include any 
person herein defined as the distributor who is also engaged in the 
sale of gasoline as herein defined at any place in Baldwin County 
in broken quantities. The term “storer” as used herein shall in¬ 
clude any person who ships gasoline into Baldwin County in tank 
quantities and stores the same and withdraws or uses same for any 
purpose. 

Section 2. The governing body of Baldwin County, Alabama, 
when authorized and empowered by a vote of the qualified electors 
of the County as herein provided, may impose an excise tax of not 
exceeding two cents per gallon on persons, corporations, copartner¬ 
ships, companies, agencies or associations engaged in the business 
of selling, distributing, storing or withdrawing from storage for any 
purpose whatever gasoline or other liquid motor fuels or devices 
or substitutes therefor in Baldwin County, Alabama, and to re¬ 
quire every distributor, retail dealer or storer of gasoline as herein 
defined to pay an excise tax in such amount as the said governing 
body shall impose not exceeding two cents per gallon upon the 
selling, distributing or withdrawing from storage for any use gaso¬ 
line as herein defined in Baldwin County, Alabama; provided that 
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the excise tax authorized to be levied by this Act shall not be levied 
upon the sale of gasoline in interstate commerce, and provided fur¬ 
ther that if the excise tax imposed by the said governing body upon 
the sale of such gasoline shall have been paid by a distributor or by 
a retail dealer or storer, such payment shall be sufficient, the inten¬ 
tion being that the tax shall not be paid but once. The excise tax 
imposed by the said governing body under this Act shall apply to 
persons, firms, corporations, dealers or distributors storing gasoline 
and distributing the same or allowing the same to be withdrawn 
from storage, whether such withdrawal be for sale or other use, 
provided that sellers of gasoline and its substitutes paying the tax 
herein provided may pay the same computed and paid on the basis 
of their sales as hereinafter required, and storers and distributors 
shall compute and pay such tax on the basis of their withdrawals or 
distributions. The tax herein authorized to be imposed shall be in 
addition to any and all excise or other taxes imposed on gasoline, 
naptha and other liquid motor fuels or any device or substitute 
therefor, or on the business of selling, distributing, storing or with¬ 
drawing from storage for any purpose pasoline as herein defined by 
the State of Alabama or any other agency or subdivision of the 
State of Alabama. 

Section 3. On or before the 20th day of each month after a 
tax is imposed by authority of this act, every person upon whom the 
excise tax is levied shall render to the governing body of such coun¬ 
ty on forms prescribed by such governing body a true and cor¬ 
rect statement of all sales and withdrawals of gasoline made by 
him or them during the next preceding month, liable for payment 
of the excise tax imposed by said governing body under authority 
of this Act, and shall furnish to said governing body such additional 
information as such governing body may require upon blanks to be 
formulated and furnished by said governing body, and at the time 
of making such report shall pay to the said governing body an 
amount of money equal to the excise tax levied under authority of 
this Act. The statement herein required to be made by the dis¬ 
tributor, storer or retail dealer shall be sworn to before some officer 
authorized to administer oaths, and any false statement sworn to 
shall constitute perjury, and upon conviction thereupon the person 
so convicted shall be punished as provided by the law for the crime 
of perjury. 

Section 4. All distributors, storers and retail dealers shall keep 
for not less than two years within the State of Alabama at some 
certain place or office such books, documents or papers as will 
clearly show the amount of sale or withdrawals of gasoline made in 
Baldwin County taxed under this Act. 

Section 5. Within thirty days after any tax shall have been 
levied under authority of this Act every distributor, storer or retail 
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dealer engaged in the sale or withdrawal of gasoline in Baldwin 
County shall make a report on blanks furnished under Section Two 
hereof to the governing body of said County, showing the place 
and post-office address at which he is engaged in the business of 
distributor or storer or retail dealer in gasoline within said County, 
which information shall be entered by the governing body of said 
County on a book kept for that purpose, and should such distribu¬ 
tor, storer or retail dealer move his place of business from one busi¬ 
ness address to another, such distributor, storer or retail dealer shall 
within thirty days thereafter notify the said governing body of such 
removal, giving the former place and post-office address and also 
the place and post-office address to which his place of business has 
been removed. After the tax imposed under this Act has become 
effective, no person shall become a distributor, storer or seller of 
gasoline in said County until he shall have made such reports to the 
said governing body. 

Section 6. If any distributor, storer or retail dealer of gaso¬ 
line in said County shall fail to make the reports or any of them as 
required in any provision of this Act, or shall fail to comply with 
any regulation adopted for the collection of said tax by the govern¬ 
ing body of said County, within the time required for making 
such reports, or shall fail to pay the tax imposed within the time 
fixed for the payment thereof, such distributor, storer, or retail deal¬ 
er shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be fined not less than $50.00 nor more than $300.00 for each 
offense. 

Section 7. It shall be the duty of the governing body of said 
County to enforce the provisions of this Act upon its imposing the 
tax hereunder, and it shall have the right itself, or its members or 
its agents, to examine the books, reports and accounts of every 
distributor, storer or retail dealer of gasoline on which such tax 
has been imposed, and to make any and all rules and regulations 
necessary and proper for the collection of such tax. 

Section 8. If any distributor, storer or retail dealer in gasoline 
shall fail to make monthly reports or shall fail to pay the tax im¬ 
posed under authority of this Act, the tax shall be deemed delin¬ 
quent within the meaning of this Act and there shall be added to 
the amount of his tax a penalty of 25%, provided if in the opinion 
of the governing body of the said County a good and sufficient 
cause or reason is shown for such delinquency, the penalty may be 
remitted. The said governing body shall be authorized and empow¬ 
ered to make returns for delinquent tax payers upon such informa¬ 
tion as it may reasonably obtain and add to that the penalty as pre¬ 
scribed by this Act. If any person shall be delinquent in the pay¬ 
ment of any tax imposed under the authority of this Act, the gov¬ 
erning body of said County shall issue execution for the collection 
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of the same, directed to any Sheriff of the State of Alabama, who 
shall proceed to collect the same in the manner now provided by law 
for the collection of delinquent taxes by the County Tax Collectors 
and make return of such execution to the governing body issuing 
the same. The tax herein authorized to be levied and the penalties 
herein provided for, shall be held as a debt payable to the County 
of Baldwin by the person against whom the same shall have been 
imposed or against whom the penalties shall have accrued, and all 
such taxes and penalties shall be a lien upon the property in said 
County and elsewhere in this State of the person against whom said 
tax shall have been imposed and the penalties shall have accrued. 

Section 9. The acceptance of any amount paid for the excise 
tax imposed under this Act shall not preclude the collection of the 
amount actually due. However, the amount actually paid shall 
constitute a credit against the amount actually due. 

Section 10. Any distributor, storer or dealer against whom 
shall be imposed any tax authorized by this Act who shall violate 
any provisions of this Act, or shall fail to comply with any reason¬ 
able rule or regulation promulgated hereunder, may be restrained, 
and proper prosecution instituted in the name of said County by the 
Attorney General of the State of Alabama, or by such counsel as 
the governing body of said County shall direct, from distributing, 
selling, storing or withdrawing from storage any gasoline the sale 
or withdrawal of which is taxable until such person shall have com¬ 
plied with the provisions of this Act. 

Section 11. Each agent of any railroad company, bus or truck 
operator or other transportation company or agency operating in 
Balwin County shall report to the governing body of said County 
on the first day of October, January, April and July of each year all 
shipments of gasoline as defined in this Act or substitute therefor 
handled by him or through the station or office at which he is the 
agent, and delivered to any person in Baldwin County, Alabama, 
during the preceding three months, giving the names and address 
of the consignor or consignee shipping and receiving said gasoline 
or substitute therefor and the number of gallons or pounds con¬ 
tained in each and every shipment. 

Section 12. Whenever there shall be imposed a tax of more 
than one cent per gallon under this Act, the several municipalities • 
in Baldwin County, Alabama, shall not thereafter impose an excise 
tax for the sale, distribution, storage or withdrawal from storage of 
gasoline as defined in this Act, and any tax which any municipality 
has theretofore imposed upon the business of selling, distributing, 
storing or withdrawal from storage of gasoline shall, upon the impo¬ 
sition of a tax in excess of one cent per gallon authorized under this 
Act, cease and determine, and any municipal ordinance imposing any 
such tax shall be void and of no further effect, and any municipal- 
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ity levying or assessing or imposing any tax upon the business of 
selling, distributing, storing or withdrawing from storage of gaso¬ 
line after approval of this Act shall be by the said municipality 
levied, assessed and imposed within the full purview of this Act and 
shall be valid only to the time when a tax on such business shall 
be imposed by the governing body of such County under this Act 
in excess of one cent per gallon. 

Section 13. Except as herein otherwise provided, the proceeds 
of any tax imposed under authority of this Act shall be used ex¬ 
clusively for the surfacing and maintenance of public roads and 
bridges in Baldwin County, with such construction only as may be 
necessary to complete the system of primary roads heretofore 
adopted by the governing body of the County. This Act forbidding 
municipalities in Baldwin County to impose an excise tax on the 
business of selling, distributing, storing or withdrawing from stor¬ 
age of gasoline from and after the imposition of such tax under this 
Act, in excess of one cent per gallon, the said County, through its 
governing body, whenever it shall impose a tax hereunder in ex¬ 
cess of one cent per gallon, shall apportion and pay over to each 
municipality in such county that proportionate part of the proceeds 
of such tax produced by one cent of such levy which the population 
of each of such municipalities represents to the population of the 
County. The portion of such tax apportioned to the municipalities 
shall be used only for the maintenance and repair and surfacing of 
public streets, roads and alleys in such municipalities. 

Section 14. Upon the request of the governing body of such 
County, the State Tax Commission of Alabama, with the approval 
of the Governor, may collect the tax imposed under this Act for 
and on behalf of Baldwin County; and in that event it is given all 
the powers, jurisdiction, authority and privileges granted to the 
governing body of Baldwin County hereunder, and all reports, pay¬ 
ments and information required to be made, paid or given to the 
governing body of such County shall be made, paid or given to the 
State Tax Commission under the penalties and subject to the prose¬ 
cution prescribed herein. This section being for the benefit of the 
County, the State Tax Commission and the State of Alabama, shall 
be chargeable only with the tax actually collected by it. The 
• State Tax Commission, upon the collection of such tax, shall, with¬ 
in five days remit the same to the governing body of Baldwin 
County. 

Section 15. The authority given by this Act to impose an ex¬ 
cise tax on gasoline is conditioned upon the State’s not imposing 
an excise tax which together with the gasoline excise taxes now be¬ 
ing imposed by the State will be in excess of or equal to six cents 
a gallon, and if the State gasoline excise taxes shall be increased, the 
amount of tax authorized hereunder shall be diminished by such 
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amount as will make the State and County gasoline excise taxes not 
in excess of six cents per gallon, and if the State gasoline excise 
tax shall be six cents or more per gallon, then the tax authorized 
by this Act shall not be imposed so long as the State gasoline excise 
taxes are equal to or in excess of six cents per gallon. 

Section 16. Before an attachment is levied under authority of 
this act, the governing body of said county shall first submit the 
question as to whether or not such tax shall be levied, the length of 
time it shall run and the rate of the tax, to the qualified electors of 
said county at an election, which said election shall be called in the 
following manner: The governing body of such county shall pass 
a resolution reciting that in the opinion of the said governing body 
it is to the interest of said county that such tax be levied for the pur¬ 
poses authorized in this act and calling upon the Probate Judge, the 
Sheriff and the Circuit Clerk of said County to call an election for 
the purpose of submitting to the qualified electors the question as 
to whether or not the tax authorized hereunder shall be levied, 
stating the rate proposed and the time which the said tax shall run. 
Upon such certificate the Probate Judge, the Sheriff and Clerk of 
said County shall by proclamation call an election which proclama¬ 
tion shall be in substance as follows: “To the Electors of Baldwin 
County, Alabama: The governing body of said county having 
passed a resolution reciting that it is to the interest of the County 
that an excise tax of not less than (stating the amount of said tax) 
cents be imposed on persons, corporations, copartnerships, com¬ 
panies, agencies or associations engaged in the business of selling, 
distributing, storing, or withdrawing from storage for any purpose 
whatever gasoline or other liquid motor fuels or devices or substi¬ 
tutes therefor in Baldwin County, Alabama, for a period of (here 
insert the length of time tax should run), and which said resolution 
requests the undersigned officials to call an election to submit to 
the qualified electors the aforesaid proposition; Now, Therefore, an 
election be and is hereby called to be held at the several polling

or not the said tax shall be levied in this county and shall be voted 
upon by the qualified voters of said county.

To Authorize And Require The County Of Mobile To Hereafter Pay And 
Reimburse The City of Mobile A Portion Of The Cost Of Operating, 
Maintaining And Keeping In Repair The City Hospital Of The City Of 
Mobile; To Prescribe How The City Shall Keep An Account Of Such 
Expenditures And Present Its Claim Therefor To The County And The 
Time Of Payment Thereof By The County, And To Prescribe A Rule 
Of Evidence In Any Suit Or Suits Hereafter Brought By The City 
Against The County To Recover Of The County Its Proportionate Part 
Of Any Such Expenditures; Provide How Admissions To Said Hospital 
Shall Be Made, And To Repeal All Laws In Conflict Herewith. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama as follows : 

Section 1: That the County of Mobile shall be, and it is here¬ 
by authorized and required to hereafter pay to the City of Mobile, 
one-half of the cost of operating, maintaining and keeping in repair, 
the City Hospital of the City of Mobile. If the City shall contract, 
hire or let out the operation of the hospital to any society, organ¬ 
ization, association or agency, then the amounts paid by the City 
for the operation of the hospital, pursuant to such contract, shall be 
deemed a part of the cost of operating the same within the meaning 
of this Act and the County shall pay the City its said proportionate 
part thereof. 

Section 2. Admissions to the said City Hospital shall be made 
upon certificate of the Mayor of the City, or Chairman of the Board 
of Revenue and Road Commissioners of the County, provided that 
either the Board of Commissioners of the City of Mobile or the 
Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners of the county may by 
resolution duly spread upon the minutes, appoint a licensed physi¬ 
cian to act for the City or the County, as the case may be, in the 
matter of passing upon and issuing certificates of admission to said 
institution. The City shall cause to be kept an accurate account 
of the numer of persons admitted to said institution for treatment 
which cannot be given at the City Dispensary, and who are at the 
same time fit subjects for public charity. 

Section 3. Said City shall cause to be opened and kept, and 
account to be entitled, “City Hospital Account/' wherein shall be 
entered and kept an accurate and true account of the amount ex¬ 
pended by the City each month for operating, maintaining and 
keeping in repair the City Hospital of the said City of Mobile, and 
on or before the 20th day of each month, shall file with the Board 
of Revenue and Road Commissioners of the said County, an account 
of the amount expended by the City during the preceding calendar 
month for any and all such purposes. Said account shall be veri¬ 
fied by the affidavit of the City Comptroller, or other person having 
knowledge of the correctness thereof. It shall be the duty of the 
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Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners, after examination of 
the said account, and on finding the same correct, to pay to the City 
one-half of the amount thereof out of the County Treasury, such 
payment to be made on or before the 10th day of the month fol¬ 
lowing the presentation and filing of such account. 

Section 4: In any suit or proceeding hereafter brought by the 
City against the County, to recover of the County its proportionate 
part of any such expenditures, the books of the City containing the 
City’s account of such expenditures, when supported by the testi¬ 
mony of the City Comptroller or other person having charge of 
the keeping of the books of said City, that said books were kept 
in the regular course of operating the Accounting Department of 
said City, and that he believes them to be accurate and true, shall 
be admissible in evidence, and shall be taken and considered as 
prima facie establishing the correctness of the facts and account 
shown thereby.

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the boundaries of the city of Mobile in this 
State be, and the same are hereby altered and re-arranged so as to 
include within the corporate limits of the said city of Mobile all that 
territory embraced within the following lines: Commence at a 
point which is the intersection of the south bank of Three Mile 
Creek with the west bank of Mobile River; thence run due east to 
a point of intersection with the St. Stephens Meridian; thence due 
south along said St. Stephens Meridian to a point of intersection 
with the township line between T-4-S and T-5-S; thence due west 
along said township line between T-4-S and T-5-S to a point which 
is due south of a point on the south line of Government Street, 
which point on said south line of Government Street is 10)4 feet 
eastwardly of the southeast corner, or intersection, of Government 
Street and Weinacker Avenue (formerly Mary's Lane), as measured 
along the south line of Government Street; thence from said point 
on the township line between T-4-S and T-5-S and running due 
north along a line to a point of intersection with the east and west 
section line between Sections 28 and 33, T-4-S, R-l-W; thence due 
west between Sections 28 and 33, T-4-S, R-l-W and Sections 29 
and 32, T-4-S, R-l-W, to a point of intersection with the east bank 
of Bayou Durand, or Eslava Creek; thence meandering northwardly

BE IT FURTHER ENACTED that all territory 
brought within the corporate limits of the City of Mobile under the 
provisions of this Act and not heretofore included in said city limits, 
and all property having a situs within the territory brought within 
the corporate limits of the City under the provisions of this Act and 
not heretofore included in said city limits shall be exempt from City 
taxes, and the payment of all taxes to the City for a period of three 
years from October 1st, 1931. 

Section 4. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED that all territory 
brought within the corporate limits of the City of Mobile under the 
provisions of this Act and not heretofore included in the said city 
limits and all property having a situs within the territory brought 
within corporate limits of the City under the provisions of this Act 
and not heretofore included in said city limits shall be subject to 
the provisions of Sections 1803 and 1814 of the Code of Alabama of 
1923 and each of the said Sections of the said Code shall in all re¬ 
spects apply to the said territory and property. 

Section 5. BE IT FURTHER ENACTED that should any 
provision or Section of this Act be declared invalid or unconstitu¬ 
tional such invalidity or unconstitutionality shall not effect the other 
provisions or Sections of this Act unless each of them in itself is un¬ 
constitutional and invalid. 

Section 6. That this Act shall go into effect on the 30th day 
of September, 1931.

AN ACT 

To provide for a Board of Education for Winston County, Alabama, to pro¬ 
vide for dividing the county into two districts defining the boundaries 
thereof; to provide for the manner in which said Board is to be selected; 
to provide for the terms of office of the members thereof and for their 
compensation; and to provide for the duties and responsibilities of the 
members of said Board. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. There is hereby created and established a Board 
of Education for Winston County, Alabama, to be composed of 
five members; one member of said Board shall be the president 
thereof and such president shall be appointed by the Superintendent 
of Education of Alabama, and the other four members thereof shall 
be nominated and elected by the qualified voters in the same man¬ 
ner as other officers of Winston County, Alabama, are nominated 
and elected, except that two members of said Board shall be 
nominated and elected from each of the following districts and by 
the qualified electors of their respective districts only, the said 
county being divided into two districts as follows: District No. 1 
shall be composed of beats or precincts numbered 2, 3, 10 and 11; 
District No. 2 shall be composed of beats or precincts numbered 
1, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, and 9; that these districts shall be constituted tax¬ 
ing districts for the purpose of distributing district 3 mill tax of 
said County; that the members of said Board from District 1 shall 
be elected at the general election held in the year 1932 whose term 
of office of such members shall begin immediately after their elec¬ 
tion and qualification and continue for a term of four years and 
until their successors are elected and qualified; that the members 
of said Board from District No. 2 shall be elected at the general 
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election to be held in the year 1934 the term of office of such 
members shall begin immediately after their election and qualifica¬ 
tion and shall continue for a period of four years and until their 
successors are elected and qualified. That the president of the 
said board shall be elected by the qualified voters in Winston 
County at the general election in 1932 who shall at the time of his 
election be a qualified voter of said county and who shall hold 
office for a term of four years or until his successor is elected and 
qualified and whose successor shall be elected at the general elec¬ 
tion in 1936 and every four years thereafter. 

Section 2. The said Board of Education for Winston County, 
Alabama, shall have the same rights, power, duty, and authority as 
is now conferred by the general laws of Alabama on county boards 
of education and shall perform and exercise the same duties as is 
now required by such boards of education, and they shall receive 
for their services as members of said Board the same compensation 
as is now provided under the general laws of Alabama for members 
of county boards of education.

Section 2. That for the purpose of this Act and the enforce¬ 
ment thereof, the said County of Limestone is hereby divided into 
four (4) subdivisions, to be known as Districts, and numbered re¬ 
spectively from one (1) to four (4) both inclusive.

Section 4. That at the general election to be held in 1932, the 
members of said Board from Districts Number Two and Four, shall 
be elected by the qualified electors of the entire County, and the 
term of office of the said chairman and the said members shall com¬ 
mence on the first Tuesday after the second Monday in January 
next succeeding their election, and they shall hold office for a period 
of four years and until their successors are elected and qualified,

the districts or of any subdivision of said County less than the 
whole county by any primary election, caucus or convention is here¬ 
by prohibited. 

Section 6. The Chairman of the said Board shall be a resident 
of the County continuously during his term of office, and each mem¬ 
ber of said Board shall be a resident of the District for which he is 
elected and shall reside in said District continuously during his 
term of office. 

Section 7. Should any vacancy occur in the said Board of 
Revenue, such vacancy shall be filled by appointment of the Gov¬ 
ernor for the unexpired term. 

Section 8. That the said Board of Revenue shall have the 
power and authority to direct and control the property of the 
County as it may deem expedient and according to law; to levy 
general and special taxes for particular County purposes according 
to the provisions of the laws of the State of Alabama, general or 
special; to examine, settle and allow accounts and claims charge- 
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able against the County; to examine and audit accounts of all offi¬ 
cers having the management, collection or disbursement of money 
belonging to the County or appropriated for its use or benefit.. 

Section 9. That the said Board shall have all of the jurisdic¬ 
tion and all of the powers which are now or may hereafter be by 
law vested in the Boards of Revenue of this State, and the several 
members of the said Board of Revenue of Limestone County shall 
respectively perform all the duties and services and render all the 
powers which are or may be required by law of the members of the 
Board of Revenue. 

Section 10. That all the general laws heretofore and hereafter 
enacted by the Legislature of Alabama, in relation to the jurisdic¬ 
tion, powers, authorities or duties of Boards of Revenue in this 
State, shall apply to the said Board of Revenue of Limestone Coun¬ 
ty, except so much of the said general laws as may relate to the 
mode of selection of said Board of Revenue, provided that this Act 
shall not be construed to impair the jurisdiction and authority of 
the said Board. 

Section 11. That the said Board shall have the power and 
authority to compromise the outstanding debts of Limestone Coun¬ 
ty, to examine into and pass upon the regularity of warrants al¬ 
ready issued, to classify and register outstanding warrants, and 
may pledge the credit of the county to raise money to discharge 
the same as it is now or may hereafter be provided by law. 

Section 12. That the chairman of the said Board of Revenue is 
required to give his entire time and attention to the business of 
said Board. He shall sign the minutes of the proceedings of the 
said Board and shall sign all warrants drawn on the county Treas¬ 
ury, or orders for the payment or disbursement of money or funds 
for the County. It is hereby made the duty of the said chairman 
to receive and prepare the business and obtain information for the 
sessions of the said Board, and to see to the execution of all orders 
of the said Board. He shall be the purchasing agent for said Coun¬ 
ty, but may not purchase over $100.00 worth of supplies at one time 
without the approval of at least two other members of the Board. 
Requisitions for supplies of all kinds needed by the various officers 
of Limestone County shall be made to said Chairman of the Board 
of Revenue, who alone shall have the authority to purchase the 
same within the limitations above set out. Competitive bids shall 
be sought on all purchases for the county amounting to $500.00 or 
more. 

Section 13. That the majority of the said Board shall consti¬ 
tute a quorum for the conducting of business, and no funds belong¬ 
ing to the county shall be drawn out or paid out except as author¬ 
ized by the said Board, and a proper list and registry of all sums 
drawn or paid out and the nature of the claim and the name of the 
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person in whose favor drawn or paid out, shall be kept by the Chair¬ 
man of the Board. 

Section 14. The Chairman of the said Board of Revenue shall 
issue all notices required to be given by the said Board and by law, 
shall under the direction of the said Board keep the minutes and 
records of the proceedings of the said Board in a well bound volume 
provided for that purpose, which said records shall be kept in the 
office of the Judge of Probate of said County, and shall be opened 
at all reasonable hours to the inspection of the citizens of said Coun¬ 
ty, and generally to do and perform all such duties and matters as 
may be required of him by the said Board. The minutes of the said 
Board shall be recorded in the minute book provided for that pur¬ 
pose within two (2) days (Sundays excepted) from the adjourn¬ 
ment of any meeting of the said Board, regular or special. 

Section 15. Said Board of Revenue shall be a court of record 
when acting in a judicial capacity. 

Section 16. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of each Court of 
the said County and of the Register in Equity to render to the said 
Board of Revenue, within ten days (10) after adjournment of each 
term of said Court, a list under oath of all fines and forfeitures taken 
and judgments rendered during such term, for the use of the said 
County. 

Section 17. It shall be the duty of the said Board of Revenue 
to cause to be published in some newspaper published in Limestone 
County, Alabama, quarterly, a statement showing the receipts of all 
moneys by the County during the preceding quarter, and from what 
source so received, and a statement of all sums disbursed during 
the preceding quarter and for what and to whom so disbursed. 

Section 18. The said Board of Revenue shall hold its sessions 
or meetings at the Court House in and for Limestone County, and 
executive sessions thereof are hereby expressly prohibited. 

Section 19. The Chairman of the said Board of Revenue shall 
receive a salary of Twenty-one hundred ($2,100.00) Dollars, per am 
num, payable in monthly installments of One Hundred Seventy-five 
($175.00) Dollars, and the actual expenses incurred by him in oper¬ 
ating the county automobile used by him in his official duties. The 
Chairman of the Board of Revenue is required to give his entire 
time and attention to the business of the Board of Revenue; he shall 
be its presiding officer, and in addition to the rights, powers and 
duties prescribed in this Act, he shall exercise and perform all other 
rights and duties in relation to the Board of Revenue, and shall be 
liable to the same penalties in connection therewith as are now 
exercised by the Judges of Probate of the several counties of this 
State as provided under the general law of the State, in relation to 
the Court of County Commissioners. He shall issue warrants to all 
persons whose claims have been allowed by the Board of Revenue 
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and in the same manner and under the same restrictions as same 
have been heretofore issued by the Judge of Probate of Limestone 
County. The other four members of said Board shall receive a 
salary of Seven Hundred Fifty ($750.00) Dollars, per annum, pay¬ 
able monthly, and shall have the supervision, inspection, superin¬ 
tendence and general oversight of all work done on the public roads 
and highways under the general supervision of the Chairman of said 
Board of their respective districts as required of them by law, and 
which duties are hereby made mandatory; they shall also devote 
all of their time to such work during the months of July, August, 
September, and October of each year; all of said salaries and com¬ 
pensations to be paid out of the county treasury, except expenses 
for said chairman of the Board as above provided for, which shall 
be paid out of the road and bridge fund of Limestone County, Ala¬ 
bama. 

Section 20. Each member of said Board is hereby required 
before entering upon the duties of his office, to make and file the 
statutory oath of office together with a bond in some acceptable 
surety company, to be approved by the Judge of Probate of Lime¬ 
stone County, Alabama, payable to Limestone County, Alabama, 
and conditioned for the faithful performance of the duties of their 
respective offices. Said bond and oath to be filed with the Judge 
of Probate of said County. The bond of the Chairman of the said 
Board is hereby fixed at Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars, and 
the bonds of the other four members of the said Board are hereby 
fixed at Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, each. 

Section 21. The Board of Revenue shall hold regular meetings 
on the first and third Mondays in each month and may hold spe¬ 
cial meetings at any time on the call of the Chairman of the Board, 
or of three members entered in writing on the minutes of the Board. 

Section 22. Should the Chairman of the Board of Revenue not 
be an engineer, the members thereof, may employ a competent en¬ 
gineer who shall have charge and supervision of the road work in 
said county, and the said Board shall fix his compensation and pre¬ 
scribe his duties. Said Board shall have the right to discharge the 
said engineer at any time they see fit, without giving any reason 
therefor. The Board of Revenue shall have the right to employ a 
Clerk-stenographer for the Chairman of said Board at a salary of 
not to exceed $90.00 per month. Said Board shall have the right to 
discharge the said clerk-stenographer at any time they see fit, with¬ 
out giving any reason therefor. 

Section 23. Should any section or part of this Act be declared 
unconstitutional, the other parts of the Act shall nevertheless re¬ 
main in full force and effect. 

Section 24. That this Act shall become effective immediately 
upon its approval by the Governor of Alabama, at which time the 
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said Court of County Commissioners of Limestone County, Ala¬ 
bama, as now constituted, shall be abolished and shall cease to exist 
in and for said County. 

Section 25. That all laws and parts of laws, general or special, 
in conflict with the provisions of this Act, be and the same are 
repealed.

To provide a closed season during the months of April and May on all fish 
in the public waters of Elmore and Tallapoosa Counties; to prohibit the 
sale of all fish except minnows, catfish and carp taken from the public 
waters of these counties at any season of the year; apd to provide for 
penalties for the violation of this Act. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corpora¬ 
tion to take, catch, kill, destroy or attempt to take, catch, kill or 
destroy any fish of any kind whatsoever from or in the public wa¬ 
ters of Elmore and Tallapoosa Counties from and including the first 
day of April each year to and including the last day of May each 
year. 

Section 2. It shall be unlawful to sell or attempt to sell any 
fish taken from the waters of Elmore and Tallapoosa Counties at 
any time or season of the year, except that minnows for bait, catfish 
and carp may be sold provided that such fish are taken legally dur¬ 
ing the open season on same. 

Section 3. Any person who violates any provision of this Act 
shall upon conviction be punished by a fine of not less than $25.00, 
nor more than $50.00 for each offense. 

Section 4. All laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith are 
hereby expressly repealed. If any provision hereof shall be held 
to be unconstitutional by the Supreme Court of Alabama, such hold¬ 
ing shall not affect any other provision of this act. 

Section 5. This act shall become effective upon the approval 
of the Governor.

to fix the duties of the Probate Judge with reference to such Board 
of Revenue, and to abolish the Court of County Commissioners of 
Houston County,” approved August 24, 1915, be and the same is 
hereby repealed. 
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Section 4. That the Board of Revenue, as heretofore consti¬ 
tuted and existing in Houston County, Alabama, under the pro¬ 
visions of the acts hereby repealed, is hereby abolished, and in lieu 
thereof there is hereby created a Court of County Commissioners, 
of and for said County, to be composed of the Judge of Probate, as 
ex-officio member and chairman, and three commissioners. The 
said three commissioners'shall be elected each by the qualified 
electors of his Commissioner’s District at the general election to be 
held on the first Tuesday after the first Monday in November, 1934, 
and shall assume the duties of office on the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January, following their election, and shall hold 
office for a period of four years and until their successors are elected 
and qualified. 

Section 5. That Houston County is hereby divided into three 
Commissioners Districts, as follows: District No. 1 shall embrace 
and be composed of Beats numbered One, Two, Four, Five, Six 
and Seven; District No. 2 shall embrace and be composed of Beats 
numbered Three and Nine; District No. 3 shall embrace and be 
composed of Beats numbered Eight, Ten, Eleven, Twelve, Thirteen 
and Fourteen. One member of said Court of County Commission¬ 
ers, hereby created, shall be elected from each of the above Commis¬ 
sioners Districts, and he must be a resident of, and a qualified elec¬ 
tor in, the district from which he is elected. The compensation of 
each of said commissioners shall be Three Hundred Dollars per an¬ 
num, to be paid in equal monthly installments, out of the general 
funds of the County, on warrants drawn by the Judge of Probate. 

Section 6. That there is hereby conferred upon said Court of 
County Commissioners of Houston County, and the members there¬ 
of, all of the general authority, powers and duties now provided, or 
which may hereafter be provided, for Commissioners Courts, under 
the general laws of the State of Alabama, and the amendments 
thereto, not inconsistent with the provisions of this act, and for all 
of the acts of said Court equal, several and joint liability is hereby 
fixed upon the members thereof. 

Section 7. That the members of the Board of Revenue of Hous¬ 
ton County, as heretofore constituted and existing under the pro¬ 
visions of the acts hereby repealed, shall hold over in office and be 
and function as a Court of County Commissioners, under the terms 
and provisions of this act, until their successors are duly elected and 
qualified, and shall exercise the same powers and authority, per¬ 
form the same duties, and receive the same compensation, as hereby 
and herein provided for and required of the Court of County Com¬ 
missioners, and the members thereof. 

Section 8. That in case of a vacancy in the Court of County 
Commissioners, such vacancy shall be filled by appointment of the 
Governor of the State, and the person appointed shall hold office for 
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the remainder of the term and until his successor is elected and 
qualified. 

Section 9. That there is hereby created in and for Houston 
County, Alabama, the office of County Road Supervisor, which 
office shall be held and administered by an experienced road builder 
and who shall be a competent civil engineer, who shall be elected 
or appointed by the Court of County Commissioners or Board of 
Revenue holding over, under the provisions of this act, within sixty 
days after its approval by the Governor, and his term of office shall 
begin immediately after his election or appointment and shall ex¬ 
pire on Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1935, and 
when his successor is elected or appointed and qualified, and said 
Court of County Commissioners and their successors shall, immedi¬ 
ately after their election, qualification and assumption of office, 
elect or appoint his successor, who shall serve for a period of four 
years and until his successor is elected and qualified, unless removed 
by said Board for cause. 

Section 10. That said County Road Supervisor shall have the 
general supervision and care of maintaining, repairing and improv¬ 
ing the public roads and bridges of the County, and the building of 
new roads and bridges, when such new roads or bridges are estab¬ 
lished by said Court of County Commissioners. He shall, with the 
approval of said Court of County Commissioners, employ and fix 
the compensation of all agents, assistants, overseers, workmen and 
laborers, required for said work, and shall, with the counsel, assist¬ 
ance and approval of said Court, purchase all necessary road ma¬ 
chinery, material, teams, tools, supplies and equipment, as herein¬ 
after provided, used in and about the work on the public roads and 
bridges of the County, and he shall perform all such other duties 
relating to the maintenance, improvement or construction of high¬ 
ways and bridges as may be required of him by the general laws of 
the State or by the Court of County Commissioners of Houston 
County. Said County Road Supervisor shall receive as compensa¬ 
tion for his services the sum of not more than Three Thousand Dol¬ 
lars ($3,000.00), per annum, to be fixed by said Court of County 
Commissioners, payable in equal monthly installments, out of the 
gasoline tax funds or any other available funds of the County, upon 
warrants drawn by the Judge of Probate, and in addition thereto he 
shall be provided by said Court of County Commissioners, or Board 
of Revenue holding over, with the necessary means of transporta¬ 
tion to enable him to discharge the duties of his office. 

Section 11. That before entering upon the duties of his office, 
said County Road Supervisors shall make and enter into a surety 
bond, of not less than Two thousand Dollars nor more than Five 
thousand Dollars, to be fixed by said Court of County Commis¬ 
sioners, payable to Houston County, Alabama, for the faithful dis- 
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charge and performance of the duties of his office and for the faith¬ 
ful accounting for all moneys or property of said County which 
may come into his possession or custody, which said bond must be 
made by a surety company authorized and qualified to do business 
in the State of Alabama, and be approved by said Court of County 
Commissioners. 

Section 12. That if said Board of Revenue holding over and 
functioning as a Court of County Commissioners under the terms 
of this act, should fail for more than sixty days after the approval 
of this act by the Governor, to elect or appoint a County Road Su¬ 
pervisor for Houston County, or if at any time a vacancy should 
occur in said office and said Board of Revenue, or Court of County 
Commissioners, after they are qualified, should fail for an equal 
period of time to fill such vacancy, the Governor of Alabama shall 
fill said office by appointment, and the appointee shall serve for the 
remainder of the term and until his successor is duly elected and 
qualified as herein provided and if no salary has been fixed, for said 
County Road Supervisor, the Governor is hereby authorized and 
empowered to fix same, within the limits prescribed by this act. 

Section 13. That no purchase, or contract to purchase, any 
road or bridge materials, teams, tools, machinery, supplies or equip¬ 
ment shall be made, or any contract for the construction, mainte¬ 
nance or repair of any bridge or road let, if the amount involved, 
or the value thereof, exceeds $50.00, except to the lowest respon¬ 
sible bidder, and where the amount of purchase to be made, or con¬ 
tract to be let, is in excess of $50.00 and less than $250.00, two weeks 
written notice must be given that bids will be received for such pur¬ 
chases or contracts, by posting same on the bulletin board at the 
front of the County Court House; and if the amount of purchase 
to be made or contract to be let be in excess of $250.00, notice must 
be given that bids will be received for such purchases or contracts 
by advertising same for a period of 30 days, by publication once a 
week for two consecutive weeks, in a newspaper published in Hous¬ 
ton County. And in addition to the above notice or notices, if the 
amount be in excess of $250.00, the chairman of said Court of Coun¬ 
ty Commissioners shall give written notice by Registered mail, with 
return receipt requested, of such contemplated purchase or pur¬ 
chases, to at least three merchants or dealers in the goods or ma¬ 
terials to be purchased, and like notice of any contract to be let, to 
at least three contracts engaged in the work contemplated. Such 
notice or notices, together with return receipt, must be recorded in 
and become a part of the Minutes of the Court of County Commis¬ 
sioners of Houston County. Any and all contracts made and en¬ 
tered into, or purchases made, by the Court of County Commission¬ 
ers, or County Road Supervisor of Houston County, in violation of 
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the terms of this section shall be null and void, and it shall be un¬ 
lawful for the Probate Judge to issue a warrant in payment of 
same. 

Section 14. That candidates for the Court of County Commis¬ 
sioners of Houston County, Alabama, shall be nominated in the 
primary next preceding the general election at which time they 
shall be elected. 

Section 15. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Section 16. That if any section, provision, clause or portion of 
this act shall be declared, by a court of competent jurisdiction, to be 
invalid or unconstitutional same shall not be held to affect any 
other section, provision, clause or portion of this act, but same shall 
remain in full force and effect. 

Section 17. That the provisions of this act shall take effect 
immediately upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT 

To provide for a better system of roads in Lamar County, State of Alabama, 
and to provide ways and means by which said system may be maintained 
and effected and to provide penalties for the violation of any provision of 
said act. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the Court of County Commissioners of Lamar 
County, Alabama, are hereby invested with general superintend¬ 
ence of the public roads and highways, bridges, and ferries, within 
said County of Lamar, and may establish new and change and dis¬ 
continue old roads and bridges in said county so as to render travel 
safe and convenient as practicable; to this end they are given legisla¬ 
tive, judicial and executive powers, except as limited herein. They 
may make, establish, promulgate and enforce rules and regulations, 
make and enter into such contracts as may be necessary or that may 
be deemed necessary or advisable, by such courts, to build, con¬ 
struct, make, improve, and maintain a good system of public roads 
and bridges or ferries in said county and to regulate the use there¬ 
of. 

Section 2. That it shall be unlawful for any person, firm, cor¬ 
poration, or association of persons, to violate any rule, regulation, 
provision, or law, that is adopted, made or promulgated by the 
Court of County Comsmisioners, under the authority conferred by 
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this act, relating to the use, control, care, working, operation, build¬ 
ing, constructing or maintenance of any public road, bridge or fer¬ 
ry, and any person, firm, corporation, or association of persons, 
violating the same, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction, shall be fined not less than five dollars, nor more 
than fifty dollars and in addition thereto may be sentenced to hard 
labor for Lamar County, Alabama, for not more than thirty days 
either or both, and each violation thereof, shall constitute a sepa¬ 
rate offense. 

Section 3. That the Court of County Commissioners of said 
County, may transfer to the road fund of the county any part of any 
surplus of the General funds of the County, in the County Treas¬ 
ury, whenever in the judgment of the court it will promote the 
interest of the county to make such transfer. Such funds when so 
transferred to be used as the funds in the regular road fund are 
used, and to be known as special road fund of Lamar County, Ala¬ 
bama. 

Section 4. That for the purpose of putting into operation this 
system of building, operating and maintaining the public roads and 
bridges of Lamar County, said county is hereby divided into road 
districts, each election precinct in said county, to constitute a sepa¬ 
rate district and it shall be the duty of the Court of County Com¬ 
missioners on the last regular meeting of said Court in the year 
1931, and of each year thereafter, to appoint a Road Commissioner, 
for each of the said districts, in said county, whose term of office 
shall be for not more than one year from the date of his commission 
issued to him as such Road Commissioner, whose duty it shall be 
within the first five days of January of 1932 and each year there¬ 
after, to make a complete list or roll of all persons in his district, 
subject to road duty for that year, showing upon what road said 
person or persons reside and who shall by the 10th. of said month, 
present said list or roll to the Judge of Probate of Lamar County, 
Alabama; that immediately upon the completion of said list or roll 
and before the 10th day of January of 1932 and of each year there¬ 
after said Road Commissioner, shall, notify in writing, keeping a 
copy of same, every person in his district subject to road duty, that 
said person is subject to road duty in Lamar County, Alabama, for 
the year of 1932, and of each year thereafter, and that such person 
may discharge that duty by paying to said Road Commissioner, be¬ 
fore the 1st day of February 1932 and each year thereafter, the sum 
of Five Dollars in lawful currency; that said Road commissioner 
shall have a book of receipts with the name and address, and the 
road upon which said person has been apportioned, for road duty, 
with the amount of the road tax due by said person, together with 
stub attached, which receipt, upon payment of said road tax, shall 
be detached from said stub and given to the person, paying said road 
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tax, and which book of stubs and all receipts, not issued, shall at 
the last meeting of the Court of County Commissioners Court of 
each year, be turned over to the said Court of County Commission¬ 
ers and checked by said Court so as to see if all moneys collected 
by said Road Commissioner has been properly paid over; That said 
Road Commissioner, shall on or before the 15th. day of February 
1932 and each succeeding year, thereafter, pay over to the Judge of 
Probate of Lamar County, all moneys collected by him and take 
his receipt for same; That said Road Commissioner, shall after the 
10th day of February 1932 and of each year thereafter, when any 
work is to be done on any public road in said road commissioner’s 
district, warn all persons in said district, subject to road duty, on 
the road on which said work is to be performed, by giving said per¬ 
son subject to road duty, two days notice in person or in writing, to 
be left at the residence of said person liable to road duty, to meet 
him at such time and place, as the said Road Commissioners may ap¬ 
point, with such implements, tools or property with which to work 
on said road, as he may direct. 

Section 5. That any person, liable to road duty in Lamar 
County, Alabama, who fails or refuses after legal notice to work on 
the public road, either in person or by substitute without a suffi¬ 
cient excuse shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on con¬ 
viction, shall be fined not less than five nor more than Fifty Dollars 
and may also be imprisoned in the county jail, or sentenced to hard 
labor for said county, for not more than thirty days and the fine 
collected in said prosecution, if paid, shall be paid over to the 
Judge of Probate and be paid out by orders of the Commissioners 
Court of said County, and expended on the road, on which said road 
defaulter was subject to road duty; That it shall be the duty of the 
road commissioner of each road district, to report all violations of 
law in regard to road duty, in his district, where persons subject to 
road duty have failed or refused to perform said duty, without suf¬ 
ficient excuse; and it shall also be the duty of said Road Commis¬ 
sioner, to prosecute all persons in his district, who shall violate any 
of the rules, laws or regulations of this act, by making complaint in 
the County Court of Lamar County, Alabama; That the said Road 
Commissioner of each district shall act as overseer on the public 
roads in his district and shall work the road hands who have not 
paid commutation fee, under the district supervision of the County 
Commissioner of the district, in which said Road Commissioner is 
acting; That said Road Commissioner of each road district shall 
receive for his services as such road commissioner, such compensa¬ 
tion, as may be fixed by order of the Court of County Commission¬ 
ers of Lamar County, not to exceed Two Dollars and fifty cents per 
day, which said amount shall be paid out by the treasurer of said 
road fund, under an order of the Court of County Commissioners of 
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Lamar County Alabama on a warrant issued by Judge of Probate 
of Lamar County Alabama at the regular monthly meeting of said 
Court. 

Section 6. That every male person in said county, who is over 
the age of eighteen years and under the age of forty-five years not 
exempt by law, shall be subject to road duty and shall be required 
to work on the public road or bridges for not more than eight days 
in each year and of eight hours actual work each day; provided 
however, that any person subject to road duty may be relieved from 
said duty by paying to the Road Commissioner of his road district, 
the sum of five dollars, per annum on or before the 1st day of Feb¬ 
ruary of each year, which said sum of money shall be expended for 
the maintenance, working or improvement of the public road or 
bridge on which said person, subject to said road duty was appor¬ 
tioned; that all persons subject to road duty who shall move into 
said county after the 5th. day of January in any year, shall be liable 
to road duty for the remainder of the year at the rate of eight days 
work for the remaining part of said year and shall have the option 
of paying the sum of five dollars to the Road Commissioner of his 
district, or the proportionate part of five dollars, after moving into 
said county or of working the eight days or the proportionate part 
thereof, as other persons in his district are required to do. 

Section 7. That the County Treasurer of Lamar County, Ala¬ 
bama, is hereby made the Treasurer of the road funds collected un¬ 
der this act and shall not pay out said funds except by order of the 
Commissioners Court of said County; And that said County Treas¬ 
urer shall serve as Treasurer of said road fund without having to 
execute additional bond. 

Section 8. That the several road commissioners of the differ¬ 
ent road districts in said county, shall before entering upon their 
duties as such road commissioner, execute a bond with good and 
sufficient sureties in the sum of Five Hundred Dollars payable to 
Lamar County, Alabama, conditioned for the faithful performance 
of his duties as such road commissioner, and to promptly account 
for all monies or property that comes into his hands as such road 
commissioner. 

Section 9. That each dollar collected from a person subject to 
road duty, and paid by such person, to discharge that road duty, 
shall be expended only on the road on which such person, who 
pays said money is subject to work in the discharge of said road 
duty if not paid within the time allowed by this act for the payment 
of said road tax except the expenses incurred in putting the act into 
effect. 

Section 10. That before any money shall be paid out of this 
road fund, a sworn itemized claim account, shall be presented to 
the Court of County Commissioners of Lamar County Alabama 
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by the road commissioner of the road district in which said money is 
to be or has been expended. 

Section 11. That it shall be the duty of the Judge of Probate 
to enter the names of all persons turned over to him by the road 
commissioner of each road district in suitable book and to furnish 
to said road commissioners of each road district, receipt books as 
required by this act and to furnish such other supplies and station¬ 
ery as is necessary for the proper administration of this law, such 
books and other supplies to be paid for out of the funds collected 
as road tax under this act. 

Section 12. That the Court of County Commissioners of La¬ 
mar County Alabama are given the right of eminent domain, for the 
purpose of acquiring right of way for the establishing, building and 
changing public roads and bridges in Lamar County, Alabama, pro¬ 
vided that when an appeal is taken from the assessment of damages 
in a condemnation proceeding brought by said county, such appeal 
shall not deprive the county when a judgment of condemnation 
was had, of a right of entry for any and all purposes named in the 
condemnation proceedings, provided the amount of damages as¬ 
sessed shall have been paid into court in money and a bond shall 
have been given in not less than double the amount of damages as¬ 
sessed with good and sufficient sureties to be approved by the clerk 
of the court to which the appeal is taken, conditioned to pay the 
owner or owners of such property, such damages as such owner or 
owners may sustain. 

Section 13. That the right of way is granted to any person, 
corporation or association of persons having a right to construct 
telegraph or telephone lines within this state, to construct lines 
along the margin of the highway, subject to removal, change, and 
conditions by the Court of County Commissioners of Lamar Coun¬ 
ty, Alabama. 

Section 14. That there be, three grades of roads in Lamar 
County Alabama, which said grades are first grade, second grade, 
and third grade roads; That a first grade road shall not be less than 
66 feet in width; That a second grade road shall not be less than 
Forty feet in width and that a third grade road shall not be less than 
thirty feet in width. 

Section 15. That it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation to put, leave or allow to be put or left on any public 
highway of Lamar County, any logs, lumber, timber, machinery, 
pieces of wagons, buggies, automobiles or any obstruction of any 
kind, in such manner as to interfere with the safety or convenience 
of any person or persons traveling said road or highway, and any 
person, firm or corporation violating this section, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and on conviction be fined not less than 
five dollars nor more than fifty dollars for each offense and it shall 
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be the duty of each road commissioner of said county, to look after 
violations of this character, and to report such violations to the 
Judge of the County Court of Lamar County, Alabama and to pros¬ 
ecute such violators of said law in the County Court of Lamar 
County, Alabama. 

Section 16. That if any section of this Act is declared uncon¬ 
stitutional, it will not invalidate any other provision in said Act. 

Section 17. That all laws or parts of laws in conflict with the 
Act be and the same are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To prescribe and regulate the purchase of books, stationery, blanks, supplies, 
materials, appliances and equipment for the several county offices, court¬ 
house, jail, almshouse and convict camps of Etowah County, Alabama* 
and to define the powers and duties of the Board of Revenue of Etowah 
County with reference thereto. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That from and after the passage of this Act, it 
shall be the duty of the Board of Revenue of Etowah County, Ala¬ 
bama, to purchase all books, stationery, blanks, supplies, materials, 
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appliances and equipment required by the Probate Judge, Sheriff, 
Register of the Circuit Court, Clerks of the Circuit Court and 
other Courts that may be created, Tax Assessor, Tax Collector, 
Coroner and Solicitor, for their respective offices, and all supplies 
of any kind or description and materials, appliances and equip¬ 
ment for the County Courthouse, Jail, Almshouse, Convict Camps 
and all other county offices. That it shall be the duty of said 
Board of Revenue to purchase the same at the best prices obtain¬ 
able, delivered at Gadsden, Alabama, receiving competitive bids 
therefor when practicable. 

Section 2. That such Books, stationery, blanks, supplies, ma¬ 
terials, appliances and equipment shall be furnished only upon 
written requisition setting forth the articles needed and signed by 
the officer for whose office said artcles are requested, and thereupon 
said Board of Revenue shall make inquiry and ascertain whether 
the articles are necessary before ordering the same, and upon de¬ 
livering them to such officer shall obtain his receipt therefor; and 
all invoices of such purchases, with said requisitions and receipts 
attached, shall be kept on file in alphabetical order as a perma¬ 
nent record subject to inspection by the public at all reasonable 
times. 

Section 3. That the Board of Revenue shall require the offi¬ 
cers so obtaining such articles to be responsible for the same and 
to deliver the unused portion thereof to their successors in office.

That the corporate limits of the Citv of Prichard, 
Alabama shall be and (are hereby) described as follows:— Begin 
at the intersection of the west side of College Street, if extended, 
and the Southern Right of Way line of the Bay Shore Railroad 
thence in an Easterly direction along said Southern right of way 
line to an intersection with the South side of Lorraine Street; 
thence East along the South side of Lorraine Street and the South 
side of Butler Street to the center of the Craft Highway thence 
South along the center of the Craft Highway to its intersection 
with the North line of Section 4 Twp 4 S, R 1 West, thence East 
along the North side of said section to the N.E. corner thereof; 
thence South along the East side of said Section 4 to the North 
side of Sweeney’s Lane thence west and Southwest along the North 
and Northwest side of Sweeneys Lane as same curves to the West 
side of College Street; thence in a Northerly direction along the 
West side of College Street to its intersection with the South right 
of way line of the Bay Shore Railroad, the point of beginning. 

Section 2. The territorial limit herein set out shall be subject 
to the provisions of the charter of the City of Prichard. 

Section 3. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with this 
Act are hereby expressly repealed. 

Section 4. That this Act shall take effect upon its passage.

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That it is hereby made lawful for any person, or 
persons to use fish traps with fingers or slats not less than one 
and one-half inch apart without any other device under, around 
and above the fingers of such trap, or traps, for the purpose of 
taking or catching fish in that part of the Coosa River that lies 
within St. Clair County, Alabama, provided that said fish trap or 
traps and the wings thereof shall not prevent the passage of fish 
up and down said stream. 

Section 2. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this Act, whether general, local or special, be and 
the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. That this Act shall take effect upon its passage and 
approval of the Governor.

AN ACT 

To regulate the Fine and Forfeiture fund of Choctaw County, Alabama; to 
provide for the receipts and disbursements of the same; to authorize and 
require the Commissioners Court of said County to appropriate funds for 
the payment of registered state witness tickets; to prescribe the duties 
of the County Treasurer or other custodian of county funds in relation 
to the receipts and disbursement of these funds, and to prescribe the 
order of priority in which the same shall be paid. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The Commissioners Court of Choctaw County is 
hereby authorized and required to place to the credit of the Fine 
and Forfeiture fund of said county $2500.00 each and every year 
after the passage of this act, in two installments as follows; 
$1250.00 on the first Tuesday in each September, and $1250.00 on 
the first Tuesday in each March, after the passage of this act. 

Section 2. The Treasurer, or other custodian of county funds, 
is required to apply the funds provided for in Section 1 of this 
act exclusively to the payment of registered state witness tickets 
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which are now a claim or which may hereafter become a claim 
against said county, that is, in criminal cases in which the State of 
Alabama has failed to convict. 

Section 3. The Treasurer, or other custodian of county funds, 
is hereby authorized and required to apply the funds provided for 
in Section 1 of this act exclusively as follows: $1500.00 each year 
for the payment of registered state witness tickets which may be 
issued after the passage of this act, and $1000.00 each year for the 
payment of registered state witness tickets which have been is¬ 
sued prior to the passage of this act. 

Section 4. The Commissioners Court of said county is hereby 
authorized and required to issue interest bearing County warrants 
to secure the funds provided for in Section 1 of this act, if such 
funds are not otherwise available. 

Section 5. Within ninety days after the passage of this act, 
owners or holders of Choctaw County registered state witness 
tickets issued prior to the passage of this act, shall present such 
tickets to the Treasurer or other custodian of public funds of said 
county, for re-registration and he shall re-register said tickets and 
keep a complete record of the amounts and dates of the same. 

Section 6. No tickets shall be re-registered as required by Sec¬ 
tion 5 of this act ninety days after the passage of this act, all 
tickets which have not been re-registered within the said ninety 
days, shall lose their priority of registration, and shall not be paid 
until all re-registered tickets shall have been paid. 

Section 7. The Treasurer, or other custodian of public funds 
of said county, shall, ninety days after the passage of this act, 
begin the payment of all re-registered tickets in the order of the 
priority of their original registration, and shall begin the payment 
of all other registered state witness tickets in the order of their 
priority of registration which may be issued after the passage of 
this act, with the respective funds as provided for in Section 3 of 
this act, and shall continue to pay the same until the said funds 
shall have been exhausted. 

Section 8. That should the Commissioners Court or other 
governing body of said Choctaw County, fail to provide the funds 
required by Section 1 of this act, or fail to place the said funds to 
the credit of the Fine and Forfeiture fund of said county, any 
owner or holder of said Choctaw County state witness tickets shall 
have a right of action against said Choctaw County, Alabama, for 
the amount of said tickets, with interest from the issuance of the 
same, and the county shall pay all costs of collection, including a 
reasonable attorney’s fee. 

Section 9. Provided nothing in this act shall prevent officers 
from paying fines with officers’ scrip as now provided for under 
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the General and Local laws governing the Fine and Forfeiture 
fund of Choctaw County, Alabama. 

Section 10. That if any section, clause or provision of this act 
shall be declared to be unconstitutional or held to be void, it shall 
not be held to affect any other section, clause or provision, but the 
same shall remain in full force and effect. 

Section 11. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this act be and the same are hereby repealed.

AN ACT 

To authorized the Board of Revenue of Conecuh County to employ an agent 

of hard labor for said County and to provide that the Clerk of the Circuit 

Court for Conecuh County may act as such agent of hard labor and to 

provide for his compensation. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Sec. 1. That the Board of Revenue of Conecuh County, Ala¬ 
bama, be, and it hereby is, authorized at its discretion to employ 
an agent of hard labor for said County. 

Sec. 2. That said agent of hard labor shall keep all records of 
convicts and make all reports in reference to convicts that are 
required by law to be kept or made by the Judge of Probate, or 
agent of hard labor, for said County. 

Sec. 3. That the Board of Revenue of Conecuh County may 
employ the Clerk of the Circuit Court of Conecuh County to act as 
such agent of hard labor for Conecuh County and the said Clerk 
of the Circuit Court of Conecuh County is hereby authorized and 
empowered to accept such employment and to draw the compen¬ 
sation therefor. 

Sec. 4. That the Board of Revenue of Conecuh County are 
authorized to pay to the agent of hard labor for Conecuh County, 
as compensation for the duties required of him, such amount as it 
may deem just, not exceeding One and 50/100 dollars ($1.50) for 
each convict the record of whom is so kept by the agent of hard 
labor.

AN ACT 

To Provide An Alternative Method Whereby, If And When Any District 
Shall Be Created In Mobile County For The Building And Maintaining 
Of A Seawall Or Other Protection Against Waves, Storm or Flood Or 
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Public Roads Therein, The Commissioners Of Such District May Pro¬ 
ceed To Order And Carry Out And Pay For Any Such Improvement CXr 
Improvements Or Unit Thereof, And Make And Enforce Assessments 
Against Property Benefitted Thereby For The Whole, Or Part Of The 
Cost Thereof, To The Extent Of The Increased Value Of Such Prop¬ 
erty By Reason Of The Special Benefits Derived Or To Be Derived 
From Such Improvements, And Issue And Sell Bonds Of Such District. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1: That if and when any district shall be created in 
Mobile County for the building and maintaining of a seawall, or 
other protection against waves, storm or flood therein, or public 
roads therein, the Commissioners of such district, as an alternative 
method of procedure, may proceed to order and carry out and pay 
for any such improvement or improvements or unit thereof, and 
make and enforce assessments against property benefitted thereby, 
for the whole or part of the cost thereof, to the extent of the in¬ 
creased value of such property by reason of the special benefits 
derived or to be derived from such improvements, and to issue and 
sell bonds of such district in the manner provided in this Act. 

Section 2: Election to proceed under this Act in any of the 
matters aforesaid, shall be evidenced by resolution duly adopted by 
the Commissioners of such district, and spread upon the minutes 
of the Commission, and every resolution adopted by the Commis¬ 
sion in pursuance of this Act shall, when the Commission has de¬ 
termined to proceed as herein authorized, contain a recitation to 
the effect that the same is adopted in pursuance of the power and 
authority contained in this Act. 

PROCEDURE UNDER THIS ACT. 

Section 3: When the Board of Commissioners of such district 
shall determine to establish and construct or build any seawall or 
section thereof and/or public road or section thereof along, abutting 
or as a part of any such seawall or section thereof, or to undertake 
any work which they are authorized to have done, and the cost of 
which, or any part thereof, it is proposed to assess against the 
property protected or otherwise specially benefitted or increased 
in value by said improvements, it shall adopt a resolution to that 
effect describing the nature and extent of the work, the general 
character of the materials to be used, and the location and terminal 
points thereof, and the area in said district which will be bene¬ 
fitted or protected or increased in value by said improvements, 
and shall direct that full details, drawings, plans, specifications and 
surveys of said work and estimates be prepared by the Chief En¬ 
gineer of the Board, or such other person as may be designated in 
such resolution, or the said Board may adopt plans for such work 
already prepared. Such resolution may set out and describe cer¬ 
tain alternative types of materials to be used in constructing said 
improvements, and the Board may require advertisements for pro- 
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posals on the various types enumerated and the final selection by 
the Board of the type of materials from among the alternatives so 
enumerated shall in that event be postponed until the bids shall 
have been received. 

Section 4: Such details, drawings, plans, specifications and 
estimates shall, when completed, be placed on file not later than 
two weeks prior to the date of the meeting hereinafter provided for 
in the office of said Board, where property owners who may be 
affected by such improvements or assessed therefor or for any part 
thereof, may see and examine the same, and the said resolution 
shall appoint a time when the Board will meet, which shall be not 
less than two weeks after the date of the first publication of said 
resolution, to hear any objections or remonstrances that may be 
made to said improvements, the manner of making the same, or 
the character of the material of materials to be used. 

Section 5: Said resolution must be published once a week for 
two consecutive weeks in some newspaper published in the County 
of Mobile and of general circulation therein. A copy of said reso¬ 
lution shall also be sent by registered mail, postage prepaid, to the 
persons last assessed for state and county taxation, the property 
which may be assessed for saiu improvements, at their last known 
addresses, said notices to be so mailed not less than ten days be¬ 
fore the meeting of the Board provided for in the next preceding 
section. The failure of any official charged with the duty of send¬ 
ing such notice, or the failure of any owner of property to receive 
such notice if sent by registered mail as hereinbefore provided, shall 
not invalidate or not in anywise affect any assessment made under 
the provisions of this Act. 

Section 6: At said meeting or at the place and time to which 
the same may be adjourned, all persons whose property may be 
affected or assessed for the proposed improvements or any part of 
the costs thereof, may appear in person or by attorney or by peti¬ 
tion, and object or protest against said improvement, the material 
to be used, or the alternative types of material or any of them from 
which selection is later to be made, if any, and the manner of mak¬ 
ing the same, and said Board shall consider such objections and 
protests, and may confirm, amend, modify or rescind the original 
resolution. 

Section 7: The Board may pay out of the general funds of 
the Board of any such fund that may be provided for the purpose, 
such portion of the costs of the proposed improvement as they see 
proper. The costs of an improvement contemplated by this Act 
shall include the issuance of the preliminary and other surveys and 
the construction and superintendence of such work, printing and 
publishing the estimates and resolution required, including notice 
of assessment, the cost of construction and of preparing bonds, and 
interest on money borrowed during the construction, or on bonds 
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when the bonds had been used on anticipation of the collection of 
the assessment, or any other expenses necessary for the completion 
of such improvement. 

Section 8: If the Board shall finally order the making of the 
proposed improvement or improvements, notice shall be given ask¬ 
ing for bids for such work, which notice sKall describe in a general 
way the actual or approximate quantities of such work and the 
types of materials, including alternatives, if any, to be employed, 
and shall be published twice a week in a newspaper published in 
said county and of general circulation therein. The date for receiv¬ 
ing bids as set out in said notice shall be not earlier than two weeks 
after the date of the first publication of said notice. The said Board 
must let the contract to the lowest responsible bidder, provided that 
if the lowest responsible bidder has not bid a satisfactory figure, 
the Board may reject all bids and re-advertise for bids in the same 
manner as herein provided. The said Board may, by order, impose 
further conditions upon bidders with regard to bonds and surety 
for the faithful completion of such work according to contract or 
for any other purpose mentioned in the publication. Surety bonds 
for the faithful completion of said work shall be required where 
same or any part thereof are let out by contract in an amount not 
less than fifty percent of the estimated total of such contract. 

Section 9: All work done or improvements made under the 
provisions of this Act shall be done under the supervision of the 
Chief Engineer or other superintendent appointed for that purpose 
by the Board, provided that the said Engineer or other superin¬ 
tendent so appointed shall not be related by blood or marriage to 
any contractor to whom work is awarded, or, if the said contractor 
is a corporation, to any stockholder thereof. Said Engineer or 
other superintendent so appointed shall not be interested in or 
have any share in the proceeds of any construction contract or any 
contract for the sale of materials to be employed in said work, nor 
a stockholder in the company selling said material, nor shall said 
Engineer or other superintendent so appointed be employed directly 
or indirectly by any parties having an interest in the proceeds or 
any such construction or sale contract. 

Section 10: In case of any controversy or dispute, the Board 
shall be invested with sole and exclusive power to determine 
whether any improvement constructed under the provisions of this 
Act has been completed in accordance with the terms of the con¬ 
tract therefor, and to accept or refuse such work on the part of 
the Board. 

Section 11: If any such improvement or unit thereof be finally 
ordered and constructed, the Board shall have power and author¬ 
ity, after the completion and acceptance thereof, to assess the cost 
of constructing said improvements or unit thereof, or any part 
thereof, upon or against the property protected or benefitted by 
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such improvement, to the extent of the increased value of such 
property by reason of the special benefits derived from such 
improvements. 

Section 12: When any improvements or unit thereof made 
under the provisions of this Act is completed, the Board shall 
cause to be prepared a roll or list showing the names of the prop¬ 
erty owners and opposite each name a description of each lot or 
parcel of land proposed to be assessed for such improvement 
belonging to such owner or owners and the amount to be assessed 
against each parcel or lot. 

Section 13: Such list shall be entered in a well bound book 
or loose-leaf book firmly bound, prepared for that purpose, and 
shall contain appropriate columns in which payments may be 
credited and the lien of the assessment satisfied by the proper 
official. Said book shall be known as the Assessment Book for 
Local Improvements, in said road and seawall district, and shall be 
a public record, and no error in regard to the name of the owner 
shall be held to invalidate any assessment, and shall be sufficient 
if the name of the person in whose name such property was last 
assessed for taxation or state taxes is shown in said book. 

Section 14: Said Board may initiate and carry through sep¬ 
arate ventures or units of improvements under the provisions of 
this Act, and in the resolution putting on foot each venture or unit, 
the number of such venture shall be designated, as for instance, 

“Improvement Venture No.-.” In preparing the Assessment 

Book for Local Improvements as specified in the preceding sec¬ 
tion, a separate book shall be provided for each such venture so 
that, for instance, in the first venture the Assessment Book for 
Local Improvements will be known as “Assessment Book for Local 
Improvements—Venture Number 1—of the Mobile Road & Sea¬ 
wall District. 

Section 15: After the completion of the proposed entries of 
such improvement, said Assessment Book for Local Improvements 
shall be delivered to the Secretary of the Board, who shall there¬ 
upon give notice by a publication in some newspaper published in 
said county and of general circulation therein, that said assessment 
roll or list has been delivered to him and is open for inspection in 
his office. 

Section 16: At a time and place therein mentioned, not less 
than twenty days from the date of publication, the Board shall 
meet to hear and determine any objections or defenses that may 
be filed to any such assessment or the amount thereof. 

Section 17: Said notice shall also state the general character 
of the improvements, the terminal points thereof, and shall describe 
the area wherein the lands proposed to be assessed for said 
improvements or any part thereof are situate. 



Section 18: If there be any defect in said notice or proceed¬ 
ings before or subsequent to said notice with respect to one or 
more interested persons, the same shall not affect such notice or 
proceedings except insofar as it may touch the interest or property 
of such person, and shall not avail any other person concerned 
therein. In case of such defect, supplementary proceedings of the 
same general character as those hereinbefore provided may be had 
in order to supply such defect. 

Section 19: The owner or owners of any real estate or any 
interest therein, which it is proposed to assess for the cost, or any 
part thereof, of said improvement, may appear at any time on or 
before the date named in said notice, or at said meeting, and file 
in writing with the Secretary of the Board or in his office any 
objections or defense to the proposed assessment against said 
property, or to the amount thereof, and persons who do not within 
such time file objections or protests in writing against such assess¬ 
ments shall be held to have consented to the same. 

Section 20: The Board shall hear and pass upon all such 
objections and protests to the proposed assessments, under such 
reasonable rules and regulations as they may adopt. 

Section 21: The Board, by the Secretary, may issue sub¬ 
poenas for witnesses to appear before the Board, and may admin¬ 
ister oaths to any witness to be examined. 

Section 22: At such meeting or any adjourned meeting the 
Board shall proceed by order or resolution to fix the amount of 
the assessment against each lot or tract of land described and 
included in said assessment roll, and all such assessments, from 
the date of such order or resolution, shall be and constitute a lien 
on the respective lots or parcels of land upon which they are levied, 
superior to all other liens, except those of the State and county for 
taxes. The Board shall have no power to reduce or abate an 
assessment made for public improvements after such assessments 
shall have been made final, unless an appeal shall have been taken 
from such assessments within the time prescribed by law, but this 
provision shall not affect the power of such governing body to 
split an assessment between two or more parties as now provided 
by law. 

Section 23: The Board may transfer and assign such liens to 
the contractor or contractors who made said improvement or 
improvements, or to any other person. 

Section 24: In addition to the method hereinafter provided 
for the collection of such assessments, the Circuit Court may 
enforce said liens and in all suits which may be brought to enforce 
said liens, either by the Board or by its assigns, the complainant 
shall recover the amount of such assessment, with interest thereon, 
together with the cost of such proceedings. 
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Section 25: The enforcement by the state, county, city or 
town of the lien for taxes on any lot upon which has been levied 
as assessment for any improvement authorized by this article, shall 
not operate to discharge, or in any manner affect the lien of the 
district for said assessment, but any purchaser at any tax sale by 
the state, county, city or town of any lots or parcels of land upon 
which an assessment has been levied, shall take same subject to 
such assessment. 

Section 26: Nor shall the enforcement by the district of its 
lien for an assessment levied for one improvement by the sale of 
the property operate to discharge or in any way affect the lien of 
any other assessment for a different improvement on the same 
property, but the purchaser at such sale shall take the property 
subject to the lien of all other assessments, and the right of the 
district to enforce the same. 

Section 27: Any person aggrieved by the decision of the 
Board in making any assessment may, within twenty days there¬ 
after, appeal to the Circuit Court, or any other court of like juris¬ 
diction, upon executing a bond in double the amount of the prob¬ 
able cost of the appeal. 

Section 28: The amount of such bond shall be fixed and the 
sureties thereon shall be approved by the Chairman of the Board, 
and the said bond shall be conditioned to prosecute said appeal to 
effect and pay the district any judgment that the Circuit Court or 
other court may render, and all damages that any person may suf¬ 
fer by such appeal. 

Section 29: Said appeal shall be docketed in said court, and 
shall be a preferred case therein. 

Section 30: Upon the filing with and the approval of the 
appeal bond by the Chairman of the Board, the Secretary, upon 
notice thereof, shall immediately send to the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court, dr other court to which the appeal may be taken, a transcript 
of all the proceedings of the Board relating to such assessment, so 
far as the same concerns the property of the appellant. Such tran¬ 
script shall contain a description of the property of such party or 
parties, the same to be described as accurately as possible accord¬ 
ing to the map of the county in common use, or such map as may 
be adopted by the Board in planning or providing for the improve¬ 
ments, if there be such a map, or the Board may cause a map to 
be prepared for the purpose of making assessments and keep said 
map on file in its office as a public record, and may describe the 
property assessed by reference to said map; the name of the owner 
or owners of such property, and the amount of the assessment. 

Section 31: Upon hearing such appeal, the introduction of 
such transcript and papers shall be prima facie evidence of the cor¬ 
rectness of such assessment, and that said property and persons 
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are justly indebted to the district for the amount of said assess¬ 
ment. 

Section 32: The said cause may be tried on the record with¬ 
out other pleadings and the court shall hear all objections of the 
property owners to said assessment and the amount thereof; and 
shall determine whether or not such assessment exceeds the 
increased value of such property by reason of the special benefits 
derived from the improvement, and shall render judgment accord- 
ingly. Such cause shall be tried by the judge without a jury, 
unless a jury trial is demanded at time of filing appeal, in which 
event the cause shall be tried by a jury as provided in common 
law cases. In event the court or jury shall not sustain the assess¬ 
ment for the full amount, the costs of appeal and trial in Circuit 
Court shall be adjudged against the district. 

Section 33: If on the hearing of such appeal, it shall appear 
that by reason of any technical irregularity or defect in the pro¬ 
ceedings, the assessment has not been properly made against the 
lot or parcel of land sought to be charged, the court may, never¬ 
theless, on application of the district board, upon satisfactory proof 
that expense has been incurred which is a proper charge against 
the lot or land in question, render judgment for the amount prop¬ 
erly chargeable against said lot or land; but in such case the court 
shall make such order for the payment of the costs as it may deem 
proper. 

Section 34: An appeal may be taken to the Supreme Court of 
Alabama by any person interested in said property from the decree 
rendered by the said court within thirty days from the date of such 
judgment, upon giving bond for costs of appeal, or if supersedeas 
be desired, upon giving further bond in such sum as the judge of 
said court may prescribe, payable to the district with sufficient 
sureties, to be approved by the clerk of said court, conditioned to 
pay such judgment or perform such judgment as the Supreme 
Court may render in the premises, and all such costs and damages 
as the district may have sustained if the judgment is affirmed. 

Section 35: Such appeal shall be heard upon the record and 
bill of exceptions reserved by the party taking such appeal, set¬ 
ting out such of the evidence as may be necessary to a fair presen¬ 
tation of the case. 

Section 36: In the event a supersedeas bond has been given 
and the said case is affirmed by the Supreme Court, it shall add 
to the judgment rendered by the lower court interest thereon and 
ten ner cent damages for delay. 

Section 37: The district may also appeal from any decree of 
the said Circuit Court, or other court, without giving bond; and 
all appeals taken pursuant to this article shall be preferred cases 
in the Supreme Court.

Section 38: In the event the final judgment is rendered in 
favor of the district, execution may be issued thereon against the 
principal and sureties on the appeal bond, unless the amount of the 
judgment and decree is paid within five days from the date of such 
judgment, and the court shall, by further order, decree that the 
property assessed be sold to satisfy such judgment. Nothing con¬ 
tained in this article shall operate to release or discharge the lien 
on such property, unless the assessment is fully paid. 

Section 39: The Board, in ordering any local improvement, 
the cost of which, or any part thereof, is to be assessed against 
any property in accordance with the provisions of this Act, may 
provide that the same shall be paid in cash within thirty days after 
the final assessment, provided the cost of such improvement does 
not exceed one thousand dollars, but if the total cost of said 
improvement is greater than such sum, any property owner may, 
at his election, to be expressed by notifying the official charged 
with the duty of collecting such assessments in writing within 
thirty days after the assessment is made final, pay the said assess¬ 
ment in ten equal installments, which shall bear interest at not 
exceeding eight per cent per annum, payable annually. Provided, 
however, that if the assessment against any lot or parcel of land 
does not exceed twenty-five dollars, said assessment must be paid 
in cash within thirty days after assessment is made final as above 
provided. Any person may pay the whole assessment against any 
lot or parcel of land within thirty days from the time the assess¬ 
ment is made; and may at any installment period pay the assess¬ 
ment in full by paying the full amount of the installments, together 
with all accrued interest thereon, and upon the payment of an 
additional sum equal to six months' interest at eight per cent per 
annum on the amount of said assessment so paid before maturity 
as a penalty; should the property owner desire to’ pay off the 
deferred interest on the same until the succeeding installment 
period, together with the penalty above described. The first 
installment shall be payable within thirty days after the assessment 
is made final, and all assessments or installments thereof shall be 
payable at the office of the Tax Collector of the County, and all 
assessments or installments thereof shall bear interest at not 
exceeding eight per cent per annum after the expiration of thirty 
days from the date on which the same is made final, which interest 
shall be due and payable at the time and place the assessment or 
installment is due and payable. In all cases where the property 
owner does not elect to pay installments, or having elected to pay 
in installments, fails to pay the first installment in thirty days 
from the date of assessment, he shall be held to have waived the 
right to pay in installments, and the entire assessment shall at the 
expiration of said thirty days become due and payable. 
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Section 40: If the property owner who has not elected to pay 
installments fails to pay his assessments within thirty days, or 
having elected to pay in installments, fails to pay the first install¬ 
ment in thirty days from the date of the assessment, or makes 
default in the payment of any annual installment or the interest 
thereon, the whole of such assessment shall immediately become 
due and payable, and the officer designated to collect such assess¬ 
ments shall proceed to sell the property against which the assess¬ 
ment is made to the highest bidder for cash; but he shall first give 
notice by publication once a week for three consecutive weeks in 
some newspaper published in the county or of general circulation 
therein; of the date and time of such sale, and the purpose for 
which the same is made, together with a description of the property 
to' be sold. If said .officer shall fail to advertise and sell any prop¬ 
erty on which said payments or installments are past due, any tax 
payer of the county, or any holder of bonds of the series affected 
by said failure, whether of bonds heretofore issued or to be here¬ 
after issued, shall have the right to apply for a writ of mandamus 
requiring said official to take such action to any court of compe¬ 
tent jurisdiction and said court shall, on proof, issue and enforce 
such writ. 

Section 41: Any property owner, notwithstanding his default, 
may pay the assessment, with interest and all costs, if tendered 
before a sale of the property. 

Section 42: The cost of such advertisement and sale shall 
constitute a charge against the property to be sold, and shall be 
retained out of the proceeds of the sale. 

Section 43: The officer making such sale shall execute a deed 
to the purchaser, which shall convey all the right, title, and interest 
which the party against whose property the assessment was made, 
had or held in said property at the date of making such assessment, 
or on the date of making such sale. Any surplus arising from said 
sale shall be paid into the County Treasurer, to be kept as a sep¬ 
arate fund by the Treasurer for the owner upon the responsibility 
of his official bond. The Board may by its agents, purchase real 
estate sold as provided under this article, and in the event of such 
purchase, the deed for the same shall be made to the district. 

Section 44. Such property may be redeemed by the owner, or 
his assigns, or other person authorized to redeem property sold for 
taxes by the State of Alabama within two years from the date of 
the sale, by paying to the purchaser or the County Treasurer for 
him the amount for which the property was sold, with interest 
thereon at the rate of fifteen percent per annum from date of sale, 
together with a fee of two dollars for the expense of a conveyance. 

Section 45: No mistake in said publication in the description 
of the property, or in the name of the owner, shall vitiate the 
assessment or the lieit, and if, for any reason, the sale made by the 
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district or Tax Collector be ineffectual to pass title, it shall operate 
as an assignment of the lien, and upon the request of the purchaser, 
supplementary proceedings of the same general character as herein 
required may be had to correct the errors in said proceedings for 
his benefit, or the lien so assigned to him may be forced in equity. 

Section 46: For the purpose of providing funds to pay the 
cost, or any part of the cost of any improvement made by the Board 
pursuant to authority vested in it by law, the Board of Commis¬ 
sioners of such district may, on behalf of the district, may:—1. 
Borrow money temporarily on the faith and credit of the district, 
executing its negotiable note therefor, which negotiable note may 
not run longer than the period of one year; or, 2. Issue bonds of 
such district within the limitations as to amount prescribed in the 
act or acts creating such district. Such temporary loan or issue of 
bonds may be made before the contract is let for the improvements, 
or during the progress of the work in installments, as the work 
progresses, and the making of one loan, or the issue of one series 
of bonds shall not exhaust the power of the Board to provide suf¬ 
ficient funds for the completion of the improvement. The Board 
may pledge as security for such loan, whether evidenced by nego¬ 
tiable notes or bonds, the proceeds of the assessment made or to 
be made against the property benefitted by the improvements, and 
may transfer and assign for the benefit of said negotiable note or 
bond holder, the lien of the district thereon, with power to enforce 
the same either at law or in equity; but if negotiable notes or bonds 
shall be issued before the completion of the work, they shall not 
be issued in excess of the cost of the improvements as estimated at 
the time of the issue of the negotiable notes or bonds. If money 
is borrowed, and negotiable notes issued after the work is com¬ 
pleted, such negotiable notes or bonds shall not exceed in the 
aggregate the total cost of the improvements. No irregularity or 
technical defect in the proceedings relating to the making of the 
improvements, shall in any way affect the power of the district or 
board on its behalf to borrow money either by the issue of nego¬ 
tiable notes or bonds for the completion of the improvements. 

Section 47: If bonds have not been issued during the prog¬ 
ress of the work, the Board may, after the expiration of thirty days 
after the assessment for the improvements has been made final, 
issue and sell bonds in such amount as may be necessary, after 
deducting the amount paid by the property owners to pay the cost 
of the improvement, including such amounts as may have been bor¬ 
rowed for the purpose, and all interest and other expense incurred 
for the construction of said improvement. 

Section 48: The Board may also pledge as security for any 
loan made by it, or any notes or bonds issued by or in the name of 
the district, the proceeds of any excise license or other tax levied 
for the benefit of the district, or any portiQn of such funds, and 
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such other income of the board or district as the board may deem 
fitting and proper. 

Section 49: The Tax Collector of Mobile County shall be 
charged with the duty of collecting all assessments made by the 
Board against benefitted property, and shall be paid for his services 
such commissions or compensation as is now or may hereafter be 
provided by law. Such funds, when collected, he shall promptly 
turn over to the Treasurer of the district. 

Section 50: The Board may by resolution designate its Secre¬ 
tary as the person to conduct sales of property for the non-payment 
of any assessment or installment thereof, and authorize such Sec¬ 
retary to make good and sufficient deeds to any purchaser or pur¬ 
chasers at the foreclosure sale. 

Section 51: For the purpose of providing funds to pay the 
cost, or any part of the cost of any improvement or improvements 
or unit thereof undertaken by the board on behalf of such district, 
said board may without an election from time to time issue bonds 
of such district not in excess of the cost of the improveemnts as 
estimated at the time of the issue of said bonds, if said bonds are 
issued prior to the completion or during the construction of said 
improvements, and if said bonds are issued after the work is com¬ 
pleted, said bonds shall not exceed in the aggregate the total cost 
of the improvements. The Board may pledge as security for such 
bonds the proceeds of the assessments made or to be made against 
the property benefitted, and may transfer and assign for the bene¬ 
fit of the bond holders, the lien of the district thereon, with power 
to enforce the same either at law or in equity. 

Section 52: The proceeds from the sale of bonds authorized 
to be issued by this Act shall be applied only to the payment of 
the cost of the improvement or improvements designated in the 
resolution providing for their issue, but should there be any sur¬ 
plus from any bond issue over and above the cost, it shall be applied 
to the payment of the principal of the bonds. 

Section 53: The Board shall have power to group improve¬ 
ments under two or more improvement resolutions, and make one 
issue of bonds based on the combined estimated costs or combined 
assessments in respect of such improvements. 

Section 54: The Treasurer of the Board shall keep all sinking 
funds in some bank or banks paying interest on time deposits, to 
be designated by the Board, or invested in funds in which guard¬ 
ians may by the law of this state invest trust funds, and shall pro¬ 
vide and keep a separate sinking fund account for each bond issue. 
If said officer shall fail to provide and keep said separate sinking 
fund account for each bond issue, or divert any such funds to other 
uses, or shall fail to pay any bond or bonds or the interest thereon 
promptly when payable, any taxpayer of the district, or any holder 
of bonds of the series affected by such diversion or failure, shall 
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have the right to apply for a writ of 'mandamus requiring said 
officer to take such action to any court of competent jurisdiction, 
and said court shall on proof issue and enforce said writ. 

Section 55: The Treasurer of the Board shall be required to 
give bond, including the amount of any official bond which may 
have been required of him by law, equal to not less than 5% of 
the total amount in said sinking funds provided for in the preced¬ 
ing section, and said bond shall be increased or may be diminished 
from time to time in order to comply with this provision, and the 
premiums on such bond shall be paid by the district. Said official 
shall be liable on his official bond to any holder of the bonds 
authorized to be issued under this article for any loss or injury to 
such holder caused by the diversion by said officer of any fund, 
or any part thereof, to the payment of any bonds or coupons, or 
the indebtedness of the district, other than the bonds and interest 
coupons entitled and indebtedness herein authorized to be paid out 
of said funds, or by the use or misappropriation by said officer of 
any part of the funds out of which said bonds required and con¬ 
templated in this Act to be paid for any other purpose than pro¬ 
vided for in this Act. All members of the Board who shall by 
their vote, or in any other manner, cause the diversion of the funds 
to which the bond holders are entitled to be paid, whereby loss or 
injury to the bond holders, or any of them, are caused, shall be 
jointly and severally liable to such holders to the extent of such 
loss or injury. Any failure by any official to keep all funds col¬ 
lected from assessments in separate sinking funds, or to retire 
bonds when due out of said funds when available, shall be con¬ 
strued as a diversion of the funds, and any bond holder in the series 
affected may at any time enter suit against said official or officials 
in any court of competent jurisdiction for the satisfaction of such 
loss and injury. 

Section 56: At any time when the amount of any particular 
fund shall, with its accumulations, equal the amount of any one of 
the outstanding bonds and accrued interest entitled to payment 
out of such fund, the Board shall have authority to redeem any 
and all such bonds that may be presented for redemption at such 
times thereafter as the holders thereof may desire to present the 
same for redemption. 

Section 57: In the event the amount collected from the assess¬ 
ment under any improvement resolution shall exceed the total cost 
and the expense of the improvement, these shall be refunded to 
each of the parties affected by said assessment, a proportionate 
amount of, the excess upon demand made therefor by said parties 
within twelve months after maturity or payment of the bonds 
authorized by this article, but if such claims are not presented 
within twelve months of the date of the maturity or payment of 
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the bonds, they shall be forever barred, and such amount shall be 
converted to the general revenue fund of the district. 

Section 58: All bonds may be made payable at such place as 
may be designated by the Board. 

Section 59: The Board, on behalf of the district, may issue 
and sell either serial bonds or bonds all payable and maturing at a 
stated time, not beyond the period of usefulness of the improve¬ 
ments for which such bonds are issued, as such period of usefulness 
is estimated by the Board, and in no event beyond thirty years 
from the date thereof. If the Board shall determine to issue and 
sell serial bonds, the same shall be payable in annual installments, 
none of which shall be more than twice as large as the smallest 
prior installments, and the first of which shall be payable not later 
than three years after the date of the bonds, and the last installment 
shall be payable within a period of usefulness of the improvements 
as estimated by the Board, and in any event, within thirty years 
from the date thereof. 

Section 60: The Board shall estimate the period of usefulness 
of the improvement of property for which the bonds are issued, and 
such estimate of the board shall be conclusive. 

Section 61: Bonds issued under this Act may be issued either 
in registered or coupon form. If they are coupon bonds, they may 
be registered as to principal, or as to both principal and interest. 
The Board may appoint a bank or trust company within or with¬ 
out the state as Registrar, and provide for the registration of regis- 
terable bonds, and the transfer of registered bonds by such Reg¬ 
istrar. 

Section 62: All bonds issued under this Act shall be sold by 
the Board at not less than 90% of their par value, together with 
accrued interest from the date of the bonds to the date on which 
they are delivered and paid for. 

Section 63: All bonds issued under this Act shall be sold to 
the highest bidder at public sale, unless sold within thirty days 
after failure to receive any legally acceptable bid at a duly adver¬ 
tised public sale, in accordance with this section. The public sale 
shall be either on sealed bids or at auction. The notice of public 
sale shall state whether the sale is to be on sealed bids or at auction, 
and shall also state the amount of the bonds to be sold, the matur¬ 
ities thereof, the amount payable at each maturity, and either the 
rate of interest which the bonds will bear, or that the bidders are 
invited to name the rate of interest in their bids, and shall also 
state the time and place of sale, or for submitting sealed bids. Such 
notice shall be published once a week for two consecutive weeks in 
a newspaper published in Mobile County. The first of such two 
publications shall be not less than ten days before the last date for 
submitting bids, if the sale is on sealed bids, or the date of sale, 
if the sale is at auction. The Board shall have the right to reject 
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all bids. Nothing herein contained shall prevent the issue of bonds 
to the contractor in payment or part payment of any improvement 
or improvements undertaken by the Board. 

Section 64: In determining the highest bidder for bonds of¬ 
fered for sale, the net interest cost to the district, as shown in 
standard bond value tables shall govern, provided the determina¬ 
tion of the Board of said district shall be final. 

Section 65: The proceeds of the sale of any bonds issued pur¬ 
suant to this Act shall be used for the purposes for which the bonds 
are issued, provided however, that if such bonds are sold at a 
premium, the amount realized from the premium shall be applied 
to the payment of the principal of said bonds, and if for any reason 
the part of the proceeds from the sale of said bonds be not neces¬ 
sary for said purpose, such unexpended part of such proceeds shall 
be applied to the payment of the principal of said bonds. 

Section 66: Any bonds reciting that they are issued pursuant 
to this Act shall in any action or proceeding involving their validity 
be conclusively deemed to be fully authorized by this Act to have 
been issued, sold, executed and delivered in conformity herewith, 
and with all other provisions of law, and shall be incontestible, any¬ 
thing herein or in other statutes to the contrary notwithstanding, 
unless such action or proceeding is begun within or before thirty 
days after the date on which the bonds are delivered and paid for. 

Section 67: The Board shall establish and provide sinking 
funds for the retirement of all bonds, and all sinking funds provided 
for the retirement of bonds shall be invested as herein before pro¬ 
vided. Any court having jurisdiction shall issue mandamus to 
require the setting aside and proper application of sinking fund 
payments on proper proof of non-compliance with the provisions 
of law being furnished by any taxpayer or bond holder. 

Section 68: Whenever bonds shall have been authorized by 
the Board, the said Board may from time to time, in anticipation 
of the sale of said bonds, issue negotiable notes of the district for 
the purpose for which such bonds shall have been authorized to an 
amount of at any one term outstanding, not exceeding the maxi¬ 
mum authorized amount of such negotiable bonds, and bearing 
interest at a rate not exceeding the maximum rate of such bonds. 
Such notes shall be signed as the Board may prescribe, and shall 
be made payable as it may determine, not later than one year from 
their respective dates, and may be renewed from time to time by 
the issue of new negotiable notes, provided that no such negotiable 
notes shall be payable more than three years from the date of the 
original borrowing. All negotiable notes hereunder shall be sold 
by the Board at either public or private sale, in such manner as it 
may determine, at not less than 90% of their par value, with accrued 
interest. If negotiable notes are issued hereunder in anticipation 
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of bonds, such bonds shall not be dated later than the date of the 
original borrowing. 

Section 69: All bonds and interest coupons attached to the 
same issued under the authority of this Act, shall be exempted from 
state, county and municipal taxation. 

Section 70: No irregularity in proceedings to authorize the 
issuance of bonds, or the omission or neglect of any officer charged 
with the execution of any duties imposed by law, shall affect the 
validity of any bonds issued under this authority, and such bonds 
shall have all the properties and protection of commercial paper. 

Section 71: Bonds issued by or on behalf of the district shall 
bear interest at a rate to be fixed by the Board, not exceeding 8% 
per annum. 

Section 72: Nothing in this Act shall be construed as impair¬ 
ing any right, power or authority conferred upon such road and 
seawall district, or the Board of Commissioners thereof, by the Act 
creating such district, but this Act shall operate to enlarge the 
powers and authority of such district and the Board of Commis¬ 
sioners thereof, to the extent hereinbefore stated, and shall operate 
and be construed as an additional and alternative method of pro¬ 
cedure, which may be adopted at the election of the Board. 

Section 73: If any provision of this Act shall be held invalid 
or unconstitutional, such holding shall not effect nor invalidate 
any other provision hereof which is not in itself invalid or uncon¬ 
stitutional.

AN ACT 

To provide for the pay of the two special and general Deputy Sheriffs of 
Walker County created under an act approved February 21st, 1927, out 
of the general funds of said county. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the two special and general deputy Sheriffs 
of Walker County, Alabama, authorized by an Act of the Legisla¬ 
ture of Alabama, approved February 21st, 1927, be paid out of the 
general fund of Walker County, Alabama. 

Section 2. That the Board of Revenue of Walker County, 
Alabama, is hereby authorized and required to draw warrants in 
favor of said Deputy Sheriffs on the Treasurer of said county for 
each month for the preceding months work on the certificate of the 
Sheriff of the county that said work has been performed for said 
amount, said warrants to be paid out of the general funds of said 
county. 
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Section 3. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with the 
provisions of this act be and the same as hereby repealed. 

Section 4. This act shall go into effect upon its approval by 
the Governor.

AN ACT 

To withdraw and take away from the Court of County Commissioners of 
Winston County, Alabama, all jurisdiction over public roads and bridges 
and public road and bridge funds in said county; to create and establish 
a Highway Commission for said county to be composed of the Probate 
Judge of said county and two other members to be appointed; and to 
invest said Highway Commission with jurisdiction, authority over public 
roads and bridges and over public road and bridge funds in and for said 
county; to provide for the terms of office and compensation of said 
members; and to define the powers, jurisdiction, duties, authority, and 
responsibilities of said commission; and to repeal all laws, local and gen¬ 
eral, in conflict herewith in so far as the same apply to Winston County, 
Alabama. 

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. There is hereby created a highway commission in 
and for Winston County, Alabama, to be known as the County 
Highway Commission. Said County Highway Commission shall 
be composed of the Judge of Probate of said county who shall be 
ex-officio chairman of said commission, and two associate members 
who shall be appointed by the Governor of Alabama, and who shall 
hold office during the term of the present governor, and until their 
successors are appointed and qualified, whose successors shall be 
appointed by the successive governors of Alabama and who shall 
hold office concurrently with the governor making the appoint¬ 
ment and until their successors are appointed and qualified. 
Said associate members, who shall be qualified electors of Win¬ 
ston County, Alabama, shall be appointed by the governor by 
reason of their honesty, efficiency and business ability. The gov¬ 
ernor shall fill all vacancies on the commission by appointment, 
such appointee shall hold for the unexpired term and until his suc¬ 
cessor is appointed and qualified, and before taking office the com¬ 
missioners shall take oath of office prescribed by law for other 
county officers in this State, which shall be likewise filed and 
recorded. 

Section 2. Said County Highway Commission shall meet 
monthly on the second Wednesday in each calendar month, and at 
such other times as may be fixed by said commission, subject to 
call of the chairman, with sufficient notice to associate members, 
at the courthouse in Double Springs, Alabama, provided, however, 
that they may meet alternately in Double Springs and at Haley- 
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ville, Alabama. The chairman of said commission shall preside 
at all meetings, and shall act as Secretary of the Board; provided 
however, that in the absence of said chairman, any member of the 
commission may preside and act as Secretary of the meeting. A 
majority of the commission shall constitute a quorum, and the 
chairman shall only vote in the event of a tie. The affirmative 
votes of two members of said commission shall be sufficient to 
decide any question coming before said Commission for decision. 

Section 3. The said County Highway Commission is hereby 
invested with general and exclusive jurisdiction, control and super¬ 
intendence of public roads, bridges and ferries, and public road and 
bridge funds and money, in Winston County, Alabama, and may 
and shall do and perform all acts and exercise all jurisdiction and 
perform all the duties relative to the public roads, bridges and 
ferries in said County, to the construction, maintenance, repair and 
superintendence and working thereof, and to the collection of road 
taxes in said County and the enforcement of the collection of said 
road taxes. And said County Highway Commission and its mem¬ 
bers shall have and exercise all the jurisdiction, rights, powers and 
authority over said public roads, bridges and ferries in Winston 
County, Alabama, and over the public road and bridge funds and 
money of said County, and over the collection of the road taxes 
and the working of the roads in said County, and shall perform all 
the services and duties relative to said public roads, bridges and 
ferries which are now or may hereafter be vested in or put upon 
Courts of County Commissioners, Boards of Revenue, and other 
governing bodies or courts of like kind by the general laws of Ala¬ 
bama. All jurisdiction of the Court of County Commissioners of 
Winston County, Alabama over public roads, bridges and ferries 
of Winston County and over the construction, maintenance and 
repair thereof, and all right and/or authority of said Court of 
County Commissioners to control and expend the public road and 
bridge funds of said County are hereby abolished and repealed. 

Section 4. The Judge of Probate shall procure permanent, 
well bound books similar to those provided for the minutes of the 
court of county commissioners in which there shall be recorded all 
acts of the county highway commission, and the filing of all claims, 
auditing the same and the allowance thereof shall be in the same 
manner as now provided for by law as to courts of county com¬ 
missioners. For the services rendered by the Judge of Probate, 
as ex-officio chairman of the County Highway Commission and as 
secretary thereof, he shall receive annually the same amount of 
money from the county as is now provided by law for the probate 
judge of Winston County, Alabama, for ex-officio services rendered 
in public road and bridge matters for said county, but he shall not 
receive any per diem for acting as ex-officio chairman of the County 
Highway Commission. Each associate member of said commis- 
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sion shall receive $5.00 per day for each day they attend a meeting 
of said commission, and for the time actually expended in the per¬ 
formance of their duties, provided that said associate members shall 
not receive more than $50.00 in any calendar month. All money 
paid to the associate members of said commission for services ren¬ 
dered as members thereof shall be paid out of the public road and 
bridge fund of Winston County, Alabama. 

Section 5. The County Highway Commission shall have au¬ 
thority to make and promulgate such rules and regulations as to 
the location, construction and maintenance of public roads, bridges 
and ferries in Winston County as they see fit, provided that said 
rules and regulations do not conflict with the constitution or gen¬ 
eral laws of the State of Alabama. All legal procedure, remedies, 
appeals and reviews in the courts from and about the exercise of 
jurisdiction of the County Highway Commission shall be the same 
as now provided by general law as to courts of county commis¬ 
sioners, boards of revenues, and governing bodies of like kind in 
Alabama, exercising similar acts and jurisdiction. Said highway 
commission as soon after the appointment and qualification of 
members thereof as practicable shall divide said county in as many 
road districts as in the discretion of the board is necessary; not 
less than five nor more than seven districts; and the same commis¬ 
sion is hereby authorized and empowered to employ a district road 
supervisor for each of the said districts to supervise all construc¬ 
tion and maintenance of the roads and bridges of his district, and 
shall fix his duties and compensation and may discharge such super¬ 
visor at their discretion and employ other supervisors. Such super¬ 
visors may be employed for such time as in the judgment of said 
commission is necessary to the proper construction and mainten¬ 
ance of the roads, bridges, and ferries of the county. 

Section 6. Said district road supervisors subject to the ap¬ 
proval of the Highway Commission of said county shall as soon 
after his appointment as practicable, appoint as many road over¬ 
seers in their respective districts as may be necessary for the work¬ 
ing, maintenance, and construction of roads in said district, which 
said overseer shall be not under twenty-one nor over fifty-five years 
of age, and shall apportion the road hands in their respective dis¬ 
tricts to the different roads therein, and shall order the road over¬ 
seers to call out the hands on said road for the purpose of main¬ 
taining and working said roads at such times as the district road 
supervisors may deem best, and to report to the grand jury of said 
county at its next regular term any overseer who fails to discharge 
his duties as such. 

Section 7. All persons over eighteen and under forty-five years 
of age are liable to work on the public roads in said county for five 
days in each year, except such as are exempt under Section 5778 
of the Code of Alabama of 1907, and all provisions of the general 
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law of the State of Alabama with reference to the public roads and 
as to working same, and to exemptions, and all other provisions as 
to public roads shall be applicable to the working of the public 
roads in said county, except where same is in conflict with the pro¬ 
visions of this act 

Section 8. That any person liable to road duty may work five 
days, or be exempt from work, by himself or substitute, by paying 
to the supervisor of his district or the overseer of the road to which 
he is apportioned, on or before the first day of February of the 
current year in which he is liable to road duty, the sum of five 
dollars, which shall exempt him from road work for the year. The 
Highway Commission of said county shall cause to be printed 
receipt books with stubs, and furnish each supervisor and overseer 
with a sufficient supply of such books and when and as often as 
any person liable to road duty pays an overseer or supervisor in 
lieu of working, such overseer or supervisor shall give such person 
a receipt for the amount paid and shall number the stubs to cor¬ 
respond with the number of the receipt and such stub shall show 
the amount received and from whom. The overseer and super¬ 
visor shall from time to time pay such money over to the Judge of 
Probate of said county, taking his receipt therefor. Whereupon 
it shall be the duty of the Judge of Probate to pay same to the 
county treasurer or other custodian of public funds of the county 
to be placed to the credit of the road fund of said county. All 
overseers and supervisors shall, on or before the first day of March 
of each year, deliver to the Probate Judge all stubs of receipts for 
money collected from road hands. Any road overseer or supervisor 
who converts any such money to his own use or to the use of 
another, or who wilfully fails or refuses to account for the same as 
required by law, shall be guilty of embezzlement and shall be pun¬ 
ished accordingly. The money collected from persons liable to 
road duty shall be devoted to maintaining and keeping in repair the 
public roads of the county to which the persons paying the same 
were apportioned. 

Section 9. That any overseer who performs any work on the 
public roads of said county over and above the five days required 
by law for such overseers to work, shall be paid such reasonable 
sum for his labor as may be fixed by the Highway Commission of 
said County. 

Section 10. The Court of County Commissioners of said 
county may transfer to the road fund of the county any surplus of 
general funds in the county treasury, or any part of said surplus, 
whenever in the judgment of said Court it will promote the interests 
of the county to make such transfer. Any surplus of general funds 
so transferred shall be used for the working of the public roads, or 
the building of bridges, or otherwise improving the public roads of 
said county as the Highway Commission may determine. 
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Section 11. That the general laws of Alabama with reference 
to the mode of warning hands to work on the roads, with notice to 
be given, the kind of tools or implements to be brought by the 
hands, and also the general laws as to road defaulters and punish¬ 
ment and prosecution of the same, shall not be construed to be 
repealed by this act, but the same shall be in full force and effect 
as to said county. 

Section 12. That the overseers shall preserve carefully all the 
tools and implements for working on the road turned over to them 
at any time by the Highway Commission of said county or by the 
supervisors of their districts and shall use same only to work on 
public roads and shall deliver the same to the secretary or to the 
supervisor, taking his receipt therefor, or on the order of the county 
Highway Commission. 

Section 13. That any overseer or road supervisor who fails to 
perform his duty as such under the provision of this act shall be 
guilty of misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be fined not less 
than five dollars nor more than twenty-five dollars. 

Section 14. Such commission shall also have power and 
authority to employ such other labor and teams as may be neces¬ 
sary for the construction, maintenance, and improvement of roads, 
bridges, and ferries of said county and to buy machinery, tools, 
and implements, books, receipt books, records, and stationery to be 
used by said Commission and other necessary equipment and road 
material which in their judgment is necessary for use on the public 
roads, bridges, and ferries of said county and to provide for the 
necessary sheltering and housing of the same and to pay all 
necessary expenses incurred by said commission or any member 
thereof in performing the duties imposed by this act. Said com¬ 
mission shall have authority when it deems it necessary to employ 
an engineer on such terms and for such time as is necessary in the 
location, change, or construction of any public road in the county 
and to pay him for his services out of the road and bridge fund of 
the county. Such commission shall have exclusive jurisdiction 
and control over the expenditure of all road and bridge funds in 
said county from whatever source obtained and shall pay the same 
out upon warrants issued by the chairman of said commission after 
having been authorized by the vote of two or more members of the 
said commission and the treasurer of the said county or other 
custodian of the public funds of said county shall pay the warrant 
so drawn upon their presentation out of the road and bridge funds 
of said county. 

Section 15. If any section or provision of this act shall be 
declared void or unconstitutional it shall not affect the validity of 
any other section, part, or provision hereof. 

Section 16. Except so far as the same may be in conflict with 
the provisions of this act the general laws now in force in this state 
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with reference to public roads, public highways, ferries, and bridges, 
shall be in full force and effect in Winston County, Alabama. 

Section 17. That all laws and parts of laws, local, special and 
general, in conflict herewith are hereby repealed. 

Section 18. That this act shall take effect immediately upon 
approval by the governor of Alabama.
